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Gentlemen of the City Council : 


In addressing you on entering upon a_ second 
term in the office of Mayor, I desire to express my 
appreciation of the confidence given to me, after two 
years of service, by a majority of the voters of Boston. 

The office of Mayor is at the present time no easy one 
to fill; to accomplish properly all the duties in theory 
devolving upon it would certainly require more than 
human endurance, if not more than human_intelli- 
gence. During the last two years I have devoted con- 
stant effort with whatever of patience, persistency or 
intelligence I could command, to the performance of 
the varied, perplexing and ever-pressing duties of the 
mayoralty; but as I have by no means been able to 
satisfy myself, | certainly have no quarrel with any 
others whom I may have failed to satisfy. It is 
obvious that the official head of a municipality is, in 
some respects, — partly on account of experience gained 
—in a much stronger and more independent position 
during a second term of office, than dure a first 
term. 

I have highly valued the support which has been 
publicly given to me by some of the, representative 
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business men of the city, of both political parties, and 
also the favor which has been accorded me by 
a large proportion of the organized wage-earners of 
Boston, and of their representative leaders. It seems 
to be generally agreed that under the somewhat ex- 
traordinary political conditions which have recently 
affected the party to which I belong, I could not 
have been re-elected without the support at the polls 
of several thousands of the opposite political party, 
to say nothing of the course followed by others of ab- 
staining from voting agaist me. I shall not, there- 
fore, feel warranted in accepting the result of the recent 
election—as I could not but accept that of the 
election of two years ago—as merely, or even primarily, 
a party success; I must rather take it as a mandate 
from a majority of the people of Boston to continue for 
two years longer in their service, in the further 
development of policies with which I am already 
identified. 

After two years of active service as Mayor, after 
largely creating a new administration, through new ap- 
pointments to office, after becoming deeply interested in 
the carrying out of certain lines of municipal policy, I 
preferred re-election to retirement, if conditions made 
this practicable without loss of self-respect. But at 
the expiration of my present term of office I shall 
have been engaged for fifteen years in active political 
work, and I have neither the expectation nor the desire 
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to continue longer in any public employment. I say this 

in order that it may be clearly understood that I shall 
have no other aim during the coming two years than 
to serve the interests of the city, and to accomplish 
something toward the advancement of Boston and the 
improvement of its government. But I hope to live 
long here as a private citizen when my present official 
term has expired ; and I shall never lose the deep inter- 
est in our municipal government, and in everything 
pertaining to the general welfare of our people, which 
four years of service in the mayoralty will firmly fix 
in my habits of thought.

It will be noticed that only four loans have been 
issued during the past calendar year, as it has been 
found advisable to adopt the policy of going on to 
the market with larger loans, at longer intervals, 
rather than that of placing smaller loans more fre- 
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quently. The results obtamed seem to show the wis- 
dom of this policy. 

In the course of the year the City Treasurer bor- 
rowed temporarily, in anticipation of taxes, the sum 
of $6,845,000, and over $3,000,000 of this amount 
was obtained at interest rates running from 2 to 22 
per cent., while the highest interest rate paid was 3.07 
per .cent. 

The bids received on December. 29 by the City 
Treasurer for the sale of loans amounting to 
$2,851,000, running from five to forty years, furnish 
a highly gratifymg demonstration of the strength of 
the credit of the city and of the growing demand in 
financial centres for its bonds. Seven bids were re- 
ceived for the whole issue, and six additional bids 
for portions of the issue. The total amount of the 
bids was $21,968,000, or nearly eight times the 
amount of the issue. The award of the whole was made 
to a New York banking house at 105.889, which brought 
the average interest rate on the whole loan down to 
3.182 per cent, which is the lowest net interest rate for 
which any bonds of the city running less than fifty years 
have ever been sold on the market. The fact that the 
last large loan issued by the city of New York was sold 
at a figure giving a net interest rate only very slightly 
less than the above, although free of all city and county 
tax, shows that the City of Boston is in its financial 
standing im the very front rank of American cities. 
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DEBT LIMIT, 


While I do not believe that the financial situation of 
the city is one which gives ground for alarm, it cannot 
be denied that judicious and prudent financial manage- 
ment is demanded. Mystudy and observation lead me 
to the conclusion that the key to the financial situation 
hes in the use of the borrowimg capacity of the city 
within the debt limit. If none of this borrowing 
capacity had been applied by special legislation the city 
would have had the right to borrow within the past 
year the sum of $2,245,331, and it would have 
the right to borrow the sum of $2,500,000 dur- 
ing the coming year. These loans within the debt 
limit, under the operation of our financial system, 
seem to be within the limits of conservative finance, 
as they can only be issued upon the basis of the accu- 
mulations of our sinking funds and the increase of our 
taxable valuation; it is only the increase of loans outside 
of the debt limit which affords any occasion for finan- 
— clal anxiety. 

A conservative policy undoubtedly requires that 
more of the large expenditures for special objects shall 
be met inside the debt limit and less outside the 
limit. The only way to bring about this result is by 
means of legislation, as it is, under present conditions, 
practically impossible to secure from the City Council any 
large appropriations for special objects, at the expense 
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of the funds available for local improvements. The 
precedent of making a direct legislative appropriation, 
continuing for several years, within the debt limit, was 
set by chapter 408 of the Acts of 1895; this provided 
that the School Committee should have authority to 
make certain large loans in the succeeding years, which 
were to be charged against the regular borrowing capac- 
ity of the city. In the amendment of this Act passed 
by the last Legislature, changing the disposition of the 
money available under this authority by providing for 
the erection of certain high school buildings, the same 
policy of keeping within the debt limit was, on my 
recommendation, maintained. Where it is desirable 
or necessary to provide by loan for the carrying out 
of a certain policy through several years—as was 
believed to be the case in regard to the construction 
of new school-houses —it is clearly necessary to resort to 
the Legislature, as one City Council would have no 
authority, whatever might be its disposition, to bind 
a succeeding City Council to the making of any loan 
appropriation. 

I believe that it would be prudent financial policy 
to provide that any excess in the expenditures of 
the city in connection with the Southern Union 
Station over the $2,000,000 for which five-year 
bonds outside the debt limit are already authorized, 
should be met by the issue of bonds inside the 
debt limit. I think also that it would be proper 
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to provide — particularly m view of the fact that 
under changed conditions the origimal plan for a new 
ferry landing is not likely to be carried out — that 
any expenditures made, or to be made, out of the 
loan of $500,000 outside of the debt limit authorized 
for this purpose by chapter 435 of the Acts of 1895, 
shall be included within the debt limit. In short, I 
believe that the essential feature of a reasonably con- 
servative financial policy should be the charging 
against the regular borrowing capacity of the city 
of all loans hereafter authorized outside the debt 
limit, running for a longer term than five years, 
except for purposes, such as the construction of the 
subway, which yield a direct and separate return 
upon the expenditures made,—with the possible 
further exception of the loan for the completion of 
the park system elsewhere referred to. 

I would also suggest, in view of the fact that the 
assessments which, in theory, should fully reimburse 
the city treasury for all expenditures made under the 
loan of $3,000,000, outside of the debt limit, to pro- 
vide for the construction of assessable streets and 
sewers, authorized by chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, 
in practice fail to do so, that whatever deficiency may 
be found to exist between the amount of this loan, 
and the aggregate of the assessments to be received, 
be charged im some manner against the borrowing 
capacity of the city, within the debt limit. Under 
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the provisions- of chapter 519 of the Acts of the 
present year, authorizing an additional $3,000,000 
loan to be issued outside of the debt limit to pay 
the expense of constructing assessable streets under the 
provisions of said chapter 323, there is, with one 
exception, apparently no chance for such a deficiency, 
as the money can only be applied to constructing 
streets fifty feet or less in width, and therefore wholly 
assessable upon the abutters. The exception covers 
such portion of the fund as was authorized by chap- 
ter 394 of the Acts of 1897 to be expended for 
connecting Franklin Park with the Marine Park, by 
way of Columbia Road. I believe that any deficiency 
which may be found to exist between the total cost 
of this latter work and the assessments to be laid there- 
for, other than the portion chargeable to the Park 
Department, should also be charged against the 
borrowing capacity of the city inside the debt limit. 
Furthermore, I believe that any loans for sewerage 
works issued under the provisions of chapter 426 of 
the Acts of 1897 which may not be fully assessed 
upon the estates benefited should also be so charged. 
If these suggestions can be carried out, and if these 
and other deficiencies in loan accounts can be charged 
against the borrowing capacity of the city, I believe 
that it will go far to place our finances upon a 
reasonably safe basis. 
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There is one reassuring fact that should be borne in 
mind in connection with the increase of the debt of the 
city; that is that private capitalists have lately shown 
their faith in the future of this community, and in 
the return which can be realized here upon large 
expenditures, by committing themselves to the invest- 
ment of an enormous sum of money, — about equal, 
indeed, to three-fifths of the present net debt of the 
city. The investment of the Boston Terminal Com- 
pany will amount to between $10,000,000 and 
$11,000,000 before its work is completed, and the in- 
vestment of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
is expected to amount to about $15,000,000, of 
which $10,000,000 is already actually subscribed. 
The expenditure recently made in the abolition of 
grade crossings on the Ime of the Providence Rail- 
road, and those to be made in the relocation of 
the Old Colony tracks, in the new freight ter- 
minals of the New England Railroad at South 
Boston, in the construction of additional tracks 
connecting the Providence Railroad with the new 
Southern Terminal, and in the construction of the 
new Back Bay Station, will easily bring the total 
above $30,000,000. While we are, therefore, in the 
middle of a period of large municipal expenditures, 
these certainly have not exceeded, if they have 
equalled, the scale of private investments in local 
enterprises intimately connected with the prosperity

of the community, and dependent for their success 
upon its future development. 

It should furthermore be borne in mind in consid- 
ering the debt of Boston, particularly when figured 
upon a per capita basis, that the power of any com- 
munity to pay taxes depends not upon its popula- 
tion but upon the business transacted within its 
limits. While Boston only has a population of half 
a million, it has another half million who transact a 
large part of their business here, within its immediate 
suburbs. I think it will be admitted that no other 
large eity of the country has such a proportionately 
large number of persons regularly doimg their busi- 
ness within its limits but residmg outside of its 
boundaries. 

The best conclusion which I am able to arrive at is 
that, while the situation calls for reasonable financial 
prudence, Boston is still in a position where proposed 
further expenditures of public money should be con- 
sidered rather upon the basis of the return to be 
realized, than from the sole standpoint of existing 
indebtedness per capita, or of percentage of debt to 
valuation. While the power of mortgaging the future 
should not be abused, the present generation is cer- 
tainly warranted in making proper provision, by means 
of loans, for the plain requirements needed to meet the 
demands of future growth — particularly when, as in 
the case of the Southern Union Station, opportunities 
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of effecting great and valuable public improvements 
may be permanently lost, if not embraced when they 
offer themselves. If it were necessary, for instance, 
for the city to provide the money for improving 
Boston Harbor, 1t would, im my opmion, be a most 
short-sighted policy to allow the great commerce of 
this port to be jeopardized through unwillingness to 
make the necessary investment. We live in a time 
when great undertakings are entered into at the public 
expense, both in this country and abroad, and Boston 
is merely followmg the example of the chief cities 
of the world in investing large sums of money to 1m- 
prove and develop her advantages. 


FINANCIAL POLICIES. 

I again call attention to a matter referred to in my 
last annual address, which seems to me one of primary 
importance. I then stated that “one of the greatest 
difficulties now met with in the proper management 
of our municipal finances 1s that of obtamimeg the pas- 
sage by the City Council, at the proper time, of loan 
appropriations for purposes benefiting the city as a 
whole, and not of special mterest to any particular 


b 


locality,” and that at the present time it is “only 
with much difficulty and considerable uncertainty that 
such appropriations for necessary general purposes 
can be obtained.” The experience of the last year 


has strengthened these views. I think that no in- 
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telligent person can observe the present workings 
of our city government without becoming convinced 
that, under the pressure for local improvements, the 
machinery for obtaming appropriations for general pur- 
poses has practically broken down. The impossibility 
of securing these to an extent sufficient to meet the 
admitted and pressing necessities of the city — 
in spite of the fact that the borrowing capacity 
within the debt limit, if wisely used, is sufficient 
to meet such wants —raises a serious problem, to 
which I invite the attention of all who are interested 
in securmg the proper working of our municipal 
government. I believe that the acceptance by the 
people of the Act for the consolidation of the two 
branches of the city government, passed by the last 
Legislature, would have done something to remedy the 
existing difficulties of this character; but under 
the present organization of the city government I 
cannot see much prospect of any relief in this respect. 

I can see no adequate remedy for the difficulty 
except the creation of a board of apportionment, on 
somewhat similar lines to that which has existed for 
many years in the city of New York, which seems to 
me the best step to take and the only one which 
fully meets the case, or else the enactment of a pro- 
vision of law that no loan shall be authorized by 
the City Council in excess of say one-half of the total 
borrowing capacity for the year except for purposes 
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recommended by the Mayor as bemg for the general 
benefit of the city as a whole, or as necessary to pro- 
vide for some department need. As this would prac- 
tically tie up one-half of the borrowimg capacity in 
each year in such a manner that it would be impossible 
to use it for local improvements, the City Council would 
doubtless devote the money to meeting such of the 
general wants of the city as seemed to it of the most 
pressing character; and that body would still exercise 
the right of discriminating between the various pro- 
posed, expenditures of this character, or of rejecting 
them all, if it saw fit to do so. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


I expressed last year my belief that “ responsible 
executive control of the finances of the city is seri- 
ously impaired by the power of the School Commit- 
tee to spend money beyond the appropriations, and 
its readiness to use such power.” I believe that the 
time has come when it is both desirable and feasible 
to have the financial relations between the School 
Committee and the city government thoroughly re- 
vised, and to make such changes in the law as will 
at least do away with some of the chief defects of 
the present system, and put an end to divided re- 
sponsibility and constant: friction. 
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- I cannot better express my views than by quoting 
the followimg language recently used Sh me in an 
address before the City Council: 

“The question of the proper constitution of the School 
Committee is a controverted one, and 1s complicated by 
the fact that women are now allowed to vote in the 
election of its members; but it must be admitted by 
all that the present organization of this Committee 
perpetuates in one very important department of the 
work of the city government the system of administra- 
tion by elective committees, which was finally done 
away with as to all other city work by the Charter 
Amendment Act of 1885. While the results attained 
will vary according to the personnel of the Committee, 
it is safe to say that the most efficient performance of 
many important duties of a purely executive character 
devolving upon it cannot be achieved under the present 
system. The supervision of schools from the purely 
educational side is perhaps rather a work of a legisla- 
tive than of an executive character, and this might be 
well performed by a committee containing as many as 
twenty-four members; but for the performance of the 
executive side of the work, a smaller body, supervising 
and directing a proper force of executive or technical 
officers, with a single, responsible executive head, 
would seem to ensure more consistent policies and 
better results. The relations, or lack of relations, 
between the School Committee and the City Council as 
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to school appropriations are at present somewhat unfor- 
tunate, and give rise at times to unnecessary friction as 
to the division of financial responsibility. The City 
Council now merely appropriates a gross sum for the 
maintenance of the schools, and the important work of 
apportioning this sum for different purposes is_per- 
formed by the School Committee itself; and moreover 
this Committee, under the authority apparently given 
it by the state law, does not hesitate to make expen- 
ditures considerably in excess of its appropriations. In 
view of these facts 1t would seem to be decidedly in 
the interest of simplicity and responsibility to sever 
entirely the present financial tie between the City 
Council and the School Committee, and to give to the 
latter body directly, by statute, the right to draw from 
the city treasury for school purposes a fixed percentage, 
and no more, of the tax levy for each year.” 

I now desire to approach this difficult and delicate 
question in such a spirit that some practical results 
can be accomplished. My own opinion is that the 
best organization of the School Committee would be 
to place it upon exactly the same basis as the other 
executive departments of the city government. I 
believe that it should be constituted by appointment 
by the Mayor, and that it should consist of seven 
members, two of whom should always be women, no 
more than three of the other five to be members of 
any one political party. I would have the terms 
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expire in the same manner as those of the present 
institutions trustees—two members bemg appointed 
in certain years, and one member in certain other 
years, for a five-year term. Jf would then have a 
larger committee, constituted mm some suitable man- 
ner, to act as a visiting or advisory body. I believe 
that under such an organization political mfluences 
would have less to do with the make-up of the 
committee than at the present time, and that the 
working organization, which should of course in- 
clude a proper technical staff, would be greatly im- 
proved. 

I am aware, however, that any plan of this char- 
acter, while it would have the support of persons of emi- 
nent standing as experts in education, would encounter 
strenuous opposition in some quarters, and that im all 
probability it could not be passed through the Legisla- 
ture. JI am therefore prepared, while stating my own 
strong belief as above outlined, to allow those who are 
opposed to executive control of education to assume the 
responsibility of preventing it, and to join with them in 
an effort to remove some of the existing difficulties by 
at least reducing the number of members of the School 
Committee, and by adopting the opposite alternative of 
completely divorcing the control of school maintenance 
appropriations from the Mayor and the City Council,— 
leaving the School Committee an absolutely free hand, 
at least within certain limits, so that they, and they 
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alone, may be held responsible for any defects or short- 
comings. 

If the School Committee is not to be allowed an. 
unlimited right to draw upon the city treasury, some 
fixed basis of an appropriation for running expenses 
is necessary. In order to allow for the increas- 
ing¢ demands of the schools this might be based 
upon a percentage of the $9 tax rate. The per- 
centage of such rate which has been expended for 
the maintenance of our schools durmg the past ten 


years has been as follows:

If it were felt that this basis would restrict the com- 
mittee too rigidly, its appropriation might be based 
upon the number of scholars instructed in the public 
schools, allowmg so much per capita. Almost any 
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fixed basis, within the limits of reason, would in my 
opinion be better than the present unsatisfactory 
arrangement, by which the School Committee receives a 
certain appropriation at the beginning of the year, 
largely exceeds it, and throws on the Mayor the serious 
burden and responsibility of providing at the end of 
the year, by means of transfer, for a considerable 
deficit. It is very desirable that we should adopt one 
financial theory or the other; if the City Council is to 
exercise a real control over the finances and expen- 
ditures of the School Committee, then the latter body 
should have no more right than any other department 
to exceed its appropriations —and no other department 
can do so unless expressly authorized by the Mayor. 
If, on the other hand, the City Council is to have no 
real financial control over the School Committee, then 
the semblance of such control, should be altogether 
given up, and the City Council should not be obliged 
to go through the empty form of making an appropri- 
ation which amounts to nothing but an expression of 
its opinion that the School Committee ought to spend 
only that amount. . 

There is still another course, by which an even more 
radical financial separation between the School Com- 
mittee and the city government can be effected, 
and I desire to suggest this, also, for serious con- 
sideration, as an alternative which fully meets 


the difficulties inherent in the present system, and 
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has much to recommend it. This proposal is that 
the present $9 tax limit should be reduced by about 
the amount now annually expended for the support 
of our scheols, and that the School Committee 
should then be allowed to fix its own appropria- 
tion, without any action by the city government — 
either without any limitation at all as to the amount to 
be expended, or subject to such separate limitation as 
the Legislature might deem proper. I should be 
glad to see the present tax limit reduced from $9.00 
to $7.00 per thousand, — which would reduce the agere- 
gate amount that can be raised within the tax limit 
by nearly the amount appropriated for the School 
Committee in recent years, —if the general tax levy 
were relieved of current school expenditures and these 
were assessed outside of the limit. 

Personally I might even be willing, in order to get 
rid of the objections to the present system and to have 
a clearly defined responsibility, to see the School Com- 
mittee given the right to make expenditures without 
limit, as I believe that this would result within a few 
years In securing that reorganization of the system 
of school administration which seems to me so desir- 
able. But if it were deemed best to limit the amount 
which could be raised for school purposes, either to a 
fixed rate upon the tax valuation or in any other suit- 
able manner, this could readily be done; and from the 


standpoint of conservative management of the finances

of the city some limitation would doubtless be desirable. 
The only feature which seems to me essential 1s to put 
an end absolutely, to the present division of financial 
responsibility. The provision requiring the orders of 
the School Committee appropriating money to come to 
the Mayor for his approval should, however, be re- 
tained, — although under present conditions this does 
not amount to very much, as it is generally easy to 
get sufficient votes in the School Committee to pass 
any such measure over the veto of the Mayor. 

If, therefore, the Legislature is unwillng—as I 
apprehend may be the case—to make any radical 
change in the constitution and authority of the School 
Committee, I shall endeavor in every way to secure an 
agreement upon, and the passage of, some measure on 
the lines above indicated, and I trust that during the 
coming year the administration and financial control of 
our schools will at least be put, upon whatever basis 
may command the approval of the Legislature, in such 
form as to do away entirely with the present division 
of financial responsibility. No change need be made 
in respect to loan appropriations for the construction 
. of new school buildings, as these can be made as called 
for, either by the City Council or, in accordance with 
the practice Inaugurated in recent years, directly by the 
Legislature. 
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CITY COUNCIL. 


While I still remain of the opmion expressed in my 
last annual address, that a smegle chamber, if properly 
constituted, would be a great improvement over the 
present dual organization of the City Council, the rejec- 
tion by the people of chapter 361 of the Acts of 1897, 
consolidating the Board of Aldermen and the Common 
Council into a single chamber, apparently makes it neces- 
sary to find some method of improving the existing 
organization without giving up the two-chamber SYS- 
tem, the continuance of which seems to be favored by 
a decided majority of our voters. I believe that there 
are a number of desirable features in this Act, not 
necessarily connected with the single-chamber idea, 
which should be mecorporated into a new measure. The 
nomination and election directly by the people of the 
presiding officers of the two branches would, in my 
opinion, tend to give more dignity and importance to 
those positions, and consequently to the City Council 
itself, and would tend to increase healthful imterest in 
municipal politics. If the size of the Board of Alder- 
men is to remain as at present, I believe that the direct 
nomination and election of its members, in the manner 
provided for by this Act, would be far preferable to the 
present system. The thorough consideration which 
this Act received, both inside and outside of the Legis- 
lature, resulted in abandoning, by general consent, the 
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principle of minority representation. I am_ satisfied 
that nothing but mischief can result from a provision 
of this character, under existing political conditions; 
and I trust that, m any measure which may be passed, 
we shall return to the system of election by majority 
vote. 

I desire to express my strong belief in the practica- 
bility and desirability of domg away with nominating 
conventions in connection with all municipal offices. 
The regulation of the caucus, and its consequent 
development into a primary election, has now prog- 
ressed far enough in this city to make it pos 
sible to abolish the political convention altogether, 
and to make municipal nominations come directly 
from the party voters. The practice of pledging 
delegates to a particular candidate has been growmeg 
here within recent years, and the next step which 
should logically come in the extension of electoral 
reform is that of giving the voter, in his party caucus, 
the right to designate directly, instead of indirectly, 
his choice for the party nomination. Such a_ step 
would bring the making of nominations one step nearer 
to the people, and the average results would, I think, 
be better and safer; they would certainly be more 
representative of the popular will, and less subject to be 
influenced by the active efforts of local politicians. 
The consolidation act above referred to provided, in a 
simple method, for the nomination of candidates for 
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aldermen directly in the party caucuses ; I would not 
only incorporate similar provisions in a new act, but I 
would also provide for the nomination in like manner 
of the party candidates for Mayor and for Street Com- 
missioner. 

The objection may indeed be urged that under this 
system the nomination might, where there were a 
number of candidates in the field, go to some 
one who had only received a fraction of the party 
vote. This objection can be readily met by giving 
the voter an opportunity to designate his second 
and third choice for a nomination, as well as his 
first; the candidate receiving the smallest number of 
votes could then be dropped from the list and his 
votes could be transferred to those designated as 
second choice upon his ballots, and this process could 
be continued until some one candidate had thus re- 
ceived a majority of the total party vote. In this 
manner the will of a political party would be ex- 
pressed directly and accurately, and the operation. of 
the party system would, I believe, be made more sat- 
isfactory. 

I believe that a feature now incorporated in the new 
charter of the city of New York should be included in 
any plan that may be adopted for strengthening or 
improving our City Council. This provides that 
every ex-mayor of that city, “so long as he re 
mains a resident of said city, shall be entitled to a seat 
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in the Council, and to participate in its discussions, 
but he shall not be entitled to a vote.” Anyone who 
has filled the office of Mayor of Boston ought to be 
able, from his experience and knowledge of municipal 
affairs, whenever a matter of exceptional importance 
comes before the City Council, to contribute something 
of value to the discussion, and to assist at least in 
forming public opinion, and upon proper occasions 
he should be willing to do so. I believe that the adop- 
tion of this provision would be very desirable, and 
that the occasional exercise of this privilege by ex- 
mayors would tend to strengthen the character and 
influence of the City Council. 

An idea has also occurred to me, in somewhat 
the same line, which I suggest for consideration. 
The object aimed at by every one imterested in the 
strengthening and improving of our City Council is 
to have it brought more closely in touch with the 
great interests of this city, outside of the ordinary 
field of municipal politics, and to have it become a 
more truly representative body. There are two 
important organizations of our city, the one repre- 
senting capital and the other labor —each constituted 
upon the federation plan, and both having char- 
acters entirely different from those of other organ- 
izations — which it is_ particularly desirable to 
keep in close touch with the city government, and 
interested in the consideration of municipal problems. 
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These organizations are the Associated Board of 
Trade, representing the organized merchants and 
business men, and the Central Labor Union, repre- 
senting the organized wage earners. I suggest the 
desirability of allowing each of these bodies to 
choose, at the time of the annual municipal election, 
one representative, who should have, durimg the 
succeeding municipal year, the same right accorded 
by the city of New York to ex-mayors, — namely, 
that of occupying a seat upon the floor of either 
branch and_ participatmg in its discussions, but 
without the right to vote. 

More intelligent discussion of the vital problems of 
municipal government is one of the thmgs most needed 
in the City Council, and I cannot but believe that 
these suggestions would tend to promote such dis- 
cussion, and would therefore exercise a powerful 
stimulatmg imfluence upon the members elected by 
the votes of the people. 


AN OFFICIAL GAZETTE. 


I believe that the creation of some regular and sys- 
tematic agency for giving full and speedy publicity to 
all official action taken by the executive departments 
would supply a want which is seriously felt im the pres- 
ent working of our city government. ‘The reports of 
the proceedings of both branches of the City Council, 
which have been for some time published by contract 
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in the daily press, afford the public full information as 
to everything done by the legislative branch of our city 
government, and even as to everything said in debate 
by its members; but there is no method by which a 
citizen, or even a member of the City Council, can keep 
himself fully and correctly informed as to action taken 
by the executive departments except by visiting their 
respective offices. All official acts become, of course, 
matters of public record, and any specific information 
regarding them that may be desired can therefore be 
secured by inquiry; but there is no method at present 
by which a person desirmg to keep himself mformed 
as to official action can do so without the trouble of a 
personal letter or visit, as such mformation now gets 
to the public only in a fragmentary and - irregular 
manner, and sometimes not In an exact form, through 
the daily press. ? 

In my last annual address I expressed the opinion 
that ‘the Executive should constantly be subject to 
close observation and intelligent criticism by the leg- 
islative branch of the government;’ the absence of 
such criticism, made not merely for the purpose of 
manufacturing partisan capital, but in a fair spirit 
and with a desire of really benefiting the public, is 
one of the weak points in our city government at 
the present time. The powers of the Mayor and of 
the heads of departments are so great, and the action 
taken by them constitutes such an important part of’ 
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the work of governing the city, that the mterests of 
sound and efficient administration, coming up to the 
best standards, and responsive to the demands of en- 
lightened public sentiment, require that the fullest 
light of publicity shall be thrown upon all executive 
actions, as a basis for proper public criticism. The 
great power and value of mere publicity under our 
democratic form of government, as a force for check- 
ing abuses and securing needed improvements in public 
affairs, has been frequently demonstrated. 

I believe that the regular publication by the city of 
an official gazette, containing a record of all official 
acts of every Board or officer at the head of a depart- 
ment, would have a most beneficial effect; first, in 
furnishing the members of the City Council with the 
information required in order to enable them to per- 
form properly their important duty of scrutimizing the 
expenditure of the money appropriated by them; 
second, in affording to the writers who deal with 
municipal matters in the press full and exact current 
information; and third, in stimulating the interest of 
citizens generally in the operations of the municipal 
government, by affording them the means of followimg 
these with ease. Such regular publication of all official 
action would also certainly have a tendency to make 
officials more careful in the performance of their duties. 

Without undertaking at the present time to make 
an exhaustive category of all that should be included 
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in such a municipal publication, it should contain, in 
my opinion, among other things:. 

1. <A copy of every message sent by the Mayor to 
the City Council, or either branch, and of every ordi- 
nance, order or vote passed by the City Council, or 
either branch, and approved by the Mayor, or which 
has gone into effect without such approval. 

2. A statement of every order or vote passed 
by the Street Commissioners and approved by the 
Mayor. 

3. Notices of all public hearmgs to be held be- 
fore committees of the City Council, or before the 
Mayor, or any head of a department, or before com- 
mittees of the Legislature when such hearings relate 
to matters affecting the city— with perhaps a brief 
summary of such hearings. 

4. A summary, or the full text, of all important 
bills affecting the city pending in the Legislature, 
and the full text of all laws affecting the city, as 
passed. 

5. A copy, or a sufficiently full abstract, of the 
record of .all meetings of Boards at the head of de- 
partments, and of all formal action taken by single 
heads of departments in the exercise of the powers 
vested in them by statute or ordinance. | 

6. A report of official action of record taken 
by the school committee, or by any sub-committee 
thereof. 
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7. Such vital and social statistics, and such -sta- 
tistical matter relative to the operations of the dif- 
ferent departments, such as prices paid for supplies, 
number of employees, number of inmates of institu- 
tions, quantity of work performed, weekly receipts 
or expenditures, as the Board of Municipal Statistics 
may deem suitable for current publication, and such 
official information as to the operations of other 
municipalities, in this country or abroad, as said 
Board may deem valuable for the information of the 
executive departments. 

8. A copy of every advertisement published by 
any department, a summary of all proposals received 
in response to the same, and a statement of all 
awards of contracts, giving work to be done and 
date of completion. i 

9. Special communications addressed to the Mayor 

by heads of departments relative to the operations 
or needs of their departments, and such notices as 
they deem it proper to issue to the public. 
10. <A record of the entry and nature of all law- 
suits brought by or against the city, of any action 
thereon in court, and of all settlements of claims 
against the city, whether made in court or outside 
of Court. 

11. An outlme of the principal features of the 
city finances. 
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12. Such illustrations of any work proposed or 
executed by any department as may be desirable to 
give a clear idea of the same. ; 

13. A statement of all action affecting the city 
taken by the Civil Service Commission, notices of 
all examinations or registrations relative to employ- 
ment under the city to be held by said Commission, 
and a summary of the result thereof. 

14. Such official information as to the operations 
of the several Metropolitan Commissions, or as to any 
action taken, or report made, affecting the city by 
any state commission or officer, as may be deemed 
of interest. 

Such a gazette for the mformation and use of the 
departments and officers of the city, [ am advised 
by the Corporation Counsel, can be published by 
order of the Mayor, each department being charged 
with its share of the expense. In order that it may 
begin with the present municipal year, I have al- 
ready instructed the Superintendent of Printing to 
take charge of the printing of such a publication, 
and I have asked the Board of Statistics to assume 
the direction of receiving, arranging and editing 
matter to appear in it, and the heads of depart- 
ments will be expected to furnish, as promptly as 
possible, information as to all the matters above 
referred to. This publication will be designated as 
“The City Record, an official gazette of the Hxecu- 
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tive Departments of the City of Boston,” and will 
be issued weekly, beginning with the present week ; 
copies will be furnished to every head of a depart- 
ment or division, and to members of the City 
Council. While this publication is primarily for 
official use, I have no doubt that arrangements will 
be made by which any citizen can receive the pub- 
lication by subscribing for it. | 

A daily official publication upon somewhat the 
Imes above indicated, but more comprehensive in its 
scope, has been maintained for over twenty years by 
the city of New York, with successful results, and 
similar municipal publications are not uncommon in 
Kurope. Boston cannot therefore lead the way 
among American cities in the establishment of such 
a gazette; but she can be the second city to take 
such a step, and in view of the successful . operation 
of our municipal printing plant, it seems particularly 
appropriate that this city—bemg now equipped to 
issue such a publication without having to make 
any contract therefor — should inaugurate this depar- 
ture. The Superintendent of Printing estimates that 
an eight-page publication of suitable size can be 
issued weekly at an expense of about $5,000 a year, 
and the effort will be made to have its general style 
and make-up as convenient and attractive as possible. 


While, as above stated, this “City Record” will 
be started at once as an executive publication, I 
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trust that the City Council will deem it proper to 
provide for its publication by ordinance, thus estab- 
lishing it as the official gazette of the city, covering 
both the legislative and executive departments. I 
desire further to suggest the desirability of publish- 
ing the verbatim reports of the proceedings of the 
City Council in this manner, instead of by making 
a contract therefor with a daily newspaper. 


DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


Much attention has been given during the past year 
to the question of adopting some proper system for 
the final disposition of garbage. The two methods 
heretofore in use for disposing of the garbage of this 
city — namely, dumping it at sea and selling it to be fed 
to swine—are unscientific in the ight of modern knowl- 
edge, and entirely unworthy of a civilized community. 
While Boston is better situated than most seashore 
cities in respect to the opportunity for dumping at sea, 
so that the practice has not yet been forbidden by the 
United States authorities, as it has been in some 
other ports, yet it is impossible, under certain weather 
conditions, to prevent the garbage from being thrown 
back upon the shores of the bay, giving occasion 
for just complaint. While perfectly fresh, selected 
garbage may perhaps properly be fed to swine, the use 
for this purpose of the promiscuous garbage of a 
large city, in a stale condition, is pronounced by all 
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competent health authorities to be utterly unsanitary. 
While the city has been deriving a_ substantial, 
though diminishing, revenue from the sale of garbage 
at its yards, to be carted away through our streets— 
which practice has frequently. been made the subject 
of strong and well-grounded complaimt, —I have felt 
that this furnished no justification for a continuance 
of the present methods, and that, if necessary, a con- 
siderable additional expense might properly be in- 
curred in order to secure the benefits of a thoroughly 
sanitary and inoffensive method of disposing of our 
garbage. 

The cities of New York, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington have been visited by myself and. by the 
Superintendent of Streets, the City Engineer, the 
Chairman of the Board of Health and the Deputy 
Superintendent of the Sanitary Division, and the 
systems in operation in those cities have been care- 
fully examined and inquired into by us, and infor- 
mation has also been sought from other quarters. 
Our inquiry into the subject convinced all of us 
that the time had come when an effort at least 
should be made to secure a more modern and 
approved method of disposmg of the garbage of 
Boston in a sanitary manner. Accordingly, the 
Superintendent of Streets, with my approval, issued, 
in the latter part of November, an advertisement 
inviting proposals for disposmg of the garbage of 
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this city for the term of ten years, subject to the 
right on the part of the city to purchase the plant 
to be erected by the contractor at the end of five 
years. As it was found that the cost of erecting a 
proper plant for the handling and disposal of the 
quantity of garbage produced in this city was very 
considerable, and that all contractors in the field natu- 
rally figured on reimbursing themselves for the full 
cost of the plant, in addition to expenses and profits, 
during the term of the contract, it was believed that 
a much more favorable rate could be secured on a ten- 
year contract than on a five-year one, while the city 
would be sufficiently protected by its option to purchase 
the plant, at a price to be fixed by referees, at the end 
of the shorter period. The advertisement of the Super- 
intendent invited bids for the disposal of garbage 
either by cremation or by reduction, which are the 
only two known processes, and only such requirements 
were made of bidders as were deemed essential to 
relieve the city of the embarrassment of dealing with 
the bids of irresponsible parties, having only experi- 
mental or undeveloped systems, which the experience 
of other cities had shown to be only a source of trouble. 
It was felt to be absolutely essential that the city, in 
making the considerable changes involved, should be 
able to count, with almost absolute certainty, upon the 
ability of the contractor to fulfil his contract, and to dis- 
pose of all garbage promptly and in a sanitary manner. 
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When the bids were opened on December 8, 1t was 
found that three bids had been made, each proposing the 
use of the reduction system. The annual payment 
by the city during the term of the contract for 
which the lowest bidder, The Sanitary Product Com- 
pany, proposed to do the work, was $47,400. As it 
seemed, in the light of the fullest formation attain- 
able, that this price was a reasonably fair one, 
and was as low as there was reason to suppose 
that any responsible contractor, familiar with the 
business, would do the work for, the Superimtendent of 
Streets and myself decided that it was for the interest 
of the city to accept the same, and the contract was 
awarded to that company. 

While the full official responsibility rests upon the 
Superintendent of Streets and myself, it should be 
stated that the action taken met with the approval of 
the City Engineer, who had with us given close atten- 
tion to the subject; on the other hand, the Chairman 
of the Board of Health, while recognizing that the 
lowest bid came from experienced persons, was dis- 
posed to favor the plan of cremating garbage, combined 
with other materials, at a number of local furnaces. 
Without assuming to decide the disputed question as to 
the superior merits of cremation or reduction, — upon 
which there is some difference of opinion among 
engineers who have made a study of the subject, —I 
felt that the city should not, in the present state 
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of the matter, undertake to operate a garbage 
disposal plant of its own, even if the money 
for the purpose could have been obtained from the 
City Council; and it seemed to me better to take 
the reduction proposition offered by the lowest bid- 
der, in the absence of any proposal based upon cre- 
mation, rather than to wait, perhaps indefinitely, 
for further developments or improvements. While 
Boston has, perhaps, benefited by allowing some other 
American cities to lead the way and to demonstrate 
actual results in the disposal of garbage, I believed 
that we could not longer postpone making some 
arrangement without bemg unduly conservative and 
unprogressive. : 
After full consideration of the various sites avail- 
able for a plant of this character, it was decided 
that Spectacle Island seemed, on some accounts, to 
offer the greatest safety, and a location at this 
pomt was therefore named in the contract as ad- 
vertised,—a price for the purchase by the city of 
one-half of this island having been first obtaimed 
from the owners. It appeared, however, when the 
bids were in that the system which the lowest  bid- 
der proposed to use, known as the Arnold process, 
embodied only familiar principles, and had been for 
some time in successful use both in Philadelphia and 
in New York, handling in the latter city a quantity 


of garbage several times larger than the whole amount 
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collected in Boston ; it therefore seemed best—in view 
of the high price, $75,000, asked for one-half of 
Spectacle Island, of the uncertainty of securing such 
an appropriation from the City Council, and of the 
delay involved in making the attempt to obtain it— 
to fix upon another location, upon land already owned 
by the city. Accordingly, after receiving from the low- 
est bidder a letter agreeing to the change of situation, 
and further declarimg that the proposed process would 
do the work in such new location without bemg open 
to any sanitary objection whatever, the location was, 
by a supplemental contract, changed from Spectacle 
Island to an unoccupied piece of land, very suitable for 
the purpose, adjacent to the Calf Pasture Sewage 
Pumping Station. As the individuals connected with 
the company which has thus obtained the contract are 
men of large experience as general contractors, of 
ample financial responsibility, and have, moreover, 
been successfully engaged in operating this process in 
the cities of New York and Philadelphia — their work 
in the former city having commanded the full approval 
of Colonel Waring, Commissioner of Street Cleaning — 
there is, at least, every reason to expect that this dif- 
ficult matter will be satisfactorily handled in Boston. 
While the payment of $47,400 a year, to be made 
to the contractor, involves a substantial addition to 
the expenditure of the Sanitary Division, the cost of 
towing garbage and some other waste material to 
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sea now amounts, with a fair allowance for depreci- 
ation, to nearly $25,000 a year. A considerable 
portion of this sum should be saved by the new 
arrangement, as all expenses of water transportation 
are to be borne by the contractor, the city having the 
right to deliver garbage into his scows at as many 
as five points on the water front, thus avoiding any 
very long hauls m teams. Work upon the plant will 
be pushed with vigor, and it is required by the terms 
of the contract to be im operation by May 1. 

This contract has been made under the express 
authority for the purpose vested by statute (chapter 
377 of the Acts of 1889) in the officer of a city having 
charge of the collection and distribution of garbage. 

I am gratified to be able to give to the citizens of 
Boston, at the beginning of my second term, the as- 
surance of seeing the present crude and indefensible 
methods of disposmg of garbage replaced within a 
few months by a model manufacturing establishment, 
in which valuable products are recovered from this 


waste material in a perfectly sanitary manner. 


SEWERAGE WORKS. 

A very important change in the financial provi- 
sion for operating the sewerage system of the city 
and constructing new sewerage works has been made 
by chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897. This Act 
is based upon the principle that expenditure for 
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future sewer construction should be met, not out of 
the general tax levy, as at present, but by a speciat 
assessment upon estates using, or benefited by, new 
sewers, while the maintenance of the entire system 
should be met by a special assessment upon all using 
the same. Under the financial system which has 
existed in the past, it has been found impossible to 
secure sufficient appropriations to provide either for 
the construction of new sewers admitted to be of 
urgent public necessity, or for the proper maintenance 
and care of existing sewerage works. It has been 


entirely impracticable, under the regular maintenance 


appropriation of recent years, to keep the sewers prop- > | 


erly cleaned, and many of them are to-day partially 
obstructed by deposits and in bad condition. When it 
is remembered that we have in the streets of the city 
no less than 640 miles of sewers, the magnitude of the 
work of keeping them in proper condition is evident. 
The importance of maintaming our natural water 
courses for carrying off surface water, and of doing 
such construction work as may be necessary to enable 
them to serve their natural purposes, has been recog- 
nized for years, and desirable land has in some locali- 
ties suffered considerably in value through the failure 
of the city to take proper action. The vitally im- 
portant pumping-works at Calf Pasture were allowed 
to run down, and no provision had been made for the 
construction of additional pumps at this point, or of 
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additional settling basms at Moon Island, both of 
admitted necessity to handle the increasing quantities 
of sewerage. Fortunately the limit of capacity of the 
existing pumping-station and basins had not quite, been 
overrun; but the fact that no provision was made for 
the inevitable necessities of the next few years fur- 
nished an argument before the committee of the last 
Legislature in favor of the proposition to have the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commission take from the City 
of Boston the trunk sewer connecting with the Pump- 
ing Station, the Pumping Station itself, and the works 
at Moon Island—a proposal which was strenuously 
resisted by the representatives of the city, in the belief 
that such a step would be greatly mjurious to its in- 
terests. 

A situation was presented which compelled the city 
either to provide in some manner for the increase of 
its sewerage system, to meet the certain demands of the 
immediate future, or to run imminent risk of having 
its main drainage works pass, within a short time, 
under the control of the Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
mission. The Act referred to provides for meeting 
the necessities of our sewerage system, both as to 
maintenance and extension, upon the basis of special 
assessments. It does not fix the basis of such assess- 
ments, but imposes upon the Street Commissioners, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor, the duty of 
“determining just and equitable sewerage charges.” 
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Close study has been given by the city officials con- 
nected with the matter to the difficult and somewhat 
complicated problem involved in the financial adminis- 
tration of the new system. While no final official 
action has yet been taken by the Street Commission- 
ers and myself, I can now state that the following 
basis of charges will probably be adopted : — 

First, all maintenance expenses will be assessed at 
a uniform rate throughout the city, the charges upon 
estates beimg directly proportioned to the last annual 
water bills paid for such estates ; that is, the princi- 
ple will be recognized that the function of sewers is 
to carry off water, and that the use of sewers can ~ 
therefore be fairly and justly measured by the amount 
of water escaping into them. Doubtless it will be 
necessary to make some slight exceptions in the appli- 
cation of this rule, to cover cases of estates taking 
water from the city but unable to drain into any 
sewer, or of large users of water who dispose of their 
waste water otherwise than by running it into the 
sewers. ‘These exceptions, however, will be compara- 
tively unimportant, and I believe that this basis of 
assessments for maintenance will prove more just and 
satisfactory than any other which could be devised. 

Second, comes the problem of assessing the charges 
for the construction of new sewerage works; this is 
a somewhat more difficult one, yet I believe it can be 
satisfactorily and equitably solved. The cases seem 
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to divide themselves into three classes. (1.) There are 
the cases where a new sewer is constructed for the 
exclusive use of abutting estates; here the whole 
amount of the interest and sinking fund require- 
ments will doubtless be assessed wholly upon the 
abutting estates, substantially as under the present 
system, but the annual payments will be smaller. 
(2.) There are the cases where a sewerage work 
benefits not only the abuttmg estates but a cer- 
tain territorial district, which drains through or into 
the new work; in these cases it 1s expected that the 
exact boundaries of the district benefited will be laid 
out on a plan by the Sewer Division, and that a 
special assessment to meet the interest and sinking 
fund requirements on the cost of such work will be 
laid by the Board of Street Commissioners, upon 
some fixed basis, such as frontage, area or valuation, 
on all of the estates within such sewerage district. 
(5.) There are the cases where the new works are of 
a general character, such as trunk sewers, etc.; here 
it seems equitable to assess upon the local dis- 
trict which drais through or into such new sewer 
such portion of the total cost as would represent the 
cost of constructing a similar work for local use solely, 
leaving the excess of the cost above such sum to be met 
out of the general tax levy of the city, as at present. 
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PARK DEPARTMENT. 

The Park Commissioners have been engaged for 
several months, assisted by the valuable expert advice 
of Prof. Charles 8. Sargent, in studying the question 
of just what is really required in order to finally com- 
plete, upon the smallest possible basis of expenditure, 
all of the construction work essential for the proper 
finishing of the park system. I am gratified to be 
able to state that their careful study of the matter has 
brought them to the opinion that the cost of complet- 
ing the parks, outside of the Strandway and the play- 
grounds, including a large amount of planting, can be 
reduced to about $1,000,000, this figure being based 
upon new estimates of the cost of all work proposed. 
This amount is $1,500,000 less than previous estimates 
which have been made for completing the parks; but 


the Commission now gives its opimion that for 
this sum the park system can be completed and 


equipped with everything which will be required by 
the public for its enjoyment during the next twenty- 
five or thirty years. A large reduction has _ been 
made from the former estimates by giving up certain 
roads, walks and buildmgs included in the former 
plans, but which are not now needed, and by other- 
wise simplifying the designs furnished by the land- 
scape architects. The planting of the trees required 
for the proper protection and embellishment of the 
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parks and parkways is an important part of what 
remains to be done, according to this revised scheme 
of the Park Commissioners. The length of time 
required for the erowth of trees makes it im- 
portant that this work of planting, already too long 
delayed, should be undertaken at once in a compre- 
hensive manner. I think that it will be an agreeable 
surprise to most of our citizens to learn that the esti- 
mate tor actually completmg our parks has been 
reduced to a figure which will increase our existing 
indebtedness on this account by only a moderate per- 
centage. A finished system is considerably more 
valuable than an unfinished one and if we can within 
a few years actually discontinue all construction work, 
and pronounce our magnificent park system complete, 
at least for many years to come, it will be an im- 
portant achievement. 

I believe that Boston has already spent such a large 
sum of money upon her parks that she is in the posi- 
tion of an owner of valuable property who has paid 
out a large amount upon its improvement, but finds 
it still not adapted for its fullest use without some 
further expenditure, which he is therefore obliged to 
make to realize the full value of his investment. The 
additional work can undoubtedly be done with more 
economy and to better advantage by continuing the 
present construction force, and the actual expend- 
iture would be distributed over several years. If 
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the City Council deems it best to authorize a petition 
to the Legislature for the passage of an act granting 
authority to the Park Commission to issue additional 
loans to the amount of $1,000,000, it should be 
with the distinct proviso that this sum is to pro- 
vide for the final completion of the park system 
proper. I shall transmit to the City Council at its 
next meeting, for its information, the detailed esti- 
mates of the Park Commission of the cost of the con- 
struction work included in its present plan. 

Funds have already been provided for all the work 
upon the Strandway which has thus far been planned. 
It is impossible at the present time to form an esti- 
mate of the cost of completing this undertaking, as 
plans have not yet been developed, but it is estimated 
that the additional cost, m excess of the money al- 
ready appropriated, will be less than $200,000. 

At the present rate of progress, work on the con- 
tracts for dredging and rough grading on the Strand- 
way as far as I street should be completed by the end 
of next summer. The contract for constructing the 
first section of Columbia road, from Franklin Park 
to Stanwood street, was awarded on Sept. 20, 1897, 
and good progress has already been made on this 
portion of the work. The contract for work on the 
second section, extending from Stanwood street to a 
point north of Glendale street, has just been adver- 
tised. It is expected that some portion of the new 
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road will be ready for use by the end of the coming 
year, but the completion of the whole road, from 
Franklin Park to Q street, will take some two years. 

The Park Commission has given a good deal of study 
during the last year to the subject jof additional play- 
grounds, and it now makes the recommendation that the 
sum of $1,000,000 be expended within a few years in 
carrying out a comprehensive plan of buymeg land for 
this purpose in different parts of the city. While this 
sum seems a large one, it may not be in excess of the 
amount which is required to meet the present and future 
wants of the city mm this respect in a proper and compre- 
hensive manner. I have dwelt so frequently upon the 
great public desirability of additional playgrounds that 
there is no need of my adding anything at the present 
time. I am satisfied that the only way in which a 
complete and comprehensive system of playgrounds 
can be secured, providing properly for the wants of all 
sections of the city, is through a considerable appropri- 
ation placed in the hands of the Park Commission, to 
expend at its discretion, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. Otherwise playgrounds can only be provided 
in a spasmodic and uncertain manner, as_ special 
appropriations can be secured from time to time from 
the City Council, for the benefit of special localities. 
While I have favored, and would continue to favor, 
domg everything possible in this manner, if no_bet- 
ter plan were feasible, I believe that it would be 
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far better for all who are interested, in whatever 
part of the city, in securing additional playgrounds, 
to join in an effort to secure the placing of the whole 
matter in the hands of the Park Commission, with 
instructions to lay out a comprehensive system, prop- 
erly providing for the wants of the entire city. I 
believe, however, upon financial grounds, that any 
appropriation for playgrounds should be made within 
the debt limit, and not outside of it; this would 
prevent making the whole proposed expenditure m 
one year, and I believe that, if even the large amount 
asked for by the Park Commission were distributed 
over three or four years, the city could afford to 
provide the amount within its borrowing capacity. 
There is one further consolidation of two existing 
departments which is obviously desirable, and would re- 
sult, I am satisfied, in a considerable saving of money. 
The work of the Public Grounds Department is very 
largely of the same character as that done by the 
Park Department; I can see no reason for the main- 
tenance of two separate departmental organizations, 
and I am confident that a saving of at least $25,000: 
a year could easily be effected by merging the Public 
Grounds Department in the Park Department, making 
the former into a division of the latter. The Public - 
Grounds Department is well equipped for the growing 
of flowers, bulbs and plants, and the present superim- 
tendent possesses a large knowledge of such matters, 


ad 
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which need not be lost under the proposed consolida- 


tion; this can be effected by ordinance, and I commend 


the subject to the early attention of the City Council. 


- A MARINE AQUARIUM. 


The city has already made such a large investment 
in its parks that the unique facilities which are at- 
forded in connection with them should, in my opinion, 
be more fully developed than at present, particularly 
where existing attractions can be very greatly increased 
by a small additional outlay. I desire to call attention 
to what seems to me an excellent opportunity to add 
to the park system an attraction of great mterest, and 
of distinct value from an educational standpoint, as 
well as from that of wholesome amusement. For 
ten years or more the Boston Society of Natural His- 
tory, a scientific body of high standing, has been en- 
gaged in considering and endeavoring to carry through 
plans for Natural History Gardens, to be established 
within the parks under three different divisions — 
one, the Marine Aquarium, to be located at Marine 
Park; another, the Fresh Water Aquarium, to be lo- 
cated at Jamaica Pond; and the third, the Zodlogical 
Garden, to be located in the Long Crouch Woods, 
Franklin Park. The total expense of carrying out the 
complete plans is estimated at $200,000, and I believe 
that this investment would make a very important 
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addition to the value and popular attractions of the 
park system. The plans of the Society and the loca- 
tions suggested by it for the above purposes were pro- 
visionally approved by the Park Commissioners, and 
apparently nothing except the lack of the required 
funds has prevented this scheme from being carried 
out long since. The Society has recommended that 
the Marine Aquarium feature should be the first in- 
stalled, and it has been estimated that the sum _ of 
465,000 would be sufficient for this purpose. The pro- 
posed location at the Marine Park is a very suitable 
one, and the great popular interest which has been 
shown in aquaria wherever they have been erected 
leaves no room for doubt that this would be an im- 
portant addition to the attractions, already so great, 
of the Marine Park and the Strandway. . 

I heartily endorse the following language from one 
of the reports made by this Society upon this sub- 
ject : 

“Such an exhibition will give the city child, whose 
knowledge of the world about him is so _ pitifully 
meagre, a new and vivid enjoyment. It will offer a 
healthful and instructive pastime to many otherwise 
destined to become idlers. It will open the eyes of 
all to the wonders and attractions of earth, air and 
sea, and be a source of strength and life to the re- 
covering invalid. It will plant deep in the hearts 
of the people a simple love of Nature, which, like 
all refining influences, will become a corrective of 
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mischief and wrong, and a source of pure enjoy- 
ment.” 

Plans for the proposed aquarium building were 
thoroughly prepared several years since, and the So- 
ciety has been, and doubtless still is, willmg to assume 
charge and direction of the aquarium, if the expense 
can be provided for. I believe that the approaching 
completion of the Strandway, and its connection with 
Franklm Park and the rest of the park system by 
way of Columbia road, makes this a particularly ap- 
propriate time for the city government to take up the 
matter of establishing this aquarium; and I earnestly 
recommend that the sum of $65,000 required for this 
purpose be appropriated, and that the Park Commis- 
sioners be enabled to meet the expense of main- 
tenance out of their annual appropriation. I know 
of no other manner in which this moderate sum 
of money could be expended that would provide such 
a valuable addition to the attractions of our park 
system. The expenditure involved, in comparison 
with the important benefits to be realized, both from 
the standpoint of amusement and from that of imstruc- 
tion, seem to me to render it highly desirable that 
provision should be made for the erection and equip- 
ment of this aquarium as soon as possible. I think 
there is little doubt that its running expenses could 
be met by a small admission fee, if that were 
thought desirable, but I should favor throwing it 


open to the public without any charge for admission. 
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PUBLIC BATHS. 

Owing to an unfortunate delay in the delivery of 
iron work, the new public bath-house on Dover street, 
which, under the contract, should have been completed 
on October Ist, is not yet entirely finished. It 1s 
expected, however, that it will be ready for use some 
time during the next month. I regret that such a 
long time should have elapsed between the making 
of the appropriation for this purpose and the com- 
pletion of the building ; but I believe that the arrange- 
ments have been carefully considered, and that the 
bath-house will mm every way be a credit to the city. 
I renew the recommendation made in my last annual 
address, that a further appropriation be made to pro- 
vide for the erection of similar all-the-year-round baths, 
for local use, in several other sections of the city. 

It is very desirable that the question of the permanent 
administrative control of this and other public baths 
should be settled at once. In the absence of further 
action by the City Council, ,the control of the new 
bath-house would naturally devolve upon the Board of 
Health. I believe, however, in view of the large 
amount of important work, of a variety of different 
characters, already imposed upon this Board, and in 
view of the desirability of specialized administration 
of public baths, kept in close touch with those who 
are expected to avail themselves of the privileges 
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oftered, a new department, under an unpaid board, 
should be created for this purpose. ‘The whole problem 
of locating and planning the Dover-street: bath-house has 
from the begmning been under the charge of a special 
advisory committee, appomted by me, and I have 
intended, before its opening, to recommend that the 
control, not only of this bath-house and of all such others 
as may be erected hereafter for all-the-year-round use, 
but also of the floatmg baths now under the Board of 
Health, should be placed by ordinance under a new board 
constituted for this special purpose. I believe that this 
step would relieve the Board of Health of a burden- 
some duty, which requires more close study and atten- 
tion than it can properly give, and would insure the 
full development, upon the best lines, of our public 
bathing facilities. I also believe that the important 
matter of public convenience stations, in which this city 
1s diseracefully deficient, should be placed under the 
control of the same new board. 

I therefore earnestly recommend the passage of a 
suitable ordinance providing for the creation of a new 
department for this purpose, to be managed by a board 
of seven unpaid trustees. I am confident that zealous 
and efficient attention to a branch of work of vital 
importance to the public welfare can thus best be 
secured. While I do not believe in the unnecessary 
multiplication of departments, I am convineéed of the 


wisdom of specialized administration in certain lines 
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of public work, if the best results are to be secured ; 
and where a branch of work is appropriate, as this 
seems to me to be, for control by an unpaid board, 
Ido not think that the city government should hesitate 
to create the additional department, which need not 


necessarily involve any extra expense. 


ART DEPARTMENT. 


Under chapter 122 of the Acts of 1890, the Mayor, 
the President of the Trustees of the Public Library, 
the President of the Museum of Fine Arts, the 
President of the Boston Society of Architects and 
the President of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, were constituted, ex officiis, an art commission, 
and it was provided that “no statue, fountain, orna- 
mental arch or gateway, monument or memorial of any 
kind shall be erected in any street, avenue, square, 
place, common, park or municipal building in the city 
of Boston unless the design and site for the same shall 
have been approved in writing by a majority of said 
commission.” While this Act has undoubtedly effected 
a considerable improvement over conditions heretofore 
existing, and has saved the city from some bad art, I 
desire to suggest the desirability of organizing a body 
of this character upon a somewhat different basis, and 
making it a regular department of the city govern- 
ment, with broadened powers. As the commission’ is 
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- now constituted there is no reason for presuming that 
any one of its five members, except the President 
of the Boston Society of Architects, has any expert 
knowledge upon matters of art; the other four mem- 
bers are apparently designated upon the theory that, 
from their official positions, they are presumably of 
sufficient general intelligence to be able at least to rec- 
ognize and exclude what is very bad from an artistic 
standpoint, and to be able to obtain, and willing to act 
upon, the advice of recognized experts upon art. It 
has, as a matter of fact, been the practice of the com- 
mission to have expert reports made to it upon all 
matters of importance. 

Service upon this Commission makes an unnecessary 
demand upon the time of the Mayor, already more 
than occupied with other pressing duties, and I do not 
believe that it is';wise to demand this of him. If the 
commission were made into a regular department of 
the city government, the Mayor would come sufficiently 
into contact with its work without being a member of 
it; and in this case the important executive duty of 
awarding the commissions for statues, busts or other 
works of art for which appropriations are made by the 
city, or which are otherwise under control of the city, 
could properly be placed m its hands. The duty of 
placing such commissions, which now devolves upon the 
Mayor, is a delicate and embarrassing one; if it could 


be placed upon a properly constituted commission, it 
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would not only be a relief to him, but would doubtless 
prove in the long run advantageous from an artistic 
standpoint. I believe that it would be desirable, and 
indeed’ essential, that such a body should be consti- 
tuted chiefly, if not wholly, upon an expert basis, 
and I would therefore suggest that such commission 
should consist of five members, one to be named by 
the Boston Society of Architects, one by the Trustees 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, one by the Boston 
Art Club, the other two, —each of whom should be 
required to be either an architect, a sculptor or a 
painter, — to be appointed by the Mayor, each 
member to serve for the term of five years. I 
would give to such a body the powers now vested 
by statute in the Art Commission as now consti- 
tuted, abolishing that body, with the further general 
right of considermg and reporting upon the artistic 
side of any work to be executed by the city. 

A munificent bequest of $50,000 has been left to the 
city by the will of John Foster, for the erection of a 
statue of the distinguished divme William Ellery 
Channing, and the trustees under the will have no- 
tified me that they are ready to pay over this amount 
to the city. Not desiring to assume myself the whole 
responsibility of selecting a sculptor for the execution 
of such an important commission, I have intended to 
ask a number of persons interested in the man to be 
commemorated, or specially fitted to act intelligently

on the matter, to serve as a committee to make such 
selection. If the foregoing recommendation for the 
creation of a municipal art department is acted upon 
favorably within a reasonable time, I should leave 
this duty to such a commission. 

The appropriation of $12,100 made by the city for 
the long-delayed monument to Gen. Joseph Warren has 
now been increased by the sum of $5,258.10, raised by 
private subscription through the efforts of the Gen. 
Joseph Warren Monument Association, of Roxbury. 
In view of the interest which has long been taken in 
this monument, I have been very anxious to make the 
best possible selection of a design and of a sculptor to 
execute 1t; after obtaiming all the information possible, 
I concluded to place the commission with Mr. Paul 
Bartlett, an American sculptor of reputation residing’ 
in Paris, who has executed work of the highest artis- 
tic excellence, including two important commissions 
for the Congressional Library at Washington, and I 


have Just signed a contract for the purpose with him. 


METROPOLITAN DISTRICT GOVERNMENT. 


The subject of providing for some common polit- 
ical organization, constituted upon a representative 
basis, for the various cities and towns coming within 
the metropolitan district, sometimes designated as 
“Greater Boston,’ again came betore the Committee 
on Metropolitan Affairs of the Legislature of 1897, 
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and will doubtless contimue to be brought forward 
until some action is taken. I took the position be- 
fore this committee that the Metropolitan district, 
of which Boston constitutes such a large part, was 
entitled to have the important matters relative to 
metropolitan parks, sewerage and water supply, now 
under the control of commissions appointed by the 
State, transferred to some authority constituted di- 
rectly by the people of the district itself. It cannot 
be denied, whatever may be the practical benefits 
secured, that the entrusting to officials im whose 
selection the district has no voice of the great powers 
vested in these three commissions, with their large dis- 
eretionary authority and control of the expenditure of 
enormous sums of money — to be repaid, in the end, 
not by the Commonwealth, which has constituted 
and appointed the commissions, but by the people of 
the Metropolitan district only—is a departure from 
the generally received and fundamental principles of 
representative government. The people of the Metro- 
politan district have only a minority voice in the Leg- 
islature which enacts these measures,—one of which 
has given to a commission of three members the enor- 
mous and unprecedented power of expending the sum 
of $27,000,000,—or in the election of the Governor 
by whom these commissioners are appoimted, and to 
whom alone they are responsible, if indeed they have any 
real responsibility even to him. Ido not believe that 
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-any excellence of appointments, or any intelligence or 
conscientiousness in administration manifested by ap- 
pointees, can furnish a sufficient warrant for such an 
abandonment of political primciples which have been 
assumed, in this country at least, to be fundamental. 
I cannot but regret this departure as a dangerous 
one, and I believe that the people of the metro- 
politan district should demand that these three com- 
missions be replaced —at least as soon as the large 
construction work actually in progress can be com- 
pleted — by some official or board chosen directly by 
themselves. _ 

I suggested last year that an executive metropoli- 
tan government should be constituted by the creation 
of a commission of three members, one member 
being appomted by the Governor — the Common- 
wealth being given a minority representation in view 
of the fact that it has already loaned its credit 
by issuing a large amount of bonds for metropolitan 
purposes —one member being the Mayor of Boston, or 
someone appointed by him, and the third appoimted in 
some suitable manner by vote of the mayors and boards 
of selectmen of the other cities and towns within the 
metropolitan district. I believe that some step of this 
character, providing for the transfer to some single 
board, constituted directly or indirectly upon a represen- 
tative basis, of the powers now exercised by these three 
existing boards, is the first one which should be taken; 
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and if it later seemed desirable to establish a legislative 
body for the metropolitan district, and to vest in a 
metropolitan government so constituted further powers 
than those now exercised by the existing metropolitan 
boards, this could easily be added after the proposed 
executive government was in operation. It is becom- 
ing more and more obvious that under the present 
system the people of the metropolitan district do 
not understand or realize the obligations which are 
being incurred, nominally by the State, but in reality 
by the district. The process of borrowimg on the 
credit of the State, and never having this show in the 
debt statements of the various municipalities, is a dan- 
gerously easy one; the policy of economy in State ap- 
propriations and expenditures, which has lately been 
advocated in high quarters, can be promoted in no 
more effective way, In my opinion, than by puttmg an 
end to all further use of the credit of the State for 
metropolitan purposes, and the establishment of some 
form of representative metropolitan government, havy- 
ing authority to incur loans by means of bonds to be 
issued directly by the district. 


METROPOLITAN -WATER SUPPLY. 

Under the provisions of chapter 488 of the Acts of 
1895, the Metropolitan Water Board, on January 1, 
made the legal taking of the remainder of the entire 
water system of the city except the distribution 
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_ system withm its own lmits. This included the 
taking in fee of Chestnut Hill Reservoir up to the 
inner line of the driveway encircling it, and covered, 
besides the property specifically described, an omnibus 
taking of all the property of the city connected with 
its water supply system. This will leave to the city 
the land immediately around Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 
originally acquired for the purpose of protecting the 
purity of the basin, as this now constitutes an attrac- 
tive and valuable park. I thmk that its care and 
custody should now be transferred to the Park Com- 
mission, under which it properly belongs. 

The subject of enforcing the right of the city to 
recover full compensation for all property connected 
with its water-supply system taken from it by the 
Metropolitan Water Commission under the Act, has 
received a good deal of careful study and investigation 
from the officials of the city and the special counsel 
and experts retained upon the case; I believe that 
under the provisions of the Act and the takings now 
made by the Board there is every reason to expect that 
the city will be able to recover full compensation for 
all property taken from it. The settlement of the case 
of the city against the Commonwealth for these tak- 
ings, whether made in court or outside of court, will 
prove one of the most important and delicate financial 
duties devolving upon the administration of the next 
two years. 
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As the sum to be received by the city as compensa- 
tion for property so taken should amount to a very 
large sum of money, it is highly important, for our 
financial protection, that it should not be left sub- 
ject to appropriation for ordinary city purposes, but 
should be held im some manner against water debt 
—whether contracted directly, or indirectly through 
the Commonwealth. All money received from the 
State should clearly be added to the present sinking 
funds for water debts, up to the amount needed to 
make such sinking funds sufficient to pay off all 
existing water debts at maturity; the balance 
received, if any, should, in my opinion, be applied 
toward increasing the sinking funds of existing 
debts outside of the debt limit, other than the rapid 
transit debt. In this manner certain debts of the 
city would be reduced as a partial offset to the 
large increase of its indirect liabilities which will be 
occasioned by the Metropolitan Water Loan. It is of 
the greatest importance that it -should be clearly 
understood that, whatever may be the amount 
received by the city as compensation for property 
taken, the enormous expenditure made by the Met- 
ropolitan district must in any case increase the real 
indebtedness of the city, although such increase may 
not be visible upon its debt statement. I shall accord- 
ingly ask for a suitable amendment of the Act of 1895 
to effect this object. 
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In this connection, I think it proper to call attention 
to the fact that careful expert calculations seem to 
show that, under the operation of section 19 of said 
Act, limiting the total assessments for Metropolitan 
water to $300,000 in the year 1898, plus the money 
-expended by the State Board of Health in its prelim- 
inary investigations, and limiting such assessments to 
$500,000 m 1899, and to an increase of $200,000 per 
year thereafter, a large deficit will be incurred. — 
amounting in the aggregate to several millions of dol- 
lars —between the interest and sinking fund require- 
ments of the Metropolitan water bonds, plus the operat- 
ing expenses of the Metropolitan water system, and 
the aggregate assessments upon the several cities and 
towns taking water therefrom. While it is an ordi- 
nary, and perhaps a proper, practice to pay interest 
and other expenses of a productive work out of 
loans during the period of construction, I am unable 
to reconcile with any sound financial principles the 
above-mentioned provision of this Act, if it can be 
shown that, subsequent to the date when the Nashua 
water is turned on and the operation of the system 
by the Metropolitan Water Board is commenced, for 
a period estimated at seven years, the amount of the 
Metropolitan Water Loan,—for which an issue of 
$27,000,000 of bonds is already authorized, — is to be 
further unnecessarily swollen by several millions solely 
on account of the above-mentioned limitation upon the 
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assessments to be met by local water-rates,— so that 
during this period of years the people of the Metro- 
politan district will be paymg considerably less than 
cost for their water, and meeting the deficit by piling 
up additional debt. I submit this matter for the 
serious consideration of all who are concerned about 
the sound management of our finances. 


METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE. 


I am glad to be able to announce that on December 
31, 1897, a contract was entered into between the 
city and the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission, under 
the provisions of chapter 502 of the Acts of 1897, 
for the use made by this Commission of the city’s 
sewage disposal works. This contract satisfactorily 
adjusts all questions which have been in dispute 
between the Commission and the city, and definitely 
fixes the rental to be paid by. the Commission for the 
use which it makes of our sewerage works. 

_ The city is, to receive $28,000 for each of the years 
1896 and 1897, in addition to the payments already 
made, for the use of its sewers and sewerage works 
within the Charles-river district, connecting with Moon 
Island, and for the present year, and for each year 
succeeding through 1900, the city is to be paid an- 
nually the sum of $41,559, increased by 74 per cent. 
of one-fifth of the interest paid by the city on the cost 
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of construction of all new sewerage works forming a 


part of this system. The Commonwealth is further 
to pay for the use of sewers and sewerage works for 
the Neponset sewerage district $16,311 for each of 
the years from 1898 to 1900, plus 26 per cent. of the 
interest paid by the city on the cost of construction 
of all new sewerage works forming a part of such 


system. 


ELECTIONS AND CAUCUSES. 


Recent experience has again called attention to the 
unsatisfactory character of the laws relative to re- 
counting ballots, and to the ease of perverting them 
from the purpose for which they were mtended into 
a means for the gratification of political curiosity. 
When a recount of every vote cast in the city for 
a particular office can be compelled, involving great 
trouble and considerable expense, without even the 
slightest claim or pretence that the result shown by 
the first count can possibly be altered, it certainly 
seems to indicate the need of some radical amend- 
ment to the present law. I need only refer to the 
views upon the subject of recounts fully expressed 
in my last annual address, and to the suggestions 
there made as to desirable changes in the present 
methods of counting ballots, The election and ballot 
laws of this Commonwealth are in many respects in 
advance of those of other States, but in our provi- 
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sions for recounts we are certamly adhermg to an- 
tiquated methods and false principles. 

In respect to the further regulation of caucuses, I 
desire again to enforce, as strongly as possible, the 
views expressed in my inaugural address of two years 
ago, and in my annual address of 1897. By chapter 530 
of the Acts of 1897, certain desirable, even important, 
amendments were made in the laws regulating cau- 
cuses, and one very important principle, which I favored 
a year ago, namely, that of “securmg to every voter 
the right to vote in his party caucus upon making 
oath to his party membership,’ was formally adopted ; 
but, unfortunately, the subject was not dealt with in a 
radical and comprehensive manner, and the amend- 
ments still fall considerably short of placmg our cau- 
cus system upon a proper basis. 

I have been strongly inclined to favor the proposi- 
tion — though it may still seem to some persons a 
radical one — of holding a single primary election in 
each precinct, under sworn caucus officers appointed by 
the Board of Election Commissioners, and paid for their 
services, at which members of both political parties 
should cast their respective caucus ballots. This plan 
would do away with the objection which is now made 
to giving the appointment of caucus officers to the 
Board of Election Commissioners, —namely, that it 
would vest in the Board too much political power 
to strengthen one faction in a political party at the 
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expense of another faction, —as there would certainly 
be no more ground for this objection than there is 
in respect to the selection of election officers by the 
Board; for the caucus officers would be named from 
both political parties, to have charge of a joint 
caucus or primary election. 

‘This proposition is by far the simplest, as well as 
the most effective, remedy for existing evils; I 
entertain the hope that, with proper co-operation be- 
tween the representatives of the two leading political 
parties, the Legislature may be mduced at its coming 
session to see the wisdom of fully and effectually reg- 
ulating the caucuses held in this city, by a single 
brief enactment, instead of following the policy of 
amending and strengthening the caucus laws a little 
year by year. Prior to the adoption of the principle 
above referred to —that of securing to the voter by 
law the right to vote in his party caucus upon taking a 
prescribed oath —certain matters which might come 
before caucuses, such as the challenging of votes, 
made it proper that their officers should be party rep- 
resentatives rather that public officials; but since this 
principle has been adopted, I am unable to see that 
a single valid reason can be given against goimg to 
the full length above proposed. 

The idea that caucus officers should be selected by 
lot was also advanced before the last Legislature. I 
believe that this has some merit — particularly if ser- 
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vice were to be made compulsory, as upon juries —and 
I am prepared to say that I believe that the selection 
by lot would at least be preferable to the present 
system of election by the party caucus itself. It 
seems to me that there is as much Justification for 
requiring by law service as a caucus or election 
officer, as there is for requiring service as a Juror. 


CHILDREN S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The Board of Trustees for Children has been zealous 
and efficient in its labors, and it has already accom- 
plished or inaugurated important improvements in the 
treatment of the children who are wards of the city. 
Special attention has been given to the work of placing 
children in the country, in families of their own relig- 
ious faith wherever possible, and this work has largely 
grown, requiring an Increased number of visitors and 
office assistants, but decreasing the number of inmates 
of Marcella-street Home. I heartily approve of this 
policy, believing it to be far better to place a child 
with a proper family in the country, under official su- 
pervision, than to bring him or her up in the atmos- 
phere, and subject to the constraint of, an institution, 
however well conducted. The instruction of the chil- 
dren in the Marcella-street Home has been placed 
under the School Committee, with decided benefit. 

The following important changes or improvements 
are recommended by this Board, and from personal 
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investigation I am prepared to give them my hearty 
approval. First, the Marcella-street Home _ property, 
now valued by the Assessors at $210,000 (the land 
alone being valued at $135,000) should be sold, as 
the present buildings are old, much out of repair 
and very unsuitable for the purpose. The buildings 
were erected to hold four or five hundred inmates, 
but there are only one hundred and seventy-three at 
present, and it is the imtention of the Board to re- 
duce this number as nearly to one hundred as possi- 
able. A portion of the proceeds from the sale of 
this property should be devoted to providing a more 
suitable location; a new home can also be maintained 
at a much less yearly expense. Second, two new 
dormitories are urgently needed at the Parental 
School, as the boys are badly crowded there at pre- 
sent; it is also important that additional grading 
should be done to place the grounds in proper con- 
dition, and that proper drainage for the institution 
should be secured by connecting it with the metro- 
pohtan sewer which now passes through the grounds. 
Third, the House of Reformation should be removed 
from Rainsford’s Island, which is unsuitable in many 
ways, and a modern reformatory should be built at 
some proper location on the main land. At present 
the Trustees feel that the similar State institution is 
much better than that maintained by the city, and 
that either all of the boys should be sent to the 
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State Institution or the city should provide a reform- 
atory of a proper character. 

I recommend that the City Council authorize at 
once the sale of the Marcella-street Home property, 
and appropriate the proceeds to be expended by the 
Board for the above-named purposes, at its discretion, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The new Board of Trustees of Pauper Institutions is 
working harmoniously and effectively, and the Long 
Island and Charlestown Almhouses have been benefited 
in a number of directions by the closer attention and 
supervision which is possible under the new system 
of management. I am happy to be able to state 
that the employment of prison labor at Long Island 
was entirely discontinued soon after the trustees took 
office, and that it has been found possible to get 
along entirely without it, at only a slightly increased 
expense for paid service. Bread is now baked at 
Long Island, instead of bemg brought from Deer 
Island, and this change has proved beneficial, and 
has been appreciated by the inmates. A larger pro- 
portion of the immates than heretofore have been 
induced to work. The trustees desire, if they are 
given sufficient funds, to make additional changes and 
improvements at Long Island by providing ventilation 
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of the men’s building, which is now entirely lacking ; 
increased kitchen and laundry facilities, in order that 
the work of the institution may be carried on more 
effectively; additional and separate accommodations 
for patients suffermg from tuberculosis; and a new 
wing on the hospital building, for male patients. 
The improvements which have been made in the ad- 
ministration of our almhouses since the investigation 
of 1894 have resulted in doing away with nearly all 
of the things which were complained of at that time, 
and the present standard of administration, if it still 
leaves room for improvement, has at least placed our 
pauper institutions much more nearly upon the level 
of those maintained by the State. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


There are to-day at the Boston Insane Hospital 507 
patients, and over a thousand of our insane are 
boarded out at the State hospitals and the Massachu- 
setts School for Feeble-minded. In order to bring 
the standard of the hospital up to that of the State 
hospitals, special appropriations must be made for an 
electric plant, for new construction and for more 
land. Special attention is being given at the hos- 
pital to the development of workers among the 
patients. 

The question of better classification of the patients 


by making Austin Farm a department for women and

Pierce Farm a department for men is under considera- 
tion. As now arranged there is at Austin Farm a 
building with dormitories and day-room for the more 
chronic female insane, and a building with dormitories 
and day-room for the more chronic male insane. Be- 
sides these there is a building for fifty men and one for 
fifty women, with day-room and single bed-rooms. 
These latter buildings are necessary for the care of the 
excited insane, and are suitable and necessary for the 
convalescent and better class of insane patients; and 
the result is that the convalescent men and women are 
obliged to be directly over the noisy patients. By 
making Austin Farm, except for the chronic insane 
men, who are in a building by themselves, a ward for 
female patients, better classification could be made. 
Beside the ward for the more chronic insane women, 
there would be four wards available for the classifi- 
cation of women, instead of two as there now are; 
and improved classification would benefit all. Austin 
Farm has the laundry and Pierce Farm the herd 
and farm; the arrangement suggested seems there- 
fore the natural one. <A training school for nurses, 
both for women and for men, is also under consider- 
ation. 

But five hundred insane persons can be cared for 
at the Boston Insane Hospital, and a thousand, in 
round numbers, are boarded at the State institutions. 
Including the cost of the imbeciles over 21 years of 
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age at the Massachusetts School for Feeble-Minded, 
the city paid over one hundred and seventy thou- 
sand dollars for the care of these boarded-out insane 
the past year. This is not economical or humane. 
It is a blot upon the city, which has a model 
city hospital, and yet fails to provide for her own 
insane. As long as Boston is in the business of 
taking care of part of her insane it would be more 
economical to do the whole business, and to care for 
all her insane. I am convinced that in a compar- 
atively few years the city would save the cost of the 
new buildings necessary to provide for the’ boarded- 
out insane. The more acute cases are now cared for 
at our own Hospital. The cost of the care of the 
chronic insane is less than that of the acute imsane, 
and the expenses of a large institution would be 
proportionately less than the expenses of a small 
one. 

The present arrangement is a hardship to friends 
and patients alike, often resulting in keepmg them 
from seeing each other on account of the expense 
of such visits. The trustees are constantly receiving 
letters asking that patients be transferred from the 
State hospitals to the Boston Insane Hospital. There 
is urgent need of a properly equipped hospital to 
receive all the city patients, or if State care of the 
msane is inaugurated, to receive all the patients 
from the district in and immediately around Boston. 
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PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter 412 of the Acts of 1897, restricting the 
number of inmates of all the prisons in the Common- 
wealth who may be employed in certain manufactur- 
ing industries, will cause a considerable disturbance 
of the methods of employing the inmates which have 
heretofore been in use at Deer Island. The Commis- 
sioner 1s giving special attention at the present time 
to the endeavor to reorganize, as well as possible, the 
employment of labor under the new conditions. The 
new law will occasion some additional expense at Deer 
Island, which will be more fully explamed when the 
annual estimates are submitted. 

No steps have yet been taken to build a new Suffolk 
County Reformatory, under chapter 526 of the Acts of 
1896, although plans for the same were prepared two 
years ago. The carryimg out of this act would work 
an important and much needed improvement in the 
operation of our penal institutions, and the defects in 
the present old buildings at the House of Correction at 
South Boston are so great that the necessity for erect- 
ing the new reformatory as soon as possible is an 
urgent one. Proper classification of prisoners is im- 
possible under the present conditions, and the new 
buildings are absolutely necessary in order to achieve 
proper results. The act referred to limited the ex- 
penditure to $500,000, but required an appropriation 
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by the City Council inside of the debt limit; no _ 
action under the act has been, or in my opinion 
will be, taken by the City Council. In view of the 
difficulty of finding a suitable and available new loca- 
tion, and of securing the money necessary to purchase 
a sufficient tract of land, I believe that it may be 
necessary to consider at once the advisability of erect- 
ing new buildmgs upon the present’ grounds of the 
House of Correction at South Boston. The proposal 
to have the State take charge of all county houses of 
correction, favored by the special commission on chari- 
table and reformatory institutions which reported to 
the last Legislature, has caused some delay in pressing 
for action under the Act referred to; but I believe 
that if it does not now appear very shortly that the 
Legislature is likely to adopt this proposal, the city 
of Boston will no longer be justified in further delay 
in dealing with this important matter. 

A new building for a women’s prison is much 
needed at Deer Island, as the female inmates are not 
at the present time properly segregated from each 
other. The estimate of the Commissioner of the 
cost of such a prison is about $135,000. It is also 
highly desirable that the electric plant now installed 
at Deer Island should be enlarged, to enable it to 
hight all of the buildmgs, mstead of only a part of 
them as at present. This work would not be very 
costly, and it would make an important improvement

in respect to safety, as well as in respect to con- 


venience. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The character of our City Hospital is practically 
that of a large emergency hospital. Its operations 
during the past year have been very active, and there 
has been an increase of forty-three in the daily aver- 
age of patients, or seven per cent. over the previous 
year. Much work has been done toward the practical 
completion of the physical side of the hospital. The 
isolated electric installation, one of the finest and 
largest in Boston, has been put in operation, and is 
practically completed. The Ann White Vose building 
for nurses has been contracted for, to be finished 
within about a year, and the ten estates on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, adjoming the present hospital grounds, 
have been taken by eminent domain, and the buildings | 
are now being torn down. ‘The remaining portion of 
the surgical building is still under construction, the 
work having been delayed by the unusual difficulties 
encountered in the alteration of a large, old building. 

The additions to the hospital made during the last 
five or six years have about doubled its capacity of 
ten years ago. Then it had 460 beds; now it will 
have 820 when the two remaming wards under con- 
struction are completed. The hospital is therefore 
able to accomplish nearly double the amount of work 
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that it could do ten years. ago, and its work is being 
much better done. New methods increase the cost of 
maintenance of all hospitals, both large and small; 
but the cost per patient per week in the City Hospi- 
tal is still just under $10, whereas other large hospi- 
tals of the same class in New York and Philadelphia 
are costing from twenty to fifty per cent. more per 
capita. The concentration of large numbers of patients 
in one place, in accordance with the policy which has 
been advocated by the Trustees, is partly responsible 
fot this comparatively low cost. 

The coal pocket for which the City Council made 
an appropriation is under construction, and will be 
ready to receive coal inside of sixty days. When 
the additions to the present boiler house, including 
new boilers, steam economizers and changes in grates 
for burning fine coal, are made, fully $5,000 a year 
will be saved in the cost of fuel. 

The erection of the new laundry building, for 
which the sum of $36,000 was appropriated by the 
City Council, is rapidly proceeding, and it will be 
covered in very shortly. An additional appropria- 
tion will be required for the reconstruction of the 
old part of the laundry building and for laundry 
machinery. 

The trustees strongly renew their previous recom- 
mendations in regard to the establishment of a down- 
town relief station for emergency cases, for which the

sum of $40,000 is needed. They also ask for other 
loan appropriations to the amount of $80,000 for 
various necessary purposes, partly above referred to. 
Our citizens may well take pride in the fact that the 
City Hospital has now reached a high position among 
large American hospitals of the first class. Its reputa- 
tion is national, and is fast Increasing, particularly 
with reference to the general management and the high 
quality of its professional work. The trustees of this 
institution are entitled to the gratitude of the public 
for the highly successful manner in which they have 
performed, and are performing, the important duties 


entrusted to them. 


UNPAID BOARDS. 

In connection with the work of the departments 
last referred to, I shall take the liberty of mcorpo- 
rating in this address, as a matter of record, the 
opinions which I have already expressed on another 
oceasion in regard to the work of unpaid boards: 

“Within its appropriate sphere, no form of de- 
partment control possesses as many advantages as 
the unpaid board. In the first place, it ought theo- 
retically to secure—and it nearly always does se- 
cure in- practice — unselfish service, rendered with 
no motive except that of performing useful public 
work, and perhaps of receiving the credit in the 
community properly attaching thereto. Secondly, it 
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ensures greater continuity and stability of policy, ad- 
vantages of primary importance in many _ branches 
of service. Thirdly, it takes certain municipal de- 
partments largely or wholly out of the sphere of 
political influences, which are necessarily active in 
a large city. The power of removal vested in the 
Mayor makes him responsible i a general way for 
the proper conduct of the department; while the 
fact that the term of only a single member of a 
board expires each year, and ‘that differences of po- 
litical affiliations are generally found in each board, 
necessarily, limits the control which the chief execu- 
tive could exercise for any partisan purpose, though 
he retains enough of authority to enable him  ordi- 
narily to accomplish, without resorting to the ex- 
tremity of removal from office, whatever is required 
for the public good. Fourthly, when an unpaid 
board is wisely balanced in its construction, the 
composite wisdom of the whole membership ought 
to be greater and of more practical value than that 
of any single member. Lastly, experience has clearly 
shown that men of successful achievement and high 
standing, who could not be induced by any salary 
that could be paid to sell to the city all of their 
time, are willing to give freely a portion of it. 
Boston at least has no reason to be ashamed of 
the sixty-two men and women who are_ to-day 


serving her as members of unpaid boards, of what 
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they stand for in intelligence and in character, or 
of what they are accomplishing for the public good 
in the administration of the important affairs en- 
trusted to their charge.” 


HARBOR EXCURSIONS FOR CHILDREN. 


The sum of $2,000 became available last summer 
from the income of the Randidge bequest for giy- 
ing excursions to children. In view of the fact 
that the operation of the steamer “J. Putnam 
Bradlee,’ which it was desired to utilize for 
the purpose, was in the hands of the Penal In- 
stitutions Commissioner, he was also given by me 
full charge of arranging for and managing these ex- 
cursions. A very considerable number of such excur- 
sions were given during the months of August and 
September, the children bemg taken to a suitable and 
attractive point upon Long Island, where facilities for 
recreation, including bathing, were provided, under 
proper supervision. The tickets for these excursions 
were distributed chiefly through the various churches, 
and with very satisfactory results, committees being 
provided in this manner to assist in looking after the 
children, five thousand of whom were thus given 
the pleasure of a day’s outing down the harbor. The 
experience of last year proved that, by using the ex- 
isting facilities of the city, large results can be secured 
at a very small expense. Although a simple luncheon 
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was provided on these excursions, a balance of the 
sum of $2,000 remained unexpended. 

I am anxious to see these excursions organized and 
carried out on a still more comprehensive scale next 
summer. The Board of Trustees of Pauper Institu- 
tions gave its consent to the use made last sum- 
mer of the location upon Long Island, and at my 
request this board has already consented to a contin- 
uance of such use. The children do not in any way 
come into contact with the inmates of the Long Island 
Institution on these excursions. I recommend that a 
small appropriation be made by the City Council to 
provide some simple shelter on the grounds thus used, 
to afford protection in case of bad weather, with some 
needed conveniences. The results already accom- 
plished afford a strikmg demonstration of the great 
amount of good which can sometimes be done by a 
judicious expenditure of a small amount of money. 
These excursions have opened up a large and attrac- 
tive field for philanthropic effort, in which important 


and beneficent results can be accomplished. 


MERCHANTS MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE. 


During the discussion before the Legislature of last 
year on the bill to give legal recognition to the Mer- 
chants’ Municipal Committee, —the body constituted 
two years ago, upon my invitation, by six of the rep- 
resentative business organizations of the city, —1t 
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became evident that such a committee would be placed 
upon: a broader aut firmer basis if all of its members 
were named by the Associated Board of Trade, as the 
central, representative business association in which all 
others are or may be represented, thus avoiding any 
ground for the idea that invidious distinctions may be 
made in the selection of the special organizations to 
be represented. Believing that the experience of the 
last two years has demonstrated the utility of such a 
body as the Merchants’ Municipal Committee, and that 
the sentiment, not only of the business community, but 
of public-spirited citizens generally, is in favor of its 
permanent continuance, [ have, after consultation with 
the present members of the committee and with their 
full approval, sent a communication to the Associated 
Board of Trade inviting it to assume the duty of 
selecting the seven members to serve for the next two 
years. I trust that this will lead to the permanent 
establishment of this committee upon a basis satisfac- 
tory to every one concerned. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

It is gratifying to be able to state that the health 
of the city, as indicated by the statistics of the past 
year, shows improved and improving conditions. 
The death-rate of 1897,—21 to each 1,000 of the 
estimated population,— compares favorably with the 
rate of 25.53 per thousand for the preceding year, 
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and is the lowest death-rate simce 1879. The re- 
duced death-rate is chiefly due to¥the decreased mor- 
tality from contagious and infectious diseases, with 
which the Board of Health has particularly to deal. 
The medical inspection of pupils in the public schools, 
which has been carried on under the direction of the 
Board of Health durmg the last three years, is also 
believed to have had decidedly beneficial results, not 
only as to the health but as to the cleanliness and 
general welfare of the pupils. 

In my last annual address, I advocated the establish- 
ment of a municipal laboratory, to be under the charge 
of the Board of Health. The Board has again called 
my attention to the advantages which could be secured 
by carrying out this recommendation, and it informs 
me that the expense of maintaining such a laboratory 
could be largely offset by a reduction of the amounts 
now paid for bacteriological work done outside of the 
department. I again call attention to this important 
matter, and I trust that some way may be found of 
providing the money necessary to establish such a 
laboratory during the coming year. 

The Board of Health again renews its urgent rec- 
ommendation, which I have heretofore strongly and 
repeatedly endorsed, that one or more underground 
public conveniences, designed in accordance with 
plans which have proved highly successful abroad, 


be constructed at once. 
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PRIVATE ALLEY-—WAYS. 


The subject of improving the condition of the 
private alley-ways of the city, in the rear of dwell- 
ing-houses, is one of much importance, and it has 
received during the last year careful attention from 
the Superintendent of Streets, the Board of Health, 
and myself. At the last session of the Legislature 
the city secured the passage of an act authorizing 
the Board of Health to cause any private passage- 
way which was in an unsanitary condition to be 
cleaned at the expense of the abutters, when they 
neglected, after proper notice, to put such ways in 
proper condition. The Board of Health had also 
been given the power, by chapter 119 of the Acts of 
1894, to require the abutters upon a private alley- 
way to place a proper pavement upon it when sani- 
tary conditions so required. My observation has now 
led me to the conclusion that the only radical and 
satisfactory remedy for existing evils is to secure the 
laying out, as public streets, at least of all import- 
ant alley-ways in residential districts, the same to be 
properly constructed and surfaced by assessment upon 
the abutting estates, and thereafter to be maintained 
and cleaned, like other public ways, at the expense 
of the city. All measures which stop short of this 
are palliatives, rather than remedies, for present de- 
fects, and I am fully convinced that the time has 
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come when half-way measures, through the application 
of the powers of the Board of Health, should no longer 
be resorted to, but a radical cure should be applied. 
‘The difficulties of practically enforcing legislation giv- 
ing power over private passageways to the Board 
of Health are such that only comparatively small 
results can be secured in this manner. I believe 
that the expense which would fall upon abutters 
would be small in comparison with the benefits 
which they would realize, and that it would be 
cheerfully borne, particularly in such residential sec- 
tions as the Back Bay district, if they knew that 
the work was being properly planned and executed 
by the city. On the other hand, I believe that, 
with its existing street organization, the extra 
expense that it would cost the city to keep  prop- 
erly-constructed alleys reasonably clean would be 
comparatively small, and that the direct enhance- 
ment of property values would alone pay for assum- 
ing it. Asphalt would, in most places, be found to 
be the most desirable surfacing for private alleys, 
-and this pavement could be kept clean at a very 
moderate expense. I am advised that the Street 
Commissioners probably have sufficient power under 
existing laws to lay out and construct, by assessment 
upon the abutters, such private alleys as public ways, 
but if any further legislation is deemed necessary or 


desirable for this purpose, I intend to petition for it, 
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and I trust that some considerable progress in con- 
verting private alleys into public ways, and properly 
constructing and surfacing them, will be made during 


the coming season. 


STREET WATERING. 


In my last annual address I advocated the trial in 
this city of the street watering service by electric 
cars, which has been in successful operation in a 
number of other places. Unfortunately the efforts of 
the Superintendent of Streets and myself, first, to 
secure the passage by the Legislature of a compulsory 
act, and second, to induce the West End Street 
Railway Company, under the permissive act which 
was passed, to allow the system to be given a trial 
here, were unsuccessful. The effort will, however, 
be at once renewed with the new management of 
this company, and I trust that it may be possible to 
give this new and economical form of street water- 
ing service a thorough .test during the coming year. 
_ A general law was enacted by the last Legislature 
(chap. 419 of the Acts of 1897) authorizing any city 
to provide for meeting the expense of street water- 
ing, m whole or in part, by special assessments upon 
abutters, and providing proper machinery therefor ; 
this act was passed to take the place of a similar 
act, passed in 1891, which had been found in_ prac- 
tice defective and insufficient. 
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My consideration of the important subject of street 
watering leads me very decidedly to the conclusion that, 
under the conditions existing im this city, the most 
practicable and equitable system is to do all of it by 
assessment. The present practice of watering macadam 
streets at the expense of the city, while leaving paved 
streets to be watered through arrangements made by 
the abutters at their own expense, or to go without being 
watered at all, rests upon no principle, and cannot be 
justified on any other ground than that it is absolutely 
necessary to secure the watering of macadam streets, in 
some manner or other; and it is open to the further 
objection of discrimination in favor of those hav- 
ing sufficient means to live upon the most desirable 
residential streets. Arrangements for watering made 
by abutters on their own account are always unsatis- 
factory, owing to the lack of proper direction and 
supervision, and the unwillingness of some abutters 
to contribute their share of the expense. The city 
can perform the work more satisfactorily and econom- 
ically, and in my judgment the watering of streets 
should be treated wholly as a public service, to be 
performed, however, entirely at the expense of the 
abutters. A total expenditure for street watering of 
$100,000, which would provide for a considerable ex- 
tension of existing service, would only amount to 
a small tax upon the estates benefited. I believe that a 
more extensive street watering service than that now 
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maintained by the eity would be a decided benefit to 
the public, and the only way that it seems feasible to 
secure such additional service is by special assessment. 
I am aware of the objections which will have to 
be met in attemptmg to depart from the present 
system; but as the City Council now has, under an 
act which seems proper and sufficient for the pur- 
pose, the right to determine that street watering 
shall hereafter be done by assessment, I commit the 
whole subject to your early and serious consideration, 
with the above brief statement of my own views. 
If it should not be found practicable to abandon all 
watering at the expense of the general tax-payer, I 
recommend that some plan be adopted by the City 
Council by which any street not watered at the ex- 
pense of the city may be watered on the assessment 
plan, at the discretion of the Supermtendent of 
Streets, either on petition of a majority of the abut- 
ters, or according to some other suitable method of 


determination. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


I am strongly in favor of the adoption by the 
city, mm the execution of all of the extensive and 
varied municipal work in the nature of repairs in, 
or new work on, existing buildings — particularly 
carpentering, plumbing and painting — of the same 
policy which has been successfully put in practice in 
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the Electrical Construetion Division, namely, that of 
the direct purchase of materials and the direct employ- 
ment of labor, under competent technical supervision 
and executive direction. It is as true in connec- 
tion with carpentermg, plumbing and painting as it 
is im connection with electrical work that small 
repairs, aggregating a large amount in the course of 
a year, are constantly bemg called for, and that 
jobs of considerable importance are required at inter- 
vals. 

I believe that it would be pertectly feasible to 
organize a small, permanent force, to be increased 
whenever special work might require, to execute 
all work of this character, and that expense could 
be saved, and a _ better quality of work secured, 
through the adoption of this policy. I think it 
might even prove desirable to have such a force do 
some special portions of the work on new buildings 
—just as the wirmeg on such buildmgs is now done 
by the Electrical Construction Division —or even 
wholly to construct small buildings. All such work, 
unless of the simplest nature, should be done accord- 
ing to definite plans and specifications, prepared for 
each job by the Architectural Division, so that com- 
petent technical advice would at all times be taken 
before anything was undertaken. 

The experience of the last two years has de- 
cidedly strengthened my belief in the desirability, 
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from many standpomts, of substituting the direct 
employment of labor for the contract system, wher- 
ever the conditions are such as to make this feasible 
and reasonably economical. ‘The practical advantages 
of having a permanent staff, familiar with all of the 
work of the city of a given character, instead of 
distributing such work among a large number of 
contractors, not all of whom are likely to do good 
work, are very considerable. In one or two other 
departments, such as the Bridge Division, the city 
already does its own carpentering and painting upon 
a considerable scale, and it seems to me that there 
is no great difficulty in the way of adopting the 
same policy in respect to repairs on all of its public 
buildings. I may add that I think it would have a 
decidedly beneficial effect upon municipal politics to 
place this work upon a basis where it would no 
longer be competed for by a large number of con- 
tractors. | 

I can fairly claim that one policy, which I have 
consistently advocated and partially carried into ef- 
fect, will save the city from a considerable risk of 
becoming committed to a very large investment, 
which, in my opinion, can perfectly well be post- 
poned for at least twenty-five years. The need of 
increased office accommodations for the city depart- 
ments is still a pressing one, in spite of the addi- 
tions to them during the last two years. I am

strongly in favor of providing such further offices 
in the immediate neighborhood of the present City 
Hall, rather than ‘giving any consideration to the 
idea of building a new City Hall; I believe that this 
is perfectly feasible, and that the wants of the city 
in this respect for many years to come can be satis- 
factorily met, first, by adding four additional stories 
to the building on Tremont street, recently purchased 
by the city from the Massachusetts Historical Soci- 
ety; second, by tearmg down the present old Probate 
Building, which is mconvenient and antiquated, and 
erecting on its site a new building, uniform in style, 
and practically forming a single building, with the His- 
torical Society Building; and third, tearmg down the 
old Court House and erecting a modern office build- 
ing on its site, which could, if desired, be connected 
with the City Hall proper. If police station two 
ean be surrendered by the Police Department, this 
would also furnish a very desirable site for an office 
buildmg, which could very easily and cheaply 
be connected with City Hall. The plans for the 
addition to the Historical Society Building are now 
completed and it is very desirable that the money 
needed for the purpose, estimated at about $150,000, 
should be provided as soon as possible, and I earn- 
estly recommend such a loan appropriation. Im- 
provements made in the City Hall building during 
the last two years have added appreciably to its 
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accommodations and to its convenience, and every 
inch of room in it is now fully utilized. By follow- 
ing out the policy above outlined, which need only 
be carried into effect from time to time, the city can 
secure sufficient and satisfactory office accommoda- 
tions to meet the growing needs of its departments, 


at the smallest possible expense. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


I have received a communication from the Board 
of Police statmeg that the leases of the two buildings 
in Pemberton square, now occupied for its offices, will 
shortly expire, and suggesting that it would be _bet- 
ter for the city to purchase land and erect a_build- 
ing for police headquarters rather than continue the 
present lease at the increased rent demanded. They 
also recommend that a new house for police station 
two be erected in connection with such new police 
headquarters, in place of the present station-house 
on City Hall avenue, which would in that case be 
surrendered and made available for other city uses. 
After fully considering the matter, I concur in the 
position taken by the Board, and I believe that it 
would be a wise investment for the city to purchase 
a suitable site and erect these buildings. The 
annual rents and taxes to be paid by the city for 
Nos. 29 and 37 Pemberton square would amount, on 
the terms proposed for a new lease, to the sum of 
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$15,000, while the interest at three and one-half per 
cent. upon the sum of $550,000, which should cover 
the total expense of carrying out the plan proposed 
by the Board, would amount to $12,250. The city 
would, in addition, lose something in taxes now re- 
ceived, and some allowance for depreciation should 
of course be made; but considering the decided value 
to the city of securing for an office building the 
land on which the present police-station two stands, 
and the inadequacy of present accommodations, both 
at police headquarters and at the station-house, I 
think that the investment would be a wise and 
economical one. I believe that application should be 
made to the Legislature for the right to take by 
eminent domain any land required for this purpose, 
which right does not now exist, and that the ex- 
penses of constructing new buildings should be pro- 
vided for within the debt limit. 


SOUTHERN UNION STATION WORK. 


The first three sections of the sea wall which the city 
is building along Fort Poimt channel, extending from 
Summer-street extension to a point about 400 feet be- 
yond Mt. Washington-avenue bridge, is already sub- 
stantially completed, except the laying of the coping, 
and bids for the fourth section have been advertised 
for. More than half of the fillmg behind the sea wall 
on the new Dorchester avenue has already been done, 
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and the remainder of the filling,as far as the wall is 
now built, will be completed durmg the spring. The 
filling on the extension of Summer street has been fin- 
ished as far as possible, and the remainder will also be 
finished in the spring. 

The permanent paving of Cove street will be laid as 
fast as work upon the station is completed, and this 
street will be in finished condition, ready for use, on 
the opening of the station. 

Chapter 588 of the Acts of 1897 gave authority to 
the Street Commissioners and the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, sitting jointly, to provide for the construction, 
after July 1, 1898, of a bridge over the tracks of the 
Terminal Company and Fort Point channel, extend- 
ing Cove street to jom Dorchester avenue at or near 
West First street. The City Engineer estimates the 
construction expense of this work at about $400,000. 

The Boston and Providence Railroad Company has 
now decided to build four independent tracks of its 
own from the present Dartmouth-street bridge to the 
Union Station. The expense involved will have to be 
borne entirely by the Company, except that the city 
is to furnish, under the Albany-street and Broadway 
bridges, room for four tracks, in addition to those of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad. The expense pay- 
able by the city will, however, be a comparatively small 
one.

DORCHESTER AVENUE. 


It was deemed advisable to secure the passage, at 
the last session of the Legislature, of an Act some- 
what changing and straightening the line of new Dor- 
chester avenue, as located in the Union Station Act. 
The progress of the work has only recently required 
that this question should be taken up, but it is now 
necessary that the location of Dorchester avenue 
should be finally fixed. The plans which were pre- 
pared for carrying out the provisions of this Act, in- 
cluding the construction of a new bridge in place of 
the present Federal-street bridge, were found to in- 
volve such a considerable mterference with the use 
of the estate on the South Boston side of Fort Point. 
channel, now occupied by three lessees, that it has 
seemed to the City Engimeer and myself that the 
damages occasioned were likely to be so large as to 
raise a serious question as to the advisability of 
straightening the line of Dorchester avenue at this 
time. On the other hand, whenever the present 
Federal-street bridge requires renewal or reconstruc- 
tion, it would seem to be clearly better to re- 
build it on the new lines. It has been found 
impossible to get the tenants of the estate re- 
ferred to to fix any damages which they would 
agree to accept; but the plan has recently been sug- 
gested of constructing Dorchester avenue for the time 
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being as originally proposed, while settling with the 
owners of this estate for the taking of the portion 
required to carry out the new plan at the expiration of 
the present leases. If a reasonable figure can be 
agreed upon with these owners, it would seem to me 
advisable to provide at the present time, by acquir- 
ing this land and obtaining the necessary permission of 
the Commonwealth and the United States, for the fu- 
ture construction of a new bridge on the line proposed 
by the Act of 1897; but the large and - uncertain 
expense involved in putting through the plan upon 
the new lines at the present time seems to me not to 
be warranted by the gam to be secured, and I in- 
tend to ask the Legislature for a modification of the 
act, particularly in view of the fact that there are no 
funds available to meet the extra cost of straightening 
the line. 
SUMMER-STREET BRIDGE. 

Plans for the new Summer-street bridge to South 
Boston are well under way; the contract for the abut- 
ment on this side of the channel is already let, and the 
contract for the stone piers and for the abutment on the 
South Boston side of the channel will be advertised 
very shortly. It is expected that this bridge will be fin- 
ished by next fall. The estimated total expense of the 
abolition of the Congress-street grade crossing, accord- 
ing to the plan adopted by the Commission, is $2,136,- 
465. Of this sum, according to the decree, the city 
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pays 30 per cent., the Commonwealth 31 per cent., and 
the New England Railroad Company 39 per cent. As 
the city secures under this plan the extension of the 
new Dorchester avenue from Summer street to Congress 
street, and a much-needed widening of Congress street 
from Atlantic avenue to the.Congress-street bridge, in 
addition to a new bridge and thoroughfare connecting 
with the L-street bridge in South Boston, I believe that 
its estimated investment of $640,000 in this project 
is a very profitable one. The widening of Congress 
street, as far as the present buildings extend, has 
already been completed. All of the work under this 
plan, except the building of the bridge across the 
railroad tracks, is to be done by the city; there 1s 
a possibility that, if no delays occur, the new bridge 
and street may be opened by the end of the coming 
year, but the City Engineer believes that it is more 
likely to be the summer after next before the work 


is completed. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Satisfactory plans for the abolition of the Charles- 
town grade crossings have at length been agreed 
upon by the cities of Boston and Cambridge and by 
the railroads interested; two of the railroads have 
not yet been able to agree as to the division of the 
expenses to be borne by them, but it is expected 
that this will shortly be arranged. 
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The plans for the abolition of the Dorchester-ave- 
nue grade crossing, through the re-location of the Old 
Colony Railroad between the Crescent avenue and 
South Boston stations, are practically finished; the 
Commission has been over the ground, and has sub- 
stantially completed its work. It is hoped that the 
terms of the decree will be fixed very shortly, and 
that work on this important improvement will be 
begun in the spring. It is estimated that two years 
at least will be required for its completion. 

Prelimmary plans for carrying Blue Hill avenue 
over the New England Railroad, also, involvmg the 
carrying of Oakland street over the railroad, have been 
prepared by the City Engineer, and it is hoped to 
secure shortly the assent of the railroad company 
to these plans. 

An appropriation of $25,000 was made last year 
for the construction of a bridge to carry Talbot 
avenue under the New England Railroad, thus open- 
ing an important avenue of communication. Plans for 
this work were recently agreed upon between the rail- 
road and the city, and the work itself is now in 
progress, and should be completed by next summer. 

Lauriat avenue is now blocked by the New Eng- 
land Railroad. As there is no right of way over 
this crossing, 1t cannot be abolished under the general 
grade crossing law; but this street should be an 
important thoroughfare, and it is very desirable that 
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it should be carried under the railroad, involving a 
raismg of the roadbed. A preliminary plan for this 
purpose has been prepared by the City Engineer. The 
whole expense of this improvement would have to be 
met by the city, and it would be desirable to do this 
work, if possible, in connection with the work on Tal- 
bot avenue, as the grade at the latter point will 
have to be still further raised when Lauriat avenue 
is carried under the tracks.. 

The importance of abolishing the grade crossings 
at Dudley street and at Bird street has been for some 
time recognized, and it seems desirable that some 
steps towards the accomplishment of this object should 
soon be taken. | 

In view of the fact that there is only a small 
balance remaining available out of the State loan 
authorized by the Legislature for paying the expense 
of abolishing grade crossings under the general law, 
it will be necessary for an additional loan to be 
authorized by the State before further work of any 
magnitude can be undertaken by the city. 


BOSTON HARBOR. 


Under the Act of Congress of June 5, 1896, au- 
thorizmg the Secretary of War to enter into con- 
tracts for widening the main ship channel to a 
minimum width of 1,000 feet and deepening it to a 
minimum depth of twenty-seven feet, “to be paid

for as appropriations may, from time to_ time, 
be made by law, in the aggregate not to exceed 
$1,145,000,” a contract was entered mto in Febru- 
ary last for dredging from the channel some three 
million cubic yards of material to effect the pro- 
posed improvement, the contract to be completed by 
July 1, 1900. An appropriation of $400,000 was 
made for this work under the Sundry Civil Act of 
June 4, 1897, but active operations were delayed 
while the contractors were assembling their plant, 
and were not commenced until November last, when 
one dredge of large capacity was placed at work in 
the lower main ship channel. The contract for the 
removal of the ledges uncovered by dredging here- 
tofore done in the lower main ship channel was 
finished in November, so that full use of this chan- 
nel, so far as completed, has now been secured. 

The Act of Congress of June 3, 1896, contained 
an important’ clause providing for a survey of Boston 
Harbor, “with a view to securing a channel one 
thousand two hundred feet wide and thirty feet deep, 
from the Navy Yard to the entrance of the present 
main ship channel, and from the main ship channel 
through the Broad Sound Channel.” 

Under this provision, a careful survey of the 
Broad Sound Channel was made last summer, and 
in the month of November the United States engi- 
neer submitted to the War Department a project for 
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a channel in accordance therewith. The estimated 
cost of this project,— after the channel, one thou- 
sand feet in width by twenty-seven feet in depth, 
already provided for by law, has been completed, — 
is $3,684,000; but of this amount only the sum 
of $481,000 is required for the proposed chan- 
nel from President Roads through the Broad Sound 
Channel. It should be gratifying to our merchants 
to learn that the additional expense of opening up 
this new and important channel direct from Broad 
Sound thus comes within half a million dollars; the 
creat benefits to be derived from it would certainly 
make such an expenditure a relatively trifling one. 
The present commerce of this port, without allow- 
ing for its future increase, amply warrants the 
appropriation by the Federal Government of this full 
additional sum of $3,684,000 required for the com- 
plete project, and one of the most important duties 
which devolves upon our representatives in Congress 
is to. see that in future the just needs of this port 
receive fair consideration. The wonderfully rapid 
development of ocean steamers in respect to size 
and draught which is still in progress indicates that 
in the near future a depth of even thirty-five feet 
will be no more than is required, and Boston should 
not be satisfied with harbor accommodations and facil- 
ities inferior in any respect to those of any other 
port in the country. 
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STREET DEPARTMENT. 


At the present time the department is running with 
a smaller appropriation for maintenance than at any 
time since the consolidated department was organized, 
although there is a greater area of streets to be cared 
for. The practice of appropriatng $25,000 for each 
ward for so-called street improvements — meaning 
work of a more or less permanent nature —1is in some 
respects an improper one, for the reason that, with- 
out regard to. the size or character of the ward, the 
amount appropriated is the same for each; and with 
the small maintenance appropriation and the large 
amount of work oftentimes to be done in one ward, it 
is not possible on this system to do it in the most 
thorough and economical manner. Macadam streets, 
in districts where conditions have so changed that the 
maintenance of a macadam roadway is exceedingly 
expensive, are reconstructed of the same material, for 
the reason that sufficient funds for granite or asphalt 
paving are not available. Thus the cost in a series of 
years 18 excessive. 

A large expenditure for thoroughly repaying cer- 
tain sections of the city would be a gain to the 
tax-payers in the end. In cities where the residen- 
tial portions are almost exclusively asphalted, the 
maintenance cost 1s comparatively small; whereas in 


Boston the residential sections of the city, even to 
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the very edge of the downtown district, being 
macadam, the condition of the streets is always 
more or less unsatisfactory, and the expense of 
maintenance 1s’ comparatively enormous. 

In East Boston, there should be provided during 
the coming year an appropriation to make possible the 
building of a combination yard at the new wharf 
property on Chelsea street, for the Paving, Sewer 
and Street-Cleaning Divisions. In this case, the 
present property occupied by the Paving and Sewer 
Divisions might be sold. 

The stable accommodations, both for the Street- 
Cleaning and Sanitary Divisions, should be so mcreased 
that all teaming can be done by the department, thus 
doing away with contract teams in these two divisions. 
This would not only be a saving in money, but would 
increase the efficiency of the service. In the summer 
the surplus teams could be transferred to the Paving 
Division. 

PAVING DIVISION. 

The Paving Division should be relieved from the 
street-cleaning work in East Boston, Dorchester and 
Brighton, and the amount necessary to do this work 
should be added to the appropriation for the Street- 
Cleaning Division. During the summer season the 
press of work in the Paving Division is such that the 
street-cleaning is often neglected; and, in addition, 


this work is not properly within the province of a 
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paving foreman, and could be better handled by the 
street-cleaning men. 

The maintenance appropriation of this division 
should be increased to a sufficient amount to make 
it possible to put in force a system of repairing 
‘streets, which would in the end save a large sum of 
money. Owing to the comparatively small appro- 
priation for maintenance, the practice has been too 
much to allow streets to become thoroughly worn 
out, and then rebuild them. 

Great attention has been given during the past two 
years to the stone-crushing plants, and two new ones 
have been established and paid for out of the regular 
maintenance money. This is an important feature 
of the Paving Division work, and nearly all the 
stone required on the streets 3 furnished from the 
city crushers. This insures a good quality of stone, at 
a reasonable price, and makes it possible to maintain 
the labor of the division on a permanent basis, as in 
winter a large portion of the force can be worked in 
the ledges, and thus is also immediately available for 
snow and street-cleaning work. The labor force of 
the division for the years 1896 and 1897 has been in 
the neighborhood of 900 men, who have been con- 
stantly employed. 

Permits allowing the use of the streets for certain work 
must be obtained from the Superintendent of Streets. 
This requires the maintenance of a special force by 
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the Paving Division for the purpose of issuing and 
keeping track of the permits, and also requires the 
services of a large number of inspectors whose duty 
it is to see that the conditions of the permits are 
not violated. No charge had formerly been made, 
but commencing a year ago regulations for payment 
were adopted. The amount received for permits the 
present year will be in the neighborhood of $20,000. 

The cost of the removal of snow and ice is now 
charged to the general maintenance appropriation. I 
believe it would be advisable to have a separate appro- 
priation made for this work, so that a comparison made 
from year to year of the cost of the maintenance of 
the streets would have more value. Under the present 
practice, a comparison of figures is misleading, as 
the item for the removal of snow may vary many 


thousands of dollars from one year to another. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


The last year has been a very busy one in regard to 
work in connection with the Main Drainage system. 
At the Pumping Station at Cow Pasture the work of 
repairmg the machinery has progressed satisfactorily, 
and in about six months the plant now in operation 
will have an increased duty of about 30 per cent. 
Although this is quite an increase, it 1s necessary 
to provide still further pumping facilities, and thts 
division has been negotiating with Mr. E. D. Leavitt, 
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consulting engineer, for the construction of another 
pump, to be a high duty pump of the capacity of 
72,000,000 gallons per day. It will be the largest 
single pump in the world and its cost will be about 
$200,000. This division has made a contract with Mr. 
Leavitt to make the necessary plans and specifications 
for this pump, and he has also received the contract 
for the plans for the iron floors of this station. To 
put this station in first-class condition it is necessary 
to have an electric plant to light it. This and a 
few other improvements will not only make this the 
largest sewerage station in the world, but also one of 
the finest equipped, and a credit to the city. 

A contract has been made for the enlargement of the 
basins at Moon Island, the construction of which has 
been delayed until they have become an actual neces- 
sity. These basms will, when enlarged, have a capacity 
of 50,000,000 gallons, instead of 25,000,000 gallons 
as at present. . 

Another contract is in preparation for the construc- 
tion of a sea wall from the outlet chamber along the 
channel to the ledge of rocks at the end of the island. 
The construction of this wall will remove all danger of 
back settlement of sewage on the beach. With these 
improvements the Main Drainage works will be in a 
very good condition for a number of years. 

The work at Stony brook, between the gate-house 
and the end of the channel constructed by the New 
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York and New Haven Railroad, has progressed, and is 
virtually finished, with the exception of the new gate- 
house to be built on the site of the old one, for the 
purpose of supplying the Boston Belting Company with 
water. This gate-house could have been already con- 
structed, but, owing to the litigation which has been 
going on between the city and the Boston Belting 
Company, it was thought advisable to wait until some 
definite settlement had been arrived at. This work 
on Stony Brook has been constructed at a lower price 
than the estimated cost. : 

The Metropolitan Sewerage Commission is expected 
to take the Dorchester Interceptor from Granite bridge 
to Milton Lower Mills this winter, paying for the same 
the price of its construction. 

In respect to the general sewer system of the city, 
during the past year, in District No. 1, South Boston, 
the construction of the large sewer on Dorchester ave- 
nue, from B to Dorr streets, has been finished ; also 
the B-street outlet, the sewer in Dorr street and other 
work. The B-street sewer will also be finished this 
winter. When the work under way is all finished, 
the lower end of South Boston will be well drained. 

In Division 2, East Boston, a number of connections 
have been made with the Metropolitan sewer, and 
during the ensuing year all these connections will 
be completed. Previously the sewers emptied on the 
adjacent. flats. 
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In Division 5, Charlestown, about one-half of the 
regulators connecting with the Metropolitan system 
have been built, and durimg the ensuing year work 
will be completed on all of these. In this district 
many of the old sewers should be relaid, and this 
matter will be studied durme the winter. 

Division 4, Brighton, is very well sewered with ‘the 
exception of that part called Aberdeen. During the 
past year a number of house sewers have been com- 
pleted. Durmg the ensumg year the division will 
take up the study of surface drainage in this district. 
Plans and takings are now being prepared. During 
the year a defective connection with the imterceptor 
known as Salt creek was permanently repaired. This 
has been for many years: a constant source of com- 
plaint. Other work has been done in constructing an 
outlet for a system of sewers previously built in the 
Commonwealth-avenue boulevard. 

In Division 5, West Roxbury, many house sewers 
have been built. The most noticeable piece of work 
has been done in the Mount Hope District; work 
has also been done in Hewlett and Perkins streets. 
Work is gomg on at the present time on the Colum- 
bus-avenue sewer, also on the extension of the sewer 
system for the relief of Proctor street. This district 
is far behind in its sewer system. A very much- 
needed piece of sewer work will be the extension of 
the Stony brook low level sewer from Boylston street 
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to the Hyde Park lme. Work should be started. on 
this at once. The subject of surface drainage in this 
section is another great problem. Plans and takings 
are now being prepared. The first brook to be treated 
will be the Goldsmith brook. 

In Division 6, Dorchester, a great amount of work 
has been done during the past year. The Forest- 
avenue trunk sewer and the Lauriat-avenue outlet, 
together with the Pumpmg Station, have been the 
principal pieces of work completed. Many lateral 
sewers have been connected with the above sewers, 
affording a great relief to the neighborhood. Work 
has been started on the Tenean brook, for the 
relief of surface dramage, and will be continued 
until finished. Work has also been started on the 
Rosemont-street relief sewer, and when this is com- 
pleted it will afford great relief to this section of 
Dorchester. ‘ . 

The work for the ensuing year will be the comple- 
tion of the brook and sewer systems, especially the 
Rosemont-street sewer. Plans will be prepared and 
studies made for the extension of the sewer system 
in this district. The Pumping Station is not a per- 
manent relief, but is only an expedient to afford 
temporary relief for this section. Permanent relief 
will be afforded only by an extension of a low level 
sewer, going through a deep tunnel through the ridge 
of Stony brook at Park street. This will be a large 
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piece of work, but it is the only ultimate way to drain 
this section properly. 

In Divisions 7 and 8, Roxbury, during the past year, 
many house sewers have been built, particularly the 
Guild-Row relief sewer, the West-Roxbury low level 
sewer, and the Harrison-avenue sewer. ‘This last 
sewer will be completed this winter, removing the 
source of complaints which have been made for many 
"years. | 

In the city proper a great amount of work has 
been done; one of the most important pieces was 
the ‘changing of the imterceptor and other sewers 
in the vicinity of the Terminal Station. These 
sewers, built at the expense of the Terminal Com- 
pany, were, at its express request, constructed by the 
city by day labor; they were difficult pieces of work 
and the company thought it better to have the city 
men do the work than to have it done in any other 
way. Another piece of work which has long been 
needed, and which has now been started, is the Canal- 
street relief sewer. For years petitions have been 
made for relief in this district, but the work was 
never started until last year; when it is completed it 
will be one of the most important pieces of sewer con- 
struction done in the city for a long time. Another 
extensive piece of work has been the abolishing 
of the nuisance under the Faneuil Hall and Quincy 
Markets, and also at the docks near the Mercantile 
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Wharf, where the Clinton-street sewer has been over- 
flowing. | 

This division has increased to about 1,050 men, and 
nearly all the work on sewers is done by day labor. 
Since July 1, the division has been working, as to new 
construction work, under chap. 426 of the Acts of 1897. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


In view of the new contract for the reduction of 
garbage, 1t will be necessary to reconstruct Fort Hill 
Wharf, so as to accommodate an additional scow and 
also to do away with the present objectionable con- 
ditions, —which, if allowed to remain, may lead to a 
forced discontinuance of this location as a dumping 
wharf, causing most serious inconvenience and ex- 
pense to the city. 

At least two furnaces for the burning of combust- 
ible waste should be provided for, and forty new steel 
dumping wagons for the collection of offal, costing 
about $200 each, should be purchased. The twenty 
wagons .put in service this year have given excellent 
satisfaction, not only being more sanitary, but allow- 
ing the load to be dumped quickly, and thus domg 
away with delays on the wharf—a most important 
item where so many teams must deliver their loads 
in a very limited time. 

Sanitary yards should be established in Dorchester 
and Kast Boston, both districts now being collected by 
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contract. In Dorchester, the purchase of the Gibson- 
street buildings, already recommended by me to the 
city government, would, with some small additional 
expense, furnish a suitable yard. 

It is very necessary that an appropriation be pro- 
vided for increased and improved stable facilities for 
this division. 

BRIDGE DIVISION. 

The present working headquarters of the Bridge Divi- 
sion on Foundry street, South Boston, are entirely inade- 
quate, and some provision should be made for new ones. 

On Warren, Chelsea North, Meridian-street, L-street 
and Dover-street bridges greater facilities: should be 
provided for assisting vessels and boats through the 
draws. At present delays are unavoidable on account 
of lack of suitable apparatus to assist the vessels in 
passing through. Electric machmes with winch at- 
tachments, or steam power, with proper machinery 
affixed, could be placed with advantage on the above- 
named bridges, at a cost of about $3,000. At the 
present time Warren bridge is sometimes open for 
ten, fifteen or even twenty minutes for the passing 
of a vessel. ; 

Special appropriations will be necessary the coming 
year for the following bridges : — 

Congress street, Columbus avenue, Beacon street, 
Ferdinand street, Warren, Malden, Mt. Washington 
avenue and Broadway. 
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FERRY DIVISION. 


Plans and specifications are being prepared for a 
new head-house and a rearrangement of the slips at 
the South Ferry, East Boston side, and the work of 
construction will be forwarded as speedily as possible. 
This plan provides for three slips and drops instead of 
two as at present. The same change might well be 
made at the other three landings, and would largely 
accomplish the purposes of the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the borrowing, outside the debt limit, of 
$500,000 for new and improved ferry accommodations. 

One new drop and tank have been built this year 
and put in place at the South Ferry, Kast Boston side, 
and the City Engmeer recommends that two more be 
built and placed in position. When this is done all 
the drops will be practically new. 

During the past ‘year electric motors have been 
installed at each of the landings, for the purpose of 
assisting heavy teams up the drops. These motors 
make it possible to run the boats on schedule time. 
Electric lighting plants have been placed on three of 
the boats, making five now so equipped. A new boat 
has been contracted for, and is now framed and 
fastened. The contractor has agreed to have her in 
commission May 1, 1898. Another boat should be 
contracted for, to take the place of the “Winthrop,” 
which was built in 1875, and has been in continuous 
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service ever since, and cannot be fit for duty much 
longer. | 

Two of the boats, the “Hast Boston” and the 
“ Hugh O’Brien,’ have been hauled out on the rail- 
way and calked and metalled the past year. All 
the boats are now in good condition. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The reduction in losses by fire shown by the record 
of the last year, even compared with the good record 
of the year before, is highly gratifymg, and whatever 
allowance may be made for good fortune, it certainly 
reflects credit upon the management and personnel of 
the fire department. The organization of the depart- 
ment is now a strong one, and complete in all 
but a very few particulars. Two horseless engines 
have been placed in service during the year, and 
while there has fortunately been no opportunity to 
prove their capacity in actual work at a fire, they 
have met the tests imposed upon them with gratity- 
ing success, and there is every reason to believe that 
they constitute an important addition to the equip- 
ment of the department in the down-town district. 

The work of putting in the salt water pipes for 
fire service, for which the city government of 1896 
appropriated the sum of $15,000, was commenced 
this year, but it has necessarily been a slow one, 
and it cannot be completed until late in the coming 
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spring. Owing to changes in the plans, and the ad- 
dition of a complete electrical service in connection 
with the pipe system,—so as to afford immediate 
communication with the fire boat from any hydrant, 
—and also the unexpected difficulties met with in 
the ‘streets, the cost 1s now estimated to exceed the 
original appropriation by the sum of $14,000, which, 
however, can be provided out of the regular main- 
tenance appropriation of the Fire Department. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


The city has recently received from William C. 
Todd, a citizen of New Hampshire who has for some 
time taken a keen interest in our Public Library, 
the generous gift of $50,000, to be held as a fund, 
the mcome of which is to be used to continue 
a contribution which he has made for several years 
to meet the cost of purchasing newspapers, to be 
kept on file and open for public use in the main 
Public Library building. This gift is not only valu- 
able on account of its liberal amount, but as afford- 
ing a valuable proof of the wide appreciation of 
the work now done by the city through its Public 
Library. I trust that it will lead other public-spirited 
citizens to appreciate the unique opportunities offered 
by our Library for conferring benefits upon the 
public, and to further gifts for similar special objects 
designated by the donors. 
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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter 375 of the Acts of 1897 transferred the 
control of all the cemeteries belonging to the city 
from the Board of Health, and from the Mount 
Hope Cemetery ‘Trustees, to the new Cemetery De- 
partment, consisting of a board of five trustees, each 
appointed for five years. This change has already 
proved a decidedly beneficial one, and I am glad to 
recognize the fidelity and mtelligence with which the 
new trustees are performing the duties intrusted to 
them. <A single supermtendent, under this Board, now 
has the general supervision of all the cemeteries. 

The most important general need of this depart- 
ment is the erection of a suitable chapel at Mount 
Hope Cemetery, which I have already strongly rec- 
ommended. As the city is embarked in the cemetery 
business to a large extent and cannot withdraw from 
it, ordinary business judgment requires that a proper 
equipment should be provided; the want of a 
chapel at Mount Hope seriously handicaps the trus- 
tees In competing, in the sale of lots, with cemeteries 
in private hands. I trust that the sum of $25,000, 
required for this purpose, will be provided by loan 
early this year. It is also very desirable that the 
old barns and sheds at this cemetery should be re- 
moved from their present unsuitable site, thereby 
making available a large area of desirable lots, and 
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I recommend that money also be provided to cover 
the cost of such removal. The demand for lots in 
this cemetery has increased, and it can easily make 
a better business showing if it is placed, by a reason- 
able additional investment, mm a proper condition. 

The Cemetery Trustees also recommend that a suf- 
ficient sum be provided to put the older cemeteries 
into safe condition, so that they can be thrown open 
to the public. Owing to the fact that formerly the 
covering of graves was made of planking, and that this 
has very generally decayed, it is not considered safe 
to open these cemeteries until the various graves have 
been examined and put in a condition to ensure the 
safety of visitors. It might be desirable, to try the 
experiment, at least, of placing one or two of the older 
cemeteries in proper condition and throwing them 
open to the public. In the city of London many of 
the older cemeteries have been successfully treated 
so as to afford an addition to the public grounds of 
the city. 

The Cemetery Trustees also ask for the sum _ of 
$2,500 to complete the record which they have started 
to prepare of the burials in the older cemeteries. 
When the present Board assumed office, it was found 
that the records pertaining to the older cemeteries 
were very inaccurate, and that im many cases they 
were no longer in existence. A transcript is therefore 


bemg made of inscriptions on gravestones and coffins, 
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in order to place the department in a position to 
answer the constant imquiries which are made of it as 
to the burial places of the earler inhabitants of the 
city. 

RIFLE RANGE. 

At the last session of the Legislature application 
was made by me, in accordance with the statement in 
my last annual address, for the passage of an Act 
giving the city the right to take, by emment domain, 
the land needed for a rifle range, which is required by 
law to be provided for the use of the militia. After 
a number of committee hearings, it was found to be 
impossible, owing to the objections which were made, 
to secure the passage of such an Act. No action has 
therefore been taken toward a compliance with the 
statute durmg the last year, and the matter has re- 
mained entirely in abeyance. The Inspector General 
of Rifle Practice has now suggested in his annual report 
that it would be desirable for the Commonwealth to 
purchase a state range in the neighborhood of Boston, 
and lease the same to the municipalities desirmg to use 
it for their local militia. I heartily concur in this sug- 
gestion, and I can see no other way of settling the 
matter satisfactorily. A suitable range near Boston 
should be used jointly by a number of municipalities, 
and this can best be done if the range is purchased and 
controlled by the Commonwealth. The Legislature 
would also doubtless be more willmg to give to the

proper state official the power to take land for this 
purpose by eminent domain, which is so essential to 
any satisfactory solution of the matter. 


STATE LEGISLATION. 


In my annual address last year, I stated that 
“one of the most important duties of the Mayor, 
while the Legislature is in session, is to follow 
closely all pendmg measures affecting the city, to 
advocate those which seem to him proper, and to 
oppose others.” The experience of the last year, 
with its unusual amount of important legislation 
affecting the city, enacted or proposed, emphasized 
anew the importance of this portion of the work de- 
volving upon the Mayor. The Acts of the session 
relating to the city have, for the first time, been 
collected and published as a City Document, in the 
form of a supplement to the compilation of the 
statutes relating to the city which has been from 
time to time prepared and published by the City 
solicitor; such a publication is desirable and con- 
venient in many ways and should be continued. 
~The Acts published have been divided under the 
three heads of Special Acts Relatmg Exclusively 
to the City of Boston, Acts Relatmg to the 
Metropolitan District, and General Acts Applying to 
the City of Boston or the Officers thereof. There were 
passed in 1897 sixty-one Acts coming under the first 
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class, taking up, in medium-sized type, fifty-six large 
pages, fourteen Acts of the second class, and twenty- 
five of the third, making 100 Acts in all which either 
originated with, or had to be followed closely by, the 
Corporation Counsel and myself. A number of these 
Acts were of unusual importance. Among these may be 
mentioned the Acts to establish separate departments 
for the care of children, paupers, criminals and insane 
persons; the Act relative to the sewerage works of the 
city; the Act to consolidate the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council and to reorganize the city 
vovernment; the Act to secure public ownership and 
control of certain portions of the foreshore of Boston 
Harbor; the Act to provide for the construction of a 
pier and dock on the Commonwealth’s flats at South 
Boston; the Act relative to the laymg out and construc- 
tion of highways, authorizing the issue of an additional 
three million dollars of bonds to meet the expense of 
building assessable streets; the Act relative to park- 
ways, providing for the laymeg out of a parkway con- 
nection between Franklin Park and Marine Park; the 
Act to promote rapid transit in the city of Boston and 
vicinity, amending the charter of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company; the Act to provide for certain 
street widenings on Commercial and India. streets, 
and for the widening and extension of Cross street ; 
the Act to establish a cemetery department, to be under 
a board of unpaid trustees; the act relative to the 
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building of school-houses, providing for the erection 
of four high-school buildings; the Act relative to the 
taking of lands by the city, requiring all settlements 
therefor to be approved by the Mayor; the Act author- 
izing the city to establish public gymnasia; the Act 
authorizing the rebuilding of Longwood-avenue bridge ; 
the Act authorizing the Board of Health to condemn 
and demolish buildings unfit for human _ habitation, 
although not technically constitutmg a nuisance, 
without taking the land upon which they stand; the 
Act providing for the supervision of the business 
of gasfittmg and the heensing of gasfitters; several 
Acts making important amendments to the building 
‘laws; the Act bringing the distribution of State aid 
to soldiers under a regular executive department of 
the city; the Act to provide for the abolition of the 
Dorchester-avenue grade crossing, through a re-loca- 
tion of the tracks of the Old Colony Railroad; and 
the Act to provide for a highway around the Back 
Bay Fens, affording a communication for traffic and 
electric cars with the newly-constructed extension of 


Boylston street. 


REVISION OF CITY CHARTER. 

In view of the fact that there has been no revis- 
ion of the city charter since 1854, and of the great 
accumulation of statutes affecting Boston passed since 
that time, I believe that it is very desirable to have a 
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comprehensive compilation of all special laws relating 
to the city government carefully prepared, and a new 
charter or consolidation act passed by the Legisla- 
ture. The special acts passed since the above 
date occupy nearly six hundred pages in_ the 
volume prepared by the City Solicitor, and there is 
great need of properly exhibiting the framework of 
our city government, as now established by a large 
number of charter amendments and other acts, and 
reducing the great mass of statutes to one consistent 
and symmetrical body of law, contaming all of the 
special legislation affecting the city. This work should 
be done with the utmost care, and it can best be per- 
formed by constituting a special commission for the 
purpose, of which the Corporation Counsel should be 
one member. [I recommend that the City Council 
authorize the appointment of such a commission, to 
report the result of its labors within one year at latest, 


and provide for its compensation. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 

The citizens of Boston have entrusted to our charge 
for the ensumg year all of the varied and important 
interests connected with their municipal government. 
This trust 1s no small one, and it can only be properly 
performed by entering upon our official duties in a 
spirit of personal consideration for each other, of 
toleration of honest differences of opinion, and of co- 
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operation in the service of the half million people 
who have elected us to serve them. Let us always 
realize the obligations and the dignity of this service, 
so that we may be able when it is ended to feel 
that we too have contributed something toward the 
development, the improvement, and the uplifting of 


this great and growing municipality.

The valuation of 1897 for personal property can be fairly 
_ increased $57,289,000 in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $15.26 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and the machinery, locally assessed,

zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in national banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are under estimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $1,012,582,209 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount 
was included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them: 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $87,599 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1897. Section 8 of chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included 
in the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, 
reimbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 

By chapter 375 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides . 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, and 
was again extended five years by chapter 149 of the Acts of 
1893. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1897 was $90,579, and the net income returned amounted 
to $3,179.12. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $1,093.66. 
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The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1897 be put at $267,621,058. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. ‘That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and post- 
office. ‘The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State-house, the State-prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage and metropolitan parks. The 
county property includes the court-house and jail. But as 
the entire cost of all county estate has been paid by the city, 
and as the other municipalities that, with Boston, make up 
Suffolk County pay no county taxes [ Pub. Stats., chapter 11, 
section 47], the estates used for county purposes are included 
as a part of the city property. The character and value of the 
property used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by 
reference to the list of real and personal estate, under the 
title of nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the 
real estate, and as much of the personal property as is in 
active use. But there is a large amount of chattels belong- 
ing to the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not be included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. ‘The books and works of art 
in our public library, the statues in our squares and public 
erounds, tbe furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of the 
nation, State or county are estimated in the list of exempt 
property ; and only the lands connected with the forts and 
lighthouses of the General Government, and with Bunker 
Hill monument, are included, in our estimation, of exempt 
estate. The structures, if abandoned for their present use, 
would he valueless for any other purpose. ‘The same con- 
siderations control the estimation of church furniture and 
fittings when church buildings are demolished. The income- 
producing personal estate of ministerial funds and _ trust 
property is assessed as though in the hands of individuals. 
[Pub. Stat., chap. 11, § 22, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But 
such property when held by charitable, literary or scientific 
corporations is exempt ;eand the large amount so held (nearly 
sixteen millions) is included in eur estimation of untaxed 


property. 
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« 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used, 
the values estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation 
which approximates to the selling price. By the method 
indicated we place the property of the United States lands 
value, $7,501,400; buildings, $4,529,200 ; total—#11,830,600. 
That of the Cammegnereniin for land! $10. 414,400; build- 
ings, $8,259,700 — total, $18.654.100. The real BatiiD of the 
city is valued, for land, $87,916,717; buildings, $19,907,- 
300; a total of $57,824,017, and the personal property used 
for municipal purposes, at $852,000. The land connected 
‘ with houses of religious worship is estimated at %8,210,800, 
and the buildings at $8,549,300; a total of $16,785,400. 
The valuation of the real estate occupied by charitable, liter- 
ary, and scientific institutions for the purposes for which 
they were incorporated is, for land, $11,161,200; buildings, 
$7,008,500; a total of $18,558,700. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
corporations hold $18,942,175 of personal. property, as re- 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment, those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1897, amounted to $6,080,815, and 
their expenditures to $6,003,798,! It appeared by their re- — 
turns that at the date of assessment these benevolent and 
educational institutions held as investments, $6,496,915 of 
the real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for 
the purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its esti- 
mated value, forming a part of the real-estate valuation for 
the tax of the current year. The city of Boston holds, in 
its corporate capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $27,381,- 
087 of actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, 
and $58,676,017 nominal assets, the character of which is 
shown in the return of the Assessors as of May 1, 1897, to 
the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth.

_ Large amounts of property, held by residents or located 

within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1,000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings banks of Massachusetts ($473,- 
919,094.27, October 81, 1897) belonging to the residents 
of Boston is unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses and 
retains the entire tax for State revenue. But the total

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county, and city had been completed, 200,137 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the list of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
bills, 187,056 (682 per cent.) were for poll-taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 7,328 additional bills, covering sup- 
plementary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class, 
7,198 were for poll-taxes only. 

The tax assessments for the financial year were represented 
by 207,465 bills of which 802 per cent. were for property, 
and 692 per cent. were for poll-taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
56,738, of which 89,558 were resident individuals, 4,474 
non-resident individuals, and -12,701 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table “C,” page 384. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1898, was for polls, $544; for real estate, 
$46,820.09; for personal estate, $36,968.96; a total of 
$84,833.05. Of this sum, $82,827.35 was abated before the 
reduced tax-bills were paid, and with the money received 
for taxes, is treated asa credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. ‘The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$1,505.70, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
for moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year.

In accordance with the requirements of section 5 of chap- 
ter 6 of the existing ordinances, we herewith indiude a 
statement of the Assessors’ valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty in the city of Boston for each of the preceding five 
years, the abatement thereon allowed previous to the thirty- 
first day of December preceding, and the average of such 
valuations reduced by such abatements.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisons of section 86 of chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1897, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 279 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
‘‘ with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $97,682,950, of which sum #$865,- 
$58,350 was real estate, and $12,344,600 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot note 
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to table marked “D,” page 35. Under the provisions of 
section 8 of chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board as- 
sessed the 522,500 shares of the sixty national banks of Boston 
upon a valuation of $54,571,000; a total tax of $709,423. 
At the time the rate of taxation was determined, the esti- 
mated value of 111,869 shares, $11,976,659.24, was in. 
cluded in the total aggregate as property which could be 
legally assessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. The 
balance of the total assessment of this class of property 
amounted to $42,594,340.76, and the tax of $553,726.43 
thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner, under the 
provisions of section 13 of said chapter for the State, and 
certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in which 
‘shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter provides 
that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be paid 
‘for the expenses of assessing and collecting’”’ that portion 
of the tax which is not retained by the city or town where 
the banks are located. The amout of $5,587 can be added 
to the revenue of the city from this source, as only slight 
changes are found necessary in the adjustment of the bank 
taxes with the State authorities. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
sections 14 and 58 of said chapter 18, adjusted the taxes 
of 1897, upon national bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
-sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
or its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
before the Board of Appeal, provided for in section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


_A table marked “B,” page 38, will show the separate esti- 
mation of land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 
~1896 and 1897; being on the basis of new wards, the estimates 
for 1891 to 1895 inclusive, being on the basis of the old 
wards, are Shown only in the totals, the total gain during the 
whole period being $153,622,175, of which $66,515,150 is 
is upon the land, and $87,107,025 is upon buildings. 

For the valuation of Boston by wards for five years, and 
for the separate estimation of the real and personal property 
for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked “A,” D,” and * E,” on 
pages 32,85, and 86. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determine the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
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amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1897, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $83,598,850, equal 
to an advance of 4.56 per cent., and a loss of $2,286,555 on 
personal property, equal to 1.08 per cent. The total valua- 
tion of 1897 is more than that of 1887 by $264,939,692, 
showing a gain in ten years of 35.43 per cent. 

The table marked “ D,” page 35, will show the rate of tax- 
ation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the table 
marked “F,”” page 87, will show the proportion of each an- 
nual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for State, 
county, or city purposes. 

A table marked “ G,” pages 38-40, will show the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a table 
marked “ H,” page 42, will give certain statistics relating to 
the real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the city of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments, other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, chapter 50, section 25, and chapter 51, section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 
into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by section 7 of chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
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and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from chap- 
ter 323 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act) as amended by chapter 418 of 1892, and chapters 401 
and 402 of the Acts of the last-named year as amended by 
chapters 227 and 256 of 1894. The law now in force con- 
necting this department with these classes by special assess- 
ments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted, including roadway, sidewalks, and sewer, and after 
the Auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what. proportion of 
the whole amount shall be paid by the city, and. what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ 7, 8.] 
“The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on — 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is ‘“‘ subject to appeal 
to the Superior Court . . .~° as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418,§8.] If theamount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in “ one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . and in every case with interest from 
the date of the passage of the . . . order of said Street 
Commissioners ” “ for securing the land required for ane 
or for constructing” the street they have laid out, ‘the 
Board of Assessors . . . shall include a sum equal to 
nine per cent. of such amount in the next and succeeding 
annual tax-bills issued for the tax on the said parcel, and in 
the tax-bill issued the first year shall also include interest on 
the whole of said amount . . . from the date of the 
aforesaid order . . . to the last day of October of the 
year of the date of such tax-bill . . . and .. . for 
each succeeding year shall include one year’s interest on the 
whole of said amount . . . and shall so include such 
BUTIA  eeeeeTitit: St ee eae en or ee ere 
have been paid.” [1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.] | 
~ The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
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sioners. [1892, 418, § 10.] All moneys paid on account 
of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking fund for the extin- 
guishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 323, § 189.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. ‘This act provides that ‘the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk ”’ in such location, and 
of such materials, as they may deem expedient. . [1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892,401,§ 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This act [chapter 401, 1892] was repealed by chapter 
437 of 1893, so that this department will have no connec- 
tion with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 18938. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see chapter 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418 §§ 5, 6, 8, 9.] A drain for any land out- 
side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 
§5.] Interest shall not begin to run upon sewer assess- 
ments until after the expiration of thirty days from the com- 
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pletion of the sewer on account of which the assessment is 
made. [Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other ‘ parcel 
of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors . . . on application 
to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
‘‘suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the land, when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402,§4.] But if the owner of an estate 
where the collection of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended desires to enter the sewer, he can do so, ‘after the 
wmount to be paid for” such entry “has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, ‘less any payment made for 
an entry” into the sewer, ‘* becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
from grantor to grantee “ were the date of the passage of the 

. order for making the sewer.” [ 1892, 402, §§ 4, 5.] 
As the law now stands, it must follow that if the amount 
then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected as is 
provided for other unpaid sewer assessments ; that is, by ten 
annual instalments with interest. Section 9, of chapter 418, 
of the Acts of 1892 provides that when an unpaid special 
assessment is apportioned and added toa tax-bill, it may “ be 
abated . .. as if a part of, and in the same manner as the 
city taxes.” In an opinion dated December 8, 1892, the 
Corporation Counsel states that the power to make an abate- 
ment of such an assessment *“*commences only when the. . . 
assessment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exer- 
cised in curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and 
confers upon” the Assessors “no power to abate for any 
other than a legal reason.” 

By chapter 359 of the Acts of 1896, full power to abate 
sewer assessments is given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 

Chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897 approved May 22, 1897, 
provides that ‘no sewerage work shall hereafter be constructed 
except under authority of this act ‘unless the same has been 
ordered to be constructed before the passage thereof, and 
that the Board of Street Commissioners from time to time, 
with the approval of the Mayor, may order that sewers and 
drains be constructed,’ etc., and: shall annually before the 
first day of July determine just and equitable sewerage 
charges to be paid by estates in said city for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of the sewerage works. 
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«The determination of such charges as aforesaid shall be 
final in all cases, and the amount thereof as determined for 
each estate shall be a lien thereon until paid, and said board 
shall notify the Board of Assessors of the amount thereof 
forthwith, after it has been determined, and the same shall 
be included in the next tax-bill on the estate transmitted by 
said board to the Collector, or in a tax-bill therefor if no 
other tax-bill is issued for such estate, and be collected as a 
part of the taxes on the estate. 

«All sewers and connections ordered to be made in con- 
structing any way under the authority of chapter 323 of the 
Acts of the year 1891, and acts in amendment thereof, or in 
addition thereto, shall be deemed to be constructed under 
the authority of this act, and the expenses thereof shall not 
be considered in determining the assessable cost of work to 
be assessed under authority of said acts.”

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets and parks of the city during 
the financial year 1897-98, was $619,925.80. On the 15th of January the 
city was lighted with 2,735 electric, 8,103 gas, 28 incandescent, and 2,646 
naphtha lamps, being an increase of 169 electric, an increase of 421 gas, 
an increase of 22 naphtha lamps, as compared with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas com- 
panies are: Boston, supplying part of City Proper, at the rate of 90 
cents per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury. part of Roxbury District, 
$1; Charlestown, $1.25; South Boston, $1; East Boston, $1.35; Dor- 
chester, $1; West Roxbury $1.40; Brookline Co., Brighton District, 
$1; City Proper, 70 cents; Roxbury District, 70 cents. 

The price paid for electrics is 35 cents per light per night. The city 
provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 
The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per light per month in 
Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per light per month in Brighton. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of 
$2 per day, and have an average of 73 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the vari- 
ous companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, 
and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or 
profit to the companies. 

The naphtha lamps have been lighted since July, 1892, under a con- 
tract by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, who furnish all 
material, light, and keep in repair for the sum of 64 cents per light per 
night, or $22.81 each per year.

GALLOP’s ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes, and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, 
merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine 
Department. 

SMALI-Pox Hospirau, Canterbury street, West Roxbury, built in 
1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of the lot 
are 4.182 acres. 

EpIpEMIC HOSPITAL, Swett street, two buildings erected in 1893. 

STEAMBOAT ‘‘ VIGILANT.’’— This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 
feet in length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 
1886. Cost of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine 
service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point and 
Commercial Point; the house at the foot of L street is on the beach. 
Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing a water surface, 
around which, inside of the structures, are platforms. All the houses 
have dressing-rooms attached to them. House at L street consists of a 
main building, with ells in which are dressing-rooms; from the end of 
these ells to the water are fences. In the offices of the superintendents 
are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies for making small 
repairs. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street, and Massachusetts avenue. This lot consists of about 350,927 
square feet of land. Also the land to the south-west of Massachusetts 
avenue, bounded by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passage- 
way near Harrison avenue, consisting of about 125,736 square feet. On 
the first lot mentioned is the City Hospital proper, which consists of a 
group of nineteen buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated 
the South Department, a hospital for the infectious diseases, which 
consists of a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land on the east side of 
Albany street in the rear of the hospital. On this lot is situated the 
ambulance stable, boiler-house, dynamo station, and coal-pocket. 

The Trustees also have charge of the Convalescent Home, situated 
on fifteen acres of land, at No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester 
Lower Mills. On this property is a three-story house, with a two-story 
ell, with accommodations for thirty-five patients and seven employés. 
There is also a barn, stable, shed, and a bowling-alley. About one- 
half of this property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and 
pasture. 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET HomMer.— Building formerly occupied by the city 
‘of Roxbury as an almshouse, Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,337 square feet. 

PARENTAL ScHooL.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $380,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, a 
school building and two dormitory buildings, and hospital. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation and the Sum- 
mer Hospital for Infants. 
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INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


AUSTIN FARM.— In West Roxbury District. 

This site, originally purchased as a Home for the Poor, has been 
occupied exclusively by the insane for ten years. Contains about fifty 
acres, and is bounded on south-easterly side by Harvard street, south- 
westerly by Morton street, north-westerly by Canterbury street, and 
north-easterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, three detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and store-rooms, a boiler-house, with laundry in second story, 
a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two small out- 
buildings. 

This plant provides for 335 patients. 

PIERCE FARM, so called, situated on Walk Hilland Canterbury streets, 
West Roxbury, and containing about thirty-five acres, was purchased in 
1892 for a site of the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, cost- 
ing twenty-three thousand (23,000) dollars. There have been con- 
structed for the Lunatic Hospital two hospital buildings, a domestic 
building, boiler and power-house. The stable and barn were removed 
to new locations. Occupied by 190 patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is situated on a lot 
containing 104,191 feet near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long 
by 45 feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, 39 feet 
by 19 feet. There are a large barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 

Lone IsuAnp. — Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommo- 
date about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 
1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for female 
paupers, a hospital, a chapel, seating 800, and a house for the superin- 
tendent have been erected. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Commis- 
sioner : 

HovuSsE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. — Containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick building 
known as the House of Correction at Deer Island, cell building and 
dynamo building, a brick and wooden building for women, a farmhouse, 
brick work-shop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, hospital, and other buildings; steam- 
boat wharf and another landing place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, 
livestock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying 
on the House of Correction at Deer Island. 

House OF CoRRECTION, SouTH Boston. — This institution occupies 
an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools and 
utensils, fire-engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, 
and other live-stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Cor- 
rection workshop a steam-engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, 
with shafting, etc., for carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus 
for heating the prison workshops and chapel with steam. 

STEAMER. ‘‘ J. PUTNAM BRADLEE.’’— This boat is 340 tons burden, 
140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 
inches deep, and was builtat Greenpoint, L.I., in1875. Cost, including 
outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island insti- 
tutions. ° 
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STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN HOWARD.’’ — This boat is 88.14 tons burden, 70.7 feet 
long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught; she was built at East Boston at 
a cost of $18,000.

The total contents of the lot, including 
wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet.

HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE LoT.— Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Sanitary and Paving 
Divisions. Also a brick building used as a blacksmith shop, and a shed 
for the storage of tools, etc. Number of feet in lot, 81,082. 

LEDGE Lot, on Codman street, Dorchester, containing 299,000 square 
feet, was purchased in 1870. Upon this lot is a shed, containing a 
steam-engine and stone-crusher ; also a stable and tool-house. 

ON THE ALMSHOUSE LOT, Hancock street, Dorchester, there are two 
stables ; also a shed, tool-house and blacksmith shop. 

LEDGE Lot, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester, contain- 
ing 81,068 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dor- 
chester in 1867. 

DOWNER-AVENUE LOT, Dorchester, containing 35,300 square feet. 

West Roxspury.—On Child street, a lot of land containing 45,024 
feet, upon which are a stable and shed, blacksmith shop and tool-house. 

GRAVEL Lots.—In town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, containing 
64,523 square feet, hired by the town of Dorchester for 999 years; 
Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, pur- 
chased by town of West Roxbury, in 1870, used for storage purposes. 

LEDGE AND GRAVEL LOT, rear of Union street, containing about 
37,000 square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot is at 
present leased. 

LEDGE Lor, on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 13 
acres, upon which is an office, engine-house, stable and crusher plant. 

WHARF, known as Atkins Wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased 
in 1887, for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet, having on it an office 
and stable. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf-lot, foot of Elm street, con- 
taining 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of-land con- 
taining about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, 
carriage-house, shed, tool-house and office. Rent of same, including 
use of wharf and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes.

SANITARY DIVISION. 


SoutH Ciry STABLES, SHOP AND SHEDS.—Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being 
used for this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and build- 
ings connected therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises 
five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two 
stories high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. 
Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter and 
harness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department are manufac- 
tured and kept in repair. 

OrrFAL Deport. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany 
street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from 
that used by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, 
and the yard attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to 
the city before being used for this purpose. This building is used for 
the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and which is 
thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by purchasers of 
the same. 


— 
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WEST STABLE AND SHEDS, NORTH GROVE STREET. — The stable is 
a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to 
the same. It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. 
The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 72 horses, on the old 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. <A part 
of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There 
are on this lot a brick stable and a wagon-shed. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situ- 
ated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land. 
Shed and outbuildings were built in 1879. 

Forr Hitt WHARF. — Containing 21,054 square feet. Two Barney 
Dumping boats, one purchased November 30, 1885, the other in Jan- 
uary, 1895. 

The above-mentioned stables and wharf are occupied in part by the 
Street Cleaning Division. 

GIBSON STREET, DORCHESTER. — (The buildings and sheds are owned 
by the N. E. Construction Co.) Contains 42,000 square feet, formerly 
used for the disposition of Dorchester offal. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 474.96 miles of sewers built by the city. The 
department occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, 
with water-front on Albany street, containing 48,000 square feet, for 
storage of materials, tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street, Dorchester, 
containing 42,000 square feet; a small lot on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown; a small lot in East Boston, corner Paris and Marion 
streets; gate-house on Stony brook, Columbus avenue, built in 1889; 
sewer-yard, with buildings on Massachusetts avenue, near Albany 
street; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Western avenue, Brighton, con- 
taining 135,350 square feet; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Revere 
street, city; sewer-yard, with buildings, on H and Ninth streets; 
sewer-yard, with buildings, on Child and South streets.

2,887 square feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to the reser- 
voir. 

The high-service reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, was 
completed in 1887. The site of this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of 
land; the capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons; high-water 
line is 241 feet above tide-marsh level. A dwelling-house located on 
Chestnut Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Rox- 
bury, consisting of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, —the highest land in 
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the city, —into which water is pumped by two Knowles pumps placed 
in a brick house situated on Washington street, opposite Metropolitan 
avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes 
of high service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house 
built on the corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which 
the pumping-plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

A strip of land 15 feet wide at Point Shirley, in the Town of Win- 
throp, containing 7,725 square feet. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving-reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, 
East Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
Brighton, Charlestown, etc., aggregate in length 666.2 miles varying 
in size from 4 to 48 inches in diameter.

‘* The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of 
musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to perform in public in 
the city of Charlestown, within its present limits, free to all its citizens, 
one-half of said income to be annually expended in procuring musicians, 
or band or bands of musicians, to play on or near the small common at 
the ‘ Neck,’ so called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, 
preference to be given to citizens of Charlestown, due regard being had 
as to ability and quality.’

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the acts of 1880, the Mayor of the city of Boston 
for the time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the city of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been 
such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body corporate 
shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the income 
thereof according to their best discretion, subjects to the provisions of 
any and all trusts which may’be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz.: the Mayor, Josiah Quincy; Fire Commissioner, 
Henry S. Russell—now constitute the Board of Trustees; Josiah 
Quincy, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. 
Lafferty, Secretary. =

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This Fund established for the benefit of young married mechanics in 
the city of Boston, as well as for the promotion of useful public works 
in said city, is founded upon a codicil attached to the will of Dr. 
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Benjamin Franklin, dated June 23,1789. See Suffolk Probate Records, 
Book 712, Page 1. 

After the lapse of one hundred years from the establishment of said 
fund, viz., on January 17, 1894, the Treasurer of said Fund, by direc- 
tion of its managers, paid to the City Treasurer $329,300.48, said sum to 
be invested, in accordance with the vote of said managers, as provided 
by the will, ‘‘ in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon of 
the Franklin Trades School, and for the equipment of the same.’’ This 
money has not been expended for this purpose, but is drawing interest 
in the hands of the City Treasurer as a special appropriation, its - 
amount being on October 1, 1897, $352,641.38. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by its Treasurer, will 
remain invested in loans as provided by the will until July 1, 1991, 
when it will be divided between the city of Boston and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the proportions suggested in the bequest. This 
amount in the hands of the Treasurer of the fund on January 1, 1898, 
was $119,842.65. 

The managers of this fund, appointed by the judge of the Probate 
Court of the County of Suffolk on March 18, 1897, are Henry L. Hig- 
ginson, Charles T. Gallagher, Francis C. Welch and Abraham Shuman, 
together with the ministers of the oldest Congregational, Episcopalian 
and Presbyterian Churches in Boston. An important question having 
arisen respecting the authority of said managers to control the special 
appropriation in the City Treasury for the Franklin Trades School, a 
writ of mandamus has been issued and served upon the City Treasurer, 
which will be heard and determined by the Supreme Judicial Court in 
a few weeks.

PEMBERTON FuNp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to 
the city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘ re B.,’’ Daniel 
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Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary 
Treland, Benjamin Pemberton, MarthaStevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A citizen of 
Boston,’’ Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. The most important, however, of 
the bequests, was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
Theincome of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of the Over- 
seers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount of 
‘this fund January 31, 1898, was $135,492.02. 

Boyuston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JouN Boytr- 
ston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One 
portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed 
house-holders of the Town of Boston,”’ ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,”’’ 
‘‘nersons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance, or other vice,’’ The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1898, to $30,415.66. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1898, to 
$147,088.78. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JONATHAN MASON, by will dated 
July 15,1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the alms- 
house or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The 
interest is now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the 
House of Correction, Deer Island. Amount of Mason Fund, January 
31, 1898, was $8,508.86. 


DEXTER FunpD. — Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, January 31, 1898, 
$5,219.34, 


JEFFRIES FunpD. — Was a bequest of DAvip JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, January 
d1, 1898, $6,465.86. 

Lucy BuLLMAN CHARITY. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of 
Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BULLMAN, proved 
at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is pro- 
vided that upon the death of certain persons therein named, said estate 
is-given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate never be 
sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The estate is 
valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1898, $22,880.79. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 4, 
1875, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


DAvip SEARS CHARITY. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
DAVID SEARS for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 
1898, $326,748.24. 

PIERCE FUEL FuNnpb. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was 
accepted by the Charlestown City Council May, 1861. Income to be 
expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had 
resided in Charlestown. at least one year before their decease, said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund 
January 31, 1898, $1,546.16. 

HoLtron PROTESTANT POOR FuNp.— Legacy left to the Town of 
Brighton by the late JAMES Houton, in 1863; will probated June 9,

1868. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions 
among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, 
on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous to such holidays. 
Unmarried Protestant females to receive a liberal share. Amount of 
fund January 31, 1898, $1,500.00; invested in City of Boston bonds and 
interest. 


HOLTON PROTESTANT PAUPER FuND. — Legacy left to the Town of 
Brighton by the late JAMES HOLTON, for the purpose of furnishing good 
and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving Day or other holidays, Amount of fund January 31, 1898, 
$4,196.17. Invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. 


STOUGHTON PooR FuND. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STOUGH- 
TON, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of 
the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the Selectmen, 
and the income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 
Amount of fund January 31, 1898, invested in City of Boston bonds and 
interest. Total, $2,820.12. 


GoopNow Funp.-—A bequest of ELISHA GoopNow, ‘‘ to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and 
support of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the 
said city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without 
reference to the religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance from this fund.’’ Invested in City of Boston bonds 
and interest. Total, $7,728.10. 


RACHEL T, STEVENS Funp.—A bequest of RACHEL T. STEVENS. 
The net income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) 
‘‘for the support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single 
women of Boston, who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during her life the 
sum of one hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will, no further payment of money 
is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of income to be 
made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under this 
trust.’’ Amount of fund January 31, 1898, $5,200.00. 


Mosrs Hunt FuND FOR THE DESTITUTE. — Income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of 
said Boston which was Charlestown.’’

and Portuguese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five 
years the income of said sum is to be expended annually in the pur- 
chase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient by 
those having charge of the Library.

CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funps.—The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 27th of March, 1798, passed an Act to incorporate 
Richard Devens, Nath’] Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, 
Joseph Hurd, Nath’] Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, 
Trustees, of the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the 
same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron 
Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property 
of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town 
Treasurer’s hands.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth ‘‘in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘ manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.”

APPROPRIATIONS. 


CITY OF BOSTON. 
APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1897-98. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing the duties 
and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and the county of 
Suffolk, payable during the financial year 1897-98, beginning with the 
first day of February, 1897, and ending with the last day of January, 
1898, and to meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, 
sinking-fund requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by 
sinking-fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be 
and the same are hereby appropriated for the several departments, and 
for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated; that allsums of money 
which form no part of the income of the city, but shall be contributed 
to promote the objects of any appropriation, be credited to such appro- 
priation; and that the respective executive departments of said city, 
under the general supervision and control of the Mayor and the other 
public authorities designated in the several appropriations, or having 
by law the expenditure of the same, expend the said appropriations 
according to law for the objects and purposes specified, and expend 
said contributions for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, except those 
for the Water Department, be met out of the money remaining as a 
general balance in the treasury at the close of the thirty-first day of 
January, 1897, not including any money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appro- 
priation, and out of the income of the current year, other than that 
from the water works, and taxes to the amount of $12,111,196. 

Ordered, That the income received from the Water Works be applied, 
so far as required, toward meeting the appropriations hereinafter speci- 
fied for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the sum of 
$12,111,196 be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the 
city of Boston; that all such taxes, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the city’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1897, or of any other 
taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and paya- 
ble on the first day of October, 1897; that all such taxes paid after the 
first day of November, 1897, bear interest from and including said day 
until paid, at the rate of six per cent. per annum up to the first day of 
January, 1898, and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum after and 
including said first day of January, except that taxes assessed upon 
shares of stock of National banks shall bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day of Novem- 
ber until paid; and that all interest which shall have become due on 
taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes, or certificates of 
indebtedness of the city of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the inter- 
est thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current munici- 
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pal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such rate 
as said Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day the 
same are made payable. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by the ordinances, any lands 
or buildings not in use by any department, nor held under the require- 
ments of any statute, and that the proceeds thereof be turned into 
the Treasury as a part of the income of the city, or paid to the Board 
of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, as the City Auditor, with the 
approval of the Mayor, may determine. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation or sale of any 
notes, bonds, or scrip be paid to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds, to be by them applied to the sinking-funds for the payment of 
such notes, bonds, or scrip. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for one object to that for any other object; 
and may, with the further approval of the Committee on Finance, make 
transfers from the reserved fund to any appropriation for current 
expenses of a department; and that said Auditor may, with the 
approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 1897, and February 1, 1898, 
make transfers from any appropriation to any other appropriation, and 
apply any of the income and taxes not disposed of in closing the accounts 
for the financial year. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor is hereby authorized to charge to the 
reserved fund the amounts of all executions of courts for damages by 
the act or neglect of any department, damages settled by any depart- 
ment after the approval of the Committee on Claims and the Mayor, 
and all court expenses of the Law Department incurred in the prosecu- 
tion or defence of any case to which the city is a party. ,

APPROPRIATIONS. 


CITY -OERSBOSTON. 
APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1898-99. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing the duties 
and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and the county of Suf- 
folk, payable during the financial year 1898-99, beginning with the first 
day of February, 1898, and ending with the last day of January, 1899, 
and to meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking- 
fund requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, 
the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same 
are hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

That all sums of money which form no part of the income of the 
city, but shall be contributed to promote the objects of any appropria- 
tion, or paid for services rendered or work done by any department for 
any other department, or for any person or corporation other than the 
city of Boston, be paid into the general treasury and credited to such 
appropriation, or to the appropriation of the department or division of 
a department rendering such service or performing such work; and 
that the respective executive departments of said city, under the gen- 
eral supervision and control of the Mayor and the other public authori- 
ties designated in the several appropriations, or having by law the 
expenditure of the same, expend the said appropriations according to 
law for the objects and purposes specified, and expend said contribu- 
tions for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, except those 
for the Water Department, be met out of the money remaining as a gen- 
eral balance in the treasury at the close of the thirty-first day of Janu- 
ary, 1898, not including any money raised by loan or needed to carry 
out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, 
and out of the income of the current year, other than that from the 
Water Works, and out of taxes to the amount of $13,253,790. 

Ordered, That the income received from the Water Works be applied, 
so far as required, toward meeting the appropriation hereinafter speci- 
fied for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the sum of 
$18,253,790 be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the 
city of Boston; that all such taxes and all taxes assessed for meeting the 
city’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1898, or of any other taxes 
or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on 
the first day of October, 1898; that all such taxes paid after the first 
day of November, 1898, bear interest from and including said day until 
paid at the rate of six per cent. per annum up to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1899, and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum after and 
including said first day of January, except that taxes assessed upon 
shares of stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day of 
November until paid; and that all interest which shall have become due 
on taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes, 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the city of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal 
year; that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness be dated 
the day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
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municipal year, from the-taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such 
rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day 
the same are made payable. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Mayor, may sell, in the manner provided by the ordinances, any 
lands or buildings not in use by any department, nor held under the 
requirements of any statute, and that the proceeds thereof be paid to 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation or sale of any 
notes, bonds or scrip be paid to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds, to be by them applied to the sinking-funds for the payment of 
such notes, bonds or scrip. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
with the approval of the Mayor, may return to the general treasury any 
part of an appropriation for current expenses not needed to meet such 
expenses, and at the end of the year shall return to the general treasury 
all unused balances of appropriations for current expenses; and may 
with such approval, credit to the appropriation for any division of a 
department any sums which may have been previously returned to the 
general treasury from any other division of the same department; and 
may, with such approval and with the further approval of the Commit- 
tee on Finance, return any unused portion of the reserved fund to the 
general treasury, and credit any portion so returned to any appropria- 
tion for current expenses; and that said Auditor, with the approval of 
the Mayor, may, between December 1, 1898, and February 1, 1899, 
credit any part of the income and taxes not disposed of to any appropri- 
ation for current expenses, and at the end of the year shall apply any 
of the income and taxes not disposed of in the closing of the accounts 
for the financial year. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor is hereby authorized to charge to the 
reserved fund the amounts of all executions of courts for damages suf- 
fered by the act or neglect of any department, damages settled by any 
department after the approval of the Committee on Claims and the 
Mayor, and all court expenses of the Law Department incurred in the 
prosecution or defence of any case to which the city is a party. 

Ordered, That the authority to issue bonds for the additional supply 
of water under an order approved April 26, 1893, so far as the same has 
not been exercised at the date of the passage of this order, be, and 
hereby is, revoked; provided, however, that nothing contained in this 
order shall be construed to affect in any way the bonds which have 
already been issued under the authority of said order, 

Ordered, That the income received for work done or services rendered 
by any department or division for any other department be credited to 
the appropriation for the department or division doing such work or 
rendering such services. 

Ordered, That the amounts received from rents of the old Public 
Library Building be paid to the Board of Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds. 

Ordered, That all receipts from the sales of ‘‘ The City Record’’ be 
placed to the credit of the appropriation for City Record.

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings is 6438; for third-class buildings, 2,070; for 
alterations, 2,399; for setting of steam-boilers, engines, etc., 
1,416; for plumbing, 5,293; for gas-fitting (since October 
1, 1897), 4,680; making a total of 16,501 permits granted 
during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in pro- 
cess of construction, 30,648; of alterations, 10,181; of 
boilers, engines, etc. (relative to setting), 1,581; plumbing

work, 1,639; gas-fitting work (since October 1, 1897), 5,219 ; 
of elevators, 2,704; egress, 1,804; plans, 6,514; specials, 
476; fires and accidents, 1,775; making a total of 76,941 
examinations during the year. 

These examinations occasioned 627 reports relative to un- 
safe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc. ; 1,775 reports relative 
to fires and accidents; 1,590 reports relative to violations ; 
5,733 final reports; making a total of 9,725 reports made 
during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of statutes, 
etc., 1,598; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 166; dangerous 
chimneys, 67; additional means of egress, 164; miscel- 
laneous, 1,935 — making a total of 3,950 notices issued dur- 
ing the year. 

Of the 6,514 plans submitted during the year, 4,918 were 
approved, 1,596 were disapproved. The department re- 
ferred to the Board of Appeal for its approval 74 applcations 
to restore premises to original condition (same being damaged 
by fire). 

Seven appeals referred to the Board were sustained, and 
one not sustained. ‘There was also referred to the Board of 
Appeal, chairman of the Board of Health, and Fire Cém- 
missioner, acting as a special commission, an appeal of the 
Superintendent of Streets, relative to the setting of a steam- 
boiler without providing a smoke-consuming device. Permit 
ordered withheld by said commission. The Board of Appeal 
also approved of the omission of fire-proofing in two cases, 
as provided for in section 51, of chapter 419, Act of 1892, as 
amended. 

Of the 645 permits issued for first and second-class build- 
ings 55 were for apartment-houses, 11 for apartments, and 
stores, 395 for dwellings, 22 for dwellings and stores, 2 for 
breweries, 2 for churches, 3 for factories, 2 for hospitals, 1 
for hotel, 6 for manufactories, 3 for mechanical buildings, 5 
for mercantile buildings, 6 for office buildings, 2 for school- 
houses, 55 for tenement-houses, 3 for tenement-houses and 
stores, 1 for warehouse, and the balance for miscellaneous 
purposes. 

For third-class buildings, for which there were 2,070 per- 
mits granted and issued, 1,750 were for dwellings, 86 dwell- 
ings and stores, 3 for dwellings and offices, 15 for office 
buildings, 4 for manufacturing buildings, 7 for mechanical 
buildings, 1 for school-house, 95 for stables, 34 for stores, 
37 for storage, 1 for storage and manufacturing, and the bal- 
ance for miscellaneous purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and 
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second-class buildings in any one ward was, Ward 17 with a 
total of 77; Ward 20 next with a total of 67; Ward 1 with 
a total of 64, followed by Ward 10 with a total of 53, and 
Ward 8 with a total of 52; next comes Ward 11 with a 
total of 89; then Ward 18 with a total of 38; then Ward 5 
with a total of 80; then Ward 6 with a total of 20, and the 
balance distributed through the other wards. 

The greatest number of permits granted in any one ward 
for third-class buildings: Ward 20, 472; next follows Ward 
24, 340; Ward 238, 284; Ward 25, 2382; Ward 22, 149; 
Ward 21, 98; Ward 16,92; Ward 19,90; Ward 14, 82; 
Ward 1, 64; Ward 17, 46; Ward 2, 30; Ward 13, 23, 
and the balance distributed through the other wards. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed, 
and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 318, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$7,614,250. The number of third-class buildings completed, 
and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 1,589, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$6,691,126. The number of completed alterations during 
the year is 1,925, at an estimated cost of $2,886,992. 

The plumbing jobs completed during the year (not in- 
cluding plumbing in new buildings), 2,254 ; estimated cost, 
$555,167. Boilers, ete., set, 1,116, at an estimated cost of 
$610,736 ; making a total estimated increase in tax valuation 
by construction and improvements of $17,758,271. 

There have been 127 buildings provided with additional 
means of egress; this includes 574 families, 7,324 persons, 
at an estimated cost of $123,455.

BUILDING DEPARTMENT. By 


ELEVATOR AND HormstTwAy ACCIDENT RECORD. 


On the afternoon of April 5, 1897, Frank Costello, sixteen years of 
age, fell from the third story of building 105 Blackstone street, Ward 
6, down the hoistway, a distance of thirty feet, sustaining contusions 
upon the head and bruises upon parts of the body. He was found in- 
sensible, and was conveyed to Station No. 1 where his injuries were 
examined; subsequently he was sent to his home. 


On Wednesday, April 28, 1897, Stephen Flanagan, sixteen years of 
age, employed by the tenants, C. A. Browning & Co., at 30-32 Franklin 
street, Ward 7, was injured by the elevator while ascending. Just as 
car reached the top floor the boy’s foot slipped and became wedged 
between platform and a projecting beam. After he was extricated he 
was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where it was found that one 
of the bones of his leg was broken just above the ankle. 


About two o’clock on Friday, May 7, 1897, William Kelley, fourteen 
years of age, was injured while riding upon passenger elevator No. 4, in 
building 450-472 Washington street, Ward 7. The accident was occa- 
sioned by Kelley’s foot protruding beyond the car through one of the 
open doorways, and was caught between sill of car and the second- 
story floor beam. He was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where 
it was found he had sustained a severe bruise of the ankle. 


May 20, 1897, at about 12.45 P.M., Miss Adeline Cogswell, eighteen 
years of age, was fatally injured while attempting to ascend in freight 
elevator in rear of building 96-100 South street, Ward 7. She was 
employed by the tenants on the fourth floor of the building, and was 
found wedged between the car and the flooring by those who ran the 
elevator who heard her cries. 


On Tuesday, April 6, 1897, at about 1.15 P.M., Miss Agnes Stirrett 
was injured by having her foot crushed by the elevator descending on 
it while she was standing on the threshold, her foot projecting into the 
well. She was employed at the time of accident by Thos. B. Plant & 
Co., owners and occupants of building, Bickford street, near Centre 
street, Ward 22. 


About 4 P.M., on Friday, May 29, 1897, at premises 29-31 Merchants 
Row, Ward 6, Margaret Walsh, age twenty-three years, and employed 
on fourth floor of said building, was injured by elevator descending and 
pinning her by the neck across the gate. The weight of the car rested 
upon her, thus slacking the ropes and causing the safety device to 
operate. The attending physician reports severe contusions and 
bruises. When the accident occured Miss Walsh was in the act of 
leaning over the gate and engaged in conversation with a person on the 
sidewalk below. 


Saturday, May 22, 1897, about 5 P.M., at the residence of Mr. 
Edward A. Bangs, 240 Beacon street, Ward 11, a Mr. James Nevins, aged 
sixty years, in the employ of Mr. Bangs while taking a trunk down 
from the third story approached the elevator well, thinking the car was 
at the landing, He let the trunk down and both were precipitated to 
car below on the second story, a distance of thirteen feet. He was con- 
veyed to the Massachusetts General Hospital, where he died at 11 P.M. 
the same day. 


At about 1.30 P.M., Saturday, June 15, 1897, Alexander T. Davis, age 
seventeen years, an employee of Houghton & Dutton, was injured by 
being caught between the car and door-casing of the elevator ascending 
from the sub-basement, in building 55 Tremont street. He was seri- 
ously hurt, and was conveyed to the Massachusetts General Hospital. 
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June 15, 1897, about 4.20 P.M.,a fatal accident occured at the new 
Hotel Touraine, Boylston street, corner Tremont street. A Mr. S. Hall, 
employed by L. D. Willcutt & Son, contractors, erecting said hotel, 
fell from the tenth story to the sub-basement, a distance of about one 
hundred and thirty-seven feet, and was instantly killed. The car was 
found at the landing above the story from which he fell, and as no one 
saw the accident it is thought that it was caused by the water pressure 
not being wholly cut off, allowing the car to gradually ascend. Mr. 
Hall not noticing that the car had ascended stepped into the shaft and 
fell to the bottom. 


On Thursday, July 8, 1897, at about 40’clock P.M., a Mrs.. Elizabeth 
McKay, a domestic, employed by Mr. B. B. Williams, 3 Louisburg 
square, Ward 11, while putting some baggage into the elevator car got 
a cover of a box jammed between the car and floor timber at third story 
so that the car hung up. Whenshe removed the obstruction the car 
descended and caught her across the shoulders between the car top and 
floor. Miss Susan G. Cushing, the housekeeper, was on the first floor 
at the time, and attempted to reverse the power so as to send the car 
up, but the car remained in position until the coachman lifted the car 
off of Mrs. McKay. As soon as she was released he let go the car when 
it dropped to the first floor, striking Miss Cushing. Miss Cushing was 
removed to the Massachusetts General Hospital, where she died from 
injuries received. Mrs. McKay was seriously injured, but at the time 
of this report was expected to recover. 


On Wednesday, August 18, 1897, at about 1.15 P.M., Mr. James 
Byrne, twenty-eight years old, was injured by the falling of an elevator 
in building 41-45 Arch street, Ward 7, under the following circum- 
stances: The platform was loaded with blocking timbers to be con- 
veyed from basement to the street. Three of these timbers stood 
upright, and it is conjectured that one of them projected and came in 
contact with the floor beam. This prevented the ascent of the elevator, 
the cross head of which was broken and torn out, thus allowing the 
remainder of the car to drop. Mr. Byrne was carried to the Emergency 
Hospital, where it was found he was suffering from a severe contusion 
of the spine. 


On Friday, September 17, 1897, about noon, Mr. Alexander Cameron, 
employed to run the freight elevator in building 145 High street, Ward 
7, was found with his neck and body caught between the hoisting rope 
of elevator and sheave. When extricated from this position life was 
found to be extinct. 


_ October 22, 1897, at about 11 A.M., a Miss Mary Ferguson, about 
thirty-nine years of age, was injured by elevator in premises 250-254 
Dudley street, Ward 17. This elevator is enclosed by wire grilles and 
iron doors which open with keys. Unlocking the elevator door she 
entered the enclosure and pulled the shipping rope, the door closing 
automatically behind her. The elevator descended upon her head, 
crushing her to the floor. She was conveyed to the City Hospital, 
where it was ascertained she was suffering from severe bruises on all 
parts of the body. 


On Monday, November 29, 1897, about 4.50 P.M., Mr. Isaac Harne, of 
the firm of Spiller & Harne, stable keepers, at 258-260 Hanover street, 
Ward 6, was killed while helping to hoist about two hundred bushels 
of grain from the first to the third story. The rim of the main gear 
broke when the load was at the second story, allowing the platform to 
descend rapidly, the check brake being useless on account of the break 
of the rim of the main gear, 


At 2.30 P.M., Monday, November 29, 1897, James J. McAdoo, thirty- 
five years old, was injured while riding on freight elevator at Nos. 91-93 
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Commercial street, Ward 6, by having his leg wedged between the car 
platform and second-story floor timber. He was conveyed to the City 
Hospital. . 


December 2, 1897, Thursday, about 5.380 P.M., Edward Back, about 
eighteen years of age, was injured by falling down elevator shaft at 
premises 651-657 Washington street, Ward 7. He was taken to the City 
Hospital. 


At about 7.30 A.M., Thursday, December 16, 1897, the outside ele- 
vator of building 299-303 Congress street, Ward 7, while ascending to a 
point half way between the second and third floor fell. The elevator 
at this time contained fourteen persons besides the operator, but no 
one was injured other than receiving a nervous shock, from which they 
recovered, 


On December 16, 1897, at 8 o’clock A.M., Walter Watson, while 
working on a new passenger elevator in premises 1007 Commonwealth 
avenue, Ward 25, fellfrom the top of elevator car to the sub-landing 
of stairway between the first and second story, a distance of about 
eight feet. He was conveyed to the City Hospital. 


Monday, December 27, 1897, about 5.10 P.M., Isaac Latermann, aged 
fifteen years, fell down elevator shaft at building 66-68 Batterymarch 
street, Ward 6, fracturing his right thigh and right wrist. He was con- 
veyed to the City Hospital.

The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, maps, plans, pictures, horse and buggy, harness, boat 
and equipment, typewriting machine and cabinet desk for 
same. 

There have been 1,245 violations of the statutes and ordi- 
nances recorded during the year, and of these 682 have been 
reported removed, at an estimated cost of $24,098. 

There also have been 190 complaints made and recorded 
of unsafe buildings and dangerous chimneys, and of these 
137 have been reported secured, at an estimated cost of 
$19,600. 

There have been 83 cases referred to Mr. Samuel M. 
Child, assistant city solicitor, for legal action.

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Boston, MAss., February 1, 1898. 
To the Building Commissioner : 

DeEAR Sir: The Board of Examiners of Gas-fitters hereby 
respectfully reports its proceedings from date of its organi- 
zation, May 28, 1897, to February 1, 1898. 

The Board of Examiners of Gas-fitters, which was created 
by virtue of chapter 265, Acts of 1897, “An Act Relative 
to the Licensing of Gas-fitters and to the Supervision of the 
Business of Gas-fitting in the City of Boston,” consists of the 
Building Commissioner, the Chairman of the Board of Health 
and a third member, “ to be chosen by the Board of Health, 
a practical gas-fitter of at least five years’ continued practical 
experience during the years next preceding date of appoint- 
ment.” 

On May 10 the Building Commissioner, John $8. Damrell, 
and the chairman of the Board of Health, Dr. S. H. Durgin, 
held a meeting, and Dr. Durgin announced the appointment 
by the Board of Health of Mr. Charles. B. Gould as the third 
member of the Board of Examiners. 

May 28 said members met in the Building Commissioner’s 
office and organized by the selection of Dr. S. H. Durgin as 
chairman, and Miss I. E. M. Kelly as secretary. 

At this meeting it was decided that all examinations until 
otherwise agreed upon should be held in the office of the 
Health Department, and at such times as might be deemed 
necessary. 

It was also voted that all applicants for examination, under 
the act referred to, should be subjected to a written examina- 
tion, and in order to be certified to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a license must receive at least seventy per cent. 

The first examination by the Board was given on Tuesday, 
June 15, at which twenty candidates for licenses were 
present. 

Soon after the question arose as to the legality, within the 
meaning of the law, of a separate form of examination for 
each class, a conference was had with the Corporation Coun- 
sel, who rendered the decision, that as no specific distinction 
was set forth in the statute for the various branches of the 
trade all applicants must be subjected to the same form of 
examination, such form to include questions governing the 
several parts of the business. 

Examinations were held once a week for two weeks, twenty 
candidates being examined each day. By reason of the large 
number of applications pending it was voted on June 29 to 
hold two examinations per week, thirteen applicants to be 
notified for each sitting. 
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Many of the candidates failed to pass their examination, 
owing chiefly to the fact that they were obliged to answer 
questions pertaining to gas-fixture work, they being but gas 
pipers, or vice versa; and upon notification of such failure on 
their part to pass, second applications for examinations were 
filed. In order to allow all applicants for licenses the oppor- 
tunity of being examined, before a second trial was accorded 
to any who might be rejected, the Board, at its meeting, July 
1, passed the following vote: 


“¢ No candidate who fails to pass his examination success- 
fully shall be again admitted for examination until three 
months have elapsed since the last examination; and no can- 
didate who fails a second time to pass an examination suc- 
cessfully, shall be again examined until six months have 
elapsed since the last or second examination.” And it was 
further . 


Voted, That the foregoing action of the Board be printed 
upon notification of result of examination forwarded to can- 
didates. 

In accordance with provisions of section 5, of the within- 
named act, September 10 the following vote was taken by 
the Board: 


“The Board of Examiners of Gas-fitters recommend to the 
Building Commissioner that eight inspectors of gas-fitting be 
appointed by him, in accordance with chapter 265, Acts of 
LSOT’ 


The number of applicants applying for licenses increasing rap- 
idly toward the first of October, three examinations were given 
each week, and during the latter part of the month the Board 
gave examinations daily, and the number of candidates called 
daily was increased to fifteen. This continued until the end 
of December, when the number of meetings per week was 
again reduced to two. 

Mr. Gould tendered his resignation as a member of the 
Board on October 8, to accept an appointment as inspector 
of gas-fitting in the Building Department. Such resignation 
was not accepted, however, until October 18, when his suc- 
cessor, Mr. Marcus C. Poor, was appointed. 

During the year, sixteen oral examinations have been 
given, each applicant stating that he was unable, physically 
or otherwise, to read or write English.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1897-98. 


Boston, MAss., February 1, 1898. 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: The Cemetery Department of the city of Boston re- 
spectfully submits its report of the affairs of this department 
for the fiscal year of 1897-98. 

The financial year of this department for the past year 
must necessarily be divided into two periods, as from Janu- 
ary 31,1897, to May 30,1897, a portion of the work was. 
carried on as the Mount Hope Cemetery Department, while 
the care of the old cemeteries was under the Board of Health.. 

Mount Hope Cemetery, together with all other burial 
grounds owned by, and in charge of, the city of Boston, 
passed into the control of a Cemetery Department by an 
Act of the Legislature, chapter 375, of the year 1897. 

From the appointment of the Cemetery Commissioners, 
in accordance with this Act, to the first of February, 1898, 
constitutes the period of the financial year for which this de- 
partment is accountable. . 

The present Board of Commissioners were appointed in 
May, 1897,and three members of the present commission 
were, when appointed, serving as Trustees of Mount Hope 
Cemetery, and, as such trustees, were appointed May 1, 1897. 


2 City DocumMENT No. 5d. 


The Act of the Legislature establishing the Cemetery De- 
partment of the city of Boston is as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be in the city of Boston a cemetery 
department, which shall be under the charge of a board of five 
trustees, appointed by the mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. Said trustees shall, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, be appointed, one for the term of one year, 
one for the term of two years, one for the term of three years, one 
for the term of four years, and one for the term of five years, 
each term beginning with the first day of May in said 
year; and annually thereafter the mayor shall appoint, subject 
to confirmation as aforesaid, one trustee for the term of five 
years, beginning with the first day of May in the year of ap- 
pointment. Chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and all acts relating to 
departments and officers of departments in the city of Boston 
shall, so far as applicable, apply to said department, and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall have charge of Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery and of all other burial-grounds owned by or in charge of the 
city of Boston; shall set apart and appropriate a portion of said 
cemetery as a public burying-ground for the use of the inhabi- 
tants of said city, free from any charge therefor; shall lay out 
said cemetery in suitable lots or other subdivisions for family or 
other burials, with necessary paths and avenues; shall plant and 
embellish the said cemetery with trees, shrubs, flowers and other 
rural ornaments; may enclose and divide the same with proper 
fences; may erect or annex thereto suitable edifices, appendages 
or conveniences ; and may make such by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with statutes or ordinances, as they may 
deem advisable; and shall perform such other duties relative to 
such cemetery and said burial-grounds as the city council may 
from time to time prescribe. All acts and all ordinances of said city 
relating to Mount Hope Cemetery shall, so far as they are not 
inconsistent herewith, apply to said department and the officers 
in charge thereof. 

’ Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


- The burial-grounds and cemeteries which are either owned 
by or in charge of the city of Boston are as follows: 


Mount Horr CEMETERY. 


Located in West Roxbury District, about five and one- 
half miles from the city proper. Additional land with dwell- 
ing-house and other buildings on Berry street, bought in 
1878 for $4,500, containing two acres, and two lots of land 
on Berry street, purchased in 1877 for’ $856.59, containing 
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12,257 feet; making total contents 107 acres and 1,347 feet. 
House occupied by the superintendent of the cemetery is 
owned by the city.

Evergreen Cemetery, Brighton; and one receiving tomb in 
Mount Hope Cemetery. 


MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 


The usual work for the proper care of the grounds and so 
much labor and expenditure as the appropriation would 
allow for the developing of new ground for lots and graves, 
together with the necessary work for ornamental purposes, 
care of avenues and walks has been carried on. ‘The unex- 
pended balance of the special appropriation made during 
the year 1896 for water-works, etc., amounting to $2,990, has 
been used during the present season in the erection of a new 
greenhouse. 

The greenhouse is of even span construction, 100 feet by 
25 feet outside, with one end adjoining old range, and vesti- 
bule entrance on other end. . 

The greenhouse, with heating apparatus, piping and stone 
benches was furnished above the ground under a contract, 
approved by the Mayor, for $2,700. 

The underpinning and foundation, the brick wall and the 
cemented walks were furnished by the department. 

The greenhouse is of iron-frame construction, resting on 
a-brick foundation; the structure is roomy and in good 
taste; it faces on one of the main avenues, and is a decided 
addition in every way to the equipment of the department, 
affording much needed room and facilities for the care and 
growth of plants and the shrubs needed for ornamentation of 
the grounds in the summer season. 

The other greenhouses are old and of wood. The action 
of steam has rotted the wood frames and foundations of these 
houses and they should be immediately replaced; they are 
neither safe nor fit for the purposes of propagating plants. 
Two of them are propped from the outside, and a heavy fall 
of snow on the sashes is lable to break in the roofs. 

They contain many valuable plants, and such a catastrophe 
in cold weather would entirely ruin he, stock, which could 
not be replaced for a large sum. 
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The heating apparatus in the older houses has been in 
place many years; the piping is rusty and unreliable. Fre- 
quently leaks occur, but fortunately none of them have 
occasioned any serious damage. 

The wooden houses should be discarded, and new ones of 
iron frames erected in their places, equipped with safe and 
reliable heating apparatus. | 

More greenhouse room is needed to grow sufficient stock 
for the ornamentation of the grounds. Formerly only the 
needs of Mount Hope Cemetery were necessary to consider ; 
at present, Evergreen and other cemeteries require shrubs 
and plants for ornamentation, and orders are received from 
lot owners to decorate lots in many of the cemeteries. 

It is much cheaper to grow the needed stock than to pur- 
chase it. The present facilities are not sufficient to meet the 
requirements, though every available space is used. 

The department is obliged to fill such orders and should 
have the facilities to do so. ‘The income from this source 
is considerable, apart from the need of plants for ornamen- 
tation. 

GENERAL FUNDS. 


In February, 1897, an appropriation of $35,000 was made 
for the Mount Hope Cemetery Department. On the organi- 
zation of the Cemetery Department $6,000 was transferred 
from the Board of Health funds to the unexpended balance 
of the Mount Hope Cemetery Fund, making in all, available 
to the department, $41,000, less $13,549.05, already spent in 
care of Mount Hope Cemetery. 

Added to this was the income derived from the Perpetual 
Care Fund, amounting to $2,167. 

At the close of the fiscal year, a transfer of $999.80 was 
made to the department from surplus revenue. 

The total sum appropriated for the uses of the Mount 
Hope Cemetery Department, and the Cemetery Department 
for the fiscal year amounts to $41,999.30. 

In addition to this amount, the other sources of income 
from the sale and care of lots, interments, building of foun- 
dations, sale of plants and shrubs, construction of brick 
graves, and charge for opening of tombs and sundries, has 
afforded a revenue of $22,597.16, which sum has been turned 
into the City Treasury, and has not been available for the 
purposes of this department, though earned by it. 


MANAGEMENT OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The finances and general management of the department 
are under the control of the members of the Commission, who 
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are represented by a general superintendent, having control 
over the employees’ labor and the department property. The 
general superintendent, Mr. James H. Morton, has his head- 
quarters at Mount Hope Cemetery, and directs funerals and 
keeps an accurate record of all interments in that cemetery, 
together with the location and transfer of bodies, and is, in 
all he does, under the direction of the Commission, and re- 
sponsible to it for his acts. 

The General Superintendent receives an annual salary of 
$2,500, and is provided with a house situated in the grounds 
at Mount Hope Cemetery in which he is required to reside. 

The duties of this position, having in charge the general 
superintendence of all the cemeteries, are arduous, and re- 
quire prompt and careful attention. 

Since Mr. Morton’s appointment to the position of general 
superintendent, he has filled the office to the entire satisfac- 
tion of the department, and has been of great service in its 
organization and the conduct of its work. 

The Board employs a secretary with an office in City Hall, 
whose duties are clerical, and in accordance with the require- 
ments of an act of the legislature keeps the records of the 
Board and has control of all documents, maps, papers and 
general information pertaining to the department. 

The present secretary is Miss Nellie V. Norton. 

The largest cemetery under the control of this Commis- 
sion is Mount Hope Cemetery with an area of 106 acres. The 
other cemeteries are scattered throughout the city, and a 
large force of men is required to perform the various kind of 
work necessary to maintain a proper standard of care. 

The work of this department necessarily covers a great 
many details, and involved questions concerning burial rights 
and privileges are continually arising. 

In Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries undeveloped 
land has to be prepared for lots, the sale of which constitutes 
a considerable portion of the earnings of the department. 

In Mount Hope Cemetery the interments for the past year 
were as follows : —

Thirty-three (33) lots were sold during the year and 
seventeen (17) lots originally sold without perpetual care 
were placed in perpetual care. 
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There is in this cemetery ready for sale one hundred and 
thirty-seven (187) lots, prices ranging on the same from 
$145 to $600, which includes perpetual care. 

During the past year, one private tomb has been erected, 
and one hundred and eighty-four (184) monuments and 
tablets. | 

The total number of interments in Mount Hope Cemetery 
to February 1, 1898, amounted to fifty-three thousand seven 
hundred and seventy (58,770). 

From the interments during the past year, it can be in- 
ferred that it requires a large force of men to carry on the 
business of the cemetery. A great number of lots are in 
perpetual care, and require proper attention. 

The department keeps horses and teams to do its work. 

From the appended classified list of expenditures, it will 
be seen how large a percentage of the appropriation has 
been expended in labor. At times for financial reasons, it 
has been impossible to employ force enough to do all that 
might with profit and propriety have been accomplished. 

The conduct of the department has been one of economy, 
which has been necessitated by the great amount of impera- 
tive work required and the small amount of money available. | 

If the citizens of Boston will consider the number of ceme- 
teries and the various kind of work required, they can readily 
understand that it requires a careful attention to detail on 
the part of the department to accomplish all it does and avoid 
a deficiency at the close of the fiscal year. 

Lot-holders require, and rightfully too, a high standard of 
care for lots in perpetual care ; the lawns, avenues and paths 
continually call for attention ; trees need frequent trimming ; 
the ornamental beds and borders have to be refilled with 
plants from time to time, as the season advances ; many 
funerals occur daily, sometimes at the same hour; all these 
are facts and must be accomplished through the instrumen- 
tality of a sufficient corps of laborers. 


CHARGES. 


A uniform schedule of charge, covering all grades of labor, 
has been established applicable to all cemeteries. Estimates 
will be furnished for special work by the General Superin- 
tendent. 


Snow AND Icr. 


The department is obliged to remove the snow and ice 
from sidewalks abutting on the various cemeteries. 
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The Street Department does this under an agreement 
covering the entire winter season for five hundred (500) 
dollars which sum is transferred in payment of said service 
to the Street Department. 

The department thinks it advisable to refer to certain of 
the cemeteries, and mention their separate needs in a general 
way. 

. Space prevents an elaborate description of these various 
grounds. Specific information can be obtained by those in- 
terested on application at the office of the department. 


EVERGREEN CEMETERY. 


Evergreen Cemetery is situated on Commonwealth-avenue 
extension, near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, Brighton. 

The custodian is Charles P. Harding, at a salary of one 
thousand (1,000) dollars a year. 

The land in this cemetery was bought in 1848 by the 
selectmen of Brighton from the heirs of William Aspinwall 
for the sum of four thousand twenty-three and seventy-five 
one hundredths (4,023.75) dollars, and was laid out as a 
cemetery of the town of Brighton, and remained under the 
control of said town until it was annexed to Boston in 1878. 
_ Since that time the cemetery has been managed by the 
city of Boston. 

. The cemetery grounds were formerly a part of the Aspin- 
wall woods, and are very attractive in natural features. 

The cemetery has never been properly nor thoroughly laid 
out, and requires grading, relaying of avenues and paths, the 
preparing of lots and single graves, and many other improve- 
ments. 

There are at present about three hundred and forty (340) 
lot-owners and two hundred and thirty (230) single graves. 

The commission purpose putting the cemetery in a better 
and more attractive condition, and has already adopted an ad- 
vanced system for the care and maintenance of the grounds 
and the treatment of the same. 

In summer four (4) men on an average are employed about 
the grounds. In the winter and fall an average of two (2). 
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MARKET-STREET BURIAL-GROUND. 


The old cemetery on Market street, known as the Market- 
Street Burial-ground, is under the control of the custodian 
of Evergreen Cemetery. 

This cemetery was acquired in 1764, and contained origi- 
nally about half an acre of land. When Market street, 
Brighton, was widened in 1872, a part of the cemetery 
grounds known as the Old Market-street Cemetery was 
seized, and about one hundred and fifty bodies removed to 
Evergreen Cemetery and interred there. 

For several years this cemetery has received too little 
attention, and at present requires considerable work to place 
it in a suitable condition. 

Evergreen Cemetery has a very desirable situation in the 
most beautiful portion of Brighton, with picturesque sur- 
roundings. 

The grounds offer every natural aid to proper adornment, 
and, with a sufficient appropriation for the purpose, this 
cemetery would earn a large revenue from the sale of lots 
and graves. | 

It contains a large area of unprepared ground in excellent 
situations, and an outlay sufficient to place these portions in 
condition for sale will yield the city a large return on its 
investment. 

It is believed lots and single graves will, when prepared, 
find a ready sale. The cemetery has already attracted the 
attention of people looking for lots, and when a sufficient 
number are prepared from which to make selection it is 
believed many purchasers will be found. 


COPP’S HILL BURIAL-GROUND. 


Copp’s Hill Burial-ground is under the charge of Edward 
MacDonald, who is custodian of the grounds by appoint- 
ment of this department. 

Mr. MacDonald receives a salary of $75 per month for 
seven months in the year, and $15 per month for five months 
in the year. 
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The grounds, during the summer months, are open to the 
public. | 

This cemetery is one of the oldest in the city, and is 
crowded with matters of historical interest. It urgently 
needs the expenditure of a considerable amount to make it 
safe and decent. 

Late in the year 1897 the wall on Snowhill street showed 
signs of immediate falling in, and the sidewalk was promptly 
roped off for the protection of the public. Repairs necessi- 
tated the rebuilding of a large portion of the wall. 

A special appropriation was asked of the City Council to 
cover the cost of the rebuilding of this wall], and an appropria- 
tion of $1,000 was given to the department for that purpose. 

The actual expenditure, .so far, from that fund is $665.83, 
leaving a balance of $334.17. 

The walls surrounding the cemetery are very old, and in 
two or three places need rebuilding. While the Commission 
cannot say at the present time that these places are abso- 
lutely dangerous, yet at any time, with the general settling 
that is continuous and apparent, at any time they may 
become so. | 

The walls should be thoroughly tested and the weak 
places rebuilt. 

Copp’s Hill is in a crowded portion of the city, and a 
great many children are constantly on the sidewalks adjoin- 
ing the cemetery. For this reason the walls should be 
strengthened to avert any possible accident. 

The expenditure of a sum sufficient for this purpose is 
entirely impossible and a special appropriation should be pro- 
vided for the purpose. 

The general appropriation for the running of this depart- 
ment is barely sufficient to meet its current expenses, and 
anything of such a special and extensive nature must be pro- 
vided for by additional appropriation. 

The custodian of this yard is in attendance during the 
summer months and points out to visitors the matters of his- 
torical interest. He has written a most interesting book 
entitled “Old Copp’s Hill and Burial Ground,” now in its 
sixteenth edition, which is of great value to the visitor and 
lover of matters of historic interest. 


KING’S CHAPEL BURIAL-GROUND. 


The King’s Chapel Burial-ground, though small, presents 
a difficult problem for treatment. 
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The location and number of trees, which should not be cut 
down debars sunlight to such an extent that grass will not 
thrive. As a result the ground is bare. | 

Countless hundreds of sparrows have chosen these grounds 
and the eaves of adjoining buildings as their homes, and this 
causes a serious trouble. It is impossible to keep the head- 
stones and tombs clean. Men are sent, however, from time 
to time to remove the dirt. To keep the grounds free from 
this untidiness at all times would be possible, but not com- 
patible with the finances of the department and the more 
urgent calls for labor in other directions. 


GRANARY BURIAL-GROUND AND BURIAL- 
GROUND, BOSTON COMMON. 


The Granary Burial-ground has been carefully looked 
after, portions of the lawn resodded, the trees trimmed and 
many headstones reset. 

During the summer proper foliage plants are maintained in 
vases. 

A studied attempt has been made to leave the grounds in 
their primitive condition without any traces of neglect. The 
same general policy will be continued. 

In the same way the burial-ground on the Common has 
been cared for. 


DORCHESTER OLD NORTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


‘The Dorchester Old North Burial-ground is situated at 
the corner of Stoughton and Boston streets, Upham’s corner 
in the Dorchester District. 

This burial-ground as well as the Dorchester South Burial- 
ground, is in charge of John J. Burnes, custodian. 

This burial-ground was laid out by the town of Dorchester 
under a vote passed in March, 1634. The original vote 
called for a burial-ground five rods square. 

Subsequently other parcels of land were added to the 
original ground, and at the present time it comprises in the 
vicinity of three acres. 

Early in the present century, by the request of the town of 
Dorchester, Samuel Downer, Sr., a resident of Dorchester, 
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and a gentleman of excellent taste, laid out the grounds, re- 
arranging the location of paths, and in many instances 
resetting and replacing the headstones. The general arrange- 
ment of the grounds as laid out by him has been retained. 

The cemetery is identified with the early history of Dor- 
chester, and the first interment was about the year 1658. 

The grounds are in good condition, with the need of a 
reasonable outlay in the direction of repairs. 


DORCHESTER SOUTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


The Dorchester South Burial-ground is situated on Dor- 
chester avenue, south of Codman street, and comprises about 
two acres. 

Lots and graves were given to people, residents of Dor- 
chester, and for a small sum the recipients had them stoned 
off or had iron fences erected. No lots were sold. 

There are fourteen tombs in the grounds. 

The oldest stone bears date of 1771. 

In the year 1894, by order of the Board of Health, all the 
paths were filled in and grassed over. 

This yard is in a satisfactory condition, and has received 
proper care. 


KUSTIS-STREET BURIAL-GROUND. 


This cemetery is situated on Eustis street, corner of 
Washington, in the Roxbury District. The area of the 
cemetery in 1844 was thirty-four thousand two hundred 
(34,200) square feet. During that year, Eustis street was 
widened, and seven hundred (700) square feet were taken 
off the front portion of the cemetery. 

In 1871, eighteen hundred and eighteen (1,818) square 
feet of the cemetery land was conveyed to a Mr. Davenport. 

The engine-house and stable owned by the city of Boston 
were subsequently erected on cemetery land; also a small 
brick office used for private purposes. These three buildings 
occupy eighteen hundred (1,800) square feet. 

At the present time, the area of the burial-ground is 
twenty-nine thousand eigth hundred and eighty-two (29,882) 
square feet. 
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This burial-ground is one of the oldest in New England; 
the first interment was in 1633. 

The original-ground was enlarged in 1725 by a gift of a 
quarter of an acre from Col. Joshua Lamb. 

This burial-ground was greatly injured during the siege of 
Boston, and the first barrier erected to prevent the British 
troops from coming out of Boston crossed the highway at 
this point. 

The ground remained in a neglected condition up to 1857, 
when the town of Roxbury graded the grounds, built walls 
properly enclosing the yard, with a substantial gateway; 
many of the old stones were raised and reset, and the broken 
monuments were repaired. Later, the present iron gates 
were erected, replacing the old wooden gates. 

No interments in graves have been made in this burial- 
ground since 1854. Interments are still made in the tombs. 

At the present time, there are thirty-three (83) tombs and 
seven hundred and fifty-one (751) gravestones on the 
grounds. 


This cemetery is open during the summer season at certain 
times to visitors with a custodian present to show the points 
of interest and to protect the grounds. 

During the past season, the ground has received attention, 
trees have been trimmed and everything necessary done to 
keep the same in proper condition. 

The history of the persons whose remains lie buried in this 
cemetery would go far toward a complete history of the town 
of Roxbury during the first two hundred years of the town’s 
existence. 

There are standing nearly fifty gravestones that were 
erected previous to the year 1700, the oldest bearing date of 
1653. 

Among the long list of persons buried are the Rev. John 
Elliott, known as the “Apostle to the Indians,” Gov. 
Thomas Dudley, Gov. Joseph Dudley, Col. William Dudley, 
Col. Joseph Williams, of French and Indian War fame, Brig.- 
Gen. John Greaton of the Revolution, the early minister of 
the First Parish of Roxbury, Robert Calef, who opposed the 
witchcraft delusion, Chief Justice Paul Dudley, and the father 
and mother of Gen. Joseph Warren. 

For some years the citizens of the Roxbury District have 
endeavored to have something more substantial and impres- 
sive done towards the protection and ornamentation of this 
burial-ground. 

To this end, the Roxbury Military Historical Society, 
which represents a great many of Roxbury’s foremost citi- 
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zens, recently petitioned the city government to lay out 
a street on the northerly side of the cemetery to connect 
Stirling and Webber streets; the new street to be called 
Greaton street, in honor of Brigadier-General Greaton, and 
that the area bounded by the proposed street, Washington 
and Eustis streets and Harrison avenue, be laid out in con- 
nection with this cemetery as a memorial park. 

This project was reported upon favorably by a committee 
of the city government. Such action on the part of the 
city government would tend to perpetuate and protect this 
historical burial-ground, and save it from further encroach- 
ments and despoilment. 

The report of this special committee, containing a plan of 
the proposed changes and the laying out of the burial-ground, 
is Document No. 208 of the year 1894. 

The Commission believe that these older cemeteries con- 
taining as they do the remains of many persons of national, 
as well as local, importance, should be treated by the city 
government in such a manner as to make them permanent 
and enduring monuments. 

No expense should be spared in the protection and _ per- 
petuation of such historical places. 


BUNKER HILL CEMETERY. 


This cemetery is in charge of A. M. Lydston, custodian, 
who also acts as custodian of the Phipps-street Cemetery in 
the Charlestown District. 

Mr. Lydston received a monthly salary of $50 for six 
~ months. 

Bunker Hill Cemetery contains forty-eight thousand 
(48,000) square feet of land, and was laid out in 1800. 

The first interment was that of the remains of George 
Sanderson on October 11, 1801. 

Interments for the past thirteen years have averaged four 
annually. 

This cemetery contains five hundred and thirty-nine (539) 
headstones and six (6) monuments. There are no tombs. 

No proper record of interments exist save for the past few 
years. 
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PHIPPS-STREET CEMETERY. 


This cemetery has an area of seventy-six thousand seven 
hundred and forty (76,740) square feet of land, and is 
divided into twenty-two (22) sections. 

There are twenty-two hundred and forty-seven (2,247) 
stones with inscriptions. Sixty-three (63) tombs (private). 
One (1) city tomb, and thirty-four (84) underground 
vaults. 

The cemetery is rich in historical associations. 

The first interment was of the remains of John Harvard, 
founder of Harvard College, in 1638. 

The interments from 1884 to 1897 have averaged eighty- 
three a year. ; 

No proper record of interments were kept save for the 
past few years. | 


BENNINGTON-STREET CEMETERY. 


Frank L. Turner is custodian of this cemetery. 

The ground for this cemetery was set aside in 1833. In 
1838 the City Council assumed control thereof, and from 
February 5, 1879, to date, there have been two thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-six (2,826) interments. 

This cemetery contains ten private tombs. 

There is urgent need of a new fence, sections of the pres- 
ent one being insecure and unsafe. A sum sufficient for a 
suitable iron fence should be provided by special appropria- 
tion. 

The regular appropriation for the fiscal year will not war- 
rant an expenditure for such a purpose. This fact has 
already been communicated to the Common Council. 


EMERSON-STREET CEMETERY, 


~The headstones and tombs in the Emerson-street Burial- 
ground are, in many instances, in a dilapidated and neglected 
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condition. Complaints have reached the department from 
South Boston residents as to the condition of the grounds 
and the state of the tombs and lots. 

It was found on examination that for several years nothing 
had been done by lot and tomb-owners, and as a result the 
stones were broken and defaced and the tombs generally ina 
neglected condition. 

This department has no right to expend the funds appro- 
priated for its uses in the repairmg of monuments, head- 
stones or tombs which are private property, and over which 
it has but general control. 

As this cemetery was of modern date, the department 
thought that it might interest the lot and tomb-owners suffi- 
ciently to have them join in renovating the grounds. To 
this end, an official notice was published in the South Boston 
papers and received editorial comment, calling attention to 
the condition of the grounds and requesting the lot and tomb- 
owners to send to this department their names and addresses, 
that the same might be placed on file for future reference. 

The lot-owners’ attention was called to the neglected con- 
dition of the private tombs and monuments, and to the fact 
that it was the owners’ duty to repair the same. 

Further, the department suggested that orders for such 
work might be placed with it, and would receive prompt 
attention. 

A public notice of this sort was necessitated, for the reason 
that there were no records in existence giving the names and 
addresses of those interested in the burial-ground. 

Although this notice was published extensively throughout 
the South Boston District, but one communication was re- 
ceived in answer to it, and the department did not feel 
encouraged to pursue this method of obtaining information, 
as it showed that the proprietors of lots and tombs were not 
sufficiently interested to send in their names for the purposes 
of record, nor to expend a sufficient sum for the renovating 
of their family lots. 

A great many of the stones were badly broken, fences en- 
closing lots in a neglected condition, and the department had 
all of these fragments removed and stored in a suitable place 
awaiting the owners’ orders. 

The grounds and paths were put in condition and the trees 
and shrubs trimmed, which was all that the department felt 
warranted in doing. 

The fence enclosing this cemetery is not sufficiently strong 
nor of the proper construttion to keep trespassers out of the 
grounds. 
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This is equally true of other of the older cemeteries, which 
are in outlying districts and at present disused. 

The department believes that all of these burial-grounds 
should be protected by iron fences, so constructed as to make 
trespassing impossible. 

For various reasons, if the opportunity offers itself, people 
insist on trespassing in these grounds, either destroying 
property or committing nuisance therein. 

This recommendation is most important in reference to 
grounds which have no custodian on the premises, and are 
unprotected from such invasion. 

The two cemeteries in the West Roxbury District have 
’ suffered greatly on this account, particularly the one on 
Walter street, which has been almost completely despoiled. 
Such despoilment will occur just so long as the grounds re- 
main accessible to the public. 


KEARSARGE-AVENUE BURIAL-GROUND. 


This burial-ground is situated on Kearsarge avenue, in 
Roxbury. 

It has ceased to be used for burial purposes, but is, never- 
theless, in the custody of this department, and under some- 
what peculiar circumstances. 

The title to this cemetery was originally in the First Parish 
of Roxbury, which parish acquired the land for burial pur- 
poses. About 1840 the society voted to place the grounds 
under the control of the town of Roxbury, and the town of 
Roxbury voted to accept the same. . 

Prior to this, the society had endeavored to sell the 
grounds to the town of Roxbury, and the town of Roxbury 
refused to purchase. Since that time, the town of Roxbury 
and the city of Boston have successively taken charge of 
the grounds. 

In 1883 the burial-ground, as a burial-ground, was closed 
by the Board of Health, and no further interments or burials 
were allowed therein. 

By a vote of the Common Council in 1890 the right to 
use the said grounds as a playground was voted to the Rox- 
bury Latin School Association, a private school in the town 
of Roxbury, in connection with a right of the scholars in the 
Primary School on Winthrop street to use the grounds for 
the same purpose. 
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After the passing of this vote, the Roxbury Latin School 
expended a considerable sum in acquiring old tomb rights, 
transferring bodies, and fixing the grounds for the purposes 
required, and have used the grounds since then as a play- 
ground in conjunction with the Primary School on Winthrop 
street. 

There were several hearings on the question of the dis- 
continuance of this burial-ground. For the action of the 
Common Council, see Document No. 81 of the year 1890. 

Under the action taken by the city government, the 
Cemetery Department has no right to use the grounds, nor 
to dictate in reference to the same, though, technically, the 
burial-ground is still under the control of this department. 

It would seem that some more definite disposition of this 
burial-ground should be had, masmuch as it is under the 
control of the city of Boston, and the city of Boston might 
in some events be responsible for accidents occuring therein. 

Either the city should or should not control it. It stands 
at present in an unsatisfactory state, with pending questions 
as to where the responsibility rests of repairing boundary 
fences and maintaining the safety of the grounds, which 
under the circumstances are public. 

The department feels that some definite and final action 
should be had disposing of all questions of control and re- 
sponsibility. . 


SOUTH BURIAL-GROUND. 


The South Burial-ground lies between Washington and 
James streets. 

The establishment of this yard was in 1810. Since that 
date, many tombs have been constructed and graves sold. 

Document No. 148 of the year 1883, a report of the Special 
Committee of the Common Council in regard to this burial- 
ground, which report was prepared with great detail and care 
by William H. Whitmore, Esq., the present City Registrar, 
contains information with reference to this ground of an 
interesting and valuable nature. 

Since the establishment of the yard, portions of the same. 
have been sold under different conditions by the city of 
Boston, many of which have not been complied with. 

At the time of the sale of portions of this ground by the 
city of Boston, contention arose as to the rights of the city to 
dispose of land already used or set aside for burial purposes. 
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Despite objections on this point, land was sold to the New 
England Conservatory and to other parties. 

The vote of the City Council authorizing these convey- 
ances contained certain conditions, some of which are inserted 
in the deeds and others omitted. This department is not 
satisfied that the conditions have been complied with in many 
instances. 

Soon after the appointment of this Commission, com- 
plaints reached the department to the effect that the face of 
the wall inclosing this cemetery on Washington street was 
being used for theatrical advertising purposes, and that bill- 
boards upon the face of the wall were maintained by certain 
of the theatres in the city. 

The department immediately notified the theatres of this 
complaint, and asked them by what authority the boards 
were maintained. A reply showed that the portion of the 
cemetery and the wall on which these posters were displayed 
had been sold by the city of Boston. 

The fact that this portion, though sold, remains as a part 
of the cemetery and has not been fenced off, leads to con- 
fusion and properly justifies people in making such complaint. 

In respect to this, however, the Commission is powerless 
to do anything. 


OLD BURIAL-GROUNDS 


The old burial-grounds of the city in every instance need 
prompt and careful attention with a sufficient special appro- 
priation to insure the carrying out of the necessary work. 

The city’s relation to these burial-grounds is somewhat 
peculiar. 

The city has the care and custody of the grounds in a 
general way, while individuals own the lots and tombs and 
underground vaults. 

Criticism has been made from time to time concerning the 
dilapidated condition of the tombs and headstones and 
inquiries have reached this Commission as to why the depart- 
ment did nothing toward renovating the same. Some of 
these inquiries have been received from parties interested as 
owners of the tombs and lots. 

The answer to these inquiries is that this department has 
no right to expend city money in the care and repair of 
private property. 
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- The headstones, tombs and vaults, while in the control of 
the city, are not owned by it and this department has no 
right to expend sums of money to place the same in a suita- 
ble condition. 

Under certain exigencies, when a tomb has fallen into a 
dangerous condition or its interior become exposed, if the 
owners can be found and refuse to repair the same, or if 
the owners cannot be found, then this department can make 
the necessary repairs, close up the tomb, and no interment 
can be made until the bill for such work has been paid. 

This, however, is an unsatisfactory method to employ and 
is only adopted when absolutely necessary. 

Most of the old tombs have owners, and generally when 
the need of doing any specific thing is brought to their atten- 
tion the request is complied with. 

There are instances, however, where the owners cannot be 
found and where the owners of lots are unknown, when for 
historical reasons, if nothing more, it would seem that the 
department should take the necessary steps to preserve the 
same even though it is an expenditure of public money to a 
private end. 

In many instances, the lettering on the headstones by wear 
of weather and water are becoming extinct and should be 
recut. For historical reasons, it would seem that a special 
appropriation, or an authorization of the City Council, should 
be had to such an end. 

This Commission appreciates the fact that especially in the 
summer months a great interest is evinced by residents and 
visitors to this city to enter certain of the burial-grounds, 
which are now closed. _ 

Reference is made to the Granary, King’s Chapel and the 
yard on the Common. 

The opening of the gates in a general way to those ceme- 
teries involves so much risk that the department has not felt 
justified in assuming the responsibility. 

Owing to many underground vaults, which Were originally 
covered in with planks, and unmarked tombs, the masonry of 
which has become insecure, the visitor in any of these ceme- 
teries is liable at any time to break through and sustain 
injury. 

During the past century the paths in these grounds 
have been relocated many times, and certain of the head- 
stones removed from their original positions and placed in 
regular lines to satisfy a peculiar idea of ornamentation. 

This unfortunate arrangement took place some years ago, 
and necessarily leaves many graves unmarked. Yor this 
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reason the department does not feel that it is wise to allow 
the public within the enclosures, on account of possible acci- 
dents which might entail expense upon the city. 

Before the public can be allowed general entrance, it will 
be necessary to make soundings of the ground and to locate 
paths in safe places. 

This matter is to receive early attention and it is hoped a 
satisfactory policy adopted. 

For this reason the department has felt it advisable to 
keep the gates closed and to admit visitors on special appli- 
cation only. 

Visitors on applying for admission to any of these grounds 
are cautioned, and from this care during the past year no 
accident of any moment has occurred. 

During the summer and fall a man has been stationed at 
the Granary Burial-ground with authority to admit people 
on presentation of and order from the department, and this 
custodian has authority to admit visitors to King’s Chapel 
Burial-ground and to the burial-ground on the Common. 

It is not advisable to allow people to go into the cemetery 
without some representative of the department present. 

One of the most serious foes to the perpetuation of histor- 
ical monuments is the relic hunter, who never hesitates to 
deface stones and monuments simply for the selfish purpose 
of carrying away a portion of the stone. 

This inclination on the part of a few people compels the 
department to station some one in the grounds when visitors 
are present and thereby prevent irremediable damage. 


RECORDS. 


One of the first investigations of this Commission into the 
older cemeteries was in reference to records pertaining to in- 
terments, lots, tombs and vaults. 

Accurate records do not exist. 

For many years the care of these cemeteries was contin- 
ually shifted, and no attempt seems to have been made to 
keep records of the interments. 

Certain plans are in existence and records covering certain 
periods, but these necessarily are inaccurate, and a great many 
bodies have been interred in the older cemeteries of which 
there is no trace or manner of identification. 

Further than this, the original lines of the cemeteries have 
been changed from time to time, portions of the grounds dis- 
continued, removals made from discontinued portions to por- 
tions retained, and it is impossible to make any accurate 
record. 
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This Board has, however, turned its attention to the 
making of a record as accurate as possible under the circum- 
stances. 

A careful search of such records as do exist of works per- 
taining to the cemeteries and other information is_ being 
made, and a transcript taken of headstones, tomb inscrip- 
tions, and of all other matters pointing to possible identi- 
fication. 

A record of everything which can be found pertaining to 
these cemeteries will be made, and it is hoped prove of 
value and importance. 


LIBRARY. 


_ The department urges the propriety of expending a part 
of the appropriation for the purchase of books, pamphlets and 
original records pertaining to the cemeteries of the city. 

These volumes to be kept in the office of the secretary, 
and to be available for the use of the public. 

During the past fifty years there has been published sev- 
eral volumes pertaining to the older yards of the city, several 
public hearings have been held, and reports thereof printed, 
and in some instances private persons hold records and copies 
in manuscript of interments and stones, accurately made and 
of decided value. 

_ It is believed that the work of this department should be 
thorough and far-reaching if it is to have any value. 

Such volumes should be in the possession of the depart- 
ment, and available to the uses of persons interested in such 
historical matters. 

The department wishes at all times to thank in a general 
way a great many people who have kindly volunteered valu- 
able information in reference to these older cemeteries. 

We have found that in making the researches which were 
started soon after the organization of the department that 
people have been very willing to place at the disposal of the 
department anything which would prove of service to it. 

It should be remembered that, in the creation of this de- 
“partment, which involved the rights to issue deeds, bonds 
and burial permits, the entire series of forms and papers 
used for this purpose had to be revised and newly prepared. 

Since the organization of the department no interment has 
been allowed in any tomb or grave without the necessary 
order issuing from the department, and all such interments 
have been under the immediate supervision of its repre- 
sentative. : 
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A record of every such interment is kept, with all infor- 
mation necessary. 

These records are in the custody of the secretary of the 
department in City Hall, and at reasonable times are open to 
the inspection of the public. 

The detail in reference to such interments guarantees the 
exact location of any body in any cemetery at any time, and 
is a continuation of the plan which has been successfully in 
vogue at Mount Hope Cemetery for some time. 

It should be with some feeling of pride that the citizens 
of Boston may know that, with about sixty thousand inter- 
ments in Mount Hope Cemetery, the remains of every body 
can be accurately located. 

It is unfortunate that the same state of facts does not 
exist as to the older cemeteries of the city. 

Such, however, is the truth, and it is to meet this want, 
so far as it is possible at the present time, that the depart- 
ment desires to obtain all possible information in reference to 
the older burial-grounds in addition to what it is possible 
to trace from existing monuments and markers. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In avery short time the city government will have to 
solve the problem of accommodation for the burial of the 
city poor. 

The available space set aside for that purpose is rapidly 
being filled, and before long there will be no place for inter- 
ments. Hither more land must be purchased for this pur- 
pose, or some other method employed for the care of the 
human remains. 

It would seem that the most reasonable and proper, if not 
the most satisfactory, method for the city to adopt for the 
bestowal of bodies is the establishment of a crematory. 

A crematory not only for the purposes of incinerating the 
remains of the city poor, but also for the use of other citi- 
zens who can afford to pay for, and desire the use of, such 
method. 

The city has dedicated itself to the cemetery business, and 
with the charge of Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries 
it necessarily must continue that business and cannot avoid 
the responsibility. 

Further than this, the city must always care for the re- 
mains of those unfortunate enough to die in poverty. 

To this end it would seem that the city should equip itself - 
to meet required needs. 
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Other municipalities have established crematories, and, 
while it is not necessary to have the use of a crematory 
compulsory, yet it is believed that a great many people would 
prefer this method to the old manner of burial. 

It is a matter to be seriously considered. Lots and graves 
in cemeteries within the city limits are of necessity fixed at 
a price, added to which is cost of perpetual care, requiring 
an outlay which is a burden to those who desire to pay but 
have limited incomes out of which to meet the expense. 

This Commission believes it has no power to establish such 
a plant or to take any steps in the direction of establishing 
it without the authority and direction of the city gov- 
ernment. 

' In the present overcrowded condition of the city lots some 
early help will of necessity have to be asked. 

Either more land should be acquired for the purpose of 
such interments, or some provision made for the establish- 
ment of a plant for the consuming by fire of human remains. 


. 


CHAPEL. 


For some years the necessity of a chapel in Mount Hope 
Cemetery has been diligently urged by the trustees. 

At the present time many citizens desire the use of a chapel 
for burial services, and it should be a source of mortification 
to the city to realize that it has absolutely no proper or decent 
facilities for such purpose. 

In stormy weather the mourners are unprotected during 
the funeral services, and there seems no reason why the city 
government should longer neglect to provide a chapel. 

Other cemeteries in the control of private individuals are 
properly equipped in this direction. 

Mount Hope is one of the most beautiful cemeteries aibin 
the city limits, and is under the control directly of the city 
of Boston. 

It is not to the credit of our city that at the present time 
there is no chapel for the use of its lot-holders. > 

It is a matter of such urgent need that it is a source of 
wonder why its construction has been neglected so long. 

It is certainly not to the credit of the city that, when en- 
gaged in the cemetery business, it refuses to supply a chapel, 
which is a required part of its plant. 

This Commission urges the need and asks the city govern- 
ment to provide a way to meet it. 
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CIVIL SERVICE. 


All the employees of this department are registered and 
appointed in accordance with the rules of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

The department, though newly created, comes under the 
general rules of the civil service, and a registration of all 
employees in the Cemetery Department was made in 1897. 


Lots. 


There is need of preparing more lots and single graves 
both in Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries. 

It is bad business policy not to have lots in various sec- 
tions and at various prices which can be shown as ready for 
sale. 

A lot cannot be prepared to order. Its preparation in- 
volves excavating to a depth of several feet, the removal of 
rocks, roots and other obstructions, and its refilling with fine 
dirt. 

The only profitable way to accomplish this is in preparing 
at one time an area large enough for several lots. In Mount 


_ Hope Cemetery particularly the ground is ledgy and filled 


with large rocks. Blasting is necessary in many localities to 
the depth of several feet, and while this rock is used in other 
work, yet it consumes labor and expense, and the preparation: 
of an area sufficient for several lots is much cheaper than for 
a few. 

To prepare one lot is out of the question. For this reason 
much of the unimproved land should be improved. 

The sale of lots would bring the city a large return. 

With the competition and attractiveness of other ceme- 
teries, possible purchasers are not likely to take any lot 
offered; they insist, and rightly, on being given a location 
deemed desirable by them. 

The city cannot expect to conduct its cemetery business 
and with financial success unless it is able to give the same 
value for the prices asked that is given by private cemetery 
corporations. 

Nor can it expect to procure purchasers unless it can give 
the same accommodation and privileges as neighboring ceme- 
teries. 


TRANSPORTATION, 


There is urgent need of better facilities for transporation 
to and from Mount Hope Cemetery. 
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Lot-holders and visitors must walk from Blue Hill avenue 
or Forest Hills, or depend upon a barge which connects with 
the electric cars near Franklin Park at a point about a mile 
and a half distant from the cemetery. 

This barge makes only six trips daily from May to Novem- 
ber; during the rest of the year there is no public convey- 
ance of any kind to the grounds. 

People interested in the cemetery feel this keenly, and the © 
department necessarily suffers in patronage, in sales of lots, 
ete., from this lack of accommodation which makes the ceme- 
tery in a manner inaccessible during six months of the year. 

It is hoped that either the Elevated Railroad Company or 
the Norfolk Suburban Railway Company will shortly run a 
track along Walk Hill street to the cemetery gates. 

Such action would naturally increase the sale of lots, and 
it is believed that the railway company would gain a substan- 
tial profit from the passengers who would patronize such a 
line. 

This serious lack of transportation keeps away a great 
number who desire to visit the cemetery, and it seems no 
more than right for a transportation company, created in the 
interests of the public, to provide adequate service to this 
point during the entire year. 

It is hoped that the city government, in recognition of 
this need, will take some action and in such a determined 
way as to secure for the thousands of people interested in 
Mount Hope the transportation they are rightly entitled to. 


SOLDIERS’ BuRIAL Lots. 


During the past year a special appropriation of $2,500 was 
provided by the city government, that amount to be used 
for providing and preparing additional ground for the burial 
of soldiers who served during the civil war. 

This was a timely act as the lots dedicated to that purpose 
were nearly full, and provision had to be made for the proper 
burial of veterans. 

About 6,000 square feet of ground was prepared which 
will allow some three hundred (300) interments. 

It is to the credit of the city of Boston that provision has 
always been made for a suitable resting-place for those who 
served their country in its time of need. Nor is this provi- 
sion restricted alone to those who enlisted from our city and 
served to its credit, for any veteran who dies here can be in- 
terred in either the Soldiers’ or Veterans’ lot, without any 
charge for the grave. No soldier’s remains go to a pauper’s 
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erave; to the credit of our city his ashes rest in ground 
sacred to his and his fellow-soldier’s memory. 

There are at present three hundred and forty (340) un- 
marked graves in the Army and Navy lot and Veterans’ lot. 

An effort is being made at the present time, through the 
War Department, and the officers of the Grand Army to have 
the United States Government provide the regulation mark- 
ers giving the name of the deceased and his regiment to place 
over these graves. 

While information is always obtainable at the office of the 
cemetery as to these interments or the location of the remains 
of any veteran, yet it would seem a mark of more fitting re- 
spect to place the information at the graves in regulation 
manner; there is no doubt that the government will in due 
time provide such markers, and the department will feel 
honored in putting them in proper place. 


BARNS AND SHEDS. 


The department again calls attention to the condition of 
the barns and sheds. | 

These buildings are old, in some instances past the state 
of profitable repair and situated in the most conspicuous and 
under certain conditions the most saleable portion of the 
grounds. 

The barns and sheds are not suitable to the needs of the 
department, and should be torn down and other buildings 
constructed in another portion of the grounds to take their 
place. 

Such a change would result in making available a large 
area of land, in a most desirable situation, which would 
readily sell when divided into lots. 

The cost of making this change would be more than paid 
for in the added land available for sale purposes. 

Such a change would materially enhance the value of the 
cemetery property and do away with a conspicuous and un- 
sightly corner. 

During the past year the department has felt and appre- 
ciated the confidence placed in its work by His Honor the 
Mayor, who at all times has been interested to do all in his 
power to make the labor of the Commission successful and to 
provide the funds necessary to that end. 

At every turn the individual members of the Commission 
have felt this interest and appreciated it, and realize that the 
chief executive of the city stands ready to urge the improve- 
ments so much needed and so earnestly asked for.

It is hoped that the co-operation of the city government 
will be equally prompt and responsive. It is a work which 
many thousands of our citizens are interested in and will 
appreciate. 

Our cemeteries hold the earthly remains left to us of our 
loved ones; they are sacred spots, restful, peaceful and quiet 
in the turmoil of an active busy city. Yet we turn every now 
and then in the midst of our labors to pay a passing tribute 
to many whom we knew — who were, but are not now. 

The final resting-place of those we loved is of tender and 
interested solicitation at all times. Why withhold the 
tribute of care due to these tender memories ? Money used 
to such an end is well and decently spent. The government 
owes it to the living and to the dead. 

_ QOur cemeteries as our parks and public works, should 
equal and outrank those of other municipalities. Every trace 
of neglect is a seeming slur of proper appreciation. 

Why should financial support be withheld? Nothing is 
asked which is not fit and proper. ‘The present needs can 
only be met in one way, and if withheld the fault lies with the 
City Council. 

The Commission takes conscious pleasure in recommending 
the needs of the department as those needs impress them- 
selves, and if given the necessary financial support will use 
all diligence and care in making the asked-for improvements. 

The need of these improvements in all the cemeteries is 
potent and well recognized. The work requires no extrava- 
gant outlay and once performed will endure for many years. 

The Commission realizes the importance and sacredness of 
its task and meets the many perplexing questions which 
arise in its administration with care and attention, believing 
that the city government and the citizens of Boston realize 
the effort to faithfully discharge the duties conferred upon it.

Str: In accordance with chapter 3, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees for Children 
presents its annual report for the financial year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1898, it being the first year of the Department of 
Children’s Institutions and the fortieth of the Institutions 
Department, now divided by chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897 
into four, of which this department is one. 

The change in administration was affected in June as 
prescribed by the act aforesaid, the present seven trustees 
being appointed by your Honor on June 14, to serve re- 
spectively as follows :

This report covers more specifically the last seven months 
during which the present administration has been in charge, 
but the entire year is also reported on, and the financial and 
statistical reports include, of course, the entire twelve months. 


PLACING—OUT AND OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


Office Organization. — Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897 
creates the Board of Trustees for Children as a Board dis- 
tinct and independent, though kept in close touch with 
the related departments of the city, through the office of the 
Institutions Registrar and the quarterly conferences with the 
Mayor, together with delegates from the Department of 
Pauper Institutions, the Department of Institutions for the 
Insane, the Overseers of the Poor, and the Penal Commis- 
sioner, as prescribed by the constituting act. This inde- 
pendence naturally tends to greater system and simplicity in 
the organization of the office force. We are endeavoring to 
make the important work of recording and correlating the 
work of the different children’s institutions more satisfactory. 
Moreover, a large part of the most delicate and far-reaching 
of our functions centre here, the finding and investigating of 
possible homes in which to place children, the visitation and 
care of children placed in these homes, and the investigation 
of the homes of children whose admission, release or dis- 
charge is in question. 

For many years children have been “placed out” by the 
predecessors of the Trustees for Children. These children 
may be (1) Boys from the House of Reformation who are 
believed to be fit to leave the institution but who have no 
homes or no proper homes. (2) Children, technically called 
neglected children, taken from their parents or guardians and 
placed in charge of the Trustees by a court. (3) Children 
placed in the charge of the Trustees by parents or guardians 
or others on account of poverty, technically called “ pauper 
children.” (4) Truant boys or girls who are fit to leave the 
Parental School but, having no proper homes, are permitted 
to leave the school on condition that they will stay in the 
family selected by the Trustees. 

For the younger children and those requiring special care, 
board is paid. ‘They are for the most part in private families 
in the country. Some children, who are mentally defective, 
have been placed in the Massachusetts School for Feeble 
Minded. Others have, for various reasons, been placed in 
other institutions. 

The older children are ordinarily placed in homes without 


Ss 
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payment for board; where the services they can properly 
render are of sufficient value, they receive wages. 

As far as practicable children are placed in families of the 
same religious faith as their parents. 

The Trustees have adopted the placing-out system, and 
have extended it very greatly, as appears by the report of the 
agent in charge of this branch of the work. 

The great advantage of letting children grow up in families 
instead of in institutions has been set forth by many writers, 
and is fully appreciated by the present Trustees; but the 
importance of securing only good homes and of carefully 
watching the children placed in them is also fully ap- 
preciated. 

All over this State and in some of the neighboring States, 
children are growing up under influences healthy to both 
mind and body who would otherwise have lived in institu- 
tions or in homes of the worst character. In many cases the 
children live year after year as members of the family, or are 
actually legally adopted by them. In many cases the chil- 
dren, as well as the neighbors, are unaware that they are 
‘city’? children, and a considerable number are now well 
married; others are respected men and women in the com- 
munities. where they have spent their childhood. The 
relation of the children to their temporary foster mothers is 
often most affectionate. It is gratifying to see with what 
solicitude they are in .many cases cared for when ill, or 
brought in to the special hospitals for treatment when atten- 
tion is needed for eyes, ears, throat, etc. Several of the 
Trustees have visited a good number of these families both 
with and without the regular visitors. 

Children are also often placed on probation in their own 
homes, and these too are visited regularly by the visitors and 
also occasionally by one of the Trustees. 

The home of every child committed by a court as a 
neglected child, or to the House of Reformation, is also 
visited at the time of commitment in order to acquaint the 
Trustees with the family and surroundings and the cause of 
commitment. 

The home of every child for whom application is made as 
a pauper, is also investigated before admission, and some- 
times it turns out that the child may be cared for better in 
some other way. 

The home of every child for whose release application is 
made, is also investigated in order to assist the Trustees in 
deciding the difficult question whether or not a child can 
safely be allowed to go home on probation. 
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All children committed by a court that are released on 
probation are at once taken back by the Trustees if they do 
not do well at home or in the place found for them. 

The agents and visitors are constantly in touch with the 
Trustees, and day after day questions are considered between 
them as to special cases of children and this branch of the 
work in general. 

The office of the Trustees at 32 Tremont street, Room B, 
“is a busy place. Not only are the visitors coming in and out 
and doing their writing there, but the supplies of clothing 
for the children are kept in the office, and not infrequently 
there is a group of children, little and big, who are on their 
way to or from their places. 

Satisfactory as this branch of the work is in many ways, 
we feel that we have only made a beginning, and that many 
improvements are still before us, including the work of 
systematizing and perfecting the records of individual 
children, of places, and of visitation. 


MARCELLA-STREET HomME. 


In the heart of our city, surrounded by a wooden fence 
10 feet high, with barbed wire on its top, stands a large 
building which was formerly the Roxbury almshouse, after- 
wards a soldiers’ hospital, and which finally became the 
Marcella-street Home, the institution to which Boston sends 
the children whose parents are unable to care for them, 
and the children of those whose cruelty and neglect have 
caused the courts to send them there. In 1879 a large addition 
was built for girls of the same class, who until that time went 
to Deer Island. On one side of this high fence are the city 
stables, breeding rats, on another a dump, where until last 
year, city swill was deposited. In this prison, under lock 
and key, these innocent children, deprived of their homes 
through no fault of their own, are expected to grow up into 
self-respecting citizens. 

The Trustees, upon taking charge of this institution, were 
appalled at the situation, and have given much attention to 
its needs. 

The schools have been entirely changed, and are now a 
part of the public school system, having been formally 
handed over to the School Committee of the city of Boston 
previous to the opening of the public schools in Septeni- 
ber. The school is in the Lowell School District, of which 
Mr. D. W. Jones is head master. The children, in cleanli- 
ness and deportment, now compare favorably with those in 
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our other public schools. The Trustees endeavored to have 
these children taken into the public schools in the neighbor- 
hood, and firmly expect in time to accomplish this much 
desired change. 

The danger from fire has been a source of anxiety to the 
Fire Department for a long time, but now new fire escapes 
have been provided and old ones repaired, and new fire hose 
placed about the buildings, the old having been worthless. 

The food of the children has been improved and is now - 
bought and examined by an expert, Miss $. E. Wentworth. 

Expenses have been lessened in various ways consistent 
with the welfare of the children; for instance, unnecessary 
employees have been dispensed with, and the two horses sent 
away, as Supphes are now delivered without charge. 

But, better than all this, the number of children has been 
reduced from 321, the largest number at any one time during 
the year, to 160, the number present on January 31, 1898. 
This reduction has been effected by sending the children to 
homes in the country. We propose to reduce the number 
still further in the same way. 

The Board of Trustees is earnestly doing all in its power 
to bring about the sale of this unsuitable property, hoping to 
be enablea to build a fitting home for these children in a less 
crowded neighborhood, where land will be less valuable, so 
that pleasanter and more wholesome playgrounds may be 
provided, and where greater freedom and opportunity for 
more rural life may be possible, while at the same time less 
public capital will be locked up in the real estate used by 
the institution. While the Trustees believe that the best 
results are attained by placing the children in carefully 
selected homes, they also feel that it is impossible to carry on 
this work without an institution as a receiving depot, and for 
certain other uses. 


HousE oF REFORMATION FOR JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 


With an increased number of boys over any previous year, 
the necessity of a more suitable location than Rainsford 
Island has strongly impressed itself upon the Board of Trus- 
tees. ‘The buildings are entirely inadequate, being old, and 
originally intended for other purposes than those for which 
they are now occupied. ‘They are lacking in sufficient space 
for lavatory and recreation rooms; the school-rooms are con- 
tracted, the dormatories defective, and the entire plant 
thoroughly unsuited for a modern reformatory system, such 
as we desire to see established in the city of Boston. 
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The area of the island is so small it would not permit new 
buildings of the kind desired and leave sufficient space for 
recreation and out-door occupation, for which it is already 
insufficient. 

We therefore hesitate to recommend extensive alterations 
entailing great expense to the city, as we feel that the neces- 
sity of transferring the institution to a more favorable site, 
and to one on the mainland, will be considered with favor 
by the city government, and thus save the unnecessary 
expense which would be encountered if any but ordinary 
repairs were undertaken. 

Should our desires be gratified te anew reformatory in 
a proper location on the mainland, the most earnest efforts 
of the ‘Trustees would be exerted to secure modern buildings 
of the most approved type, suitable for the purposes of the 
institution. 

With the introduction of the cottage system, family 
houses to be occupied by thirty to thirty-five boys, properly 
classified, under the care and superintendence of a master 
and matron, would be constructed, not too far apart, yet 
sufficiently so that ample space might be allowed for inde- 
pendent action, care of grounds and recreation purposes. The 
home life thus added would be in direct contrast with the 
present management at Rainsford Island, the individuality of 
the boy would be retained and broadened, and a higher moral 
standard could be reached in the development of his charac- 
ter and behavior. 


Schools. 


The change made during the past year in appointing 
women as teachers in two of the school-rooms, as well as in 
the Sloyd department, has been productive of gratifying 
results, not only in the matter of studies, but also in the per- 
sonality of the boys. ‘There are fewer infractions of the 
rules, and therefore less punishment and more attention to 
personal appearance and deportment. 

The class-rooms are overcrowded, containing numbers - 
sufficient for five classes. Owing to lack of room this 
cannot be remedied but must continue till a new institution 
affords us better facilities. 

Special attention has been given to instruction in ath- 
letics for the boys, and a new yard officer has been selected 
who combines with his regular duties a knowledge of sports 
and athletic games, and thus keeps in better touch with the 
boys. Athletic plays, games and sports are necessarily 
limited to the months outside the winter season, as the 
unsuitable nature of the buildings does not allow room for 
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proper recreation or physical training, thus subjecting the 
boys more or less to the weather conditions outside the 
buildings, and limiting the opportunity for a most necessary 
branch of traming. 

The Sloyd class in manual training has been continued 
without interruption during the past year, and is producing 
good results. The boys have attended to the studies with an 
interest and earnestness in their work which is commendable. 
The number of boys receiving this instruction is considerable. 
There are constantly four classes of twelve boys each, but 
this does not indicate the total number of boys instructed 
during the year, as changes in the membership of the class 
are constantly occurring through pardon or expiration of sen- 
tence. With the institution transferred to the mainland, 
and possessing buildings of improved modern design, it will 
be not only possible but necessary to add the higher grades 
in manual training, by supplying wood-turning and machin- 
ists’ departments, for the benefit of the Sloyd graduates. 


Merit System. 


Most of the boys sent to the House of Reformation are com- 
mitted by the Court during minority. This by no means im- 
plies that they stay in the institution during this period, for 
they are kept only so long as they need the care and training 
that the institution can supply. Some remain less than a year, 
not many over two years. After that they may be placed on 
probation with the approval of the Court in their own homes 
or in other families, generally in the country. If they do not 
do well they are returned to the institution. Their stay in 
the House of Reformation is not regarded as a punishment, 
but as an opportunity for education, and the length of stay 
is not made in any way proportionate to the seriousness of 
the offence committed, and each boy is kept only so long as 
to make it reasonably sure that his character and self-control 
have been so much developed that he can be trusted outside 
the institution. Good conduct, hard study and faithful work 
(effort rather than accomplishment) are the main factors in 
determining whether a boy shall be released on probation, 
though of course, to a certain extent, the character of his 
home, and of some other home that may be found for him, 

must also aid in deciding on the exact time of a release. 
The Trustees are proposing a merit system, to be based 
on marks given in all the departments of the institution by 
which each boy can tell just how good his standing is and 
what the probabilities are of his obtaining a release. 
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SUMMER HOSPITAL FOR INFANTS. 


The work of the Summer Hospital on Rainsford Island 
was, when the Trustees came into office, already organized by 
Mr. Marshall, former commissioner of the Institutions De- 
partment, and put into the charge of Dr. Thomas M. Rotch 
who had conducted it the previous year. Under the circum- 
stances it seemed best to the Trustees to avail themselves of 
Mr. Marshall’s willingness to continue responsible for the 
hospital, and with the approval of the Mayor the matter was 
so arranged. j 

The report will accordingly be found with the report of 
the Penal Commissioner. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


The Parental School (removed in 1896 from Deer Island to 
West Roxbury) was established for the purpose of confining 
and instructing such children under the age of fourteen years 
as are found to have become habitual truants from school. 
Such children are brought by a truant officer before the 
magistrate of the district, and are committed by him to the 
Parental School for a definite term. Such a child can, how- 
ever, be released before the expiration of his sentence on 
terms agreed upon severally by the Superintendent of Schools 
of the city of Boston, the sentencing court, and the children’s 
Board of Trustees. It has been found difficult to keep the 
work within the limits for which it was established because 
of the introduction into the school of many boys who should 
have been sent to a reform school, and, in order to avoid diffi- 
culties thus introduced into the work, the Board of Trustees 
should be given the power to transfer. such boys as are found 
to be fit subjects for a reform school to the House of Reforma- 
tion, which is established by the city for this class. 

The school has 27$ acres of land situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, with a frontal of 1,000 feet on the Charles 
river. ‘The property now includes the following buildings : 

1. The school building, 94 feet 4 inches by 34 feet 8 
inches. ‘This building was constructed for use as a graded 
school building containing four school-rooms, but the over- 
crowding of the school has necessitated the taking of the two 
upper school-rooms for dormitories, thus crowding the school 
work into two small poorly ventilated cottage sitting-rooms, 
seats and desks. 

The boys sleeping in the large school building are obliged 
to go to the kitchen building described below. 
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2. The laundry, kitchen and boiler-house, 55 feet 8 inches 
by 62 feet 6 inches. This building is used as a bake-house, 
laundry, kitchen and boiler-room. 

3. Ice-house, 41 feet 6 inches by 32 feet. 

4. Two cottages known as No. 1 and No. 2. These are 
alike in construction, ana are 114 feet by 27 feet. Each 
building provides for a family of forty boys. The upper 
part of the building has forty separate sleeping-rooms.. The 
first floor has a kitchen, pantry, dining-room, two sitting- 
rooms —one for the boys and one for the officers. The 
basements are used for play-rooms, bath-rooms, closets, ete. 

5. Farm-house, 86 feet by 20 feet. The lower floor is 
used as a manual training-school; the upper used for rooms; 
the basement for storerooms. 

6. Hospital, 117 feet by 30 feet. (Now used as a dor- 
mitory. ) 

7. Superintendent’s house, 32 feet by 52 feet, with an ell 
41 feet by 15 feet. 

From this it will be seen that this institution is fitted, as 
far as cottage accommodation goes, to properly accommodate 
and instruct some eighty boys residing forty in each of two 
cottage dormitories and attending school in a central school 
building where they could be properly graded, and physically 
cared for in well-ventilated and lighted and furnished school- 
rooms. It has, however, been impossible to carry out the 
original plans, because of the excessive pressure of numbers. 
Therefore we found in June last the two upper school-rooms 
in the central school building in use as dormitories with boys 
sleeping, in some instances, three together in two beds, pushed 
side by side. ‘To supply the place of the two school-rooms 
used as dormitories, schools have been improvised in the 
utterly unsuitable little hall sitting-rooms of the cottages 
where ordinary chairs and large tables serve in place of suita- 
ble seats and desks. The boys sleeping in the central build- 
ing have to go to the kitchen building to take their meals, 
an arrangement which makes it impossible to use a carefully 
built brick oven opening into the room now used as a dining- 
room, thus crippling the bakery. 

The number in June at the close of the school year was 
already 182; during the summer with releases and no new 
admissions the number fell to 168 ; but with the reopening of 
the school, numbers rose rapidly, till now the situation is very 
serious. ‘The sleeping in bed together has been put a stop 
to, but the hospital has been invaded and beds placed in the 
space over the manual training: school, in an old outbuilding, 
an entirely unsuitable place. The matter is aggravated by 
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the fact that we have in charge three truant girls who must 
all the time be kept carefully apart from the boys and who 
cannot be properly dealt with under present conditions. 

Perhaps the most deplorable crowding is in the school- 
rooms where too many pupils are necessarily gathered. 

The consequence is an inevitable pressure to consider 
questions of release, not with a single view to the boy’s own 
welfare, but with some reference to the need of making room. 
As, however, releases are possible only with the approval of 
the Superintendent of Schools and the committing judge, 
release from any such reason would in any case be prevented. 
Until more room is provided the policy might be adopted of 
saying, we provide for the training of eighty truants, let 
these be the eighty worst truants of the city, and let the boy 
most nearly suitable to release go whenever a new truant is 
committed. ‘This policy would mean a stultifying of the 
plan of the school; the chance of being picked out to be sent 
there would be small enough to encourage the truant to 
count on escape and the stay would come to be so short.as to 
be little dreaded, while no motive would remain to make 
efforts for the sake of a release bound to come soon, in any 
case, for outside reasons. 

This evil being prevented, not only by our own discretion 
but by that of the superintendent and judge, we are between 
the upper and nether millstones until provision is made for 
the number of truants which it seems the city must deal 
with. 

We trust this need will be met by appropriations enabling 
us to set to work at the earliest possible moment. ‘There 
should be built cottage dormitories accommodating, together, 
enough boys so that it would be possible to use the central 
building as a school-house only and to have no schools out- 
side this building, to evacuate the hospital and the room over 
the manual training-school and to leave at least a slight 
margin for fluctuations beyond the present number. To 
accomplish this, 120 new beds should be made available. 
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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR THE CHILDREN’S 
INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


I respectfully submit my annual report, as agent for this 
department, for the year ending January 31, 1898, which in- 
cludes five months under the Institutions Department and 
seven months since the creation of the Children’s Institutions 
Department. 

The duties are to receive, investigate and record all appli- 
tions for the release of inmates from the House of Reforma- 
tion, Parental School and Marcella-street Home, to find 
country homes or places of employment for juvenile offenders, 
whose own homes are undesirable, free and permanant homes 
for all children of the Marcella-street Home who are eligible 
for such, and boarding-places for the younger children, and to 
attend to the visitation of boys released on probation from 
the House of Reformation and the Parental School, and of 
children placed in free or boarding homes while in the 
custody of the department. In addition to this there is a 
large amount of office work. 


INVESTIGATION OF APPLICATIONS FOR RELEASE. 


Under this head are included the investigations made by 
the agency upon the application of parents or friends for the 
release of children from the several institutions under your 
charge, viz.: House of Reformation, Parental School, and 
the Marcella-street Home. It is the intention to have them 
carefully and thoroughly made. 

The homes of the parents and friends are visited person- 
ally by some agent of the department, and inquiries made as 
to their character, habits and surroundings. 

The whole number of cases investigated during the year 
is 384.

Of indentured children, 92 boys and 81 girls were re- 
moved, some because those with whom they were placed 
failed to comply with the rules, and others for not being 
suited to the places. 115 of these were transferred to other 
places which awaited them, and the remaining 58 were 
boarded temporarily until other places were found.

The health of the indentured children has been remarkably 
good, only two deaths having occurred since my last report, 
one a boy of seventeen and the other a girl of twenty. 

Two hundred and ten applications for children for indent- 
ure have been received; 134 at the office by letter or in 
person and 76 in connection with visits made to those pre- 
viously placed out. Of the places offered 68 were filled, the 
remaining 142 were unfilled, because suitable children were 
not found, or because the places were unsatisfactory.

To the Board of Trustees for Children: 


The annual report of this institution for the year expiring 
January 31, 1898, is hereby respectfully submitted: 

Prior to the change of administration in June the most 
noteworthy events in the affairs of the Home for the year 
were the much-needed renovation of the old lavatories in the 
boys’ dormitories and the construction of a new one on the 
upper floor; the building of a new refrigerator in the store ; 
the replacement of some of our old bath-tubs by six new 
shower-baths ; the removal of the city swill-plant from the 
rear of our central building, and, especially, an improved 
dietary for the children. From the first and the last two of 
these changes the inmates have greatly benefited. I regret . 
to say, however, that neither the new refrigerator nor the 
new shower-baths have fulfilled expectations. The refriger- 
ator can scarcely be said to be much of an improvement over 
its predecessor, while, owing to the style of shower-heads 
used in the baths, which send the shower directly down with 
a shock to the bather, we have found it impossible to bathe 
the smaller children in this way, and have been compelled in 
their cases to resort to the old method of tub-bathing. 

In what now follows, the period since the coming in of the 
Trustees is especially considered. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


A radical change has been brought about in the schools. 
The system of conducting the Home classes by teachers hired 
by the Home was abandoned after the close of the last school 
year, and on October 27, 1897, a new public school, a part of 
the city school system, was opened in this building for the 
benefit of our inmates. Our teachers are now appointed by 
the School Committee, and paid from the regular school 
appropriation, which also defrays all expenses save the fur- 
nishing of the school-rooms and their lighting and heat. 

Regarding the education of the children under my care as 
paramount, I have subordinated many other features of our 
home life to the schools. By changing the meal and sleep- 
ing hours, every child able to go to school is now not only 
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receiving the full complement of class time, but also an 
opportunity for reading and study, corresponding to the 
pupil’s hour for home study. 

The following is now the daily routine: 


6 A.M.— Children rise, wash, etc. 

7 A.M. — Breakfast. 

7.30-8.45 A.M.— Housework and play when work is done. 
8.45-9 A.M. — Prepare for school. 

9 A.M.-12 M.— School (recess 15 minutes at 10.30). 
12 M.-12.30 P.M. — Prepare for dinner, wash, etc. 
12.30 P.M. — Dinner. 

1-1.45 P.M. — Play. 

1.45 P.M.— Prepare for school. 

P.M. — School. 

P.M. — Play. 

.30 P.M.— Prepare for supper, wash, ete. 

P.M. — Supper. 

ay Spire Play. 

P.M. —Smaller children to bed. 

—8 P.M. — Larger children in reading-rooms. 


We observe all the regular public school holidays, and the 
first Tuesday afternoon of every month is set aside as Visit- 
ing Day for the children’s parents and friends. At other 
times I permit visits for sufficient reasons, guarding, how- 
ever, the school hours from any distractions of this nature. 
There is, with these exceptions, practically no bar to the 
visits of the relatives of our inmates. Sunday morning is 
spent in chapel at Mass and Sunday-school. The afternoon 
is devoted to reading and quiet amusements. 


PLANT. 


Every day makes the unfitness of this old building for its 
present purposes more apparent. The ventilation is defective 
throughout; the flooring and walls are in many apartments so 
worn that it is not possible to clean the rooms properly; the 
roofs and roof-gutters are leaking badly in spots, while the 
basement in the boys’ department, where much of the work 
of the Home centres, is in a noticeably dilapidated state. 
We have made liberal use of paint, whitewash and soap and 
water, but these cannot supply the lack of proper accommo- 
dations and facilities for carrying on the work of the Home. 
The doctors’ rooms are in a particularly bad condition, 
hampering the efforts of the officers in keeping up a desirable 
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standard. The basement is cold and draughty, and in winter 
a menace to the health of both children and officers. 

The institution is scattered over a great area, far in excess 
of actual needs, and entailing an amount of labor to keep it 
in order, much beyond the time and powers of the number of 
workers maintained. The plumbing is old and subject to 
continual repair; the laundry needs a thorough renovation ; 
the bakery calls for a new floor; much of the entire building 
should be newly painted; the furniture in the officers’ rooms 
and the beds and bedding of the children are practically 
worn-out; and the children have no place wherein to keep 
such individual possessions as come to them during their stay 
here. The best service the city can render its helpless wards, 
and the greatest honor it can do its own philanthropic name, 
is to sell out this old structure at once, and apply the proceeds 
to the erection of a more suitable Home, answering the 
requirements and standards of modern intelligent charity, in 
a locality better adapted to the physical welfare and comfort 
of the inmates. If this desirable outcome of the matter is 
to be long delayed, then a liberal expenditure of money should 
at once be devoted to remedying the pressing necessities of 
this place.

ALTERATIONS, IMPROVEMENTS, ETC. 


We are in a better state regarding fire than at the close of 
last year. The iron balconies outside the girls’ dormitories 
have been remodelled, by means of connecting iron stairs, so 
as to secure a direct fire-escape to the ground, and a new fire- 
escape has been put up on the boys’ side, opening from the 
two larger dormitories, which had never before been provided 
with a direct means of exit in case of fire. The old escape 
leading from the “ Chapel” dormitory has also been repaired, 
and a complete set of new fire hose has replaced the old ones 
throughout the building. In comphance with the request of 
the Fire Department we have elevated the front gate 123 
inches, to permit the entrance of engines, trucks, etc., within 
the Home enclosure. To prepare for an emergency the 
children are given an occasional drill in vacating the house 
from the class-rooms and by means of the fire-escapes from 
the dormitories. 

Many improvements, of a special ee will appear 
below in their particular paragraphs. 


HEALTH. 


The report of the Medical Staff, hereunto appended, will 
state in detail the number of cases and the nature of the 
diseases treated in our hospital wards and elsewhere during 
the year. In general, the health of the children has been 
excellent, and, with the exception of. a short epidemic of 
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mumps last winter, we have not had many cases of the con- 
tagious diseases common to childhood. LEverything of an 
infectious and contagious character is sent at once to 
the City Hospital, South Department, with resulting safety 
and protection to our other children. Asa matter of extra 
precaution, in the month of September, after a chain of three 
scarlet fever cases, we had our boys’ hospital dormitories, 
clothes-rooms, and dining-rooms, thoroughly disinfected by 
the Board of Health. The disease has not appeared since. 

I had hoped to be able to report no deaths among the 
children during the year, the record being free from mortality 
for eleven months and a half. Almost at the last day, how- 
ever, this happiness has been broken by the decease on the 
same day of two infants, Mary A. Sullivan, ten months old, 
who died of marasmus in a country home on January 19, 
and Nettie Stone, three months old, who died in this home, of 
pneumonia, from which she was sufferi ing when admitted the 
day before her death. 

I am happy to add, heer that even with these two 
deaths, the number is the lowest ever recorded since the 
Nursery Department was organized in 1885, which fact is in 
itself a high tribute to the good nursing and medical attend- 
ance given our babies in the Home and in the families where 
they are boarded. My thanks are due and are hereby 
extended to the members of the Medical Staff who gave their 
services gratuitously, and answer every special call with 
promptness ; also to their representative, the resident Medical 
Interne in the Home, upon whom devolves the responsibility 
of carrying out the doctors’ commands, and guarding the 
Home against any outbreak of contagious sickness. 

During half the year the hospital service for the boys was 
rendered by pupil nurses from the Long Island Hospital, 
who served here for terms of six months each as part of their 
regular trainng. We have returned to the former plan of 
having a regular attendant, appointed as one of our officers ; 
but I desire to express my appreciation of the kindness shown 
the sick boys by the nurses from Long Island during the 
period of their service here, and of the great interest taken by 
Miss Morris, their matron, in her visitations and advice. 


LIBRARY. 


We have made arrangements with the Boston Public 
Library for the furnishing of books on deposit. We receive 
fifty books at a time, and distribute them among our boys and 
girls, allowing each ‘volume to circulate until all who desire 
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to read it have had an opportunity to do so. By this plan 
some seventy-five books are read every month by our boys 
and girls, and a monthly report of the same is sent to the 
Library. 


DIET. 


We are following the bills of fare for officers and inmates, 
introduced last winter by the committee appointed by the 
Mayor with such economies in the officers’ table as your 
Board has from time to time requested. We rejoice in the 
improved quality of the bread made possible by receiving the 
first grades of flour in the market. Officers and children now 
eat the same bread, and the quantity consumed by the latter 
is a sufficient indication of its superior quality. The sup- 
plies furnished by contract call for constant vigilance as to 
the quality sent, and the efforts to combine variety of food 
with due economy of expenditure make this one of the most 


difficult questions in the Home.

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The sick children get the diet prescribed by the doctors, 
and the hospital children are favored very often with dessert 
and other extras from the Superintendents’ and _ officers’ 
tables. 


CHANGES. 


The year has been prolific of change in the personnel of 
officers, and in many features of Home management. At the 
direction of the Trustees the positions of assistant superin- 
tendent, clerk, house officer, gardener, and expressman have 
been discontinued, and several others are in process of re- 
organization. In November we ceased supplying the Charles- 
town Almshouse with bread, a change enabling us to dispense 
with the services of the assistant baker, who was transferred 
to the said institution as baker. At the direction of the 
Trustees also the two horses attached to this Home were 
transferred to Deer Island and Rainsford Island respectively, 
leaving the Home dependent altogether upon local expresses 
for the delivery of its supplies. 

Several new positions have been created in lieu of those 
dispensed with. Miss ENaS. Morrow, for many years teacher 
of the girls’ grammar school has been made Children’s Matron 
to superintend the general work of the Home among the 
children, and two new assistant matrons and two house- 
workers have been appointed. These workers are employed 
right among the children in what most closely concern their 
bodily welfare and deportment, and I hope will effect rapid 
improvement in the general conditions. 

A. decided advance on old methods effected at the expense 
of much time and labor, is our new way of apportioning the 
children’s clothing. Every boy and girl has now a number 
which is stamped on every article of apparel and gives to its 
owner a responsibility for the clothing which was never be- 
fore fixed. ‘The changes of clothing are distributed on the 
same plan, so that all the children have their own clothes to 
wear and be responsible for. I have torn down the old 
clothes-boxes in the basement, which were so long an eyesore 
and a scant storing-place for clothes, shoes, etc. One of the 
smaller dormitories has been fitted up as well as resources 
permitted as a clothes-room and answers fairly well for the 
purpose. ‘There is no doubt, however, that we should have 
suitable lockers for the clothes and other possessions of the 
children. | 

The girls have now each a box for hair-brush, comb and 
tooth-brush and all the children have hooks in the wash-room 
for their own towels. The hair-brush boxes will be put in 
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for the boys as soon as practicable. We have stopped 
the custom of keeping the girls’ hair short, hoping to be 
able to teach them to care for it properly while permitting its 
full natural growth. 

The girls’ sewing-room has also materially benefited from 
a change in sewing machines. Seven of the old ones, which 
had been in use for many years have been replaced by more 
modern machines, guaranteed to give the best of service for 
five years. The change was long needed, and will prove 
helpful to the sewing matron and the girls who are learning 
the use of machines. 

The marking process has been extended to all depart- 
ments, towels and linen of every description, facilitating its 
distribution and placing definitely the responsibility for its 
care. 

The old cotton table-cloths in the dining-rooms have given 
place to substantial linen ones, and the boys’ almshouse bibs 
to linen napkins and rings, all of which impart a greater 
home air to the meals of the children, and help them to more 
refined manners. 

As a stimulus to the children’s minds, I have organized a 
Boys’ Home Club and a Girls’ Sitting-room, where amid 
surroundings conducive to reading and intelligent recreation, 
the larger children are permitted to congregate at night and 
on alternate evenings play at games, read their school books 
or the books from the library. . A movement has been 
started to induce voluntary workers from the outside to in- 
terest themselves in the children by forming classes in read- 
ing, history, and other special branches of study. Already 
several such classes are carried on by charitable ladies, and I 
hope that the work can be extended so as to embrace all the 
boys and girls. 

To break the monotony of institution lfe I allow a number 
of the children the privilege of going out Sundays to see 
their friends and the objects of interest about the city. The 
teachers and officers, too, frequently take a number of the 
children to places of interest and amusement, all of which 
helps to brighten and animate their lives. Some of the 
scrubbing formerly done by the children I have given to be 
done by the laundry women. Owing, however, to the greater 
demands upon the laundry for extra mangling and more hand- 
washing, the women can do but a small portion of the great 
amount to be done. To clean up this institution from day 
to day by hired help would entail the services of two or three 
scrub-women, working steadily every day. 
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RELIGIOUS SERVICES, ENTERTAINMENTS, ETC. 


In March last Rev. J. H. Rache, $.J., Catholic chaplain of 
the Home, was by his superiors transferred to another field of 
labor, and pending the appointment of a permanent successor 
the Catholic children were ministered to by Rev. Fathers 
Byrne and Schmidt, of the Society of Jesus. On Easter 
Sunday a large number of the boys and girls made their First 
Communion, and in May about fifty of them received the 
sacrament of Confirmation at the hands of Right Rev. John 
Brady, D.D., auxiliary bishop of Boston. The present 
Catholic chaplain of the Home is Rev. Jas. F’. Dawson, 8.J., 
who takes a great interest in the spiritual welfare of the 
children, spending every Sunday morning among them at 
Mass and Sunday-school, and coming at other times as_ well 
to instruct and entertain them. 

The Sunday-school for the Protestant children was main- 
tained every Sunday afternoon by a corps of workers attached 
to the Christian Endeavor Society of the Walnut-avenue 
Congregational Church, under the efficient direction of Mr. 
Stephen G. Clark. Latterly the numbers attending the Sab- 
bath classes became so few that it was deemed desirable to 
discontinue the work in the Home and to take the children 
out to church. ‘This is now done, the children being received 
among the different classes of the regular Sunday-school of 
this church. 

My sincere thanks are due, and are hereby cordially ex- 
tended, to those who in one way and another have shown 
kindnesses to the children under my care during the past year: 
to the managers of the chutes and baseball grounds for 
their frequent permission to the children to enjoy their 
amusements; to the Boston Institute Shore Home for nu- 
merous summer outings for the children; to the Children’s 
Island Sanitarium for a fortnight’s vacation to eleven of our 
crippled children ; to Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln for gifts of apples 
and children’s chairs; to the Sisters of Notre Dame for their 
constant attendance in the Sunday-school; to Miss Alice 
Wells for summer class-work; to Fathers Moylan and Mc- 
Guigan of All Saints Church for a picnic at Apollo garden ; 
to the Young Men’s Catholic City Point Association for a 
minstrel entertainment ; to the Catholic Union of Boston for 
a Christmas donation of twenty-five dollars through Father 
Dawson ; to Rev. D. W. Waldron, City Missionary, for Easter 
cards ; to the teachers and pupils of the Lowell School, and to 
Mr. D.W. Jones, their principal, for Christmas presents ; to Mrs. 
H. A. Lamb for a number of beautiful photogravures for the 
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Boys’ Club Room; to Miss Emily G. Balch for two canaries 
for the Nursery and Girls’ Hospital; to Mrs. W. J. Quinn, 
and Mr. Charles V. Dasey for pictures ; to Mrs. R. V. Crosby, 
Miss Sturgis, Misses Julia and Margaret Hunnewell, Mrs. 
Edward Clark, Mrs. D. T. V. Hunton and Mrs. George G. 
Lowell for special kindness and interest in behalf of individ- 
ual children ; and to the teachers of the Catholic and Protes- 
tant Sunday-schools, and many other friends, too numerous 
to mention, who, by gifts, services as entertainers and 
otherwise, have given pleasure and benefit to the children 
and assistance to myself in providing useful and agreeable 
diversion from the chronic dulness of an institution routine. 


BAKERY. 


During the year we have baked the following number of 
loaves of bread and cake: 

For Marcella-street Home, 23,505 loaves of bread, weighing 
58,763 pounds. 

For Charlestown Almshouse, from February 1 to November 
13, 1897, 12,927 loaves of bread, weighing 32,518 pounds. 

For Marcella-street Home 48,380 pieces gingerbread. 

For Charlestown Almshouse, February 1, 1897, to November 
13, 1897, 14,525 pieces gingerbread. 

In addition we baked for the inmates of Marcella-street 
Home 11,900 pounds of corncake, and for their holiday 
meals 2,100 roils and 110 pies.

NURSERY. 


This department has, under the present administration, 
become practically merged in the general outside work of the 
department. Prior to that the Nursery embraced all children 
under five years of age. These were sent into the country 
soon after admission, and, as a rule, brought back at the age 
of five to enter the kindergarten. The kindergarten has now 
been abandoned. No limit is now set to stay of children in 
the outside homes, and children of all ages have been sent to 
board. The care of the visitation of children placed in out- 
side homes, and finding of such homes now rests exclusively 
with the agents appointed by the board for this purpose. 

The use of the old frame building on Highland street as a 
nursery for babies during such stay at the Home, as may be 
necessary, has been abandoned. It was wholly unsuited to 
such a purpose. One of the disused school-rooms has been 
changed into a nursery, and the change is a great improve- 
ment.

The Medical Staff respectfully submit the following 
report: . 

The health of the children has been good during the past 
year. ‘There have been no epidemics since the epidemic of 
mumps last winter. ‘Three cases of scarlet fever occurred 
during the summer, and a few isolated cases of diphtheria 
have occurred during the year, a prompt disinfection has been 
made after each case was sent to the hospital. 

Much improvement has been made in the dormitories, 
especially in that used by the children who were obliged to 
be awakened at night. A satisfactory number of hygienic 
water-closets have been put in the building, and the arrange- 
ment of beds in the dormitories is much improved. 

According to the Board’s suggestion, the eyes and ears of 
the children are tested before they are permitted to go to 
school, and all children undergo a physical examination before 
they are put out to board. The cottage where infants at the 
home were formerly kept, a most unhealthy place, has been 
abandoned, and one of the lower school-rooms is at present 
used for this purpose, a great change for the better. 

Because of the improved condition of the Home, cases 
which formerly had to be sent to the hospital to be operated 
on are now operated on at the Home.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


RAINSFORD ISLAND, BOSTON HARBOR. 
To the Trustees, Children’s Institutions Department : 

I herewith submit my annual report of this institution for 
the year ending January 31, 1898: 

The present number of boys in the school is 159, an 
increase of thirty-two during the year. 

This imecrease in number taxes our accommodation to the 
utmost, and the importance of new and commodious build- 
ings becomes more apparent. A classification and separation 
into groups or families of thirty boys each is indispensable 
to accomplish the best results in a school of this character — 
a change which. cannot be effected in our present location. 
In view of the fact that an opinion prevails, in which I 
heartily concur, that this island is not of sufficient size upon 
which to build and equip a suitable institution for boys, I 
refrain from recommending any further expenditure of money 
for the development of this plant, but hope for a speedy 
action on the part of the city government, appropriating a 
sufficient amount to purchase an estate on the main land, 
large enough for a thoroughly equipped and modern institu- 
tion. 

The schools, three in number, are taught by Mr. Henry C. 
Twitchell, Mrs. Maude Gates Everett and Miss Annie L. 
Murphy. The condition of the schools has been much 
improved by the substitution of female teachers for male 
teachers in two class-rooms. The schools are graded as 
much as it is possible, according to the intellectual advance- 
ment of the boys. The constant changes by admissions to, 
and discharges from, the school, necessitates frequent promo- 
tions from the lower to the higher grades, most of the boys 
entering the lower grade when admitted. ‘These frequent 
promotions hinder somewhat the work of the teachers. The 
number of boys assigned to each teacher is too great. Much 
more could be accomplshed were it possible to increase our 
force of teachers. Notwithstanding these difficulties, good 
progress is being made. The class of boys sent to a school 
of this kind, coming as they do from the lowest grades of 
society, requires the best talent obtainable in a teacher to 
arouse in them a desire to improve their minds, and to 
direct their thoughts from viciousness into newer and 
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higher planes. The. work of the teachers is worthy of 
commendation. 

The Manual Training and Industrial Departments have 
been continued during the year with satisfactory results. 
The industrial training given boys while here has been the 
means, in many cases, of their obtaining employment when 
released, which is exceedingly gratifying, and encourages a 
continuance and improvement of our industrial work. The 
interest manifested by all boys, to whichever department 
assigned, is very marked, and in many cases rapid develop- 
ment is noted. The instructors in the different branches 
have worked zealously, and have accomplished much. 

The instruction in band music still continues. Frequent 
changes among the members precludes a desirable pro- 
ficiency, but it affords much pleasure and profit to the mem- 
bers, and great enjoyment to the whole school. It is an 
important adjunct to all entertainments gotten up by the 
boys. 

For reading-matter we have access to the Boston Public 
Library, and have a sufficient number of books constantly on 
hand to supply all who read. <A portion of the books are 
returned every month and others drawn out. The boys are 
generally fond of reading and appreciate the advantages this 
plan affords them. In addition to the above, we are in 
receipt of numerous magazines and periodicals from friends, 
who have our thanks for the same. 

The religious instructions have been conducted regularly 
by Rev. William B. Toulmin for the Protestants, and by the 
_ Rey. Fathers Casey and Finnegan for the Catholic boys. 
Rey. Father Brennan has visited us at regular times, hearing 
confessions of the boys. 

The general health of the boys has been good. Two 
deaths have occurred during the year. A few minor acci- 
dents, incident to boys, are noted. I desire to extend to Dr. 
Wentworth, Superintendent at Long Island, and to the mem- 
bers of his medical staff, my thanks for professional services 
so cheerfully rendered by them. 

The holidays have been appropriately observed. March 
11, Dr. William H. Prescott gave the boys a very interesting 
lecture upon Australia, with illustrations by a stereopticon, 
which afforded them much pleasure and profit. June 11, 
the school was given an excursion about the harbor, visiting 
the war vessels then temporarily located here. 

I would recommend that some means be adopted by which 
the boys may have the advantage of more lectures upon 
interesting and instructive subjects. 
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The agricultural productions are of the usual quantity and 
variety, affording us a generous supply of fresh vegetables 
in their season, adding much to the dietary of the boys. Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the productions :

PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


Twenty-five different boys have received instruction in the 
printing-office during the year, a daily average of eighteen. 
The aim of the work is to give the boys as much information 
as possible of the different branches of the business, during 
the time they remain with us. While some boys are able to 
show more improvement and to do better work than others, 
the general proficiency of the class is very good. ‘The ex- 
cellence of the work turned out by the class speaks for 
itself, as the sample of each job kept on file at the office will 
amply testify. 

The publication of the ‘‘ Leader” has continued throughout 
the year. Between 550 and 600 copies are printed monthly 
and distributed among our boys, and sent regularly to the 
other institutions in the department. We also have a num- 
ber of exchanges with institutions throughout the country, 
from which papers are published.

The work turned out by the 
class is quite satisfactory and shows constant improvement. 
We have recently added a Standard Screw Machine to the 
plant, by which hand-nailing is avoided, and the quality of 


product much improved. 
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The design of the class-work is instruction and not pro- 
duction, and we are pleased to note that several boys who 
have been released from school during the year have been 
enabled by the instruction received here to obtain employ- 
ment, and are doing well.

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TEACHER’S REPORT. 


L. D. PERKINS, Esq., 
Superintendent, House of Reformation: 


DEAR SiR: Complying with your request, I submit to 
you the following report of the school at Rainsford Island : 

All the boys in the institution attend school every day, 
excepting in raré instances of illness, or being detained to 
perform some outside labor in cases of emergency. 

The school is. divided into three grades. The class-rooms, 
having a seating capacity as follows: First division, 80; 
second division, 50; third division, 40, which indicates about 
the average attendance in each grade. The teachers em- 
ployed in the several rooms are Henry C. Twitchell, first 
division; Mrs. ‘Maude L. Everett, second division; Miss 
Annie L. Murphy, third division. 

Possibly our school-work may differ from that of some 
other institutions in this respect, that while not designed for 
exhibition or show, it is our purpose to give to each pupil all 
the benefits possible (during his limited stay with us) of 
such a practical education as would seem likely to be of ad- 
vantage to him in after life. Upon a boy’s admission to the 
institution he is examined in regard to his proficiency and 
ability, and assigned to such class-room as seems best adapted 
to his condition. 

In some instances boys enter the third division who have 
scarcely received any school instruction before their admission 
to our institution. It is a work of infinite toil and patience 
to transform such material into “good pupils,” and advance 
them through the various classes and grades during their 
detention here. 

The third division contains the primary classes, carrying 
them through the fundamental rules of arithmetic, using the 
primary geography, teaching a little history, and a propor- 
tionate amount of other studies. 

The second division advances them along these lines, and 
introduces some new features as adjuncts to the studies men- 
tioned. 

The first division continues the work, advancing them as 
far as possible, twenty-one boys having covered the ground 
thoroughly as far as “partial payments”? in the Franklin 
Written Arithmetic. 

In all the grades, reading, writing, spelling, geography, 
language, arithmetic, and something of history are taught. 
Considerable attention is paid to mental arithmetic, with a 
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view to the development of the reasoning powers of the 
pupils, in which they are generally deficient. 

We are much pleased with Werner’s Geography, which 
was introduced this term. It contains many new and inter- 
esting features. 

The vertical system of writing recently adopted (although 
somewhat dreaded by the teachers at the start) has proven 
to be a decided success. The results obtained thus far 
exceeded our expectations, there being many instances of 
remarkable improvement during the short time it has been in 
use. ‘The boys get more or less practice in the system, par- 
ticularly in letter-writing, to which considerable attention is 
paid. 

We have had several quite successful entertainments, for 
which ‘local talent” was furnished by the boys, under the 
direction of the teachers and officers, and which we think 
have been productive of good. 

We have a very large number of boys in a school, especially 
in the first divifion. I think Superintendent Seaver is author- 
ity for the statement that thirty boys of this kind are as 
many as one teacher ought to have. It is impossible, with- 
out more class-rooms and more teachers, to grade the school 
so as to obtain the best results, our boys covering in point of 
age a far greater range than those of the Parental School. 
The frequent changes incident to numerous commitments and 
discharges also often seriously interfere with the progress of 
the school. 

We trust that the conditions under which we labor are 
fully appreciated by you, and that they will be taken into 
consideration in passing judgment upon the work accom- 
plished. 

The other teachers join me in thanking you for your many 
kind words and suggestions.

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REPORT OF THE SLOYD DEPARTMENT. 
To L. D. PERKINS: 
Superintendent, House of Reformation: 


There are four classes of twelve each taking the Sloyd 
course. ‘The work is done outside of school hours — from 
7.15 to 9.15 A.M. and from 3.45 to 5.15 P.M. The classes 
come on alternate days, thus giving each three lessons per 
week. 

From September 11, when my work began, until January 
31, fifty-nine boys have been in these classes. As soon as a 
place is vacant it is filled from the school. 

The course of models is designed to be finished during the 
last three years of a grammar-school course by two hours’ 
work a week. With six hours’ work a week it should be 
completed in one year. ; 

The pupils are taught to sharpen their tools in connection 
with their work. e 

The work here is individual, each boy working as fast 
as he is able and going on without waiting for any other 
member of the class. In some classes no two boys are at 
work on the same model. This adds to the interest taken in 
the work and insures better and more independent work. In 
addition to the wood-work, the boys make a working drawing 
of each model from which the model is made, before beginning 
the model. Hach model, when completed, is marked as to 
the correctness of the measurements and the workmanship 
exhibited, by the boy himself. Afterward this is examined 
by me. Frequently the marks are unchanged, the boy esti- 
mating his own work so correctly. The gain in judgment 
and knowledge of how his work should be, is very beneficial 
to the boy. Besides these models three boys are kept busy 
with general repairing and making new objects of use. 

The training in accuracy, perseverance and honesty com- 
ing from his work on wood, which shows just what has been 
done by him, and the delight of making something useful for 
those in whom he is interested, are important in developing 
his character. Brain and hand are developed at the same 
time. |

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PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


The following is my third annual report of the Parental 
School. We have made no additions to our buildings this 
year. ‘The number of boys has steadily increased. We have 
had to crowd every department to take care of them, even 
the hospital having to be used for sleeping-room. We have 
no building for girls, and so use part of the hospital, as it is 
the only building where isolation from the boys is possible. 
If we are to continue to have to receive girls here, we should 
at least have a special building for them. We have boys 
enough for four family .buildings, and would recommend 
having two new cottages built, and grading completed, dur- 
ing next year. The ell on the Superintendent’s house ought 
to be taken off and anew one put on. ‘This was intended 
for summer use only, and built in a temporary manner. It 
is wholly unfit for a kitchen. 

Our new cottages have been a success. It is more expen- 
sive to build cottages so that each boy can have a separate 
sleeping-room, but it costs no more to run them than a 
cottage on congregate system. 

The health of the children has been good. Further infor- 
mation in regard to health and school work will be found in 
the reports respectively of physician and of the teachers. 

Our schools are four in number, and are in better working 
order than ever before. ‘The teachers and officers have been 
faithful in their duties, and deserve a great deal of credit 
for the success of the school during the past year. 

The religious instructions have been the same as last year, 
Catholic boys attending Father Boyle’s church, and Prot- 
estants the Protestant church. Father Boyle has made the 
boys presents, as usual, and they are very grateful for such 
favors. , 

The holidays have been suitably observed, and we have 
had various entertainments furnished by the city and by 
private individuals. Miss Nellie Locke and Miss Ruth Holt, 
of Roxbury, gave the boys entertainments which were highly 
appreciated. ‘The boys are very much pleased with books 
and other reading-matter received from individuals and from 
the Highland Club, which gave them a large collection of 
useful books, magazines and papers. 
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During the year the Metropolitan sewer has been com- 
pleted through: these grounds, and we hope in the early 
spring to make connections with this system. ‘This is a very 
important thing for the school, for our present system of 
sewerage would otherwise have had to be changed very soon, 
and the question of its disposition would have been a very 
serious one. ‘The Metropolitan sewer will free the school 
from further difficulty on this head and give us a perfect 
system. ‘The construction of the Metropolitan sewer has, 
however (in my opinion), caused the foundation of our 
boilers to settle in such a manner that it has had to have 
quite extensive repairs. After repairs are completed and 
a new boiler put in we shall be well supplied in this depart- 
ment. 

The garden has supplied us with a liberal quantity of 
vegetables. We have quite a large bed of strawberry plants 
which will supply us next summer-with berries if we judge 
by present appearances. The introduction of manual training 
into this school has proved to be a good thing for the boys. 
The boys are greatly interested in their work. We have four 
classes in this work each day, with seventeen boys in each 
class. 

If we had a few more acres of land we could raise all the 
vegetables required in the school, and it would be a good 
thing for the boys to have work of this kind during the 
spring and summer months.

Str: In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 22, of the Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith a report of the receipts, expendi- 
tures and transactions of this department for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1898. 

The past year has been an unusually busy one, principally 
in the mortgage department, the total number of papers sub- 
mitted for record being 11,309, as against 10,460 in 1896, 

In addition to the above, 340 assignments for the benefit 
of creditors were placed on file, this being the result of an 
act passed by the Legislature of 1897, compelling the 
trustee named in such an assignment to deposit with the 
city clerk of the city or town in which the principal 
business of the debtor is carried on a copy of such assign- 
ment. 

This copy is kept on file, and indexed in a proper manner, 
and a fee of one dollar is charged therefor. 

There were 399 accident notices filed during the year, 164 
of which were filed as a result of the explosion at the corner 
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of Boylston and Tremont streets, March 4, 1897, for per- 
sonal injuries and damages to property. 

By an act of the Legislature passed last year, which took 
effect April 23, 1897, authority to grant permits to erect 
stables was transferred from the Board of Aldermen to the 
Board of Health. There were 27 permits granted by the 
Board of Aldermen, however, before this act became 
operative. 

Fifty meetings were held by the Board of Aldermen, in- 
cluding special meetings, at which 1,447 jurors were drawn 
for the various courts. 

I desire to call your attention again to the neglect of 
those who have been appointed and confirmed as constables 
to file their bonds and take out their warrants. Of the 168 
appointed last year, no less than 58 neglected to come to the 
office to obtain their warrants and be sworn.

GENERAL WoRK. 


During the past year the general work performed has been 
the attendance at meetings of both branches of the City 
Council, and the Committees thereof; the care, custody, de- 
livery, and filing of all city documents, minutes, books, 
and pamphlets of the City Council; the care of the city 
flag-staffs, flags, ropes, stakes and music stands; the care 
and cleaning of the City Hall; also special work performed 
at the request of the Mayor, both branches of the City 
Council, and a number of the city departments.

FLAGS, ROPES AND STAKES. 


The flag on City Hall was displayed every day during the 
past year, Sundays excepted. 

The flags were displayed on the public grounds on Febru- 
ary 12, Lincoln’s Birthday; February 22, Washington’s 
Birthday ; March 17, Evacuation Day; April 19, Patriots’ 
Day; April 27, Grant’s Birthday; May 1, the Td5th anni- 
versary of the organization of the City Government; May 381, 
Memorial Day; June 15, Anniversary of the adoption of the 
Stars and Stripes as the American Ensign; June 17, Bunker 
Hill Day; July 5, Independence Day; September 6, Labor 
Day; September 17, Anniversary of the Settlement of Bos- 
ton; October 21, Constitution Celebration ; and on January 
17, Franklin’s Birthday. 

In April last two coats of paint were put on all the flag- 
staffs, and at the present time the entire nineteen, excepting 
the Jamaica Plain staff, are in good condition, located as 
follows :

The ropes and stakes were used to great advantage on 
many, occasions, particularly in the Charlestown District, 
June 17, by order of the Board of Aldermen, for the pur- 
pose of closing to public travel a large number of streets for 
the convenience of the military and other processions ; on 
Farragut Day, June 28, they were in use for the celebra- 
tion at Marine Park; on July 5 the department not only 
used all available rope, but was required to hire 3,000 feet 
extra, used in almost every locality in the city for restraining 
the crowds at the several games, band concerts and different 
displays, such as firemen’s playout, fireworks, parades, and 
all kinds of athletic games. 

On Labor Day they were used for closing certain streets 
at the request of the Police Department, and in front of City 
Hall for the Labor-Day parade. 

The ropes and stakes were used several times for military 
and other organizations in various localities. 


FREE CONCERTS. 


The details for the customary series of free concerts on 
the Common and public squares the past summer were car- 
ried out by this department; an appropriation of $5,000 was 
made for this purpose, and the contract for furnishing the 
music for sixty-eight concerts and defraying the entire ex- 
penses in connection with same was awarded to Baldwin’s 
Cadet Band. 

Eleven concerts were given on Boston Common on Sun- 
day afternoons, and eleven on the Marine Park on Sunday 
evenings, there being many thousand people in attendance at 
both places. Forty-six concerts were given in different sec- 
tions of the city on week-day evenings, which were enjoyed 
by hundreds of people at each concert. 

I desire to comphment Baldwin’s Cadet Band for the 
admirable manner m which they performed their contract ; 
their selections were popular, and appreciated by the large 
attendance at each concert. 


PuBLic CELEBRATIONS. 


The Seventeenth of June, Farragut Day, Fourth of July 
and Labor Day called for the usual amount of extra services 


Temporarily removed in 1896, 
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by the department at Charlestown, Faneuil Hall and Charles 
river, Marine and Franklin parks, Sullivan square, and at 
Brighton; Fourth of July called for an extraordinary amount 
of extra services in the erection of band-stands, and furnish- 
ing lanterns and chairs at the above and other localities 
including East Boston, Dorchester, Roxbury and North 
End. 
REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
ten reviews of military or other organizations by the Mayor 
in front of City Hall, and for convenience at these reviews a 
new reviewing stand was built by this department. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council Chamber for the an- 
nouncements of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the City Government and press. ‘To perform this 
duty required the services of about twenty-three extra clerks 
and messengers, six extra telephones, and four large black- 
boards ; about twenty police officers were needed to preserve 
order in the building on account of the great number of per- 
sons that always congregate in and about the building on 
election nights. 


USE oF COUNCIL CHAMBER. 


By order of the Common Council, the use of its chamber 
was granted to the Board of Assessors for holding their 
Snel sessions ; to the Board of Street Momiaerienen for 
public hearings, and to the Board of Election Commissioners 
for public hearings and recounts. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 


The care of the city’s guests —a duty that this depart- 
ment is frequently called upon to perform— required atten- 
tion the past year for the comfort and convenience of 
distinguished persons or delegations from the cities of Min- 
neapolis, Lowell, Northampton, Portland and Halifax, N.S., 
also the United States and English Naval officers. 


‘THe Ciry RECORD.” 


Arrangements were made for this department to dispose 
of the surplus copies of “The City Record;”’ the first issue ap- 
peared on January 10th last; the total amount received dur- 
ing the first month of the paper was $122.95. 


NG IONS Et Tee 
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THANKS TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I would also render thanks to the Superintendent of Streets 
for the prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and 
sidewalks around City Hall during the winter months. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that an appropriation of $400 be made 
to replace the Jamaica Plain flag-staff, which was removed in 
1896, it being unsafe. A new lower mast is needed, the top 
mast being stored at the present time. | 

I would recommend that the Aldermanic chamber and 
anteroom be painted, as both rooms need it very much. 

I would earnestly recommend that the band-stand in the 
Common be repaired and painted, as it has been neglected 
for years. 

A large committee room is very much needed, as_ the 
Aldermanic room has to be used, it being the only available 
place at the present time. 


REMARKS. 


I note with a great deal of pleasure the following improve- 
ments made during the past year in and around City Hall: 
The old west elevator has been replaced by a new and speedy 
one; all wires and structures removed from the roof, and 
wires in the corridors run in mouldings; the corridors painted 
and ceilings whitened; new fire extinguishers placed in 
the several corridors; new swivel chairs for the aldermanic 
chamber; the room furnished for the Press connected with 
City Hall was a much needed accommodation ; new directory 
tablets placed at front and rear entrances; the fence around 
City Hall repainted, and the two statues in front of the 
building cleaned. 

The stand-pipes used for fire purposes in City Hall were 
tested twice during the past year, and found to be in good 
order, the hose in good condition, and the signals in connec- 
tion therewith have been frequently tested during the year. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed, and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
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two police officers who attended the meetings of the Common 
Council, was twenty-three. 

There are twelve police officers at present assigned to 
City Hall, under the direction of this department, to protect 
the building and preserve order therein, who receive a salary 
from the Police Department; the night men are required to 
patrol the building each hour, and the Collector’s and Treas- 
urer’s offices every halt hour of the night and on Sundays 
and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any leaks in 
the water and gas-pipes, and are obliged to visit forty-three 
signal stations in different parts of the building during their 
tour of duty, the same being recorded on a watchman’s clock 
located in this office. 

I desire to mention the death of Patrolman Farwell, which 
occurred the past year. He was a valued and trustworthy 
officer, having been connected with this department for a 
number of years, and in whose death the city of Boston 
loses the services of a faithful and efficient servant, and his 
associates a true friend.

Sir: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for the financial year ending January 
D1, LOS. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 


was ninety-three, classified as follows:

These committees have had referred to them in the neigh- 
borhood of three thousand petitions, orders, remonstrances 
and papers of various kinds, and over ninety per cent. have 
been acted upon favorably or unfavorably, and reported back 
to the City Council. 

Of the standing committees the aldermanic committee on 
public improvements, and the joint committees on claims, 
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transacted the greatest amount of business. The number of 
claims considered and acted upon by the latter committee 
was 245, requiring for settlement the sum of $91,336.57. 

The several committees on electric wires, railroads, 
licenses and state aid have each had a large amount of work 
assigned them, and the joint special committees on Memo- 
rial Day, Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July, and Labor Day 
performed their duties in the customary manner, and with 
general satisfaction. 

The most noteworthy special work performed by a com- 
mittee was the investigation of the purchase of a printing 
plant by the city, which was conducted by the Committee on 
Printing. This investigation covered a period of nearly 
seven weeks, and printed testimony of the thirty witnesses 
who appeared at the hearings made a document of over 
800 pages. 

The seventy-fifth anniversary of the organization of the 
city government of the city of Boston was commemorated by 
exercises in the Council chamber, on which occasion an his- 
torical address was delivered by Mayor Quincy, and a me- 
morial volume containing the same has since been issued. 


LICENSED MINORS. 


The number of licenses issued to minors during the year 
was 2,452. The duties of the superintendent have been dis- 
charged in the customary satisfactory manner, and the few 
complaints have been promptly investigated and remedied. 
The number of licensed boys is constantly increasing, with a 
corresponding decrease in the number of boys who sell 
newspapers and black shoes without being under proper con- 
trol or supervision.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: In compliance with the requirements of sect. 22, 
chap. 3 of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election 
Commissioners respectiully submits its annual report for the 
year 1897. 

The work of this department during the past year has 
been carried on along the lines previously established with 
very gratifying results. 

The State election, occurring in what ‘is known as an off- 
year, was not attended with as much political excitement as 
usual, and the vote cast, therefore, was correspondingly small. 
The different candidates for governor received nearly 20,000 


less votes than were cast for the same officers in the year 


1896. 

The city election, however, was one of unusual activity, 
and brought out the largest vote ever cast at a municipal 
election in Boston. 

The voting list for this election was the largest ever pub- 
lished in this city, containing the names of 102,473 voters, 
exceeding any previous year by nearly 6,000 names. 

The voting list for the year 1897 was made up in the same 
manner as the new general list made during the year 1896. 
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It contained, besides the name and residence of the voter, 
additional information tending to identify the voter. This 
form, although more expensive than. the old style of alpha- 
betical arrangement with merely the names and residences, 
was deemed to be so great an improvement over the former 
system that legislative authority was granted to the Board to 
continue this system, by chap. 296 of the Acts of 1897. 

The laws governing the conduct of caucuses and elections 
still remain in a confused and unsatisfactory condition, not- 
withstanding the many efforts that have been made from time 
to time to simplify and consolidate them into one comprehen- 
Sive act. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth, acting under a re- 
solve passed by the Legislature of 1896, directing him to 
prepare a codification of all the statutes relating to the man- 
ner of holding and conducting elections and caucuses, made 
a careful study of the whole question and submitted a report 
which contained a uniform and harmonious codification of all 
the laws now in force relating to registration, and to the 
manner of holding caucuses and elections, and embodied 
therein certain recommendations of particular importance re- 
lating to the same subject. This report was submitted to 
the Legislature in the form of a bill which it was hoped and 
expected would receive favorable consideration from the Legis- 
lature of 1896, but for certain reasons, perhaps the strongest 
one being that this bill was not submitted for the consider- 
ation of the Legislature until nearly the close of the session, 
the whole matter was referred to the Legislature of this 
year. We are gratified to learn that thus early in the ses- 
sion this bill has been taken from the files and referred to 
the Committee on Election Laws, which is some indication 
that the subject is finally to receive the consideration that its 
importance demands. 


CAUCUSES AND ELECTIONS. 


During the year there were held seven caucuses and two 
elections. We are pleased to report that the caucuses were 
conducted in an orderly manner and the returns were made 
with greater promptness and accuracy than heretofore. We 
believe this to be due somewhat to the law passed by the last 
Legislature allowing a voter desiring to vote for an entire 
delegation to make a cross in a circle at the head of a dele- 
gation instead of marking each name, we believe this change 
in the law has worked in the main to the advantage of the 
voter. 
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The conduct of elections, in general, has been extremely 
gratifying. The officers performed their duties impartially 
and faithfully, and in general with a degree of intelligence 
which is very satisfactory; but as we observed last year in 
our report, much remains to be done in the matter of making 
the official returns. We do not mean by this that the re- 
turns are not made honestly according to the count, but the 
statute which directs the making of official returns is very 
technical. It requires that the returns shall be made in a 
particular manner, and, in our opinion, the direction of the 
statute in this respect should not be departed from, and we 
have endeavored, by a system of oral and written instruc- 
tions, given to the election officers, to have them understand 
the importance of complying with the statutes in this particu- 
lar, but notwithstanding all our efforts in this direction much 
remains to be desired. We are somewhat at a loss to know 
what remedy to suggest for this defect, unless it is as we 
stated in our report last year that more time be given to us 
for the appointment and instruction of election officers. 

We think that the appointment of the large number of 
deputy election officers, now required by law, is entirely un- 
necessary and the expense attendant upon this requirement of 
law is hardly justified by the duties that the deputies perform. 
They are simply required to appear at the opening of the 
polls in order that they may fill vacancies, if any exist, in 
the places of the regular officers. In practice, however, we 
find that hardly two per cent. of all the deputies are called 
upon to serve. More than this, the statute already provides 
that in the case of a vacancy existing among any of the 
election officers at the opening of ‘the polls, nominations may 
be made from the floor and the vacancy filled by a vote of 
those present before the polls are opened. <A saving of 
$3,500 could be made by an amendment to the law in this 
respect. 

We would again request the various political committees 
to exercise further care in preparing nomination papers for 
candidates to be placed upon the official ballot for caucuses, 
and particularly that the alterations and additions made 
necessary by withdrawals or otherwise should be plainly and 
correctly made. 

We realize the responsibility that is placed upon us when 
we are called upon to print the ballots for caucuses, and 
we desire that the committees may assist us as far as pos- 
sible, so that the danger of mistakes may be reduced to 
a@ minimum. 
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RECOUNTS. 


The petitions for recounts of votes cast at caucuses and 
elections increase greatly from year to year, and the criti- 
cisms contained in our report of last year, of the great abuse 
of the right to petition for recounts, is strengthened by the 
experience of the year just passed. 

Over 200 petitions for recounts were presented and acted 
upon, and, except in a few instances, the result of the recounts 
generally indicated that the petitions were wholly unnecessary. 
In many cases those directly interested in the result of the 
recounts, although seasonably notified, were not sufficiently 
interested in the matter to appear and be present during the 
progress of the count. Our inference from this fact is that 
in the cases last referred to the recounts were asked, for some 
other reason than for the purpose of ascertaining whether the 
ballots were properly counted as cast. We desire to state in 
this connection that it is imperative that some more com- 
modious quarters should be furnished this department in 
which to conduct the recounts. The law provides that each 
individual whose interests may be affected by the result of the 
recount shall have the right to be present and witness the 
conduct of the same, and in many instances, if the parties 
interested did not waive their right to be present and agree 
upon some one individual to represent them, it would have 
been simply impossible with our present accommodations to 
have performed this duty. Particularly was this true at the 
recount conducted by this department after the last city elec- 
tion. The representatives of the various candidates whose 
votes are being counted, or the candidates themselves, natu- 
rally desire to observe everything connected with the proceed- 
ings, and unless they can do this they naturally feel some 
degree of dissatisfaction. It is apparent, therefore, that with 
more commodious quarters this work could be performed 
more expeditiously, and certainly more satisfactorily to all 
parties concerned. 

This work is, perhaps, the most delicate that the commis- 
sioners are called upon to perform, and yet our conveniences 
for doimg it are more inadequate to the demands and the 
nature of the work than for the performance of any other part 
of our official duties. 


BALLoT LAw CoMMISSION. 


Acting as the Ballot Law Commissioners of the City of 
Boston, we were called upon to hear and determine but one case 
during the past year. The ground upon which this com- 
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plaint was made was the alleged illegality of the conduct of 
a caucus held in Ward 6. ‘The specific illegality upon which 
the complainants relied being, that the caucus was closed be- 
fore 8.50 o'clock P.M. in violation of the statute. It 
appeared in evidence that the caucus was closed at about 
8.05 P.M., and the cause of closing at that hour was that 
the ballots which were provided by the Board of Election 
Commissioners, upon requisition of the City Committee, 
were exhausted, and that there was no further business to 
be transacted. | 

It appeared also that the requisition for ballots which was 
made seemed to be amply abundant for the use of the caucus, 
and that the committee, in making their requisition, exercised 
reasonably good judgment and acted in perfect good faith. 
It was decided that this informality, under the circumstances 
did not invalidate the caucus, and the names of the candi- 
dates selected at that caucus were placed upon the official 
ballot. One other complaint was made but was withdrawn 
by the complainants at the time set for the hearing. 

In connection with this subject we desire to say that some 
embarrassment results to this department, and to the public 
generally, from the laws as they now stand with regard to the 
filing of nomination papers for the nomination of candidates 
to be placed upon the official ballot at the city election. The 
law requires that nomination papers for this purpose must first 
be submitted seasonably to the Election Commissioners that 
the names may be certified before the papers are regularly 
filed. The embarrassment arises from the construction of 
this word “seasonably.”” Inthe case of nominations for state 
officers this embarrassment is avoided, because the certifying 
officers and the officer with whom the papers must be regu- 
larly filed are distinct individuals, the certifying officers being 
the Board of Election Commissioners, and the officer with 
whom the papers must be filed being the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth. But in the case of city officers the certi- 
fying officers and the officers with whom the papers must be 
filed are the same individuals, and on aecount of this dual 
capacity many of the candidates who have to do with this de- 
partment in connection with the filing of independent nomi- 
nation papers do not make the distinction between the sub- 
mission for certification and the filme of the papers after they 
are certified. They do not understand that there is a dis- 
tinct act of submission for certification to be performed be- 
fore the papers can be filed with this Board. 

We suggest, therefore, if possible, that some line of 
deinarcation be made so that the statute would plainly indi- 
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cate that there are two things to be done by the prospective 
candidate before his papers can be regularly filed with the 
commissioners. Perhaps if the word ‘“seasonably” were 
striken from the statute, and the words “twenty-four hours 
before the time for filing” be substituted therefor this em- 
barrassment might be avoided. 


COMPLAINTS FOR ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 


- During the month of December, immediately prior to the 
city election, 523 complaints for illegal registration, under 
the provisions of sects. 54 and 55, chap. 417 of the Acts of 
1893, were submitted to this department. These com- 
plaints were filed seven days before election and the commis- 
sioners, as required by law, inquired into the nature of the 
complaints, and in 415 cases issued summonses to the,parties 
named therein ; in 108 cases the commissioners deemed the 
evidence insufficient and declined to issue summonses. The 
matter of the complaints was heard at times and places 
fixed, and 236 respondents appeared before the commis- 
sioners. Of these 236 respondents who appeared, the com- 
plaints against 210 were dismissed; a small number were 
sustained, and in about 20 other cases the names of the 
voters were transferred to other locations. One hundred 
and eighty individuals to whom summonses had been issued 
failed to appear, and under the law their names were stricken 
from the list. | 

The statute under which these complaints were made, pro- 
vides that they shall be filed with this department seven 
days, at least. before an election, and further provides that 
the commissioners shall inquire into the nature of the com- 
plaints, and, if they deem the evidence sufficient, they shall 
issue a Summons to the voter against whom the complaint is 
made, and this summons must be served upon the voter in 
person, or by leaving a copy of the same at his last and usual 
place of abode, not more than fourteen days and not less than 
twenty-four hours before the day named for the hearing. It 
will be readily seen, therefore, that when a large number of 
complaints are filed only seven days before an election it is 
somewhat difficult to first inquire into the matter of the com- 
plaints and afterward to cause a summons to be served and 
then to give the voter a hearing, if he responds to the sum- 
mons. In no instance in the cases above referred to was there 
an opportunity to give the respondents longer notice than the 
minimum allowed by law, and in many cases, where the re- 
spondents appeared, it transpired that they had as a matter 
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of fact received no summons, but notice had been brought to 
them through the public press that their names had been, or 
were about to be, stricken from the list because they were 
illegally registered. The difficulty, therefore, in the practical 
operation of this law when a large number of complaints are 
filed such a short time before an election is, that it may work 
serious injustice to citizens whose names are properly on the 
voting list, but who have not received proper notice of the 
complaints pending against them. There seems to be no 
good reason why the time for filing these complaints should 
not be extended to at least fourteen days. Registration in the 
city of Boston closes twenty days before the election, and 
during the progress of registration the public are kept con- 
stantly informed through the press of the names and resi- 
dences of those who have been added to the voting list, so 
that any public-spirited citizen who desires to prevent illegal 
registration, or to expose it if such a thing occurs, may have 
ample opportunity to inspect the lists from time to time as 
they appear, and after the close of registration, there would 
be six entire days to further investigate and be prepared to 
furnish any evidence that might be necessary to have such 
cases brought before the proper authorities. 

We would suggest, therefore, that the time for filing com- 
plaints and the time for serving notices upon respondents be 
extended, and that the respondents, when they appear before 
this Board, shall be confronted with the witnesses upon whose 
evidence the complaint is based. 

And that no name shall be stricken from the list for the 
non-appearance of a respondent until after evidence tending 
to establish the illegality of the registration shall have been 
submitted at the hearing, and that the Election Commission- 
ers be given power to summons and compel the attendance of 
witnesses, and that some provision be made for the compen- — 
sation of witnesses who may be summoned in support of the 
complaints. 


ELECTION BooTHs AND POLLING PLACES. 


In our last annual report we expressed an opinion that it 
was desirable that this department should be equipped with 
a full number of voting booths for the 191 precincts in the 
city. : 

Heretofore, we have by courtesy of the School Board used 
for election purposes seventy-five or more school-houses. 
During the past year, however, the School Board have served 
notice upon us that hereafter we must provide ourselves with 
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other places in which to hold our elections. Their reasons 
for this action seem to be entirely reasonable. 

The holding of elections interferes seriously with the dis- 
cipline of the schools, and in many places we were obliged to 
enter the buildings and to remove the furniture, and to trans- 
form the school-room for the time being into a polling place, 
and even where we were enabled to use the basement of the 
schools for election purposes the school buildings for that 
day were closed to the scholars. We shall therefore be 
obliged to provide the public with a sufficient number of 
pollng booths to take the place of the school-houses that 
have thus been withdrawn from our use, and with this end in 
view we have asked this year for an appropriation for the 
purchase of 100 iron polling booths, samples of which were 
used at the last municipal election, and which seemed to be 
sufficiently adapted for use as election places. 

We have now available fifty-nine booths, including the 
three iron ones which we had constructed as samples, and 
twenty-five wardrooms. We consider that the purchase of 
these booths will be m the end a substantial saving to the 
city because we estimate, taking into account a proper 
amount for depreciation, interest on the investment and the 
expense of handling and storing these buildings, that the 
expense each year will be very much less than if we chose 
the alternative of hiring stores and other available places in 
which to hold our elections. 


EXPENSES. 


At the beginning of the year the Board estimated that the 
expenses of the department for the year 1897 would amount 
to $132,000, but the City Council appropriated for our pur- 
poses the sum of $120,000. 

As a matter of fact, the expenses of the department 
amounted for the year 1897 to $137,632.68. It should be 
borne in mind that while the expenses of the department are 
practically fixed charges, yet the expenses for each year in 
each branch of the work increase with the growth of the 
city, and that it costs more in all branches of our depart- 
ment to register 102,000 voters than to register 5,000 or 
10,000 less. Every name added to the list increases the ex- 
pense of the department. This suggestion may in some de- 
eree explain the increased cost of running the department 
from year to year. 

The expenditures of the department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1898, are as follows:

Str: The following report of the expenses and operation 
of this department for the year ending January 31, 1898, is 
submitted : 

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works as 
the City Council may authorize; the making of such surveys, 
plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the city government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all 
surveys and plans relating to the laying-out, locating anew, 
altering, widening or discontinuing of streets; and the new 
engineering construction for all departments of the city. 
He must be consulted on all work where the advice of a 
civil engineer would be of service. ‘The office of the City 
Engineer was established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, 
and by chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895. 

The Architectural Division of the Public Buildings De- 
partment was detached from that Department January 13, 
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1898, and placed under the Engineering Department. The 
work of this division is that of a consulting or expert force. 
It may be called upon by any department for technical advice 
on matters relating to building, heating or ventilation. Plans 
or specifications for work to be done, in certain cases, by the 
Repair Division of the Public Buildings Department, are 
prepared by this division, which is also charged with a gen- 
eral supervision of the work done by the Repair Division of 
the Public Buildings Department.

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This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 
The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt in 


1867-68. 


The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and is 


maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part by the 
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Boston & Albany Railroad. The portions of the floor beams 
which were not painted in 1896 are very rusty, and should 
be painted. The fence is also quite rusty. The sidewalk 
planking is worn very thin, and should be renewed this year. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The fences and the 
ironwork below the flooring should be cleaned and painted. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Mills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. ‘The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard-pine. It was built in 1895, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. ‘The sheathing on the portion of 
the bridge not used for team travel should be renewed. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, West Roxbury). 
The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The ironwork is in good condition. The fence on the northerly 
side has been rebuilt, but that on the southerly side remains 
in a very poor condition, and should be repaired at once. 


Athens-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The bridge is in 
poor condition; it should be stripped and painted, and the 
upper woodwork should be renewed. 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is now in good condition. It is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of Back Bay). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The deck is in 
poor condition ; it should be renewed and the bridge should 
be painted. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
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for the convenience and at the expense of the West End 
Street Railway Company. The ironwork below the floor of 
the easterly and central roadways has been cleaned and 
painted, and new lower planking has been put in. The east- 
erly sidewalk has also been replanked, but the westerly side- 
walk and roadway remain in poor condition. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Parkway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 16 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, and is now in good 
condition. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven §& Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge has been reported for a number of years to be 
in a poor condition, and only such repairs as seemed abso- 
lutely necessary have been made. By carefully watching, it 
is probable that this bridge can be made to do its work until 
the removal of the railroad tracks from this location will 
render a bridge unnecessary at this point. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 88 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1895, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. It is now in 
good condition.

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Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. It should be 
painted and the under planking renewed. During the past 
year new sidewalks have been built. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This is‘a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The roadway and 
sidewalk planking and a few stringers have been renewed. 
The fence needs small repairs; otherwise the bridge. is in 
good condition. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany f.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. Although the 
ironwork below the floor was painted in 1895 portions of it 
are now very rusty. The sidewalk planking is very thin and 
should be renewed. 


Bridle-path Bridge, in the Riverway (over Muddy River). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The 
bridge was temporarily strengthened in 1893, to allow elec- 
tric cars to-use it, and the woodwork on the draw was re- 
newed in 1896. ‘The down-stream draw-pier has been rebuilt 
for a length of 120 feet, and the up-stream fender-guard has 
been rebuilt, and other general repairs have been made on 
the bridge and on the draw-pier. The sidewalks and the 
lower planking on the main bridge and on the Foundry-street 
span need repairs, and the draw foundation should be pointed. 
The piers and one fender-guard need renewal. ‘The trusses 
erected in 1895 need adjusting. The draw and draw foun- 
dation are in good condition. 
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Broadway Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The recom- 
mendation made a year ago, that the ironwork below the 
floor should be painted has not been carried out, and this 
part of the bridge is in a very rusty condition. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston ¢ Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. It is now in good 
condition. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the River- 
way ). 
This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 


was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
Piel: 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalk and 
bulkheads need repairing, and the fences should be painted. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. It was rebuilt 
in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The draw pier is 
too short to accommodate the larger class of vessels that the 
widening of the draw-way allows to pass through the bridge. 
A new boat, a buoy, and a better house should be provided 
at this bridge; the fender-guard, pier, water-way and stone 
abutment and chains on,the draw need repairing. ‘The deck 
of the bridge is old and needs renewing. 


Canal or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turntable 
draw. ‘The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. ‘The 
bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, and 
again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in the 
care of a commission, consisting of one commissioner from 
Boston and one from Cambridge. ‘The up-stream sidewalk 
on the Cambridge side of the draw has been rebuilt, and the 
bulkhead in front of the draw-tender’s house has been

repaired; the other sidewalks, sidewalk bulkheads and fenc- 
ing are poor and need rebuilding in part; additional stringers 
are needed near the draw, and some pile work is needed at 
the Cambridge end, and some of the spurshores need refitting ; 
the roadway should be repaved; the draw and draw-pier are 
old and need extensive repairs. 


Castle-Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It connects the Marine park 
with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so that if 
desired by the United States authorities, the island can be 
cut off from the shore. The draw should be adjusted, and 
minor repairs are needed on the flooring ; otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. A new sidewalk has 
been built on the down-stream side. The woodwork of this 
bridge is in very poor condition, and the previous recommen- 
dation is repeated, that the bridge be stripped and painted, 
the woodwork renewed, and the abutment pointed. 


Charles-river Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. The 
present bridge was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 
1870. The street-car rails have been removed from the 
bridge, and the roadway paving has been patched, and other 
general work has been done. ‘The fence and sidewalk bulk- 
head at the Boston end of the bridge need repairing; one 
bent of piles need additional caps, and the abandoned tele- 
phone poles should be removed; otherwise the main bridge is 
in fair condition; the piers and the fender-guard are in very 
poor condition, 


Charlesgate Bridge (in Back Bay Fens, over Boston § Albany 
E.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It is in good condition. 
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Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine Rh.f). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city; the 
remainder by the railroad company. The wheel-guard on 
the bridge is too narrow, and the fences need painting; 
otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-5. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. ‘The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundation were built in 1895. The 
draw has been painted, the draw pier, machinery and water- 
way have been repaired. The iron fence on the main bridge 
needs painting. The old fender-guard is in poor condition ; 
the concrete walk should be resurfaced. 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic iver). 


This is a pile bridge, with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-8. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven, and the draw was built in 1877. That part 
of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
orade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The waterway has 
been repaired, the house has been painted, and other minor 
work done. ‘The iron fence near the house needs painting, 
and the fender-guards are in poor condition; otherwise, the 
bridge is in good condition. 


— Chelsea-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw ; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1873, and again in 1894-95. The bridge should be painted, 
and the curbs need to be aligned ; otherwise, the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Circuit-drive Bridge (over Scarboro’ Pond, in Franklin 
Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 


feet 38 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 
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Columbus-avenue Bridge (over Boston g Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876-77. The ironwork 
below the floor is very rusty and the under planking should 
be renewed. Inasmuch as this bridge must be rebuilt 
when the tracks from the Providence Division of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad are extended to the 
South Union Station, it is not advisable to do any work other 
than is necessary to keep the bridge in safe condition for 
travel. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The present bridge was built in 1875. This bridge ‘is in 
poor condition; the draw should be rebuilt and most of the 
woodwork above the piles should be renewed. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1881-82, and is in 
good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. A part of 
the deck of the bridge and the sidewalks have been rebuilt. 
The remaining sidewalks and parts of the flooring of the 
bridge are in very poor condition and need immediate repairs. 
The draw should be raised in order to relieve the excessive 
wear on the wheels and tracks; the paving should be re- 
paired and the top of pier should be rebuilt. The bridge 
will soon be widened 20 feet at the Boston end, and filled 
solid as far as the harbor line; as soon as Summer-street 
bridge is built this bridge should be rebuilt; in the mean- 
time it should be watched very carefully. 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony brook, West Roxbury). 
This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in 
good condition. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. The sidewalk 
on the northerly side, and the railings for the girders on the 
street lines, have not as yet been built. It is desirable that 
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this work should be done without further delay, and the 
entire bridge put in a finished condition. 

With the exception of the plate girders on the outside lines 
of the bridge, and some special construction under the side- 
walks, the superstructures is composed of 20-inch steel beams 
filled between with brick arches and Portland cement con- 
crete, on which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. 
The lower flanges of the beams are covered with sheet lead 
to protect them from rust and the corrosion due to gases in 
smoke from locomotives. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over Flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Some of the piles are commencing to decay. The 
cross-bracing is poor, and should be renewed where necessary 
before winter. The flooring and the fences at the ends of 
the bridge need repairing; otherwise, the bridge is in fair 
condition. 


Dartmouth-street Bridge (over Boston §& Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1878-79. The ironwork 
of this bridge needs to be thoroughly cleaned and painted, 
but as extensive alterations must be made in this structure 
when the railroad tracks are rearranged on account of the 
abandoning of the Park Square Station, this work can be 
well postponed until that time. 


Dorchester-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven and Hartford R.R). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1869. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and 
put in fair condition in 1893. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers was 
built. The bridge is in good condition. Portions of the 
foundation of the old draw on the Boston side present a very 
unsightly appearance and should be removed. The top of 
the down-steam pier needs renewal. 
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Ellicott-Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Essex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw, and was origi- 
nally built in 1850; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
woodwork above the piles was renewed in 1896, and this 
part of the bridge is in good condition. During the past 
year an extension has been made to the draw-tender’s house, 
and other small repairs have been made. The planking along 
the waterway and on the top of the pier should be repaired. 


Hverett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany RR, Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. It is in good condition, and needs only 
minor repairs to some of the woodwork. It should be painted 
during the present year. 


Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The sidewalks need re- 
planking and the bridge needs painting; the waterways also 
need slight repairs ; otherwise, the bridge is in good condition. 


Fen Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-92. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The lower planking 
is poor, and the ironwork below the floor should be cleaned 
and painted. But as this is another bridge which must be 
changed to accommodate the new arrangement of the railroad 
tracks, all work may be omitted until the changes are made. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 
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Gold-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890. The bridge is not open to travel 
as the ramps have not yet been built; the fence is already 
daubed and cut, and the bridge is dirty and should be cleaned. 
The outside girders should be painted; the walls need a little 
pointing. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The sidewalk and the up-river 
pier need replanking; the abutment should be repaired, the 
fence on the draw should be painted, and the flap-hinge should 
be relocated. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
Commissioners, one appointed from Boston and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. The roadway has been sheathed during the 
year, and the fences and facias painted. 


Harvard-street Bridge (over New England R.R., Dorchester). 


This bridge heretofore has been supported by the New 
England railroad; it was anarrow bridge without sidewalks. 
During the past year the city has built a sidewalk on the out- 
of-town side, of which it will have the care, the old part of 
the bridge still being maintained by the railroad. It is in 
fair condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt, and the bridge widened 
by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in consequence 
of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was entirely re- 
built, and the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted. ‘Two 
new plate girders were put in under the westerly sidewalk 
for supporting a 42-inch water-main, and the old girder on the 
centre line of that sidewalk was moved to the easterly side- 
walk. The bridge is now in good condition, 
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Trvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1892, ay is now in 
good condition. 


L-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. Most of the draw and one side of the 
fences on the main bridge have been painted one coat, and 
minor repairs have been made. The outer girders of the 
draw, some of the ironwork beneath the draw and the houses 
should be painted this year. The waterway needs repairing, 
and one ladder should be rebuilt. The down-stream half of 
the draw is kept closed, and will need resheathing before 
being opened to travel. Otherwise, the bridge is in good 
condition, 


Leverett-pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 
feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained’ 
by the Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
R.R.). 


There is an iron bridge, built in 1889. The roadway 
planking and some stringers have been renewed, and the 
bridge has been painted; the roadway is generally very 
dirty, and should be cleaned oftener. It is in good condition. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin, and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (from Roxbury to Brookline). 


The old bridge was closed to travel April 22, 1897, and 
the structure has since been removed. A new masonry bridge 
is now under construction, the contract requiring that it be 
opened for travel by January 1, 1899. 
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Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


The present structure was built in 1875, and the draw in 
1892. Only general repairs have been made. The bridge 
is in very poor condition, and should be rebuilt. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany RR.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1893, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition and should be 
rebuilt. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 


New York, New Haven & Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It is in good con- 
dition. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge and is in a dangerous condition, and it should 
be replaced by a stone bridge. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 
The waterways have been repaired and other minor work 
done. The draw and its bearings need adjustment, and the ~ 
stringers on the main bridge, near the draw, need strength- 
ening. The bridge is in fair condition. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. The origi- 
nal structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widen- 
ing is an iron structure on stone columns. The outside 
girder and the fences need painting, the sidewalk plank 
needs renewal, the up-stream sidewalk needs additional string- 
ers, and additional scuppers are needed. 
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Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the city 
that is moved by hand power; the draw-pier is in poor con- 
dition and is so low that it is covered with water at every 
high course of tides. A new fender-guard has been built on 
the up-stream side of the South Boston end of the bridge. 
The sidewalks, roadway pavement, sidewalk and roadway 
floorings on the draw and the fender-guards are in poor con- 
dition and need early attention, and the water-ways are out of 
repair. This bridge should be rebuilt. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 
1877. The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and 
should be replaced by a turn-table draw. Only general re- 
pairs have been made. ‘The piers and fender-guards need 
extensive repairs and the draw should be painted. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
| R.R.). ae 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The bridge is in good condition, 
except the roadway plank which should be renewed. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford Rh.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It is in good con- 
dition, excepting the concrete sidewalks, which should be 
resurfaced. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. ‘This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
The flooring on the pier is in poor condition, and the side- 
walk plank needs renewal. Several of the piles under the 
bridge are in poor condition and should be renewed. A new 
deck is also needed on the draw. An old unused telephone 
pole on the bridge should be removed. 
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North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. The abut- 
ment, piling, roadway plank and fence are in poor condition. 
The abutment and main bridge should be rebuilt. 


Prison-Point Bridge, (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. This 
bridge was originally built in 1853, and the present struct- 
ure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, with 
an iron leaf draw. ‘The bridge is in the care of commis- 
sioners, consisting of one commissioner from Boston and one 
from Cambridge. It is in poor condition. Only ordinary 
repairs have been made on the bridge. ‘The draw, machinery, 
hinges, sidewalks and the woodwork on the main bridge near 
the channel need thorough repairing ; the top of the pier and 
the faces of the water-way also need repairing; this bridge 
will probably be rebuilt within a couple of years, owing to 
the abolishing of the grade crossing of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. Some of the woodwork needs 
renewing. 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1871. The iron girders 
over the main tracks have been cleaned and painted, with the 
exception of the under side of the lower flanges. Some new 
floor beams and plank were added at the same time. The 
girders on the outer edges of the sidewalks are covered by a 
cast-iron parapet which has not been removed since the bridge 
was built; portions of this covering should be removed so 
that a thorough examination can be made of the condition of 
the iron in these girders. 
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Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is astone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. It is in good condition. 


Stony-brook Bridge (Back Bay Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built m 1891-92, and maintained by the Park 
Department. It is in good condition. 


Swett-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures; they are in poor condition and extensive repairs 
should be made on them immediately. 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1885-84. Both 
draws have new decks of 4-inch spruce and some new floor 
beams, and they have been painted beneath the roadways ; 
the fender-guard on the Boston side has been repaired in 
part; the paving has been patched; some of the track stringers 
have been trimmed on top and replaced with oak planking ; 
three trucks have been put in, and general repairs have been 
made on the bridge and machinery. 

The track timbers, fender-guards, upper parts of the pier 
and wharves, the planking on the water-ways and the side- 
walks are in poor condition, and need extensive repairs. 
Some of the piles in the wharf are broken and should be 
replaced; the planking on the sidewalks is rotten in places ; 
the concrete is entirely off, and the fence posts are broken 
near the Boston end of the bridge. A new engine is needed 
for warping vessels through the draw-way; and the curbs on 
the draws should be straightened. 


West Boston Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of two commissioners, one from 
Boston and one from Cambridge. The city pays one-half of 
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the cost of maintenance. ‘This is a wooden pile bridge, with 
a wooden turn-table draw. ‘The bridge was originally built 
in 1792-93, was rebuilt in 1854, and repaired in 1871. This 
is an old, weak bridge, and is in an unsafe condition, and 
should be rebuilt. This bridge, and Canal and Prison Point 
bridges are in the care of the same commission, and are kept 
in usable condition only by constant care. Some of the piles 
at the Boston end of the bridge have been recapped, the road- 
way paving has been repaired, and ordinary repairs have been 
made. A few additional piles, caps and stringers are needed ; 
the spur-shores are poor, and some of them should be refitted. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R.LR.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished and an iron bridge built, ex- 
tending from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South 
Boston side of Fort Point channel to the easterly line of 
Foundry street. The surface is maintained by the city, the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882. It is now in 
good condition. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The present 
bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 1891. The 
piling, fender-guard, water-way and draw-pier need repairing, 
and the draw-pier needs lengthening and the stringers at the 
rear of the draw-arms should be screw-bolted to the girder- 
caps, and new chains should be provided on the draw. The 
sidewalk, wheel-guards and deck were renewed the past year. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. This bridge should be painted, especially the 
draw, the latches and bearings should be adjusted, and scup- 
per holes should be made in the flooring of the foundation to 
drain the central portion. The roadway of the bridge is 
generally very dirty, and it should be kept clean. 
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Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1551, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870. ‘This is an old bridge, and is only in fair 
condition; the caps need alditional fastenings. A few bol- 
sters and stringers need strengthening, and some new piles 
are needed to replace others that have been eaten by the 
limnoria. The fences should be painted. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The bridges maintained by the several railroad companies 
are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions noted below. 

The bridge on Washington street, over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, has been repaired during the year. New 
plate girders have been substituted for the old ones on the 
curb lines, and the bridge is now in fair condition. 

The Norfolk-street bridge, over the New England Rail- 
road, near Dorchester station, is a narrow bridge, in a dan- 
gerous condition; and the bridge on Silver street needs 
repairing. 


SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division has increased materi- 
ally the past year, owing largely to new legislation, also to 
the great amount of work done by the Paving and Sewer 
Divisions of the Street Department and to the extensive sur- 
veys made for the laying out of Columbia road. 

Nine thousand and two orders, for property owners and 
builders and the various city departments, were attended to 
during 1897—98 in comparison with 8,419 for 1896-97. 

The principal cause for the increased amount of work 
performed was in carrying out the provisions of chapter 426 
of the Acts of 1897. Under this act surveys for taking 
land to be used for the construction of sewers and surface 
drains are now prepared by this division, under the direction 
of the Board of Street Commissioners, as are also all sur- 
veys for streams or water-courses where they are to be 
widened or diverted from their original channels. 

These surveys are accurately made, as under the act the 
Street Commissioners, in making the takings from the sev- 
eral estates, are required to file in the Registry of Deeds for 
the county of Suffolk a description of the several parcels of 
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land “as certainly as is required in a common conveyance of 
land.” 

’ Beginning October 1, 1897, two surveying parties were 
assigned to attend to this work. Since that time seven plans 
have been made showing surveys of the amount of land taken 
for sewer purposes from forty-eight different estates for a 
total length of over a mile. 

Fourteen plans have also been completed, showing pro- 
posed changes in brooks, streams, etc., for care of surface 
water, covering a distance of three and one-half miles, show- 
ing the amount of land taken from 123 estates. Other plans 
covering a length of more than four miles are well under way 
and nearing completion. 

The length of edgestone measured for the Street Depart- 
ment shows an increase over the preceding year of 29 per 
cent.; the amount of block-stone and round-stone paving 
measured shows an increase of 55 per cent. and 47 per cent. 
respectively ; the number of square yards of brick sidewalk 
measured in excess of last year shows an increase of 58 per 
cent. and of coal tar concrete 35 per cent. There were 
13,599 square yards of artifical stone sidewalk measured, 
this amount being only slightly in excess of last year. 

The laying out and construction of Columbia road was 
ordered August 51, 1897, under a special act of the Legis- 
lature, chapter 394 of the Acts of 1897. 

The surveys were commenced April 12, 1897, and com- 
pleted June 10, 1897, the work being performed by two sur- 
veying parties, one levelling party and two draughtsmen. 

The length of Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue, at 
Franklin Park to Marine Park, South Boston, is four and 
one-quarter miles, the width, as laid out between Blue Hill 
avenue and Edward Everett square, a distance of 9,200 feet, 
is 110 feet, except for a short distance near and south of 
Dudley street ; from Edward Everett square to Marine Park 
it is laid out at various widths. The plans show the amount 
of land in square feet taken from 120 different estates, prop- 
erty owners’ names, all buildings and their front elevations, 
the established grade, widths of sidewalks, traffic road, car 
reservation, parkway, planting spaces, the location of 122 
catch-basins, ete. 

One surveying party was employed from July 1 to Sep- 
tember 15, 1897, for the Water Department, making surveys 
of the territory bounded by the Charles river, Beacon, Mt. 
Vernon, Temple, Lynde and Leverett streets, in connection 
with the preparation of plans showing the location of water 
pipes. 
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To accomplish all of the above additional work it was 
found necessary to use at different times several surveying 
parties from the Street Laying-out Department. 

Estimates for construction of the following streets were 
prepared and submitted to the Board of Street Commission- 
ers: Capen street, Dorchester, from Evans street to Selden 
street; Clarence place, Dorchester; Wordsworth street, Kast 
Boston, between Saratoga street and Pope street; Boylston 
terrace, Jamaica Plain, and Allston Heights, Brighton. 

A total of thirty-seven plans submitted by property owners 
to the Street Commissioners, for the board’s approval, have 
been examined as to the proper lines and grades, and either 
approved or revised. This frequently necessitates sending a 
surveying or levelling party to the street for additional 
information. 

Locations for 910 catch-basins on 191 streets were fur- 
nished the Paving and Sewer divisions of the Street Depart- 
ment. This work takes considerable time in looking up 
established grades and other necessary data in order to fix 
upon the best positions. 

Estimates for the amount of edgestone required in front 
of forty-eight estates on thirty-eight different streets was fur- 
nished the Paving Division of the Street Department ; also 
twenty-two edgestone and sidewalk assessment plans were 
made. 

Lot frontages were obtained for the Sewer Division, for 
sewer assessment purposes, on twenty different streets, and 
101 accident and other plans were made for the Law Depart- 
ment. 

There are now filed in the Surveying Division a total 
of 345 plans, size 4 feet by 4 feet, made by the Board of 
Survey and the Board of Street Commissioners, under the 
provisions of chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, and amend- 
ments thereto, showing the proposed ‘development of terri- 
tory in the outlying districts. 

A complete alphabetical street index, covering these plans 
has been made during the past year. 

Some of the important buildings where street lines and 
grades have been given to architects, engineers, builders and 
property owners, are as follows, viz.: Masonic Temple, at the 
corner of ‘Tremont and Boylston streets ; Hotel Reynolds, at 
the corner of Boylston street and Bumstead court; South 
station, Federal and Summer streets and Dorchester avenue ; 
Merchants Building, Chauncy street, between Avon place 
and Bedford street; ‘*‘ Lady Grey Building,” Federal street, 
between Purchase street and Atlantic avenue; Nurses’ Home, 
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Harrison avenue and Massachusetts avenue; Converse 
Building, Milk and Pearl streets; Boston Real Estate Trust, 
three buildings on Congress street and Atlantic avenue ; 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Charles and Fruit streets ; 
Bath-house, Dover street, between Harrison avenue and 
Albany street; Westminster, Chambers, St. James avenue 
and Trinity place; Union Club, Park street; Paul Revere 
School, Prince street ; Mayhew School, Chambers and Poplar 
streets ; school-house, Vernon and Auburn streets, Roxbury ; 
Hemenway School, Dorchester, Adams and King streets ; 
Longfellow School, West Roxbury, Walter and Hewlett 
streets ; school-house at the corner of Chiswick road and 
Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton; Fire-engine House No. 30, 
Centre street, between Park and Bellevue streets, West Rox- 
bury; Fire-engine House No. 6, Washington street, Grove 
Hall, Dorchester; Hotel Washington, corner Huntington 
avenue and West Newton street; Thomas apartment house 
at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and Beacon street; 
Hotel Bretagne, corner Tremont street and Massachusetts 
avenue; Boston Wharf Company, buildings at the corner of 
New Summer street and A street; Deane Building, corner of 
India and Sears streets; American Express Company, Friend 
street; Farragut Building, Massachusetts avenue and Boyl- 
ston street; buildings at the corner of Portland and Travers 
streets; Beach and Knapp streets; Doane and _ Kilby 
streets; Harrison avenue and Essex street; Beach, near 
South street; Atlantic avenue, near India street; and apart- 
ment houses at the following locations: Walnut avenue and 
Rockland street; Columbus avenue, Camden and Northamp- 
ton streets; Copeland and Waverly streets; Mt. Pleasant 
avenue and Forest street; Blue Hill avenue, Quincy and 
Savin streets ; and Beacon street, at the junction of Brook- 
line avenue. 

One hundred and fffty-four plans and profiles representing 
a total length of 156,632 feet or 25.88 miles, showing 1,481 
buildings, property owners’ names, established grades, areas of 
land taken, or to be taken, for street widenings or relocations, 
etc , were completed for the Street Laying-out Department, 
and for the Paving Division of the Street Department. 

A complete lst, giving ail plans made during the year will 
be found in the appendix, a few of the most important of 
which are the following: India, Commercial and Cross 
streets, from Atlantic. avenue to Charlestown street; 
Columbia road, from Franklin Park to Marine Park; Brigh- 
ton avenue assessment plan; Ipswich street ; Jersey street ; 
Queensberry street; plans showing estates east of L street, 
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between East First street and the Reserved channel, South 
Boston, made for the purpose of straightening property lines ; 
Canal street, from Haymarket square to Causeway street; 
Massachusetts avenue and Harrison avenue, plan of ten 
estates taken for City Hospital; Beacon street, plan of re- 
location from Arlington street to Massachusetts avenue ; 
Tenean Creek, Dorchester, plan for sewerage works; Prince-— 
ton, Marion and Saratoga streets, East Boston, plan showing 
correct survey of seven estates taken for High School lot ; 
Spring street, West Roxbury, plan of proposed widening - 
from Centre street to Gardner street; Green street, Charles- 
town, plan of widening from Main street to High street; 
Adam street, Dorchester, plan of widening from Parkman 
street to Park street; three plans showing changes in bound- 
ary lines between Boston, Cambridge, Newton and Hyde 
Park; Thomas Park, South Boston, plan of school-house 
lot; and plans and profiles of the following streets in the 
Aberdeen district, Brighton, Chiswick road, Selkirk rcad, 
Fenwick road, Sidlaw road, Berwick road, Kinross road, 
Kilsyth road, Windsor road and Lanark road. 

In connection with the work of the Surveying Division, 
there have been 2,718 titles examined, 1,071 deeds and 349 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Of these, 718 titles were examined, 342 deeds and 65 
plans copied in connection with surveys and plans of sewer- 
age works for the Street Commissioners, under chapter 426 
of the Acts of 1897. 

There were 215 titles examined and 106 deeds copied in 
relation to the laying out of Columbia road.

At the West Roxbury pumping-station the daily average 
quantity pumped was 283,300 gallons, an increase of 11.9 
per cent. over the amount pumped in the previous year.

CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


A general and marked improvement has been observed 
during the past year in the electrical conditions of the 
water-pipes throughout the city. This result has been at- 
tained largely by reason of the work done by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, for the improvement of its re- 
turn circuits. While the danger districts in the city have 
been apparently reduced in number, yet sections still remain 
in which the conditions are far from satisfactory, and sys- 
tematic and frequent observations are necessary to guard 
against damage in the future. 

The electrical investigations have been carried on during 
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the year by Messrs. Stone & Webster. Details of their work 
are given in the following report :

DEAR Sir: At your request in the autumn of last year, 
1897, we continued our investigation of the electrical condi- 
tions of the water-pipes in the City of Boston, and beg to 
report as follows: 

We first made an examination throughout the entire city 
to find whether there was any general imprgvement in condi- 
tions over the previous years, and also to find whether there 
were any places that needed special investigation. 

We found that the electrical conditions of the piping in 
nearly all sections of the city were such as to indicate less 
lability to corrosion from electrolysis than in the year 1896. 

We did not take as many readings in the general survey 
of the city as in former years, because we have found that 
there is in no case a serious danger district local to two or 
three hydrants. We therefore took only about 600 hydrant 
readings, while in 1896 we took about 1,000. The improve- 
ment in general conditions is shown by the small number of 
danger districts, and by the decrease in the percentage of 
positive readings, and by the decrease in the average size 
of the negative readings. This is shown approximately in 
the following table, which is based upon readings taken in the 
same localities each year. The figures are not exact, as some 
of the readings are unreliable, and were therefore not taken 
into account in making up the averages :

Negative readings indicate safety to the pipes at the points 
at which the readings are taken, because they show that the 
current is flowing on to the pipes at these places. It is im- 
portant, however, to reduce the size of the negative readings 
as well as that of the positive, because high negative readings 
show that there is a strong tendency for the current to flow 
on to the pipes, and any current which flows on must pass 
through the joints to be taken off at other points. The size 
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of the readings must not, however, be considered as a very 
accurate indication of the average conditions for the two years, 
because a change in the amount of moisture in the earth 
might make a very decided change in the size of the readings. 

One exception to the general improvement was found in 
the Dorchester district. Here the new power station on 
Freeport street was started by the West End Street Railway 
Company about a year ago, and in the neighborhood of the 
station we found many places where there were indications of 
current flowing off the service pipes sufficient, probably, to 
do them decided injury in the course of a few years. We 
had excavations made on Park and F[reeport streets and 
found signs of corrosion in four out of six places examined, 
and in one of these places the pipe had been badly attacked. 
We think, therefore, that this district should be carefully 
watched so long as there are indications of general or large 
local flow of current from the pipes to the ground. In 
the part of Park street where the indications of danger were 
most decided there are no car tracks, but the feeder and 
return wires are laid under the street in a wooden conduit, 
the feeders being, we are told, encased in tubing, and the 
returns laid in a bed of cement. Between the outside of the 
wooden conduit, which was damp, and the service pipes, we 
found a difference of potential as high as .3 of a volt, a suf- 
ficient indication that a considerable current might be flowing 
between them. 

In addition to the general survey we have made a special 
investigation on the boundary lines of the city and find that 
there is a tendency for the current to flow between the piping 
system of Boston and those of the surrounding towns. In 
general the flow of current is from other piping systems to 
that of Boston, but four places were found where the current 
flowed first in one direction and then in the other, though 
apparently not in very large quantities. These four places 
were between Newton and Boston on Tremont street; 
between Brookline and Boston on Huntington avenue; be- 
tween Cambridge and Boston on Western avenue, and between 
Hyde Park and Boston on River street. The danger around 
the boundary lines is, therefore, in most cases, to the pipes of 
surrounding towns, but as the current flowing into the Boston 
piping system must leave it again and must flow through the 
joints, there is a chance that electrolytic action may be pro- 
duced. 

It is probable that the amount of current flowing in this 
way is not sufficient to do any serious damage, but we think 
that the matter should be examined into more carefully to 
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make sure that this is the case. We had hoped to obtain 
more complete information on the subject during the fall, and 
had prepared a special testing outfit for the work, but were 
able to use it only a few times owing to the setting in of the 
cold weather. 

It seems to us advisable to continue investigation along 
the boundaries more carefully in the spring, and to take 
measurements from time to time in the Dorchester district 
and certain other localities. 

The accompanying blue prints show the location of posi- 
tive readings of .005 volt or higher for 1896 and 1897. 

At your request we have secured the following detailed 
information regarding the work done by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company to improve its return circuit: 

‘¢’The company has complete records of the electrical condi- 
tions in the different: parts of its system and examinations 
and tests are made often enough to show any material 
changes that may occur. For each part of the track a dia- 
eram is prepared showing the difference of potential between 
the track and water-pipes and also the current that will flow 
when these two points are connected. 

«On many of these diagrams the resistances of the rail joints 
are also plotted. ‘These diagrams are on uniform sheets, 
which are bound together so that the data for all parts of the 
system can be readily inspected at any time. 

‘‘In the last three years a large amount of copper has been 
put in to increase the efficiency of the return circuit. ‘This 
copper is in the form of 500,000 circular mil. cable. The 
following table shows the increase in the amount installed:

“This last amount is 4,680 lbs. per mile of track. 

“The efficiency of the rail bonds has been greatly increased, 
and all new track is now bonded with two No. 0000 copper 
bonds. 

«A large amount of reconstruction has been done, and in all 
this work modern methods of bonding have been employed.”

DISTRIBUTION. 


On the Cochituate Works 26.6 miles of pipe were laid and 
7.5 miles were abandoned, making a net increase of 19.1 
miles and a total length of 627.1 miles. 
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A statement of the larger sizes of mains laid during the 
past year is as follows: 

In Fisher avenue, Brookline, between Boylston street and 
Fisher-Hill Reservoir, a 42-inch pipe was laid for a distance 
of 1,108 feet, giving a second line where the high-service 
supply for the city has been dependent upon a single 30-inch 
pipe; the Dorchester high service has been advanced by 
laying 5,100 linear feet of 56-inch pipe in Columbus avenue, 
Walnut park and Georgia street, and 1,506 linear feet in Blue 
Hill avenue, Geneva avenue and Bowdoin street, making the 
36-inch line continuous as far as Grove Hall, with the excep- 
tion of a short gap at the crossing of Stony brook which can 
be filled up early in the coming season. Owing to the fact 
that Congress street is about to be raised over the tracks of 
the N. E. R.R., it was necessary to lay 1,520 linear feet of 
80-inch and 24-inch pipe in Danby and C streets, abandon- 
ing at the same time 1,464 linear feet of 30-inch and 24-inch 
pipe in D and Congress streets, the latter work being done 
by contract; in South street and the roadway of Arnold 
arboretum, 1,500 linear feet of 24-inch pipe was laid (about 
840 feet of it by contract) forming part of the West Rox- 
bury high service. The 24-inch low service in Dorchester 
was extended, by laying a 20-inch main in Adams street for 
a distance of 5,474 feet, making a needed improvement in 
the service at Neponset and Milton Lower Mills. For better 
fire protection a 20-inch pipe was laid in Canton street, from 
Albany to Tremont street, a distance of 2,554 feet, connect- 
ing with the large supply mains in the latter street. In East 
Boston, 1,500 linear feet of 20-inch pipe was laid in Border 
street, from Maverick street to Central square, in extension 
of the 20-inch line laid last season. 

An unusually large amount of relaying has been done 
during the year; among the important pieces of work of this 
class are the following: Washington street, Kneeland street 
to Dover street, relaid with 16-inch; State street, Washing- 
ton street to Commercial street, relaid with 16-inch; Maver- 
ick street, New street to Chelsea street, relaid with 16-inch ; 
Boylston street, Tremont street to Park square, relaid with 
12-inch; ‘Tremont street, Boylston street to Warrenton 
street, relaid with 12-inch. 

The necessity for relaying must become more urgent each 
successive year. Up to 1853 about 734 miles of water-pipes, 
less than twelve inches in diameter, had been laid in the 
streets of the city, and during the succeeding twenty years 
163 additional miles of these smaller pipes were laid; a large 
part of this pipe is still in service, dangerously weak in places, 
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and everywhere badly tuberculated and filled up; two pieces 
of pipe have been recently taken out while relaying, in which 
the sound iron remaining represented in one case but 51 per 
cent., and in the other but 59 per cent. of the original sec- 
tion, the unsound parts being soft enough to be readily cut 
with a knife and extending in places almost through the 
pipe; the destruction of the iron in these two cases was not 
caused by the action of electricity generated for street rail- 
way purposes, electric lighting, etc., but was due to the soil 
in which the pipe was laid. In relaying the older pipes 
opportunity is taken in almost every case to increase the 
sizes, largely for the purpose of affording better fire protec- 
tion. How important this action is, can be fully realized 
when it is remembered that the “hand tubs” of 1850 have 
given place to the modern steam fire-engines, some of which, 
now in commission in Boston, have a capacity of 1,350 gal- 
lons per minute. 

On the Mystic Works the distributing mains have been 
extended 3.2 miles, and 4.9 miles have been relaid; the total 
length now connected with the system is 187.2 miles. 

There has been an increase of 178 in the number of 
hydrants connected with the Cochituate Works, making a 
total number of 6,842. 

On the Mystic Works 78 hydrants have been added, and 
the total number in service is 1,718. 

During the year all main-pipe and other castings have been 
carefully inspected at the foundries; plans have been made 
for all pipe laid and lines and grades given when required ; 
217 petitions for main pipe have been reported upon and 68 
contracts for rock excavation have been made. ‘The large 
number of patterns of special castings, valves, hydrants, etc., 
have been marked with brass numbers, catalogued and sys- 
tematically arranged in a storeroom. Various studies have 
been made, and a large amount of general routine work has 
been done. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, ete., for the past year, and in addition, 
tables are given of the rainfall, rainfall collected, and per- 
centage collected on the Cochituate water-shed since 1863, 
on the Sudbury-river water-shed since 1875, and on the Mys- 
tic water-shed since 1878. These will be found valuable for 
future reference.

PARK COMMISSIONERS. ] 


RIVERWAY. 


Plans were prepared during the early part of the year by 
Mr. A. H. French, engineer of the town of Brookline, in 
consultation with this department, for building the bridge 
on Longwood avenue. ‘The construction of the bridge is 
now in progress. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


The work of grading the drive and adjoining grounds on 
the westerly side of the pond, under a contract with F. A. 
Snow, dated December 14, 1896, was completed in the 
autumn. The total payments under the contract were 
$7,584.60. 

Five hundred and fifty-five lineal feet of wall, for support- 
ing the drive and the slope above it, were built by the Park 
Department force. 

The Metropolitan Water Board has laid a 48-inch water 
pipe through this drive from Perkins street to the Arborway. 

The pumps and boilers at the pumping station were re- 
paired in the spring, the mains from the pumps to the reser- 
voir on Franklin Park have all been laid, and the reservoir 
is now ready for use. It will be necessary to erect and con- 
nect the water-posts with the main pipe before the water from 
this source can be used for watering the roads. 


ARBORWAY. 


The wall, built under a contract with Thomas F. Broder- 
ick, dated December 1, 1896, was finished on July 15, at a 
cost of $5,670. 

On June 21 a contract was made with John A. Whitte- 
more’s Sons for building a wall on the line between the park- 
way and the grounds of the Bussey Institution; this work 
was completed on October 2, at a cost of $2,389.50. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM AND BussEy PARK. 


The work of grading the road on the northerly side of 
Peter’s hill, from the junction of Bussey and South streets 
to the junction of Bussey and Walter streets, under a con- 
tract with James Doonan, dated October 5, 1896, was com- 
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pleted on September 28; the amount of the final estimate 
was $7,388.57. 

A plan was made of the land to be taken for an entrance 
to the Arboretum from Fairview street. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The drains from the carriage shelter at the Refectory have 
been finished and underground wires laid and lamps erected 
for the lighting of the section of the park between the en- 
trance opposite Columbia road and the Refectory. 


‘STRANDWAY. 


In June a plan was made of the land afterwards taken for 
park purposes between the Strandway and the Old Colony 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road. 

The work of filling, under a contract with Hugh Farrell, 
dated October 19, 1896, was continued during the year. 

The extensions of the storm overflow sewers at I and N 
streets have been completed at a cost of $1,618.70 for the 
former and of $2,887.50 for the latter. 

Work under a contract with Jones & Meehan, dated 
June 4, 1896, for building a wall and grading between O 
street and Marine Park was continued until June 29, when 
the work was taken possession of by the Park Commissioners 
and bids were advertised for finishing the work. On July 
26 a contract was made with Simon J. Donavan for complet- 
ing the work, which work is now in progress. 


MARINE PARK. 


During the summer it was discovered that a cast-iron sec- 
tion in each of six of the columns supporting the iron pier 
had cracked vertically; the cracks in each case are in a 
single section of a column between high and low water; they 
were probably caused by the freezing of water which had in 
some way leaked into the column and filled the space be- 
tween the iron and the concrete. The cracks will cause no 
injury to the structure except in appearance. A report was 
made to the Superintendent of Parks recommending that the 
cracks be filled by calking them with a mixture of sal-am- 
moniac and iron filings. This method was followed success- 
fully in the case of two of the columns which cracked soon 
after the pier was built. 
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Norta ENp BEACH. 


The sea-wall for supporting the approach to the westerly 
pier, built under a contract with William L. Miller, was com- 
pleted on May 20, at a cost of $8,358.95. 

On February 19 a contract was made with Alexander 
McInnis for building two promenade and bath-house piers. 
This work was finished on November 20, at a cost of $31,- 
090.55. The westerly pier is located with its outer line five 
feet back from the Harbor Commissioners’ line; it is fifty feet 
in width and extends from the line dividing the park prop- 
erty from that of the Street Department, easterly, a distance 
of 442 feet, the easterly end being semi-circular in plan. 
The pier has two floors and the upper floor is covered by a 
roof for a length of 100 feet at the outer or easterly end. 
Connection is made with the shore by separate approaches to 
both floors at the westerly end, each approach starting from 
the abutment at grade 21 above city base. The approaches 
are each 19 feet wide and about 90 feet long. 

The work included the building of the pier for the founda- 
tion of the men’s bath-house, which is built parallel to the 
division line between the Park and Street Department proper- 
ties; the portion of the pier next to the shore for a width of 
19 feet and a length of 60 feet has the floor at grade 18 and 
is covered by the main building; the remaining portion is 
15 feet 6 inches wide and 168 feet long. 

A fender-guard was built on the property hne and also 
along the Harbor Commissioners’ line to and around the: 
curved end of the pier. 

The approach to the water from the bath-house is by a 
passageway under the shore end of the approaches to the 
promenade pier, to a platform from which inclines extend to 
the beach, one towards the shore to about high-water line and 
the other towards the water to about mean low-water. 

The easterly pier extends from the wall built in 1896 par- 
allel with and 7 feet 8 inches from the division line between 
the park property and that of Fiske’s wharf; it is 20 feet 
in width and 522 feet in length; it has but one floor, but is 
built of sufficient strength to support a second floor if it shall 
be found desirable in the future; the pier is covered by a 
roof except for a length of 45 feet at the shore end; a 
fender-guard was built on the property line and around the 
end of the pier. 

Both piers are of wood, the piles and spurshores being of 
oak; the caps, stringers and floor plank are of hard pine, all 
surfaces exposed to view being planed. The roofs are 
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supported by hard-pine posts, girders and rafters with spruce 
purlins and boarding all planed; the roofs are covered with 
canvas, well painted. ‘The hard pine is finished in oil and 
the spruce is painted. 

On September 10 a contract was made with the James 
Russell Boiler Works Company for building iron railings on 
both of the piers and on the masonry approaches to them. 
This work was completed on December 31, at a cost of 
$3,678. The railing is 3 feet 6 inches high; the posts 
are of cast-iron, about 13 feet 6 inches apart on centres, 
every alternate post on the uncovered portion of the piers 
being a lamp-post; there are two rails of two and one-half 
inch wrought-iron pipe with three-quarter inch round wrought- 
iron palings between the rails. The total length of the rail- 
ing is 2,978 feet. 

A wooden approach from the women’s: bath-house to the 
beach was built in June; this is similar to the approach from 
the men’s bath-house. 

Drains were built connecting the two bath-houses with the 
sewer in Commercial street. 


Copr’s Hint TERRACE. 


The work being done under a contract with Perkins & 
White, dated September 16, 1896, was finished on September 
24, 1897. The total payments under the contract were 
$24,606.57. This work consisted of the doing of all grading 
and loaming, the building of all walls, drains and _ artificial 
stone walks on this park. Electric wires for lighting have 
been laid in conduits and two posts for arc lamps have been 
erected. A drinking-fountain has been placed on the upper 
terrace. This park is now completed with the exception of 
the planting. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


This ground was cleared and graded early in the year and 
the surplus loam was carted to the Strandway and stored for 
use there. 


FELLOWS-STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Drains and catch-basins for this ground were built in the 
spring, and the land taken for an extension of the playground 
has been filled to the grade of the adjoining streets. 
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NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


The work of construction done here consisted of the build- 
ing of a bulkhead with tide-gates on the easterly side of 
Tenean street across the creek which drains this territory. 
This allows a free outlet for the water from the playground, 
but prevents the tide-water from backing up on to it. 
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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
STREET DEPARTMENT. | 


The work done for the Street Department covers the same 
ground as in previous years, namely, the supervision of the con- 
struction of assessment streets, boulevards and street paving. 

The repairs on the asphalt pavements upon which the mainte- 
nance guaranty has expired have been supervised in accordance 
with your directions, and a table is annexed giving repairs and 
cost thereof in detail; a table has also been prepared showing the 
details of all asphalt pavement in the city and a copy is enclosed. 

On Blue Hill avenue, the work of construction has been com- 
pleted to Walk Hill street; from that point to Mattapan, the 
construction awaits the decision of the courts as to the method 
of abolishing the grade crossing on the New England Railroad. 

On Columbus-avenue extension, the section from West Walnut 
Park to Ritchie street has been built during the year. The work 
of constructing the new Stony Brook channel has delayed the 
completion of the remainder of the street, but it is expected that 
the entire avenue will be completed in 1898. 

On Commonwealth avenue, a certain amount of work was done 
near Chestnut Hill avenue late in the season. 

Columbia road was laid out during the year, and work 
promptly commenced upon it. The work done consists of a large 
amount of earth and rock excavation, between Blue Hill avenue 
and the New England Railroad. 

The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets has been brought up to February 1, 1898. 

Street paving has been supervised in all cases where requested. 
All paving laid on the before-mentioned avenues is included in 
the quantities given. All granite paving laid on eccnerete base 
has been laid with pitch and pebble joints. 

Block stone pavement on a concrete base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 20,287 square yards. 

Block stone pavement on a gravel base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 17,234 square yards. 

Block stone pavement on a gravel base, laid with gravel joints, 
67,625 square yards, not including gutter paving. 

Trinidad sheet asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, on an American cement concrete base, 9,715.1 
square yards, at an average cost of about $3 per square yard. 

Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement concrete base or 
a Portland cement concrete base, 10,032.8 square yards, at an 
average cost of about $3 per square yard where on American 
cement concrete, and about $3.12} per square yard where on 
Portland cement concrete. 
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Seyssel rock asphalt, on an American cement concrete base or 
a Portland cement concrete base, 1,801 square yards, at a cost of 
$3 per square yard. 

Asphaltina, on an American Portland cement concrete base, 
1,639.5 square yards, at a cost of $2.75 per square yard. 

The costs per square yard given above do not include the prep- 
aration of the roadbed. 

Edgestone set, 88,649 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 33,615 
square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 42,962 square yards. 

Crushed stone sidewalks constructed, 35,247 square yards; 
flagging crosswalks laid, 7,777 square yards. 

All asphalt paving is laid with a maintenance guaranty for 
five years. 
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Albany street, Stoughton street to East Concord street, was 
paved with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, granite 
edgestones reset, block paving relaid, brick sidewalks and flag- 
ging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The former pavement 
was granite blocks on gravel bed. Three square granite catch- 
basin frames were removed and cast iron D frames substituted. 

Avery street, Washington street to Mason street, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
old pavement was removed, roadway excayated, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by <1. 
Gore & Co. The former pavement was granite blocks on gravel 
bed. From Washington street across Haymarket place the 
gutters (10 inches in width) were paved with granite blocks on a 
concrete base. 

Boylston street, east of Berkeley street to west of Clarendon 
street, including tracks of West End Street Railway Company, 
was paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches 
bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old 
pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by T. M. Gill. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was macadam 
with granite block gutters. 

Bradford street, Waltham street to Shawmut avenue, was 
paved with 2} inches Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
roadway was sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 

flacgine crosswalks relaid by the Street Department. Former 
pavement was macadam, with cobble-stone gutters. Four square 
granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast iron D frames 
substituted. 

Bulfinch street, Bowdoin square to Bulfinch place, was paved 
with large oranite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, and concrete 
base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. Roadway 
paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The Street Department 
furnished teams for carting away old blocks and_ surplus 
material. J’ormer pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 

Cabot street, Vernon street to Linden Park street, was paved 
with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete base 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The roadway was 
sub-graded by the Paving Division. Edgestones were reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging “crosswalks relaid by Barnes & Ruffin. 
Former pavement was macadam with cobble-stone gutters. One 
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new catch-basin was built and one square granite catch-basin 
frame removed and a cast iron D frame substituted. : 

Charles street, Cambridge street to Leverett street, includ- 
ing the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was 
paved with standard granite block, on a gravel bed with pitch 
and pebble joints, by Dennis J. Kiley. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Edge- 
stones were reset, brick sidewalk and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by Dennis J. Kiley. The West End Street Railway Company, by 
agreement, paid for the portion between its tracks. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed. One new catch- 
basin was built and five square granite catch-basin frames were 
removed and cast iron D frames substituted. Owing to sewer 
construction the easterly roadway between Allen and Poplar 
streets was not paved. 

Cobb street, Shawmut avenue to Washington street, was 
paved with 23 inches of Sicilian-rock asphalt on a 6-inch Ameri- 
can cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The roadway was excavated, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks 
and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. Former 
pavement was macadam with block gutters. One new catch-basin 
was built and one square granite catch-basin frame removed and 
a cast iron D frame substituted. 

Congress street, State street to Exchange place, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with Philadelphia special blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base with pitch joints. The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, concrete base 
laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The pavement 
was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by H. Gore & Co. The West End Street Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 
Former pavement was old ‘‘ Boston ’’, blocks on gravel bed. One 
square granite catch-basin frame was removed and a cast iron D 
frame substituted. 

Cooper street, Endicott street to Charlestown street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with bituminous 
concrete binder, on existing concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. Former pavement was Trinidad lake asphalt, 
originally laid in 1887. 

Covington street, between Thomas park and East Eighth 
street, is about 264 feet long and 43 feet wide, with a difference 
in level between the above-named limits of 62.8 feet; from East 
Eighth street it rises at the rate of about 17 feet per 100 for 160 
feet; from this point, seven flights of artificial stone steps and 
platforms, with iron fences and hand rails, 104 feet long and 
rising 37.8 feet, were built by the W. A. Murtfeldt Company, at 
a cost of $4,085. These steps were built in the centre of the. 
street, 12 feet wide, with side flights and platforms (three in 
number at present), giving access to abutting property. The 
above price includes the cost of all necessary excavation and 
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erading ; also surfacing, loaming and seeding the slopes between 
the steps and abutting property. A retaining wall was built 
along the estate of William 8. Milligan by T. F. Broderick, at a 
cost of $1,087.35. The portion of the street, 160 feet from 
Kast Eighth street, is to be constructed with a macadam roadway, 
eranite block gutters, granite edgestones and: brick sidewalks. 
The work of constructing this portion of the street was not 
begun at the end of the working season. 

Dudley street, Brook avenue to Upham’s Corner, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on gravel bed. ‘The roadway was 
sub-graded by the Paving Division. Between Brook avenue and 
the New England Railroad crossing the roadway was paved, 
edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by T. M. Gill; between the New England Railroad crossing and 
Upham’s Corner, similar work was done by Doherty & Connors. 
Former pavement was macadam, with block and cobble-stone 
cutters. The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. 

East Broadway, in front of the Lincoln School, including 
the tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset and brick sidewalk relaid by H. Gore & 
Co. The Street Department furnished teams for carting away 
old blocks and surplus excavation. Former pavement was 
oranite blocks on a gravel bed. The West End Street Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Exeter place, Chauncy street to Harrison avenue, was paved 
wita 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
roadway was sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement 
was macadam, with cobble-stone gutters. 

La Grange street, Tremont street to Police Station No. 4, 
was paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 1} 
inches bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The 
old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones re- 
set, brick sidewalks relaid by the Paying Division. Former 
pavement was granite blocks on a gravel bed. 

Lincoln place, Worcester street to Springfield street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 1} inches bi- 
tuminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The roadway was 
sub-graded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by the Paving Division. Former pavement was 
macadam, with block gutters. Three new catch-basins were 
built, one on each of the following streets: Worcester, Spring- 
field and Stevens. 
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Main street, Miller street across Mead street, including the 
tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, on a gravel bed, by John Turner & 
Co. The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by 
John Turner & Co. Former pavement was old granite blocks 
on gravel bed. The West End Street Railway Company, by 
agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Massachusetts avenue (easterly side), from Tremont street 
to Columbus avenue, was paved with 2 inches of so-called 
‘¢asphaltina” (a patented coal tar production), with 14 inches 
coal tar concrete binder, on a 6-inch American Portland (Saylor) 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Paving Company. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Former pavement was Hastings asphalt blocks on a 
gravel bed, laid in 1891. 

Mayo street, Castle street to Cobb street, was paved with 24 
inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6- inch American cement 
concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The roadway 
was excavated, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. Former pavement 
was macadam, with block stone gutters. 

North street, Merchants’ row to Union street, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pavement was 
barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and loaded, concrete 
base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The road- 
way was paved, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by H. Gore & Co. ‘The Street Department fur- 
nished teams for carting away the old paving blocks and surplus 
excavation. Former pavement was old granite blocks on a 
gravel bed. 

North Margin street, Thacher street towards Endicott 
street, was paved with 23 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6- 
inch Portland cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. The old pavement was barred out and loaded, road- 
way excavated and loaded, edgestones set, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by P. H. Bradley & Co. ‘The Street 
Department furnished teams for carting away the old blocks and 
surplus excavation. Former pavement was old granite blocks 
on a gravel bed. 

Paul street, Tremont street to Emerald street, was paved 
with 2} inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalk and flagging crosswalk 
laid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was macadam and 
paving bricks. The Street Department furnished teams for cart- 
ing away old pavement and surplus excavation. 

Pelham street, Washington street to Shawmut avenue, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch 
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American cement concrete base by Jones & Meehan. ‘The 
roadway was excavated and loaded, edgestones reset, brick side- 

walks and flagging crosswalks laid by Jones & Meehan. Former 
pavement was macadam with block gutters. ‘The Street Depart- 
ment furnished teams for carting away surplus excavation. 

Rutherford avenue, near Devens street, in front of Episco- 
pal church, was paved with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 
14 inches bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Edgestones were reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by P. Brennan & Co. Former pavement, granite 
blocks on gravel bed. 

State street, Washington street to Commercial street, includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division; con- 
crete base laid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. 
Paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks laid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on gravel bed. One new catch-basin was built 
and five square granite catch-basin frames were removed and 
cast-iron D frames substituted. Most of the old brick sidewalks. 
were replaced by granolithic, laid by Simpson Bros. Corporation. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. 

Tremont street, Columbus avenue to Ruggles street, includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel bed. ‘The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. 
Roadway was paved, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flag- 
ging crosswalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. The northerly road- 
way, between Columbus avenue and Prentiss street, was repaired 
in 1896. The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on a gravel bed. ‘Two new catch-basins were 
built. 

Tufts, Vine, Moulton and Corey streets, around St. 
Catherine’s Catholic Church, were paved with 2 inches of 
Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bituminous concrete binder, 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company. The old pavement was removed and 
roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Edgestones were 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by P. Bren- 
nan & Co. Former pavement was macadam with block gutters. 
One new catch-basin was built, one square granite catch-basin 
frame was removed and a cast-iron D frame substituted. 

Unity street, Charter street to Tileston street, was paved 
with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bituminous 
conerete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by 
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the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division.. Edge- 
stones were reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were 
relaid by Charles L. Ward. Former pavement was cobble-stones 
on gravel bed. ‘Two square granite catch-basin frames were 
removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. 

Washington street, Kneeland street to Dover street, in- 
cluding tracks of West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. Be- 
tween Kneeland street and B. and A. R.R. bridge concrete base 
and paving were laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by William Higgins. Between 
Boston and Albany Railroad bridge and Dover street, similar 
work was done by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was 
granite blocks on gravel bed. Five new catch-basins were built, 
seven square granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast- 
iron D frames substituted. The West End Street Railway Com- 
pany, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Washington street, Dover street to Waltham street, includ-. 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with standard granite blocks, partly on concrete base and partly 
on gravel bed, all with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pave- 
ment was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving 
Division. Concrete base and paving were laid, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Jones & Mee- 
han. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. The 
West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the 
portion within its tracks. 

Waterford street, Washington street to Shawmut avenue, 
was paved with 2} inches Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base by Jones & Meehan. The 
old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated and 
loaded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by Jones & Meehan. The Street Department furnished 
teams for carting away old blocks and surplus excavation. 
Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 

West Broadway, New England Railroad bridge to E street, 
including tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was 
paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed. ‘The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Paving Division. 
A strip of Sicilian rock asphalt, 4 feet wide, was laid in 
either gutter on concrete base, for the purpose of providing a 
bicycle way. Roadway paving and asphalt was laid, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. Former pavement was granite blocks on gravel bed. 
The West End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for 
the portion within its tracks. 

West Broadway, 113 feet west of F street to 308 feet east of F 
street, was paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 
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6-inch Portland cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt 
Company. Granite block paving on gravel bed, with pitch joints, 
was laid in tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, 
and t8 inches outside, by H. Gore & Co. The old pavement was 
barred out and loaded, roadway excavated air loaded, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were relaid 
by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was granite blocks on 
gravel bed. The West End Street Railway Company, by agree- 
ment, paid for the portion within its tracks. 

Wiget street, Salem street to North Margin street, was 
paved with 2 inches Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bitumi- 
nous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old pave- 
ment was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Paving Division. 
Former pavement was granite blocks 1 foot square. One square 
eranite catch-basin frame was removed and a cast-iron D frame 
substituted. 

Winthrop square, Boston proper, and the intersection of 
Devonshire and Franklin streets, including tracks of West End 
Street Railway Company, were paved with Philadelphia, special 
cut, granite blocks, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base. 
The old pavement was barred out and loaded, roadway excavated 
and loaded, concrete base laid by the Metropolitan Construction 
Company. The Street Department furnished teams for carting 
away old paving blocks and surplus excavation. Granite blocks 
and flagging crosswalks were laid by H. Gore & Co. The West 
End Street Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. 


New STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of the Legislature of Massachusetts of 1891, and Acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto : 

Athelwold street, School street to Kilton street, is about 
1,028 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins &© Ham. Work under this con- 
tract was begun July 19, 1897, and completed September 18, 
1897, at a total cost of $2,972.63. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks, and 
straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Circular edgestone and flag- 
ging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 

Bernard street, Harvard street to Talbot avenue, is about 
1,454 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to John A. Whittemore’s Sons. Work 
under this contract has not yet begun. 

Bloomfield street, Geneva avenue to Greenbrier street, is 
about 1,561 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
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contract was begun September 8, 1897, and completed October 
26, 1897, at a cost of $1,756.95. It is a 6-inch macadam road, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and gutter blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor. Existing edgestones were reset and flagging for 
crosswalks were furnished and laid by the contractor. 

Boylston street. (See Street Department Report for 1896, 
page 467.) Boylston road to Brookline avenue is about 2,070 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Neil McBride. Work was begun October 20, 
1896, and completed June 18, 1897, at a cost of $12,846.47. 
This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks 
were furnished and delivered on the street by the city. Flagging 
for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Chamberlain street, Harvard street to Algonquin street, is 
about 475 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun 
August 2, 1897, and completed October 2, 1897, at a cost of 
$1,397.29. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractors. 

Eillet street, Adams street to Dorchester avenue, is about 
444 feet long. <A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work was begun July 
31, 1897, and completed September 7, 1897, at a cost of 
$1,139.21. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractors. 

‘airmount street, Washington street to Morton street, is 
about 2,672 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James McGovern. Work was 
begun November 16, 1897, but, with the exception of a small 
amount of filling and grading, nothing has been done. 

Fullerton street, Brookline avenue to Fairhaven street, is 
about 467 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work was begun 
July 28, 1897, and completed September 25, 1897, at a cost of 
$2,233.74. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site 
of the work by the contractor. Circular edgestones and flagging 
for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 

Gaylord street, Washington street to Chamberlain street, is 
about 451 feet long. <A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was 
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begun July 31, 1897, and completed September 7, 1897, ata 
cost of $942.01. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site 
of the work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 

Geneva avenue, Westville street to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 2,157 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Finneran & O’Hearn. Work 
was begun November 13, 1896, and completed August 9, 1897, 
at a cost of $6,596.18. This street has a 6-inch macadam road- 
way, with gravel sidewalks. Crushed stone and edgestones were 
furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractors. Gutter blocks were furnished and delivered on the 
street by the city. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractors. 

Greenbrier street, Bloomfield street to Park street, is about 
842 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work was begun Septem- 
ber 14, 1897, and completed November 19, 1897, at a cost of 
$2,181.60. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractors. 

Ipswich street, from Boylston road to Boylston street, is 
about 2,366 feet long. The Boston and Albany Railroad Com- 
pany, as provided in its contract for filling Queensberry street, 
deposited filling in said Ipswich street, amounting to 35,580 
cubic yards, at 51 cents per yard, equal to $18,043.80. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street has not been 
let. 

Lauriat avenue, Blue Hill avenue to Tucker street, is about 
3,160 feet long. A contract for constructing this street was 
awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was begun October 5, 
1896, and completed June 1, 1897, at a cost of $9,797.62. This 
street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by 
the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the contractors. 
Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractors. 

Norway street, Massachusetts avenue to Parker street, is 
about 720 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors. Work was 
begun August 25, 1897, and completed October 16, 1897, ata 
cost of $3,327.05. This street has a 6-inch macadam roadway, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
straight edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractors. Circular edgestones and 
flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractors. 

Peterborough street, Audubon road to Audubon road, is 
about 1,833 feet long. A contract for filling this street to 
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sub-grade was made with Boston and Albany Railroad Company 
on October 30, 1896, at the rate of 51 cents per cubic yard 
measured in the cut. Work was begun under this contract De- 
cember 2, 1896, and completed April 22, 1897. ‘Total amount 
of filling deposited was 57,073 cubic yards, at 51 cents per yard, 
equal to $29,107.23. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street has not been let. 

Queensberry street, Audubon road to Audubon road, is about 
1,738 feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub-grade 
was made with the Boston and Albany Railroad Company, on 
September 7, 1897, at the rate of 51 cents per cubic yard meas- 
ured in the cut. Work was begun under this contract September 
23, 1897, and completed January 28, 1898. ‘Total amount of 
filling 58,222 cubic yards, total cost $29,693.22. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street has not been let.

MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION IN 
1897. 


CANAL BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for rebuilding the up- 
stream sidewalk on the Cambridge side of the draw; the 
work was done by W. H. Ryan & Co., under a contract 
dated May 31; the cost of the contract was $4,749.51. 


CONGRESS-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


The Commission appointed by the Superior Court to pre- 
scribe the manner of abolishing the grade crossing of Con- 
eress street and the tracks of the New England Railroad in 
South Boston, filed its report on March 10,1897. The re- 
port was-accepted by the court and a decree was entered 
March 15, 1897. ‘This decree provides for the discontinu- 
ance of “that portion of Congress street east of a point on 
that street about 388.18 feet east of the easterly boundary 
of A street, over the railroad and land of the New England 
Railroad Company to the westerly side hne of B street,” 
and in substitution therefor lays out a new street 100 
feet wide in extension of Summer street from the harbor 
line on the Boston side of Fort Point channel to a junction 
with Congress street, as heretofore planned, at L-street bridge. 
The street will cross Fort Point channel by a steel plate 
oirder bridge resting on masonry piers and abutments and a 
double retractile draw, having a clear channel-way of fifty 
feet for the passage of vessels. 

On the South Boston side of the channel the new street 
will be filled solid, except where it crosses A street, the tracks 
of the New England Railroad, B and C streets; at each of 
these crossings substantial steel bridges will be built having 
paved roadways of granite and asphalt sidewalks. The 
bridges will be supported by masonry abutments and steel 
piers resting on masonry foundations. 

The entire length of the new street will have a roadway 
of seventy-six feet wide between curb lines paved with 
granite and two sidewalks each twelve feet wide. The 
gradient of this new street ascends from the established 
grade of Summer-street extension on the westerly side of 
Fort Point channel at a rate not exceeding 1.75 feet per 
100 feet to A street, thence at a gradient of less than one 
foot per 100 feet to the railroad yard, thence level across the 
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railroad tracks allowing a clear head room of about nineteen 
feet, thence descending. at a rate of less than nine inches per 
100 feet to C street and thence descending to the grade of 
L-street bridge with a gradient not exceeding 1.50 feet per 
100 feet. 

Three approaches to the new street are laid out by the 
decree ; the first approach calls for the widening of Congress 
street to a width of eighty feet, from Atlantic avenue to the 
harbor line on the westerly side of Fort Point channel, and 
the building of a new street eighty feet wide along the 
harbor line from Congress street to Summer-street exten- 
sion ; the second approach calls for a new street sixty feet 
wide, from A street along substantially the present location 
of the New England Railroad to a junction with the new 
street near the harbor line on the easterly side of Fort 
Point Channel; and the third approach calls for the build- 
ing of portions of three streets already planned on the land 
of the Commonwealth, part of D street eighty feet wide 
from its intersection with the new street to Fargo, part of 
Fargo street fifty feet wide between D and C streets and part 
of C street sixty feet wide between Fargo street and Con- 
eress street. The gradient of the first approach does not 
exceed 1.60 feet per 100 feet and the gradients of the 
second and third approaches do not exceed 1.70 feet per 100 
feet. All of the approaches are to have granite paved road- 
ways and brick or crushed stone sidewalks. 

The decree provides that the New England Railroad Com- 
pany shall build the bridge over its land, including the abut- 
ments, and that the City of Boston shall do all the other 
work required. 

The decree also provides that the expense of the whole 
work shall be borne jointly by the Commonwealth, the City 
of Boston, and the New England Railroad Company, in the 
following proportions: the Commonwealth 31 per cent., the 
city 30 per cent. and the railroad company 39 per cent. 

The necessary authority for the construction of the bridge 
across Fort Point channel has been obtained from the Secre- 
tary of War, as given in the following license : :

Dear Sir: In compliance with a decree of the Superior Court 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the City of Boston 
desires to build a steel girder bridge, on stone piers, with a double 
retractile draw on a pile foundation, across Fort Point channel; 
also to build a sea-wall on the pier-head line, between Summer 
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street and Congress street, and along the widening of Con- 
oress street, and to fill back of said wall; all as shown on the 
plan herewith submitted in triplicate. The City of Boston there- 
fore respectfully requests that a license be granted to build and 
maintain said structures in accordance with said plan, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of War.

Whereas, By Section 3 of an act of Congress, approved July 
18, 1892, entitled ‘‘ An act making appropriations for the con- 
struction, repair and preservation of certain public works on rivers 
and harbors, and for other purposes, ” it is declared that it shall 
not be lawful to construct by authority of the legislative act of a 
State any bridge, not already authorized by law, over a navigable 
water of the United States wholly within the limits of such State, 
without the approval by the Secretary of War of the location and 
plans of such bridge; and that, without the permission of the 
' Secretary of War, it shall not be lawful to build any wharf, pier, 
dolphin, boom, dam, weir, breakwater, bulkhead, jetty or 
structure of any kind outside established harbor lines, or where 
no harbor lines are or may be established, in any port, roadstead, 
haven, harbor, navigable river or other waters of the United 
States, in such manner as shall obstruct or impair navigation, 
commerce or anchorage of said waters; or to excavate or fill, or 
inany manner to alter or modify the course, location, condition 
or capacity of any port, roadstead, haven, harbor, harbor of 
refuge, or inclosure within the limits of any breakwater, or of the 
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channel of any navigable water of the United States, unless 
approved and authorized by the Secretary of War. 

And whereas, The City of Boston, Massachusetts, having 
authority under an act of the Legislature of the State of Massa- 
chusetts to construct a bridge over Fort Point channel in said city 
and State, has applied for the approval of the locations and 
plans of the same, and for permission to build a sea-wall on the 
pier-head line, between Summer street and Congress street in 
said city, and along the line of widening of Congress street, and 
to fill back of said wall as shown on the attached blue-prints 
submitted by said city ; 

Now, therefore, This is to certify that the Secretary of War 
hereby approves the location and plans of said bridge, and hereby 
gives the said city permission to build a sea-wall, as described 
above, and to fill back of said wall; all as shown on said blue- 
prints, subject to the conditions contained in license from the 
Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts to said city, dated September 7, 1897, and 
numbered 2,043, and to the following further condition : 

That the work herein permitted and required to be done shall 
be subject to the supervision and approval of the Engineer officer 
of the United States Army in charge of the locality.

The general plan for the bridge across Fort Point channel 
has also been approved by the Board of Harbor and Land 
Commissioners. Surveys have been made for the entire 
length of the new street and borings have been taken to 
ascertain the character of the material upon which will rest 
the foundations of all the abutments and piers. 

A contract was made on October 7, 1897, with Ross & 
Fowler for building the abutment on the westerly line of 
Fort Point channel for the sum of $14,800, and the work is 
now nearly completed. 

The plans and specifications for the masonry piers in and 
the abutment on the westerly line of Fort Point channel are 
all finished and bids for doing the work will be received 
early in March, calling for the completion of the work before 
September 1, 1898. ‘The plans for the other structures to 
be built by the city are well under way and it is expected that 
the whole work will be placed under contract during the 
summer. 


DORCHESTER AVENUE AND SUMMER-STREET EXTENSION. 


The work of building a sea-wall along the harbor line be- 
tween its intersection with Federal street and its intersection 
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with the southerly line of Summer-street extension has been 
carried on during the year under contracts made with W. L. 
Miller & W. H. Ellis dated April 6, June 25, and August 
10, 1897, and with W. J. Lawler dated January 14, 1898. 

For the remaining sections of the wall adjoining Federal- 
street bridge, bids will be received early in February requir- 
ing the work to be completed on or before April 1, 1898. 

At the present time about 1,500 feet of wall has been built 
extending from Summer street to a point about 450 feet south 
of Mount Washington-avenue bridge, excepting a_ short 
section at this bridge. Work on this section has been de- 
layed because of the necessary changes required to be made 
in the large sewer which discharges at this point. 

A large amount of the filling back of the wall has been 
deposited; part of this filling was dredged material from 
Mystic river and Lynn harbor, but the most of it has been 
obtained from excavations made in various parts of the city 
for the foundations of large buildings, notably the new 
Masonic Temple. 

Plans have been prepared for the widening of Federal- 
street bridge at the end adjoining Dorchester-avenue exten- 
sion and this work will be finished early in the summer. 


DUMPING WHARF FOR THE SANITARY DIVISION OF THE 
STREET DEPARTMENT. — 


Plans and estimates were prepared for strengthening Fort 
Hill Wharf; the work was done by George H. Cavanagh. 
An estimate was made of the cost of converting a part of 
Snow’s Arch Wharf into a dumping plant; the work was not 
done. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


North Ferry. At the request of the Superintendent of 
Streets a report was made on the condition of the piers of 
the North Ferry. 

South Ferry, Kast Boston side. Estimates were made for 
repairing the southerly drop, which was run into by a ferry- 
boat August 31, and badly damaged. Plans and _ specifica- 
tions were later made for replacing the drop with a new one, 
and the work was let to John M. Brooks for a contract price 
of $5,453.50 ; the new drop was put in use December 31, 
1897. 

Plans and specifications were made for building a tank for 
the new drop; the work was done under contract by John 


M. Brooks for $1,737.50. 
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Plans were made for rebuilding the foundation, and the 
work was done by W. H. Ellis Company. The flooring of 
the landings was raised to grade 13.50 by the Ferry Division 
of the Street Department, the extreme raise being 14 inches. 

Plans were made for a rearrangement of the landing and 
piers, using three drops in place of two. 


HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE, OVER NEW ENGLAND 
RAILROAD.

His Honor JOSIAH QUINCY, Mayor: 


Sir: Good fortune during the past year has enabled this 
department to again present a satisfactory showing; and for 
how many years such fortune should have all credit for 
small fire losses I do not pretend to judge; but there must 
be a point at which eternal vigilance and activity, good gen- 
eralship, zealous leaders and anxious followers and an ex- 
cellent and entirely successful system for receiving and 
transmitting alarms, together with thorough equipment and 
appliance for fire duty may claim at least a small ‘share of 
credit for favorable results. But with all the vigilance, dis- 
cipline and equipment possible, we cannot hope to long retain 
our present record when citizens keep hot ashes in wooden 
barrels, or delay in giving us alarms until after they have let 
a small blaze grow to an incipient conflagration through their 
vain efforts to perform their own fire fighting; or while real 
estate owners can legally build tinder boxes in the shape of 
tenement houses, or leave old wooden fire-traps standing in 
the midst of large and valuable buildings ; for some day, with 
bad luck and weather, we are sure to find ourselves burdened 
with heavy fire loss, unless our law-makers eradicate the 
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existing evils, which may, at any time, postpone to the far 
future that millennium for underwriters which every fire de- 
partment should strive to establish. The wooden camps 
pitched in some of our outskirts, as well as much of South 
Boston, offer a tempting harvest for fire, and cannot fail to be 
gathered as soon as the conditions of wind and weather are 
favorable, in spite of all possible firemen and fire apparatus. 

The so-called fire-limit should, I think, be speedily drawn 
far beyond its present line in order to bring within the 
restriction of the building law that territory which at present 
is treated as a country district, and inrreality is fast becoming 
a terror to all firemen. 

Nothing has knowingly been left undone which could in- 
crease the efficiency of this department or make the houses 
more healthy, serviceable and comfortable for the men; and 
now a veterinary hospital is our only crying want, the old 
barn at present used for that purpose being the one spot in 
our whole outfit not suitable for the important work required 
of it; and I strongly recommend an additional ladder-truck 
for that part of our territory now covered by Engines 38, 39, 
on Congress street, for the reason that many large buildings 
have been erected in that vicinity, which, in case of need, 
would require nearer ladder service than at present afforded. 

The ‘fire-boat (Engine 31) has not yet been accepted, be- 
cause she requires, in my opinion, some change in her engines 
to enable her to successfully cope with that class of fires 
which requires speed and quick handling ; and, therefore, the 

time ‘for her completion has been extended to May. 

The underground 12-inch pipe for the salt water sys- 
tem has been laid for 3,800 feet through Congress street, 
‘Post ‘Office square and Central street, still requiring some 
300 ‘feet at a cost of about $7,500 to connect it at each end 
with the water where the fire-boats are expected to provide 
the power necessary to force water through the various hy- 
drants ‘to a height equal to or beyond that attained by a 
street engine. 

Our two (2) horseless petals have given very satisfac- 
tory ~proof of their ability to move speedily and handily 
through all conditions of streets, as well as of their power to 
throw extraordinary streams of water after reaching the 
scene of action. 

No fire-alarm box has failed to properly send in the alarm 
to these headquarters ; and, while six million five hundred 
thousand (6,500,000) blows have been struck on the various 
bells and gongs in transmitting alarms from these head- 
quarters ‘to the different companies, the mechanical and 
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electrical system has worked with such exact precision that 
no engine or ladder has been at any time seriously at fault in 


responding. 


1 know of no case where the officers and men have not 
done excellent work when called upon, and trust Your 
Honor. shares my confidence that, barring accidents and mak- | 
ing allowance for the fallibility of man, our department will 
continue to deserve the good-will of our fellow-citizens, 
which, during the past week, has been made so apparent 
through the sympathy and help extended by them to the 
families of our six men who lost their lives while on duty at 
the recent fire in Merrimac street.

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FIRE-ALARM BRANCH. 


The efficiency of the overhead service has been improved 
during the past year by the construction of a new circuit in 
West Roxbury, with which a portion of the boxes in that 
district have been connected. ‘There were used for this work, 
including some renewals and extensions in other parts of the 
city, 129,360 feet of wire. Old wire taken down in 1897, 
underground district, 67,380 feet; outside district, 95,050 
feet. 

The underground district for 1897, as prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Wires, lies within the lines of the follow- 
ing streets : 

Beginning at Warren bridge, along Charlestown street to 

Washington, Hanover, Court, Tremont, Park, Beacon, Joy 
and Cambridge streets to Charles river. 
' All work within this district was practically completed in 
the time designated, and in addition to this nearly as much 
cable has been laid outside, chiefly on ‘Tremont street, south 
of Dover street, and in some streets on the Back Bay. 

The cables used have been from ten to thirty-seven con- 
ductors, and are laid in ducts belonging to the New England 
Telephone Company, with the exception of 4,911 feet, which 
are owned by this department.

The underground service has been extended to thirty-eight 
boxes, twenty of which are placed on lamp-posts, two depart- 
ment houses, two police stations, and an emergency station 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, on Portland street. 
Kight testing stations have been established, four manholes 
built and forty-one service connections made, twenty-two of 
the latter being done outside the district. 

All the fire-alarm boxes north of Dover and Berkeley 
streets are now connected with the underground service, with 
the exception of boxes 95 and’766. There have been 966 
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bell alarms given during the year which required 6,506,684 
blows to be struck by the various apparatus of the system. 
Nineteen new boxes have been established, making a total of 
601 boxes now in service.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-sixth annual report, covering the work of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the department from 
February 1, 1897, to February 1, 1898. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,154 a de- 
crease from the previous year of 480 deaths. The popula- 
tion, as estimated at the end of the year, is 528,912, which 
is based on the geometrical rate of increase between the last 
two census years, 1885-1895. The death-rate for the year, 
as calculated on this population, is 21.08 per 1,000 inhabi- 
tants. This rate is less by 1.45 than that of the previous 
year, and the lowest since 1879. There were 1,806 deaths 
from zymotic diseases, a decrease of 179 deaths from the 
same group of the previons year. ‘There were 105 less 
deaths from diphtheria than in 1896, with a proportionate 
decrease in the number of cases. The percentage of deaths 
to the number of cases of diphtheria reported was 12.09 as 
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against 11.49 per cent. the preceding year. There were 136 
deaths from scarlatina, 15 more deaths than in the preceding 
year, and 170 less than the average of the five previous 
years. ‘Typhoid fever caused 173 deaths during the year. 
Seventy-four of the deaths from this cause occurred during 
the months of August, September and October, and 102 of 
the whole number died between the ages of 20 and 40 years. 
There were 21 deaths from measles during the year. The 
number of deaths of children under five years of age was 
3,708, compared with 4,055 for the previous year, showing a 
decrease of 347 deaths. The respiratory cases are still the 
most fatal, causing fully 26 per cent. of the whole mortality 
the past year, as against 27 per cent. in 1896.

DIPHTHERIA, 


The death-rate from diphtheria was greatest in 1876, 1880 
and 1881. ‘The decrease in the number of cases from this 
disease is shown in Table XVI. 

In the quinquennial period ending with the year 1880, the 
death-rate was 17.38 to each 10,000 of the population; for 
the same period ending 1885 it was 15.46; in the next 
period, 1890, it was 12.09; and in the period ending 1895, 
it was 11.02. The greatest decrease is shown in the years 
1896 and 1897 when the death-rates were respectively 9.80 
and 7.77 in each 10,000 of the population. A diagram for 
the year 1897 is appended, which shows the number of 
deaths each month as compared with the average of ten 


years.

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DEATHS BY SEX. 


An admitted fact in vital statistics is that more males are 
born than females, and also that more males die than 
females. This greater mortality is chiefly due to different 
and more hazardous employments of the males. In the 
following table, covering a period of five years, the propor- 
tion of deaths of males to females was as follows: In 1893, 
105.5; in 1894, 106.6; in 1895, 106.0; in 1896, 109.2; in 
1897, 102.8, with an aggregate average proportion of 106.0 
males to each hundred females. 

A more accurate ratio of the deaths of males and females 
can be calculated on the population of each sex, and only 
accurate in census years. 

The census year 1895 shows that the death-rate for males 
was 24.33 per 1,000 and 21.37 for females.

DEAR SiR: In answer to your request for a statement as to what 
the Board of Health has recommended concerning the vaults con- 
nected with the Winthrop school-houses, I am directed to say that 
an examination of the records show that in November, 1895, the 
Board of Health furnished the Mayor a list of the offensive and ob- 
jectionable privy-vaults connected with the public school-houses of 
the city. Two divisions were made; the first division being made 
up of those requiring immediate action. The vault examined in the 
Winthrop school-house was not placed in this division. An examina- 
tion of the vault at that time showed that it had been in use only a

October 24, 1895. 

Ventilation not good; clothing of the pupils kept in the halls; no 
dressing rooms. Dampness on cellar bottom in rear part. Two 
large flush vaults in the yard about thirty feet from school-house, con- 
dition, fair. These vaults were put in during vacation. In my 
opinion a slight additional expense would have paid for a much 
better arrangement.

DEAR Str: We have your communication of the 26th ult., con- 
cerning the sanitary condition of the Bunker Hill school-house. In 
reply we beg to say that on investigation we found the premises in a 
state of partial repairs by reason of work which had been suspended. 
The sanitary condition is satisfactory, excepting the privy-vault in 
the yard which, if permitted to remain, will undoubtedly prove a 
source of annoy ance when the school is reopened. 

We understand that this vault is to be abandoned, and the ‘¢ Mott 
Washout ”’ substituted therefor. This, in the opinion of the Board 
of Health, will practically correct the vault nuisance.

DEAR Sir: I am directed by the Board of Health to call your 
attention to the Prescott school-house on Elm street which has just 
been examined by this department with the following results: 
There are two flush vaults and a urinal under the basement, the odor 
from which is noticable at times in the rooms in the building, and 
particularly the rooms on the first story. The water-closet used by 
the teachers on the third story discharge in the girls vault which is a 
very objectionable feature. In the opinion of the Board the privy 
accommodation is unsuitable, and should be replaced by modern 
water-closets with improved methods of ventilation. The present 
system of ventilation in class-rooms is ineffective. The only way in 
which the air can be changed in the room is by opening the windows. 
The cesspools in the yard are filthy and offensive.

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MepicAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


The number of cases of infectious diseases found in the 
schools during 1897 has been less than in previous years, as 
would be expected in the great falling off in the total cases 
in the city. The attention and watchfulness of the inspec- 
tors, however, have continued, and with marked effect, not 
only in pointing out a large number of cases and causes of 
sickness, but in creating a larger interest in the physical wel- 
fare of the school children. A very marked instance of the 
relief and comfort which this inspection service may bring to 
the children in school, was shown during the present season, 
when a wholesale inspection of the children’s heads was 
made. From 10 per cent. of the heads in some schools to 
over 80 per cent. in others were found to be in need of 
treatment for lice or nits, or both. Cards indicating the 
necessary treatment and care were issued to each one who 
needed them, and the examinations followed*up. The benefit 
of this work has been repeatedly attested by teachers and 
parents. 

One master, endorsing the work, states : 

“Now, that we’ are through with the pedicular examina- 
tions in our district, I wish to say a word: Dr. , who 
examined our children, did his work faithfully, patiently and 
with tact. . . . The examination proved very popular with 
the parents. About 1,200 children were examined in my 
district. Not more than twenty-five or thirty parents made 
any objections. . . . The children of these parents had in- 
fected heads, and I have not found one parent who did 
not think it wise to have all children’s heads examined 
except their own. My general judgment is that all parents, 
except a minority, so small in nwnber as to have little or no 
weight, want the examinations continued at proper intervals. 
While many children have felt mortified when found infected, 
the movement has been considered one of education. The 
next time the plan is tried there will be but a minimum of 
friction. The children are very much cleaner in other ways, 
and look and feel better. They cannot help enjoying more 
physical comfort. My object in writing is to strengthen the 
hands of your Board in creating what I hope will prove a 
permanent plan which, from my observation and experience 
and in the judgment of nearly all parents, has been too long 
delayed. As a teacher, parent and citizen I hope the good 
work so well begun will be continued. |

LODGING—HOUSES. 


The growth of cheap lodging-houses in our city has been 
such as to call for unusual attention from this department. 
Their growth, attractiveness and convenience for the most 
unworthy, unclean and dangerous class who come to the city 
are as pronounced as is their necessity for the worthy poor. 
In each of these respects the conditions are similar to those 
found in other large cities. It was found necessary to give 
the police commissioners authority for free access to these 
places, and to grant them licenses on certificate of the Board 
of Health of their fitness to be so licensed, and this authority’ 

was granted by the Legislature in 1894. The personal ex- 
perience of the Board of Health warrants the conclusion that 
to measurably check the fostering of immoral and unclean 
habits of men and their crowding into ill-fitted and dangerous 
buildings as well as for the welfare of the better disposed, it 
is necessary to make and enforce wholesome regulations for 
the construction, equipment and care of all cheap lodging- 
houses, and to this end the following rules and regulations 
have been adopted : 


1. The means for light and ventilation shall be satisfactory to 
the Board of Health, and beyond the control of lodgers. 
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2. <All floors and stairways shall be sound, smooth and either 
painted or shellacked. é 

3. There shall be allowed not less than 300 cubic feet of space 
to each lodger in sleeping-rooms. 

4. Open and spacious dormitories shall be preferred. 

5. Single or small rooms shall be allowed only in exceptional 
cases, and then only with fireproof partitions. 

6. No carpeting shall be allowed on floors or stairways. 

7. There shall not be less than two horizontal feet between the 
sides of any two beds. 

8. All bedsteads shall be single and of iron. 

9. Blankets shall be required and ‘‘ comforters ”’ shall be pro- 
hibited. 

10. Mattresses shall be covered with a waterproof covering. 

11. No person shall be allowed to retire or sleep in his day 
clothing. 

12. No person who is not clean shall be allowed to retire without 
a bath. 

13. Water-closets (one to every twenty lodgers), lavatories and 
shower-bath, with hot and cold water, all with open plumbing, shall 
be furnished on each floor, and the floors to samé shall be of marble, 
slate or concrete. 

14. All movable receptacles for excretions are prohibited. 

15. Smoking in sleeping-rooms is prohibited. 

16. Ail stairways, fire escapes and other means of exit in case of 
fire shall be in accordance with the statutes and ordinances on that 
subject, and to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner. 

17. Stoves for heating shall be allowed only under the most 
favorable conditions for safety. 

18. The use of portable kerosene lamps is prohibited. 

19. <A reliable person or persons shall be in attendance at all 
hours of the night. 


DISINFECTION. 


The amount of disinfection in dwellings during the past 
year has fallen off somewhat, owing to the smaller number of 
cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever, while the care and com- 
pleteness of this work has been greatly improved, and our 
means for finding and dealing with infectious diseases have 
largely increased and been rendered more effective. The 
new agent, formaldehyde gas, which was put in use here in 
January, 1896, and mentioned in our last annual report, has 
proved sufficiently effective to warrant its general use as a 
surface disinfectant in place of the sulphur dioxide process. 
The steam plants for disinfection in the city and at quaran- 
tine have been continued in active use, as have also been the 
bichloride and mercury and the chloride of lime. The follow- 
ing tables give a list of the diseases and of the infected 
articles and places for which this work has been done :

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GARBAGE AND REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


The Board is gratified in being able to state that the out- 
look for the erection of plants by the city for greatly im- 
proved methods of disposal of garbage and other refuse of 
the city is good. ‘The proposed reduction plant at “ Calf 
Pasture ” would do away with several serious garbage nui- 
sances in the city, and the proposed incinerating plant for 
the combustible refuse, on Albany street, would abate a nui- 
sance at Fort Hill Wharf and relieve the harbor and beaches 
of collections of most objectionable materials. 

Complaints having been received from residents of the 
vicinity of the garbage plant on Marsh street, the following 
communication was sent to the contractor in charge of the 
establishment : 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT, 
OLD CouRT HOUSE, BOSTON, September 1, 1897. 
Mr. JOHN BRADLEY, 29 Shelton street, Dorchester: 


DEAR Str: Oncomplaint of numerous citizens of the Dorchester 
District in the vicinity of Minot and Marsh streets of foul odors 
emanating from the garbage plant on the marsh near Marsh street 
and from the garbage carts while passing through the streets of the 
immediate neighborhood, the Board of Health has investigated the 
matter, and finds cause for more or less complaint. Before taking 
other official action, however, the Board would suggest certain 
changes and improvements in the plant itself, and in the carting of 
the garbage through the streets, and will await the result of the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

You should have sufficient tightly-concreted floor surface for your 
carts while unloading to prevent any leaking from the garbage upon 
the ground about the premises; a portion of your platform should 
be within the building set apart for the temporary lodgment of the 
tin cans and such other articles as may be removed from the garbage, 
and this portion of the platform should be so arranged as to readily 
drain all liquids directly to the sewer; cold water should be turned 
upon the tin cans and other materials in sufficient amount and fre- 
quency to prevent foul odors arising from them; all parts of the 
platform, floorings and walls which may be soiled by any portion of 
the garbage or cans should be sprinkled daily by some disinfecting or 
deodorizing agent which will prevent any unnecessary foul odors 
arising from such surfaces; the carts should be thoroughly washed 
immediately after being unloaded, and then sprinkled with the same 
disinfecting and deodorizing agent. The carts should never be un- 
covered while collecting or passing through the streets; they should 
never be so filled as to prevent the covers from fitting down closely, 
and they must never be allowed to leak any part of their contents in 
any street or alley-way of the city.

The above requirements were in due time complied with, 
and no further complaints have been received. ° 
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Docks AND TIDE-WATER: FLATS. 


The accumulation of sewage in some of the docks and on 
some of the flats continue still, and is the cause of much com- 
plaint to this office. Several: docks in the Charlestown 
District and at the North End need dredging; and it may be 
said that the future of these docks and of the flats off East 
Boston require that there should be an immediate connection 
made of such sewers as now discharge into the docks and 
upon the flats with the intercepting sewer. 


BAKERIES. 


Under the law governing bakeries, 344 of them have been 
examined and alterations made so as to comply with the law. 
All water-closets have been removed from the bakeries and 
wash-rooms provided. In all cases where there was direct 
communication between stables and bakeries, partitions have 
been built, and direct communication cut off. All bakeries 
have been whitewashed once in three months, according to the 
law. In two instances the owners of bakeries which were 
connected with stables were obliged to remove their horses 
to other places, as satisfactory alterations could not be made 
within their establishments. 


EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS. 


During the year ending January 381, 1898, the Board of 
Vuxaminers held forty-seven meetings and examined 271 
candidates for plumbers’ licenses ; eighty-two were for master 
plumbers’ licenses and thirty-eight (or 46 per cent.) passed 
the examination and were certified to the Building Com- 
missioner for license. One hundred and eighty-nine were 
examined for journeyman plumbers’ licenses, and 126, or 
66 per cent., passed the preliminary examination and were 
notified to report at the shop for the practical test. Of this 
number 103 passed successful examinations at the shop and 
were certified for licenses. 

There were, in addition, thirty applicants whose examina- 
tion became necessary by a neglect to renew their licenses 
on May 1. Fifteen of this number were masters and fifteen 
journeymen. [our masters and two journeymen failed to 
pass the examination. 
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GASFITTING AND GASFITTING MATERIALS. 


The Legislature in 1897 passed the following act: 


[CHAPTER 265, AcTs OF 1897. ] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE LICENSING OF GASFITTERS AND TO 
THE SUPERVISION OF THE BUSINESS OF GASFITTING IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. No person, firm or corporation shall engage in or 
work at the business of gasfitting in the city of Boston after the 
first day of October in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, 
either as employer or as a journeyman, unless such person, firm or 
corporation has received a license therefor in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. The word ‘‘journeyman,”’ as used in this 
act, shall be deemed to mean one who personally does any gasfitting, 
or any work in connection therewith, which would be subject to 
inspection under the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 2. Every person, firm or corporation desiring to engage in 
the business of gasfitting in the city of Boston shall make applica- 
tion therefor to the building commissioner, and shall, at such time 
and piace as may be designated by the board of examiners herein- 
after provided for, to whom such application shall be referred, be 
examined as to his qualifications for such business. 

Secr. 3. The board of examiners shall consist of the building 
commissioner, the chairman of the board of health, who shall be 
ex-officiis members of said board, and serve without compensation, 
and a third member, to be chosen by the board of health, who shall 
be a practicial gasfitter of at least five years’ continued practical 
experience during the years next preceding the date of appointment. 
Said third member shall be chosen within thirty days after the pas- 
sage of this act, for a term ending on the first day of May in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, and thereafter annually; 
and he shall be allowed a sum not exceeding five dollars for each 
day of actual service, to be paid from the treasury of the city of 
Boston. 

Sect. 4. Said board of examiners shall, as soon as may be after 
the appointment of said third member, meet and organize by the 
selection of a chairman and clerk, and shall then designate the 
times and places for the examination of all applicants desir- 
ing to engage in or work at the business of gasfitting in the 
city of Boston. Said board shall examine said applicants as to 
their practical knowledge of gasfitting, shall submit the applicant 
to some satisfactory form of practical test, and, if satisfied of 
the competency of the applicant, shall so certify to the building 
commissioner, who shall thereupon issue a_ license to such 
applicant, authorizing him to engage in or work at the business of 
gasfitting, first requiring him to register in the office of the said 
building commissioner his name, place of business or residence, 
license number, date of examination, and in what capacity licensed. 
In case of a firm or corporation, the examination of one member of 
the firm, or of the manager of the corporation, shall satisfy the re- 
quirements of this act. The fee for the license of any employing 
gasfitter shall be two dollars, and for a journeyman, fifty cents; and 


- 
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said license shall continue in force until revoked or cancelled, but 
shall not be transferable. 

Sect. 5. The building commissioner shall appoint, after the first 
day of October in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, such 
a number of inspectors of gasfitting as the board of examiners may 
from time to time determine. Said inspectors shall be practical gas- 
fitters of at least five years’ continued practical experience, and 
shall, before appointment, be subject to an examination before the 
civil service commissioners. The compensation of said inspectors 
shall be determined by the building commissioner, subject to the 
approval of the mayor; and such inspectors shall hold office until 
removed by said commissioner, with the approval of the mayor, for 
malfeasance, incapacity or neglect of duty. Said inspectors shall 
inspect all new work relating to gasfitting in new and in old build- 
ings, the connections and use of such work, and shall report all 
violations of this act or of any act or ordinance relating thereto, 
which now exists or may be hereafter enacted or ordained; and they 
shall also perform such other appropriate duties as may be required 
by the building commissioner. 

SEctT. 6. Every licensed gasfitter shall display his license number 
conspicuously at his place of business. 

Sect. 7. On and after the first day of October, in the year eight- 
een hundred and ninety-seven, no building shall be piped or fitted 
for gas, nor shall any repairs be made in such piping or fittings, 
nor fixtures placed, unless a permit shall be granted therefor by the 
building commissioner. Every licensed gasfitter desiring to perform 
any work relating to piping or fitting a building for gas, or to repair 
gas piping or fittings, or to place fixtures therein, shall file an appli- 
cation therefor at the office of the building commissioner, giving the 
correct location, name and address of the owner, the intended use 
and material of the building, and a full and complete statement of 
the work proposed and material to be used, and shall, if required by 
said building commissioner, furnish a plan thereof, which shall be 
subject to his approval. All materials used and work performed 
under the provisions of this section shall be subject to such regula- 
tions as shall be made by the board of health and the building com- 
missioner. 

Sect. 8. No gas pipe which may be introduced into any building 
shall be let into the timbers, beams or girders, unless the same is 
placed within thirty-six inches of the end of said timber, beam or 
girder, and in no building shall the said pipes be let into the timbers, 
beams or girders, more than two inches in depth. No person shall 
disconnect or remove any gas meter, except the duly authorized 
representative of the gas company owning such meter. 

Secr. 9. All gas brackets shall be placed at least three feet below 
any ceiling or woodwork, unless the same is properly protected by a 
shield, in which case the distance shall not be less than eighteen inches. 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect the operations of any 
gas company upon its own premises or upon its mains and surface 
pipes. 

Secr. 10. The board of health of said city by its inspectors shall, 
from time to time, as it deems proper, inspect the gas fixtures and 
appliances in any building, and shall make such requirements relat- 
ing thereto as it deems the public health requires, and the owner of 
such building shall comply with such requirements. 
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Sect. 11. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subject to a 
fine of not exceeding one hundred dollars for each offence, and if 
such person has received a license under this act his license may be 
revoked by the building commissioner. 

Sect. 12. The building commissioner shall include in his annual 
report to the city council a report of the proceedings of the building 
department under this act, and shall include therein a report of the 
board of examiners appointed under this act, giving their proceed- 
ings during the year ending on the first day of February. 

SecT. 13. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Secor. 14. This act shall take effect upon its passage, except so 
far as is hereinbefore otherwise provided. 

[Approved April 10, 1897. 


Under this Act the board of examiners, consisting .of 
the commissioner of buildings, chairman of the board of 
health and a third member appointed by said board, organ- 
ized with Dr. Durgin as chairman, and Miss I. E. M. Kelly, 
secretary. 

On October 18 the third member, Mr. Charles B. Gould, 
resigned to accept an appointment as inspector of gasfitting 
in the building department, and Mr. M. C. Poor was ap- 
pointed by the board of health to fill the vacancy. 

Beginning June 15 and ending with the financial year, 
January 3, 1898, the board of examiners held ninety-three 
meetings and examined 678 candidates for gasfitters’ licenses ; 
410, or 60 per cent., passed the examination, and were certi- 
fied to the building commissioner for license. 

The regulations contemplated by section 7 of this Act 
have not yet been completed, but it will appear in a short 
time, and by them a higher standard of materials and work 
in gas-piping and fitting will be demanded. In this connec- 
tion it may be said that the inspection of gas-pipes and fix- 
tures, provided for in the foregoing Act, was commenced by 
the board of health during the past season, and, for the 
purposes of immediately developing facts as to the extent of 
existing gas-leaks in the average dwelling in the city, blocks 
of dwellings were selected and examined from house to 
house. 

It was shown in these examinations by careful tests that 
89 per cent. of the dwellings presented gas-leaks. It may 
also be said without doubt that the gas-leaks are not only 
much more numerous, but furnish a greater source of injury 
to health than the leaks from the waste-pipes and drains. 
The Board will hereafter look for and treat gas-leaks as it 
does leaks from plumbing and drainage.

NortH GROVE-STREET MORGUE. 


An appropriation of $6,000 was provided by the city 
council during the year 1897 for the purpose of repairs 
upon the morgue on North Grove street. ‘This appropria- 
tion was provided without consultation with the board of 
health, and, after a consideration of the subject, the board 
concluded that the spending of this appropriation for repairs 
on an old building that is ill-fitted for its purpose and in- 
adequate in its accommodations and appointments, would 
be a waste of money, and at our suggestion plans were 
drawn and estimates made for the erection of an entirely 
new morgue on or near the site of the present structure, 
with such internal arrangements and equipment as would 
make it more in accordance with the demands of the modern 
use of such establishments. It was found that the $6,000 
appropriation would be inadequate for the accomplishment 
of this purpose, and an application has been made for an ad- 
ditional loan of $3,000, which, added to the existing loan, 
would be sufficient for erecting and equipping the new 
building.

KILLING oF POULTRY. 


The enforcement of the regulations, passed July 16, 1896, 
providing that live fowls shall not be brought into, kept, 
held, or offered for sale, or killed or plucked, in any place in 
the city of Boston, without a permit therefor in writing from 
the board of health, has, to a very considerable extent, 
abated the conditions which heretofore have existed in tene- 
ment houses where fowls were kept and slaughtered, but it 
is still the opinion of this board that the business of keep- 
ing and killing fowls can be conducted at the abattoir at 
Brighton with better results than within the closely-built 
sections of the city. 

After careful investigation it has become evident to the 
board that the business of killing fowls can, without hard- 
ship to the consumer, be conducted at the abattoir, and 
unless a radical improvement is made upon present methods 
existing, licenses will be revoked and the business transferred 
to the abattoir within the year. 


PRIVY-VAULTS. 


The work of removing privy-vaults has been continued. 
The number discontinued during the year 1897 was 308, 
which, added to the number previously abolished, makes a 
total of 8,475 vaults removed since the enactment of the law 
in 1884. 

The number of vaults and cesspools cleaned during the 
year 1897 was 285, as against 973 the previous year. These 
figures do not show the actual number of vaults and cess- 
pools cleaned inasmuch as many persons deal directly with 
the contractor instead of through the office of the health 
department. 


CEMETERIES. 


During the month of June, 1897, the care of cemeteries 
in charge of the board of health since 1874 was assumed 
by a board of five trustees appointed by the Mayor in accord- 
ance with chapter 375 of the Acts of 1897. 
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DESTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS. 


An Act for the further protection of the public health in 
the city of Boston was passed by the Legislature of 1897, 
and reads as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Whenever the board of health of the city of Boston 
shall be of opinion that any building or any part thereof in said city 
is infected with contagious disease, or by reason of want of repair 
has become dangerous to life, or is unfit for human habitation be- 
cause of defects in drainage, plumbing, ventilation, or in the con- 
struction of the same, or because of the existence of a nuisance on 
the premises which is likely to cause sickness among its occupants, 
said board may issue an order requiring all persons therein to vacate 
such building or part thereof stated in the order, for reasons to be 
stated therein as aforesaid. Said board shall cause said order to be 
affixed conspicuously to the building or part thereof, and to be per- 
sonally served on the owner, lessee, agent, occupant or any person 
having the charge or care thereof; if the owner, lessee or agent can- 
not be found in the said city, or does not reside therein, or evades or 
resists service, then said order may be served by depositing a copy 
thereof in the post office of said city, postpaid and properly inclosed 
and addressed to such owner, lessee or agent at his last known place 
of business or residence. Such building or part thereof shall be 
vacated within ten days after said order shall have been posted and 
mailed as aforesaid, or within such shorter time, not less than forty- 
eight bours, as in said order may be specified; but whenever said 
board shall become satisfied that the danger from said building or 
part thereof has ceased to exist, or that said building has been re- 
paired so as to be habitable, it may revoke said order. Whenever in 
the opinion of the board of health any building or part thereof in 
said city which has been ordered by said board to be vacated is, 
because of age, infection with contagious disease, defects in drainage, 
plumbing or ventilation, or because of the existence of a nuisance 
on the premises which is likely to cause sickness among its occu- 
pants, or among the occupants of other property in said city, or 
because it makes other buildings in said vicinity unfit for human 
habitation or dangerous or injurious to health, or because it prevents 
proper measures from being carried into effect for remedying any 
nuisance injurious to health, or other sanitary evils in respect of 
such other buildings, so unfit for human habitation that the evils in, 
or caused by, said building cannot be remedied by repairs or in any 
other way except by the destruction of said building or of any por- 
tion of the same, said board of health may order the same or any 
part thereof to be removed. 

SecrT. 2. The city of Boston shall pay the damages sustained by 
the owner of the building by the destruction of the same, or part 
thereof, as determined on agreement between said board of health 
and said owner, and if they cannot agree the same shall be deter- 
mined by a jury of the superior court for the county of Suffolk, on 
petition of said owner or board within one year after said destruc- 
tion, in the same manner as damages are determined for the taking 
of land in laying out streets and highways in the city of Boston. 

Sect. 3. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 


[Approved April 1, 1897. 
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This Act has furnished the board of health with the 
necessary authority for the disposal of many buildings which 
have become useless from any of several causes, and which 
must be removed as a necessary procedure for the abatement 
of a nuisance, relief of other property or the removal of a 
serious danger. Under this Act the board of health has 
begun the service of notices for the location, and also the 
removal of buildings of this class, and will proceed with this 
work as circumstances may demand. 


STABLES. 


The number of applications for the occupation of stables 
during the year was 257. Of this number 198 were granted, 
36 refused, 8 were withdrawn, and 15 are awaiting action. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE USE OF BUILDINGS FOR STABLES. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. Section one of chapter eighty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-nine is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out in the second and third lines, the words ‘ first authorized 
thereto,’’? and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘such use is 
authorized ’’ so as to read as follows: Section 1. No person shall 
hereafter occupy or use any building in the city of Boston fora 
stable unless such use is authorized by the board of health of said 
city, and in such case only to the extent so authorized, provided 
that this act shall not prevent any such occupation and use author- 
ized by law at the time of the passage of this act, to the extent so 
authorized. 

Sect. 2. Section one hundred and fifteen of chapter four hundred 
and nineteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
two is hereby amended by striking out in the fourth and fifth lines, 
the words ‘‘ without the consent of the mayor and aldermen,” and 
inserting in place thereof the words : ‘‘ unless such use is authorized 
by the board of health’? so as to read as follows: Section 115. 
No building, any part of which is within the limits or within forty 
feet of the property of any adjoining owner, shall be erected for or 
converted to use as a stable, unless such use is authorized by the 
board of health after public hearing had, after written notice to the 
adjoining owners and after public notice published at least three 
times, and at least ten days before the hearing, in at least two news- 
papers published in Boston. 

SEcT. 3. Section one of chapter two hundred and thirteen of the 
Acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-five, as amended by 
chapter three hundred and thirty-two of the Acts of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-six, is hereby amended by striking out in 
the third line, the words ‘ first licensed so to do,’’ and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘such use is licensed’? so as to read as 
follows: Section 1. No person shall hereafter erect, occupy or use 
for a stable any building in any city whose population exceeds 
twenty-five thousand, unless such use is licensed by the board of 
health of said city, and in such case only to the extent so licensed. 
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Secor. 4. In any case in which a person has been or shall here- 
after be granted a license or other authority to use a stable on any 
land in the city of Boston, such authority shall be construed to mean 
a license or authority to any person thereafter occupying the land, 
to occupy and use a stable on such land until otherwise ordered by 
the board of health of said city. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved April 23, 1897. 


Under this act the board of health is authorized to order 
and secure the discontinuance of old and worn-out stables 
and which have become a nuisance to the neighborhood in 
which they are situated. 

In accordance with the provisions of this act, the board 
has ordered the discontinuance and removal of the following

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REPORT OF PROF. HAROLD C. ERNST ON 
DIPHTHERIA ANTITOXIN, AND CULTURAL 
DIAGNOSIS. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I beg to present herewith the report of the work 
carried on by me for your Board during the past year. 

The branches have been the same as in 1896, the eultural 
examination of suspected cases of sore throat, and the produc- 
tion and distribution of the antitoxin of diphtheria.

The Cultural Diagnosis of Cases of Sore Throat. 


The work has been carried on by the same methods as before. 

The chart presented herewith (see Chart I.) is a graphic repre- 
sentation of the amount of work done under this heading, and its 
distribution during the year. There have been 708 fewer exam- 
inations made this year than in 1896 (7,424 in 1895, 7,255 in 
1896, 6,716 in 1897) ; accounted for, at least in part, as is hoped, 
by the measures taken to control the disease. 

The number of cases sent in reached its maximum in February, 
not in December, as has been the case before, but the character 
of the cases is practically the same as during other years. 

The smallest number of cases sent in in any one week was 
August 2-8 (30), the highest, February 8-14 (235). The 
number of positive results obtained was smallest, August 23-29 
(5); highest, January 4-10 (41) ; (both these extremes occurred 
in the same week as in 1896). The total examinations made 
have been 6,716—the lowest daily average was in August 
(5.16+); the highest in January (28.35 + ). 

There have been sent in 203 cases of ‘*no growth” (as com- 
pared with 402 in 1595, and 187 in 1896) and these are to be 
neglected, leaving 6,513 in which the results were more or less 
satisfactory. Of these, 854 showed bacilli of diphtheria (as 
compared with 1,717 in 1894-95, and 1,509 in 1896), a percent- 
age of 13.11, as compared with 21— in 1894-95, and 21+ in 
1896), evidently a marked diminution of the number of cases of 
diphtheria in which a culture was desired. 

The question of the virulence of the bacilli that persist in the 
throats of persons in whom the clinical symptoms have disap- 
peared is an important one, and has been studied by Dr. Stone, 
whose report follows : 


During the year 1897, at the request of Dr. Ernst, for the 
Boston Board of Health, I tested for virulence the cultures in all 
those cases of diphtheria that had been reported as positive for 
three weeks and over, from the time that the cultures were sent 
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in asking for the release of the patient on the ground that all the 
clinical symptoms had subsided. 

The number of times in which the virulence was tested was 
twenty-four. In two cases the examinations were made because 
the forms present in the culture tubes were not typical, and it 
was thought desirable to make further confirmatory tests. 

The technique was as follows: Blood serum tubes were planted 
from the cultures that had been taken at the bedside, two, or usu- 
ally three days previously, the inoculated wire being drawn across 
the surface of several (8-5) tubes in succession. These were 
placed in the incubator for 16-24+ hours. At the end of that 
time colonies of diphtheria bacilli were pricked out with the aid 
of a platinum wire, bent near the end at aright angle, and planted 
in sugar-free bouillon, having an acidity of about 1.5 per cent. 

These bouillon cultures were allowed to remain in the thermo- 
stat for 48 to 120 hours, and then examined microscopically, 
making sure of their purity before being injected. Using small, 
single colonies with which to plant, the bouillon necessitated a 
longer time for the development than would have been the case if 
a large amount of bacterial growth had been transferred to the 
bouillon. 

Large guinea-pigs, which had outgrown their value for other 
experimental purposes, were employed, instead of the smaller pigs, 
that have been used by other experimentors. The results ob- 
tained from vigorous animals, many of which weighed over 800 
grammes, appear all the more striking. One cubic centimeter of 
the bouillon culture was injected into the subcutaneous tissue of 
the belly. 

The importance of such an investigation can best be appreciated 
by those who have had to do with the long, tiresome cases, where 
isolation has to be kept up with the child or adult, who, to all 
intents and purposes, is perfectly well, or where a Board of 
Health card has to be displayed for weeks, if not months, from 
the door of a dwelling, when such a proceeding may have the 
effect of spoiling some boarding-house keeper’s clientele, or mak- 
ing it impossible to rent other tenements in the same building. 
These are practical problems which every Board of Health must 
face. The rule in force in Boston seems to be the only logical 
one in the present state of our knowledge, namely, that no dis- 
charge is allowed so long as positive cultures are found in the 
throat. 

The investigation has simply been a confirmatory one, and 
bears out what others haye done, though possibly on not quite so 
large a scale as the present. The results are presented on the 
accompanying table : 
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A study of this table will show that the twenty-two cases 
which were tested for virulence showed seventeen fatal cases, a 
percentage of 77+. Of the others, almost all showed marked 
constitutional disturbance, and some of the animals were so sick 
that their death was expected daily. Experiments 14 and 15 
were from the same case, and evidently then we had to deal with 
an infection of low virulence. 

Autopsies were done in but comparatively few cases (5), but 
when done there were the typical post-mortem appearances, and 
at the same time diphtheria bacilli were isolated in each. 

The number of very mild cases, where there have been the 
very slightest of clinical symptoms calling the attention to the 
nature of the trouble, is surprising. A number of physicians, in 
sending notes upon these cases, have remarked that there were en- 
larged tonsils in whose crypts it would seem almost impossible to 
eliminate the bacilli by any of the known methods of disinfection. 

Two cases were tested, because the bacilli were doubtful in 
their appearance. In the first, the guinea-pig died in thirty- 
six hours, and the cultures made from the body showed perfectly 
typical bacilli of diphtheria. In the second case there was the 
necessity for using very large animals for testing, and although 
there was marked constitutional disturbance, yet there was no 
chance to get the bacilli from the dead body. 

It has been known for a long time that the bacilli of diphtheria 
often remained in the throats of patients long after all clinical 
symptoms had disappeared. In and about Boston physicians 
for the most part accept Dr. J. L. Morse’s statement that the 
average time for the bacilli to remain in the throat after the dis- 
appearance of the membrane is ten days, and they send in cult- 
ures asking for the release of their patients accordingly. Dr. W. 
H. Park, of New York, in reporting 605 cases, studied to note con- 
tinuance of the bacilli after the subsidence of the symptoms, says 
that in three or four cases they disappeared in three days. One 
hundred and seventy-six persisted seven days, sixty-five twelve 
days, thirty-six cases fifteen days, twelve cases three weeks, four 
cases five weeks. 

Fowler & Wilson, in a circular of the New York Board of 
Health, 1896, state that it is their observation that from the 
beginning of the disease 30 per cent. of the cases last three 
weeks or more; 15 per cent. four weeks or more. Dr. Ernst 
found that out of 909 diphtheria cases but twenty-three patients 
were kept in quarantine for over four weeks. 

The study of virulence has been made by a number of observ- 
ers, and it was easily noted that even in acute cases the virulence 
differed in a marked degree, and it was further observed that 
absence of diphtheria bacilli in one culture did not suffice to prove 
that the bacilli might not be found, and found virulent in a later 
culture. Variations in virulence may have been more frequently 
noted formerly, as it was not well understood before the work of 
Prof. Theobald Smith that there was need of having sugar-free 
bouillon of a certain percentage of acidity in order to obtain con-

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stant results. In connection with the work here presented it will 
be well to quote from several recent papers which, in every way, 
tend to substantiate this investigation, and to give force to the 
conclusions which are to be drawn. ‘The most important of these 
papers is that by Theobald Smith, State Board of Health of Mas- 
sachusetts, 1896. He examined forty-six cultures to find the 
maximum toxin production, as shown by the minimum fatal dose 
upon a 300 gramme guinea-pig. He found that in twelve cultures 
the minimum fatal dose of toxin was from .036 to .06 ¢c.c. of the 
filtrate. In twenty-one it was from .07 to .09, and in nine from 
.10 to .12. That no relationship between the intensity of the 
toxin production and the severity of the disease existed. There 
was no loss of power of toxin production by a more or less pro- 
longed sojourn in the throat, as three cultures which had been 
taken from patients on the fifteenth to twentieth days of the 
disease had for their maximum dose, .08, .12, .07, and four 
taken from the twentieth to the thirtieth day had doses of .07, .06, 
.05, .08, and four taken from fifty to sixty-two days had mini- 
mum doses of .08, .05, .08, .08. It was demonstrated by obser- 
vations made on cultures kept through the year and studied from 
time to time that there was a constancy in the toxin production 
of a given culture. And, finally, cultures isolated from the 
same case on the third and twenty-second day of the disease 
showed identically the same minimal fatal dose. 

This observation proves very conclusively that cultures from 
each case of diphtheria have a distinct toxin producing power, 
and that this remains constant, even over a long period of time. 

Strassburger, of Bonn, Germany, has also made an investiga- 
tion into the virulence of the bacilli of diphtheria found in that 
city. Fora number of years it has been noted that the regular 
mortality from diphtheria in Bonn has been exceedingly low. 
Before the antitoxin treatment, in the years 1889-1891, the 
mortality from diphtheria in all Prussia was 27 per cent., while in 
Bonn it was but 10.7 per cent. In 1896 this was still further 
reduced to 8.6 per cent., or, considering only those cases treated 
in the medical clinic, 1.9 per cent. And the higher mortality in 
the surgical clinic was for the greater part due to cases brought 
in from without the city limits. To see whether this low mortal- 
ity could be due to any diminished virulence in the bacilli found 
in the cases appearing at the hospital was the aim of Strass- 
burger’s work. He took cultures from seventy-two cases, and 
in fifty-three he established the presence, and in forty-seven 
isolated pure cultures of the bacilli of diphtheria. And in forty- 
three of the forty-seven cases he established the virulence, using 
for his purposes of experimentation pigs of about 170 to 270 
(rarely over 400) grammes. He injected these with 1 cubic 
centimeter of a 48-hour bouillon culture. He also found that 
there was no special relation of virulence to the severity of clin- 
ical symptoms. He concludes that mildness of the epidemic has 
no relation to the virulence of the bacteria involved, but must be 
sought for in other causes. 
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Germano, in the institute at Bonn, tried the experiment of mix- 
ing cultures of diphtheria bacilli with sand, dirt, meal and other 
substances, allowing the material to dry, and at the end of various 
times isolating the bacilla from this material and injecting the 
same amount of the bouillon cultures of the regained bacilli in 
animals. His original culture, forty-eight hours old, in the amount 
of 4c.c. killed a “250 gramme pig in “forty-eight hours. Mixed 
with sand and dried and isolated again at the end of twenty days 
a 250 gramme pig was killed in twenty-four hours. When the 
mixture was made with clay and dried over sulphuric acid, the 
bacilli were reisolated after seven weeks, and a 300 gramme pig 
was killed in seventy-two hours. 

Membrane was also dried for a month, two months and three 
months, and the bacilli isolated at the end of these periods killed 
the guinea-pigs. 

The length of time the bacilli were kept appeared to have no 
effect upon their virulence, so long as they remained alive so long 
were they virulent. 

All of these investigations point to the same final conclusion : 
that the bacilli of diphtheria, even in the mildest cases, and without 
any clinical symptoms and also outside of the body, have a 
definitely stable virulence, and, provided they fall upon suitable 
soil, are capable of setting up the so-called diphtheritic process 
which is modified only by the physical condition of the person’s 
organism so attacked.

The Production of the Antitoxin of Diphtheria. 


The changes in the methods of carrying on this work have been 
of a minor character only. 

Practically the same horses are being now used to furnish the 
supply of serum as at the time of the last report, there having been 
but one addition to the number of those immunized. Some 
of the animals seem to be incapable of furnishing a serum of as 
high potency as 100 units to the cubie centimeter, and while 
the value of this apparently exact measurement of potency does 
not yet seem to be settled, it is advisable that other horses 
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be secured to be used in addition to, or in the place of, two or 


three that have been with us a long time.

At no time have all of the horses produced serum of a strength 
of 100 units to the c.c., some of them very much less than this, 
but most of the serum has been of a strength of 1 to 100,000, 
except during the late spring when some of it fell below this. 

Careful study of the clinical results seems to show, however, 
that, kept under the proper control, this attempted exact measure- 
ment of strengta is a matter of less moment than is generally 
supposed.

The balance was used for experimental purposes, was rejected 
for various reasons, or was ready for distribution on January 
i508. 

The results of the use of the serum are reported in some detail, 
and are as follows: 

The recoveries and deaths are tabulated on Charts II. and III., 
and these charts contain all the information we possess in regard 
to each case. Each number at the top represents a case reported 
to us, and following this number downwards, each time it is found 
gives a special piece of information regarding that case, as may 
be seen by noting opposite which heading it occurs. For exam- 
ple, take the figure 2 under F. in 4-5 years. This means that 
this case was the second girl between 4 and 5 years of age that 
was reported to us. That she had mild constitutional symptoms ; 
following downwards as the figure 2 occurs again, we find that 
she had slight membrane; the duration of the disease before the 
use of the serum was one day; no culture was taken; serum was 
given from horse IX. 10 ¢.c. in amount. Similar information 
can be gained of any other case entered upon the chart.

As will be seen, a large proportion of the cases had a greater 
amount of the serum than usual, due on the one hand to the fact 
that the unit strength was low, and, on the other to an effort to 
determine the eflicacy of larger doses than are usually recom- 
mended. 

There have been reported 133 cases of eruption following the 
administration of the serum, as always before, the vast majority 
of them slight, localized at the point of injection and ephemeral 
in character. This gives a percentage of skin eruptions of all 
kinds of 11.26 — (10.64 in 1896; 17 in 1895.) 

Six cases of slight localized paralysis have been reported, 
including such forms as difficulty of deglutition. 

The albuminurias are not as numerous as last year; they 
include many in which the presence of albumin was noted before 
the administration of the serum-and the majority of them were of 
the kind designated by ‘‘ slightest possible trace.’’ They are 
grouped according to the following table :

Of these 173 deaths, 161 showed severe constitutional symp- 
toms, and twelve mild (93.06%) as compared with 94.14% in 
1896, and 97.98% in 1895.

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of these deaths cannot be considered fair tests of the efficacy of 
the serum. For example, there are twenty-three numbers in 
Chart III. surrounded by a circle, indicating deaths at the City 
Hospital, that were reported by Dr. McCollum, as well of diph- 
theria, two as dying afterwards of scarlet fever, pneumonia, 
etc. ; andif they should be excluded (and not counted as recoveries 
from diphtheria) the mortality for 1897 is reduced to 11.25+ 
per cent. If those cases only be counted in which a positive cult- 
ure was obtained, there were 960 recoveries and 99 deaths, 
giving a mortality of 9.34 per cent. Aside from this point, 
however, many of the 173 deaths cannot be considered as fair 
tests of the efficacy of the serum.

If those that died of something else than diphtheria, or in 
twenty-four hours or less, should be excluded, the mortality would 
be reduced to 9.41 per cent. 

The cases in private practice in which the serum of your 
Board has been used, number 188, including fifteen deaths and 
173 recoveries, — a mortality of 8.08 per cent. (9.1 in 1896). 

At least some of these deaths are not to be considered fair tests 
of the serum : 


1. Died in eight hours — sepsis. 

2. Complete clearing of membrane — dead two weeks after, of 
meningitis. 

3. Died in thirteen hours — measles and bronchitis. 

4. Death in twenty-four hours — laryngeal and broncho-pneu- 
monia. 

5. Death in forty-eight hours — pneumonia and empyema. 

6. Death in six hours — moribund at time of injection. 

7. Death from pyelo-nephritis and septicemia. 

8. Death in less than twenty-four hours.

‘Death from other causes ” — culture was negative. 
Death in two hours. 


If these should be excluded the mortality would be brought 
down to 2.8 per cent. 

On the other hand, including all these deaths, but basing the 
calculation of the mortality only upon those cases in which a 
positive culture was obtained, there were five deaths and ninety- 
nine recoveries, which gives a mortality of 4.8 per cent. in private 
practice.

To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1897: 

During the past year four hundred and fifty-nine persons 
dying without a physician in attendance have been reported to 
this office. 

In all these cases a personal visit has been made, the body 
examined, and a probable diagnosis made before granting a 
permit for burial. 

Five cases have been referred to the Medical Examiner for 
investigation. 

A tabular statement of the cases investigated is appended. 


InrectTious DISEASES. 


Twenty-four cases of eruptive diseases, reported as smallpox, 
have been examined during the year. ‘Ten of these were pong 
to be smallpox. 

In these cases prompt isolation, removal to the hospital, ae 
infection of the premises and vaccination of those that had been 
exposed, prevented any spread of the disease. 

Three thousand three hundred and ninety-eight cases of diph- 
theria and one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight cases of 
scarlet fever were reported the past year. 

Each case has been investigated, and a report made whether or 
not the case was properly isolated. 

In many cases isolation was not approved, and these cases were 
sent to the hospital, and when necessary an order was obtained for 
a forcible removal.

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1897: 

Three thousand one hundred and fifty six persons have been 
vaccinated ; 1,220 persons have received certificates of vaccina- 
tion, such persons having returned and proven themselves entitled 
to certificates. 

The City Prison has been visited on Sundays and holidays 
throughout the year, and at this institution there have been 
treated: Abrasions, contusions, delirium tremens, epilepsy, 
fractures, incised wounds, lacerated wounds, scalp wounds and 
ulcers. 

Suffolk County Jail: At this institution 1,383 patients have 
been treated, 3,347 visits having been required. There has 
been one birth. One death (suicidal) has occurred. One patient 
has been sent to the hospital. Seven patients have been sent to 
the insane asylum. A tabular statement of the cases treated at 
the jail is appended. 

City Temporary Home: Visits have been made at various 
times, and cases have been treated for anzemia, acute bronchitis, 
chronic bronchitis, carcinoma, cellulitis, contusion, dyspepsia, 
eczema, mastitis, measles, phthisis and tonsillitis.

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REPORT OF PORT PHYSICIAN. 


January 1, 1898. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit the following report of the 
Quarantine Department for the year ending December 31, 1897: 

During the past year all vessels from foreign ports, with the 
exception of those from the British Provinces, were inspected at 
this station; and in addition, from June 1 to November 1, all 
vessels from domestic ports south of Virginia were inspected. 

March 4. Two children were taken from S.S. ‘‘ Catalonia.” 
Both had scarlet fever; they were discharged March 27. 

March 9. A seaman was removed fromS.S. ‘* Barnstable,” for 
further observation, as he showed some symptoms of typhoid. It 
proved to be a case of febricula, and was discharged March 12. 

April 14. <A steerage passenger having scarlet fever was re- 
moved from S.S. ‘‘ Catalonia.” He was discharged April 28. 

From May 5 to May 16 five cases of variola were admitted 
from the city. The disease was of a mild type; all were dis- 
charged June 5. 

September 20. A seaman from S.S. ‘‘ Scottish King” was 
removed. It proved to be a case of typhoid, and was sent to 
City Hospital, October 2. 

March 17. Schooner ‘‘ J.B. Coyle,” from Havana, was disin- 
fected by order of the Surgeon General of Marine Hospital ser- 
vice, as it was thought that she might be infected. The vessel 
was allowed to depart the same day. 

September 2. S.S. ‘‘ Orion,” from Castries, arrived in quaran- 
tine with the dead body of a man who had died under circum- 
stances that seemed to indicate the possibility of yellow fever. 
Twenty of the crew had been ill previous to embarking, and at 
the time of arrival seven of them had slight temperatures. After 
a thorough investigation it was decided that the cases were 
chagres fever. The vessel, being in a rather unsanitary con- 
dition, was disinfected and allowed to depart the same day. 

October 9. -S.S. ** Honiton,” from Havana and Progresso, 
arrived and reported the death of three men from yellow fever. 
The vessel was disinfected and allowed to depart October 12. 
The crew of nineteen men were detained at Gallop’s Island until 
October 15, then as no more cases appeared they were allowed to 
depart.

The above sum was paid over to the City Collector. 


The repairs and-additions at Gallop’s Island have been many 
and of a most substantial kind. A new piggery and. a receptacle 
for night-soil have been built; both buildings are constructed of 
stone dumped on the beach, so that tlie actual cost to us has been 
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almost nothing. The rag-shed wharf has been newly planked 
and otherwise repaired. 

The coal-shed on the wharf, which, on account of its small size, 
has been for many years a source of inconvenience and expense, 
has been enlarged and rebuilt so that it will now hold over a 
year’s supply of coal. 

The steamer ‘‘ Vigilant’? was thoroughly repaired and painted 
last spring, but has not done as satisfactory service as usual, 
owing to her old and defective boiler; this, however, will be 
remedied, as a contract for a new boiler has been let. 

The crops on the island have been more abundant than usual, 
the hay crop being the largest in years. This is due in a large 
measure to the careful attention of Mr. Clark, the overseer. 

The work on the island has been done largely by prisoners 
from Deer Island, furnished through the courtesy of Superintend- 
ent Gerrish, to whom the department is under obligations for this 
and many other favors. 

On April 1, F. S. Blanchard resigned as overseer, and on the 
same day William F. Clarke was appointed to succeed hintess Dr: 
William H. Green is still associated with me, as Assistant Port 
Physician. 44

Many of the smaller animals, as sheep, calves and swine, arrive 
at the slaughter-houses dead, and are at once prepared for render- 
ing by the owners; such cases are not considered as seizures, and 
are not included in the table of animals seized and condemned. 

‘¢Parts of animals,’’ in the above table, refers to animals 
where only a part of the same was condemned; the unmarketable 
portions being confined to the parts about the lesion, which in 
these cases are simply of a local condition, as a liver, heart, 
tongue, and fore or hindquarter of an injured or bruised animal. 
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Diseases found among animals after having been killed and 
dressed at the abattoir, necessitating the condemning of the 
Carcasses :

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different stock- 
yards, which, from injury during transportation or from what was 
supposed to be a slight and not dangerous illness, were unable to 
walk to the abattoir; these were shot at the yards and carted to 
the abattoir in the ambulance. It will be seen that the number 
of animals received dead from the stock-yards has decreased from 
thirty-six in 1896, to thirteen during the past year; this is prob- 
ably due to the fact that either the cattle have arrived in much 
better condition, or that these animals have been sent to some 
other slaughter-house outsigle of Boston. 

Of the above thirteen animals, six were found to be slightly 
injured, five were pregnant, one had puerperal fever, and one had 
Texas fever, the last two being condemned. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The following table shows the percentage of tuberculosis in 
cattle killed at the abattoir :

Under the head of ‘‘ Cows from Eastern States,’’ is understood 
those animals from all of the New England States, including 
Massachusetts. 

In accordance with regulations of the State Board of Cattle 
Commissioners, monthly reports of the abattoir have been made 
to that Board. . 

Slaughter-house No. 11 has been used during the past year by 
the State Board of Cattle Commissioners for the purpose of kill- 
ing such tuberculous cattle as have been condemned by them 
throughout the State. In accordance with a regulation of the 
Board of Health, all animals, whether diseased or not, killed at 
Slaughter-house No. 11, have been rendered into fertilizer. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk within 
the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All cattle, upon 
physical examination, which have showed any symptoms of tuber- 
culosis have been submitted to the tuberculin test. 

Many applications have been made to this office by owners of 
private animals, asking for a tuberculin test of their cows. 
Ninety-eight animals have been tested with tuberculin, including 
those tests made upon animals which were found suspicious of 
tuberculosis on physical examination. 

Eighty-one animals were found tuberculous, and after having 
been quarantined, were reported to “the State Board of Cattle 
Commissioners, in accordance with the Public Statutes. All 
barns have been disinfected soon after the removal of the animals. 

In addition to an examination of the sanitary conditions of the 
cattle barns, considerable attention has been given to the milk- 
room, or place used for the handling of milk preparatory to dis- 
tributing it to the consumer. 

In some cases a separate room is used for this purpose; very 
often it is done in the family kitchen of the owner’s house, and in 
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some cases the whole business of washing cans, and handling 
milk is done in the barn in close proximity to the cows. 

These unfavorable conditions, however, have been considered 
in the regulations which are about to be adopted by the Board of 
Health. 


TEXAS FEVER. 


Saturday, August 26, .a cow belonging to J. S. Henry was 
carted from the barn of D. Keenan, Market street, Brighton, to 
No. 17 slaughter-house at the abattoir, and, upon post-mortem 
examination, lesions, very suspicious of Texas fever, were found, 
necessitating the condemning of the carcass. Monday, August 
28, a telephone message came from D. Keenan to the abattoir 
requesting the ambulance to be sent to his barn and remove one 
dead and two live cows to the abattoir, the live cows to be sent 
to slaughter-house No. 17 and dressed for beef. Upon investi- 
gating these cases at the barn of D. Keenan, before the arrival 
of the ambulance, it was found that thése cows were from the 
same car-load as the cow condemned on August 26; the dead 
cow was sent at once to the dead-house of the abattoir, where 
an examination was made, and lesions of Texas fever found; 
specimens from this case were sent to Dr. Theobald Smith, who 
confirmed the diagnosis of Texas fever. 

As a result of this examination, the two cows were placed in 
quarantine at the abattoir, and reported to the Board of Cattle 
Commission as Texas fever. 

September 1, 7.30 A.M., one of the above quarantined cows 
died, and, upon examination, showed lesions of Texas fever. 
The cow remaining in quarantine was ordered killed and was also 
found to be a case of Texas fever. 

The history of these cases, as reported by the Board of 
Cattle Commission in its report for 1897, is as follows: One car- 
load of cows was shipped from New York, and consigned to 
Boston, on each of the following dates: August 2, 9 and 16. 
These cows were all unloaded in the Albany (N.Y.) stock- 
yards, and, through some fault, driven into yards previously 
occupied by infected cattle, and here contracted the disease. As 
death rarely occurs, after infection, in less than eleven to thir- 
teen days, ample time was allowed to ship these cows to Boston, 
offer them for sale at the stock-yard, and be distributed in the 
surrounding cities and towns, before any knowledge was gained 
of the existence of the disease. At about this time a milk- 
producer of Mattapan reported to this office the sudden death of 
a cow, under peculiar conditions. Upon investigation it was 
found that Mr. Dennis had purchased two cows of the lot which 
arrived August 9. Thus, in all probability, the case reported by 
him was that of Texas fever, and was so reported to the Board 
of Cattle Commission. The other cow purchased by Mr. Dennis 
at this time has never shown any symptoms of the disease. 
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GLANDERS. 


There has been reported to the Board of Health during the past 
year 175 horses under the suspicion of having glanders or farcy. 
Of these, nineteen, on examination, were found to be affected 
with some other disease, three could not be found, and 153 proved 
to have glanders, and were at once reported to the Board of Cattle 
Commissioners. Of the 153 cases of glanders, eight were ani- 
mals which were found in Boston, but which belonged in some 
other city, and had never been in any stable in this city. 

The following table shows the number of cases of glanders 
reported to the Board of Health for each month during the past 
year : 
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March 19, 1897, the following bill was enacted which gives the 
Board of Health the authority to at once dispose of cases of 
glanders within the city: 


[CHaAP. 178.] 


AN Act RELATIVE TO ANIMALS AFFECTED WITH INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: ; 


SEcTION 1. Any owner, agent or other person in charge of or 
called to examine an animal in the city of Boston affected with 
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either of the diseases known as glanders, farcy or rabies, shall forth- 
with report to the Board of Health of said city the name of the 
owner and place of keeping of such animal. 

SEcT. 2. Said board, when satisfied upon examination that any 
animal within said city is affected by either of said diseases, shall 
cause such animal to be forthwith killed, or otherwise disposed of. 

Sect. 3. Any person violating any provision of this act shall for 
each offence be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment in the House of Correction not exceeding one. 
year. [Approved March 19, 1897. 


It is believed that this has been of considerable advantage to 
the Board of Health, as by the enforcing of this law the spread 
of the disease from a case of glanders has been stopped at once, 
upon the killing of the animal. 

Previous to the passage of this bill, the Board of Health, upon 
finding a case of glanders had no authority to order the animal 
killed, even though it was the desire of the owner, but could only 
place the animal in quarantine and notify the Board of Cattle 
Commissioners. 

Although the above table shows an increase in the number 
of cases during the past year, there are substantial reasons for 
believing that no more cases existed than in 1896. 


RABIES. 


During the past year eight dogs have died within the city with 
symptoms suspicious of rabies. One dog which had always been 
kept with two of the above dogs that had died was placed in 
quarantine for ninety days, and, at the expiration of that time, 
it was released from quarantine, as no symptoms of rabies had 
appeared. A dog which had been bitten by a rabid dog was 
ordered killed, as the method of quarantine was insufficient, and a 
number of small children were thereby constantly exposed to this 
animal, 

During the month of December, 1896, asetter dog, owned by Mr. 
A. C. Hardy, of Boston, was bitten by a St. Bernard dog, and 
later developed symptoms of rabies. It was removed to the Har- 
vard Veterinary Hospital, where it died December 15,1896. This 
case was reported to the Board of Health on December 31, 1896. 
Upon investigating this case January 1, 1897, it was found that 
A. C. Hardy was the owner of two more dogs, both of which had 
been allowed to run with dog above reported as rabid. One 
of these dogs at that time presented symptoms of rabies, and was 
sent at once to the Harvard Veterinary Hospital. The other dog, 
although not suspicious at that time, was also sent to the same 
hospital, but later returned to the owner’s residence and placed in 
quarantine for ninety days. 

The St. Bernard dog above referred to has never been found. 

January 11, 1897, two more dogs, suspicious of rabies, were 
reported and later killed. Upon investigation, no direct relation 
could be traced between these two cases. 
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During the month of June four dogs died in Dorchester with 
symptoms suspicious of rabies. All were supposed to have been 
bitten by a St. Bernard dog which belonged in the same district, 
and which came from Lynn, where rabies had been prevalent, 
February 1, 1897.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR. 


BUREAU OF MILK INSPECTION, 
994 WASHINGTON STREET, Boston, MASs. 


To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to report on the work of 
the Bureau of Milk Inspection for the year ending January 31, 
1898: 

No changes were made in the existing laws governing the sale of 
milk, oleomargarine and vinegar, and no new laws were created 
by the Legislature of 1897. 

During the time covered by this report, 13,204 samples of 
milk were collected and examined, which number exceeds by 909 
the number recorded for the year preceding, and by over 600 for 
the year before when the collecting force numbered four instead 
of three as now is the case. Of these samples, 7,930 were 
taken from milk-wagons, 4,957 from stores, restaurants and 
lunch-wagons, and 317 were submitted by persons who brought 
them to the office. The improvement in quality mentioned in the 
last report has not only been maintained, but has decidedly pro- 
eressed, particularly during the hot summer months when adul- 
teration is most to be expected and guarded against. During 
July and August, when for one cause and another the supply is 
most likely to be short and the temptation to extend it by means 
of water is therefore strongest, there were many days when out 
of sixty samples taken, not one was found to vary from the legal 
requirements to such an extent as to justify even a simple warn- 
ing notice. In consequence of the unusually good quality of the 
samples collected, the number of complaints for violation of the 
statute requirements was the smallest recorded in nine years. 

None of the new adulterants mentioned in the last report, 
‘¢ Laktone,” ‘* Cream Albuminoid,” and ‘* Formalin,’? have been 
detected in any of the samples examined. 

In the last report an account was given of the work which had 
been done to prevent the illegal dealing in oleomargarine, which 
was extensively practised by a combination of persons represent- 
ing a manufacturing concern in a neighboring State. At the time 
of writing, these persons stood convicted on an aggregate of fifty- 
five counts, eighteen against each of three, and one against a fourth, 
but sentence had not been passed because of exceptions which had 
been taken by counsel. ‘These exceptions were waived after a time, 
and the defendants were brought before the Court for sentence. 
Two were fined $1,000 each, another, $400, and the fourth, who 
had been convicted on but one count, $100, an aggregate of 
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$2,500 for eighteen sales, which is the largest fine ever imposed 
in this country for violating laws relating to the sale of foods. As 
aresult of this work, the fraudulent sale of oleomargarine colored 
toresemble butter is practically abandoned. ‘That considerable 
of the prohibited goods finds its way into the city is quite true, 
but itis not to be bought in the home market. It comes in by 
express directly to the purchasers on orders said to be sent by 
mail to Providence, where the sale is legally made. This is not 
in contravention of law, and cannot, therefore, be interfered with. 

The number of restaurants and boarding-houses using oleomar- 
garine without notifying their guests as the law directs has 
diminished in a marked degree, and but thirty-three complaints 
for this offence were entered during the entire year. 

Over a thousand samples of vinegar were taken or purchased, 
and the results of analysis show that the quality of this article 
remains uniformly good. 

Besides the work which the Bureau is required by law to do, an 
investigation was made during the summer months of the sanitary 
condition of the premises of all resident and non-resident licensed 
milkmen who store their milk over night for delivery the next 
day. In 148 cases the milk was stored in a building apart from 
the stable, in 178 it was stored in a separate room in the stable, 
but away from the horses or cows, and in 30 it was stored in the 
place where these were stalled. In all but a very few cases, and 
these without the city limits and hence beyond the jurisdiction 
of our health authorities, the sanitary conditions were excellent 
or fairly good. In several of the out-of-town stables the condi- 
tions were distinctly bad, and their owners were advised as to 
necessary improvements. In one instance the premises were in 
such a filthy condition that the matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the town authorities, who at once took steps to force the 
owner to remedy the evil. 

A complaint to the effect that the milk sold from the ‘‘ night 
lunch carts’’ was not of good quality led to the collection of a 
large number of samples from these places after midnight on several 
days. The results of the analysis of these samples were both 
surprising and gratifying, for it was found that the lowest figures 
obtained showed only an insignificant and technical variation 
from the standard, while the great majority of the samples 
yielded results far above the legal requirements.

CANNED Goops. 


The canning factories have been found observing the orders, 
from the Board of Health, that the use of none but good ma- 
terials would be allowed for canning. I am pleased to report that 
in a greater part of the factories there has been a decided im- 
provement in their ventilation and drainage system, and close 
atttention to cleanliness is being kept up to the desired standard. 


REMARKS. 


I desire to say that the Saturday night inspection in what is 
known as the market district and the retail markets about the 
city, is being still continued with the very best results. Dealers 
who in years past did not hesitate to offer any and everything in 
the line of provisions for sale on that night will now be found keep- 
ing a very different class of goods for sale. Steamship and rail- 
road lines have been given close attention, and I have always 
found the agents of all lines very desirous to comply with the 
Board of Health’s instruction in regard to the prevention of 
transportation of unwholesome goods to the Boston market.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDLERS. 


City BuILpING, NORTH GROVE STREET. 


To the Board of Health : 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work performed by this branch of the health department 
for the year ending January 31, 1898: 

Eighty-five licenses for the collection of bones, grease, ete., 
were granted. The renewals of same were: 

February, 82; March, 75; April,.78; May, 73; June, 72; 
July, 72; August, 74; September, 74; October, 69; November, 
70; December, 66; January, 65. A 

Certificates were issued to pedlers of fruit, provisions and 
fish, and numbers assigned (chap. 45, sect. 86, Revised Ordi- 
nances, 1892) in: 

February, 513; March, 24; April, 41; May, 52; June, 45; 
July, 42; August, 39; September, 30; October, 27; November, 
24; December, 10; January, 8. 

On the first Monday of each month the vehicles and receptacles 
inspected and numbers approved (chap. 45, sect. 86) were : 

March, 492; April, 530; May, 525; June, 513; July, 535; 
August, 536; September, 546; October, 505; November, 496; 
December, 472; January, 454. 

The form of certificate used by the Board of Health for hawkers 
and pedlers has been changed by the Corporation Counsel. The 
new certificate has been used since October 1, and reads : 


‘¢ This is to certify that_ 


Record Number — residing at 
has recorded his name with the Board of Health of the city of 
Boston, as a hawker and pedler, and has been assigned the 
above record number.” 


This certificate and number are granted on the condition that 
the person receiving the same, and all persons whom he permits 
to assist him, shall conform to all laws and ordinances relating to 
hawkers and pedlers, and the following regulations. He shall, 
on the first Monday in each month, submit the vehicle or recep- 
tacle used for carrying the articles he sells to the Board of Health 
at North Grove street; and shall put such vehicle in good con- 
dition, satisfactory to the Board. 

A synopsis of the statutes, ordinances and regulations relating 
to hawkers and pedlers, and the penalty for violations of law are 
printed on every certificate. 
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The stamp ‘* Renewed to’’ used on certificates at each inspec- 
tion has been changed to ‘‘ Vehicles and Receptacles satisfactory 
to the Board” (with date of inspection). 

The vehicles and receptacles used by pedlers, collectors of 
bones, grease, etc., and those used by farmers for conveying 
house offal, are in good condition. 

Complaints were made in court against sixty-six persons for 
violating statutes and ordinances relating to pedlers. Sixty-five 
were convicted, and paid fines amounting to $344. 

The City Collector received for pedlers’ licenses, $3,636 ; 
$3,300 of which was paid for city licenses. This sum is less than 
in previous years, and is caused by the regulation passed by the 
Board of Aldermen. which prohibits pedling from a push-cart, 
hand-cart or wheelbarrow in any street in the city proper, north 
of Massachusetts avenue, between the hours of 8 o’clock A.M., 
and 6.30 P.M.

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to report for the year ending 
December 31, 1896. There were received at the City Morgue, 
North Grove street, one hundred and thirty-two bodies of per- 
sons deceased, of which number twenty-eight were unidentified at- 
time of reception, and twenty were subsequently. identified. 
There were made, by the Medical Examiner and his associate 
fifty-three autopsies, at which I assisted.

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APPENDIX. 


The following regulations of the Board of Health are herewith 
given for convenience of reference : 


September 6, 1892. 


Ordered, That no person unless authorized so to do, be allowed 
to handle, disturb or remove the contents of any receptacle for 
garbage or rubbish of any kind placed in the yards, passage- 
ways or public streets. 


DESTRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 
Boston, September 10, 1892. 


It was ordered that hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health or 
the quarantine physician; nor shall any such articles be removed 
from any vessel at her dock without such permission; such 
articles shall no longer be brought to the city to be destroyed, 
but shall be burned in the harbor under the supervision of the 
quarantine physician, in the furnaces of the steamers. 


OystTER SHELLS. 
Boston, October 17, 1892. 


Whereas, the storing and handling of oyster shells near busi- 
ness and residential districts are attended by noisome and 
injurious odors, it is hereby ordered that no oyster shells shall 
be kept in or removed from any building, yard or other place 
within the built-up portions of the city, except by written per- 
mission from the Board of Health, and only at such times and in 
such manner as shall be prescribed in said permit. 


FILLING FOR Ponps AND WET LANDS. 
April 10, 18983. 


Whereas, in the opinion of the Board of Health, the use of 
refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and wet 
lands is a nuisance, source of filth and cause of sickness, it is 
therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water, or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide water, within the limits of the city, any refuse animal 
or vegetable matter or any perishable material or rubbish or 
filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April and 
the first day of November, except in accordance with a written 
permit issued from the Board of Health to the owner of such 
pond or land, and no owner of such pond or land shall refuse or 
neglect to remove therefrom any ,refuse or filth hereinbefore 
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described which shall be thrown or placed in or upon the same 
within the period hereinbefore specified. 


TEXAN CATTLE. 


; 


July 29, 1893. 


Whereas, Northern and Western cattle exposed to those com- 
ing from Texas, or to the premises which have been used by 
Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as Texas 
fever among cattle, it is, therefore, ordered that none of the 
eattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any road or 
across any lands which are used or liable to be used by other 
cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle within the 
limits of Boston, except within the yards immediately connected 
with the abattoir. 


ContTaGious DISEASES. 
March 10, 1897. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, it was voted to 
amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting contagious dis- 
eases, so as to read as follows: . 


1. Whoever is infected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or membraneous croup shall immediately proceed to some 
isolated place or room designated by the Board of Health, and 
no person who has been so affected shall leave such place or 
room, and no article shall be removed from such place or room, 
until the Board of Health shall certify in writing that all danger 
of communicating such disease to others is passed. 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected 
with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or membraneous croup 
shall immediately cause such child or ward to be conveyed to 
some isolated place or room approved by the Board of Health, 
and no parent or guardian shall permit such child or ward to 
remove from such place or room until the Board of Health shall 
find and certify in writing that all danger of communicating such 
disease to others has passed. 

3. No person other than the attending physician, nurse and 
agents of the Board of Health shall enter, nor shall any dog, cat 
or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or other place 
set apart for the treatment of smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membraneous croup until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that such apartment or place has been satisfactorily dis- 
infected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who has 
been affected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or mem- 
braneous croup shall advise or permit such other person to leave 
any place designated by the Board of Health as a place of isola- 
tion of such infected person before said Board of Health shall 


Nort, — The amendment is shown by the words in italics. 
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have certified in writing that such person can leave such desig- 
nated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any person 
who has been infected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membraneous croup, shall advise or knowingly permit such 
person to leave any place-designated by the Board of Health 
a place of isolation of such infected person before said Board of 
Health shall have certified in writing that such infected person 
can leave such place without danger to others. 


STORAGE OF FrRutr. 
Boston, August 3, 1893. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the following 
regulation was passed : 


No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept in 
any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and which is 
in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any fruit for mer- 
chandise, except in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Cows. 
Boston, April 26, 1892, 

Whereas, cows’ milk is one of the most common and necessary 
articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired in useful- 
ness and rendered dangerous to health by the want of proper 
care in its production or subsequent treatment or handling ; eral bal 
therefore, ordered that the following regulation be and is hereby 
adopted : 


Section 1. No person shall use any building as a stable for 
cows, unless it contains at least 1,000 cubie feet of space for each 
animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight roof and floors, 
good drainage, a supply of pure w ater, and all other necessary 
means for maintaining the health and good condition of the 
cows, and nee been approved by the Board of Health. 

Sor. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep 
the same and the premises connected therewith, and all land’ 
used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

Sect. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit it to 
be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from disease, 
by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Secor. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or having 
recently been in contact with any such person, shall milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended 
for sale, or in any way take part or assist in handling milk 
intended for sale, until all danger of communicating such disease 
to other persons shall have passed. 

Secor. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the milk 
of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed with other 
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milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use such milk, or 
any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or other animals. 


Deposit oF Sputum In Street Cars. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, October 13, 1896, the 
regulation dated July 28, 1896, respecting the deposit of sputum 
in street cars, was amended so as to read as follows : 


‘©The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit of 
sputum in street cars is a public nuisance, source of filth and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon any 
floor of any street car be, and hereby is, prohibited.”’ 


KILLING OF POULTRY. 
July 16, 1896. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the following 
regulation was passed : 

‘¢ That no live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls, shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or 
plucked, in any place in the city of Boston, without a permit 
therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which shall be 
subject to revocation by said Board at any time.” 


OFrrEeNsIVE TRADES. 
October 13, 1896. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the trades 
or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering animal- 
matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, mixing 
or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, smoking fish 
or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, glue, gas, 
gasoline, or any burning fluid within the limits of the city of 
Boston, except at such place or places as may be assigned by 
said Board; such trades or employments being nuisances, hurt- 
ful to the inhabitants of said city, dangerous to the public health, 
attended by noisome and injurious odors, and otherwise injurious 
to the estates of said inhabitants. 


On the back of licenses issued to pedlers, are printed the fol- 
lowing extracts : 


ALL PEDLERS AND PERSONS ASSISTING THEM MUST CONFORM 
TO THE FOLLOWING REGULATIONS: 


No person shall sell any articles to any person on a public street 
or go from house to house selling articles, or cry his goods in the 
street and ways, unless he is a minor, licensed by the Clerk of Com- 
mittees to sell articles, or he has received a permit from the Super- 
intendent of Streets to sell articles on a public street, recorded his 
name and place of residence with the Board of Health, and received 
from said Board a record number. 

No such permit or number shall be given to, or used by, any 
person unless the person sells only the following articles, produced 


ee 
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or grown in the United States, viz.: brooms, live animals, fruits, 
provisions, agricultural products or implements, hand tools used in 
making boots and shoes, fuel, newspapers, books, pamphlets, or the 
products of his own labor or the labor of his family other than 
jewelry, wines, spirituous liquors, indigo, playing cards or feathers; 
or the person has received a license as Hawker and Pedler from the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and — is an honorably discharged 
soldier or sailor of the late war, or — is over seventy years of age, 
or —has paid the City Treasurer twenty-five dollars, or —is quali- 
fied to vote and has paid a tax on his stock in trade in Boston, 
or —is licensed by said Secretary as a Hawker and Pedler through- 
out the Commonwealth or throughout the County of Suffolk. 

No person selling articles shall refuse or neglect to exhibit his 
permit, license and certificate whenever the same is demanded by 
any public officer. ~ 

No person shall sell spirituous liquors, wines, jewelry, feathers, 
playing cards or indigo. 

No person shall have in his possession with intent to sell, fish of 
any kind, unless they are kept in covered stalls or fish-boxes, or in 
covered carts, well secured from the rays of the sun, nor any fish 
other than flounders, smelts or other small fish, salmon or shad, 
unless they have been cleansed of their entrails and other refuse 
parts. ' 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any vehicle or recep- 
tacle, unless the same is neat, clean and free from leaks and has 
printed upon it his name, the number of his license, and the number 
given him by the Board of Health, in letters and figures at least two 
inches in height. ; 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any manner that will 
injure or annoy the public health or comfort. 

No person selling articles shall cry his wares to the disturbance of 
the peace and comfort of the inhabitants. 

No person shall place or permit to remain in any street for more 
than ten minutes any of his goods or articles without a permit from 
the Superintendent of Streets. 

No person shall, on foot in any street, carry or display any show- 
card, placard or sign without a permit from the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

No person selling articles shall stop or stand with a cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle, for the purpose of hawking, peddling, or selling 
goods, wares, merchandise, fruit or other articles, between the hours 
of eight o’clock, A.M., and half past six o’clock, P.M., in, or occupy 
any part of, any of the following streets, ways and squares, namely : 
Haymarket square, Sudbury street, Court street from Sudbury 
street to Scollay square, Scollay square, Tremont street from Scollay 
square to Eliot street, Eliot street from Tremont street to Washing- 
ton street, Washington street from Eliot street to Franklin street, 
Franklin street from Washington street to Devonshire street, Devon- 
shire street from Franklin street to Milk street, Milk street from 
Devonshire street to Pearl street, Post Office square, Water street to 
Washington street, State street between Merchant’s row and Devon- 
shire street, and Washington street from Adams square to Hay- 
market square, or any of the streets, ways or squares included 
within the territory bounded as above described, or except in ac- 
cordance with an order of the Board of Aldermen, stop or stand in, 
or occupy any part of, any of the streets, ways and squares in the 
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city proper, north of Massachusetts avenue, with a handcart or 
wheelbarrow for the purpose of hawking, peddling, or selling any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, fruit or other articles, between the 
hours of eight o’clock, A.M., and half-past six, P.M. 

No person shall sell or expose for sale by public auction any 
articles except in such place as is expressly described or set forth 
in his license or permit.

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
Hospital during the year, was $374,193.75. Of this amount, 
$258,903.55 was on account of the Hospital proper; $79,- 
825.06 on account of the South Department; #9,180.25 on 
account of the eight out-patient departments ; $8,438.74 for 
the Convalescent Home; $2,057.54 on account of deter- 
mining the settlement of paying patients; $8,550.79 on 
account of new buildings, and $7,232.82 on account of 
Pathological Building. 

From the amount expended for the Hospital proper 
($258,903.55) should be deducted the difference in the 
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amount of stock on hand February 1, 1898, which was 
$12,154.32 more than we possessed on February 1, 1897; 
making the total amount chargeable to the expenditures of 
the year $246,749.23. Of the total amount expended, 
several items were for purposes not within the ordinary 
yearly maintenance of the patients. From the itemized 
table of disbursements it will be seen that there were ex- 
pended for expense incurred in card cataloguing clinical 
records, etc., $797.38 ; medical and surgical reports, $667.76 ; 
making a total of $1,465.14, which, deducted from the total 
expenditures of the hospital proper, leaves $245,284.09, 
properly chargeable to current expenses. This amount, 
divided among 8,382 patients, for 24,920 week’s board, gives 
$9.84 as the cost to the city of each patient per week. The 
weekly cost of each patient at the Convalescent Home has 
been $6.27. The Trustees have collected and paid into the 
City Treasury in cash the sum of $68,992.64, this sum 
having been received principally on account of board of 
patients. No allowance has been made for this amount in 
computing the weekly net cost of each patient to the city. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital proper 
at any one time was 528, or twenty-eight more than last year. 
The minimum number at any one time was 427. ‘The daily 
average number of patients was 477~°°, or fourteen more 
than last year. The total number of patients treated in the 
wards was 8,382, which was eleven less than last year, and 
fifty-seven less than two years ago. 

The report of the Superintendent presented herewith, con- 
tains, besides other information, a more detailed statement 
of the expenditures of the year, and of the number of patients 
admitted, and is accompanied by the medical and surgical 
statistics. These tables give in detail the number of patients 
treated in the Hospital, and the number treated in the out- 
patient departments, during the year, with classified state- 
ments of their diseases and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year, there has been collected on account of the 
board of paying patients of all classes the following amounts : 
From the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for the board of 
patients for whom the State is responsible, $34,864.32 ; from 
various cities and towns $9,559.95 ; from private room and 
ward-paying patients, collected at the Superintendent’s office 
$19,853.98 ; and for the board of paying patients at the 
South Department, $3,125.76 ; making the total income from 
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all classes of paying patients, $67,404.01. There is still due 
the Hospital from the Commonwealth about $35,000 on ac- 
count of the support of State charges, which will not’ be 
received until the next hospital year, the State appropriation 
for that purpose having been exhausted. In order that it 
may be apparent to what extent the Trustees have increased 
the income of the city, by the policy pursued in charging 
board to those who had no claim upon the city, or those who 
required special accommodations, the subjoining table shows 
the income from paying patients from May, 1883, to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1898, a period of fifteen years.

NEw BUILDINGS. 


During the year, work has progressed upon the new 
buildings, for which there were special appropriations. ‘The 
installation of the electric light plant, and the coal-pocket 
in connection with the power-house have been completed, 
and the new laundry building is progressing well. The 
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ten estates on the corner of Massachusetts and Harrison 
avenues, for which there was a special appropriation of 
$101,000, were taken by the city under right of eminent 
domain, and the payment for the various estates has been 
settled, and made within the appropriation. The Ann White 
Vose Building for Nurses is well under way, and the con- 
tract calls for its completion in February, 1899. 


NEw SURGICAL AMPHITHEATRE BUILDING. 


That portion of the Surgical Building containing the 
Operating Theatre and Wards N and O, which has been 
undergoing construction for more than a year, still remains 
uncompleted. The delays have been unusual, but as 
the charge of the construction of this building has not been 
carried on by the Trustees, the delay was beyond their con- 
trol. Itis confidently expected that this building will be 
ready for occupancy before the close of the year. 


EvEctTRic LicgHt PLANT. 


The electric light plant installation has practically been 
completed during the past year. The building, in which this 
installation is located, was constructed three years ago at the 
time the power-house was finished, but the Trustees were 
unable to put in the electric ight plant for want of suffi- 
cient appropriation. ‘The dynamo-house, facing on Albany 
street, is 60 by 40 feet, and is built of red brick and marble 
trimmings, and has a Dutch fagade. At the time the build- 
ing was constructed, the foundations were piled for six 
engines and electric generators, but only three are at present 
installed. Each of the three generators consists of an “ Ideal ”’ 
automatic engine, directly connected to an 80 kilowatt 
220 volt Siemens & Halske generator. The engine runs at a 
speed of 250 revolutions per minute with an initial steam 
pressure of 80 pounds. After the steam has been used in 
the engine, it passes through a Berryman feed-water heater 
and is then discharged into the atmosphere during the sum- 
mer. During the winter season, the steam after leaving the 
engines, passes through an oil separator and then is used in 
the steam mains, at a 10 pounds pressure, for heating the 
hospital. 

There is an ornamental switch-board, 28 feet long, of 
polished slate, mounted on a handsome — structure of 
enamel brick, with an effective cornice. All the buildings 
of the Hospital group are wired with the Edison three-wire 
system, and the entire number of incandescent lamps, is about 
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4,000 16 candle-power light. There are also arc-lights in 
many places, electric motors for the ventilation aud for 
running the refrigerating plant and other purposes. The 
dynamo-room has been handsomely finished. The total cost 
of the electric plant, including wiring and all furnishing, was 
about $75,000. Light was furnished in October, and has 
since been used with no mishap or accident. The use of 
electric light enables us to give up the use of gas, which so | 
much vitiates the air, particularly in wards occupied by the 
sick. 


POWER-HOUSE AND COAL—POCKET. 


In the last annual report the Trustees called attention to 
the increased number of buildings requiring more steam for 
heating and for steam-engines in various places, and also to 
the problem whether the present power-house had sufficient 
capacity for all purposes. During the year, the Trustees 
employed several experts, and, after thorough investigation, 
decided that it would be necessary to enlarge the present 
power-house and put in four additional boilers. On account 
of the great cost of fuel for so large a plant, especially one 
requiring constant renewal of fresh air, the Trustees also 
resolved, if possible, to reduce the cost of fuel. To this 
end it was decided to construct a coal-pocket in’ connection 
with the power-house, so that the Hospital could purchase 


and store its coal by the cargo, bringing it to the Hospital 


wharf on the Roxbury canal, and unloading it directly into 
the coal-pocket. By the adoption of coal-carriers, the 
coal could be conveyed from the coal-pocket directly to 
the mouth of the furnaces. By changing the grates in the 
furnaces, they could burn the finer grades of coal, which can 
be purchased ata greatly reduced cost. The Hospital has 
expended, during the present year, for coal burned in the main 
power-house $24,822. The average cost of the quality of 
hard white ash anthracite coal is approximately $4.87 per ton 
of 2,240 pounds, but by purchasing buckwheat coal at about 
$2.25 per ton by the cargo, the Hospital will easily save from 
$6,000 to $7,000 annually. 

During the year the Hospital received a special appro- 
priation of $25,000 for the purpose of zonstructing the 
coal-pocket. Accordingly, plans and specifications were pre- 
pared, and the contract awarded to John H. Procter & Co. for 
the sum of $24,838. The coal-pocket is 90 feet long by 60 
feet wide. The main portion of the building is 32 feet high, 
and the central, or ridge portion, is 46 feet high. The tower, 
containing the hoisting machinery, has a frontage of 24 feet 
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on the wharf, and is 19 feet deep and 106 feet high. It is 
substantially built upon an unusually liberal supply of oak 
piles, and is of’he best quality of heavy Southern pine timber, 
with an extra number of iron stays. The outside of the build- 
ing is planked and covered with galvanized iron shingles and 
painted, and the whole appearance is superior to that usually 
seen in this class of buildings. In the upper portion of the 
' tower the hoisting apparatus consists of an engine of 40 
horse-power, and, by means of a “two-chain” steam shovel, 
the hoisting apparatus can transfer, from the barge to the 
coal-pocket, 100 tons of coal per hour. The coal-carrying 
apparatus is C. W. Hunt’s Noiseless Conveyor System, which 
consists of a series of cars or buckets linked together, each 
having a body hung on pivots, gravity keepmg them in an 
upright position, whether the track is horizontal ‘or vertical. 
The apparatus has a series of 121 buckets on an endless. 
track, 384 feet long, and is automatic, and can land the coal 
at any point desired in the length of the pocket or boiler- 
room. 

The coal is drawn from the coal-pocket as required and 
carried by the same conveyors to the boiler-room, where it is 
discharged into weighing hoppers, and thence by spouts to 
the furnaces. After this, the conveyor passes under the 
boiler-room floor, so that, at proper times, ashes, as well as 
the coal, are handled by one machine. The apparatus is 
noiseless, reduces breakage and avoids much coal-dust, 
unavoidable by the old methods. The pocket is practically 
finished, and within thirty days will handle the coal in the 
manner indicated. 


NEw LAUNDRY BUILDING. 


The new Laundry Building is in process of erection on the 
site of the old boiler-house and autopsy rooms. The build- 
ing is progressing rapidly and will be available during the 
coming year. As soon as the new part is occupied, the old 
part, at present in use, will be vacated and reconstructed for 
a rinse-house, sterilizing-room, and other work-rooms. 


HospitAL RENOVATIONS. 


There have been expended during the year, on the Hospi- 
tal proper $11,675 for general repairs. Of this amount, 
$2,294 was expended upon house cleaning by a special force 
of trained workers, independently of the ordinary scrubbers 
and cleaners attached to each department. The refriger- 
ating plant has been repaired at a cost of $381; renewal of 
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plumbing, $1,158; boilers and heating apparatus, $1,198 ; 
and general repairs about the hospital, $5,727. A  consid- 
erable share of the general repairs has been caused by the 
construction of the new surgical amphitheatre building join- 
ing on to the old corridors and buildings. For this purpose 
$290 was expended. The sum of $1,555, was for additional 
work upon the electric light plant required, but not paid from 
the special appropriation, the same having been exhausted. 
Various changes were necessary in the steam mains and 
returns in the joining of old and new work in the steam- 
heating plant. The sum of $446 was expended in labor for 
moving stock from a portion of the yard of the Water 
Department taken for the location of the new coal-pocket. 

By reason of the fact that Ward H has been transferred 
to the Gynecological service, the Trustees decided to give 
modern operating-rooms to Ward 8 and Ward H. ‘These 
rooms have been constructed on the general plan of a modern 
operating-room. Ward § operating-room has a tiled floor, 
marble base boards and new operating plumbing throughout. 
The physicians in the Gynecological service have been given 
a special retirmg-room, with a water-closet and special set 
bowls with foot attachments, for cleansing and sterilizing the 
hands. A room for the sterilization of dressings has also 
been reconstructed, and one for the keeping of instruments 
and surgical material necessary to a modern operating-room, 
and also a room to be used as an etherizing or recovery-room. 
These rooms have been separated from the general corridor 
by a glass partition, so that the operating-rooms are grouped 
together, and additional ventilation has been secured to pre- 
vent the fumes of ether from passing into the wards. In 
Ward H an additional operating-room has been constructed 
for minor operations and examinations, and therefore requir- 
ing a smaller outfit. The contract for these alterations and 
additions was $2,407, but, with the various items not included 
in the contract, such as plumbing, painting, steamfitting, 
electric and gas fittings, the amount is a little less than 
$3,000. There are now accommodations in the Gynecological 
service for fifty-four patients. 


PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Pathological Laboratories have been as active during 
the past year as any other department. The staff of the 
department consists of the following officers: A Visiting 
Pathologist, an Assistant Visiting Pathologist, First and 
Second Assistants in Pathology, and an Assistant in Clinical 
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Pathology ; and also a Senior and a Junior House: Officer, a 
paid stenographer and typewriter, in addition to the Mortuary 
keeper, and an assistant in culture-room, making a total of ten 
persons practically devoted to the work of this department, 
seven of whom have salaries. The work of the department 
has been more efficient and larger than during any previous 
year. To appreciate the amount of work accomplished, it 
would be necessary to visit the laboratories, for scientific 
work cannot be easily set forth in figures. In _ addition, 
the work of the Junior Internes is largely in the lab- 
oratories, and all the house officers, more or less_ fre- 
quently, find work in the routine of their duties, which is 
better done in the laboratories than elsewhere. No depart- 
ment has been added to the Hospital, during recent years, that 
conduced more to the welfare of the patients than the Path- 
ological Department. 

The work of this department is more fully described by 
Dr. Mallory, Assistant Visiting Pathologist, in the ninth 
volume of the Medical and Surgical Reports for this year, to 
which the reader is referred. 

The Mortuary, with its present system of caring for the 
dead by artificial refrigeration, has proved eminently satis- 
factory, and has received hearty commendation from the 
friends of patients, as well as the undertakers. 

The Mortuary Chapel continues to afford much assistance 
to the families of deceased patients, who desire religious 
services, and, for various reasons, are not able to have a 
funeral service at their own houses, or at a church. 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The eight out-patient departments, like the rest of the 
Hospital, show an increase both in the number of persons 
treated and the number of visits made, 22,712 having been 
treated this year, an increase of 2,150 over the previous 
year. ‘The total number of visits to out-patients was 85,034 
or 7,094 more than during the previous year. There has 
been an increase in the number of visits made in each of 
the departments, excepting one, and notably in the Surgical 
Department. 

The cost of maintaining the department has been $9,180. 


SouTH DEPARTMENT.

There will be found on pages 43-45 a detailed account of 
the expenditures of this department, the various sub-divi- 
sions being kept the same as at the Hospital proper. The 
approximate sum spent upon this department has been 
$79,825.06, to which there should be added the difference in 
the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1898, which was 
$65.66 less than we possessed on February 1, 1897. This 
gives $79,890.72 as the sum charged on the books to main- 
tenance for the year. This sum expended upon 2,808 
patients treated, and divided by 9,109 weeks’ board, gives 
$8.77 as the cost per patient, per week. The total expen- 
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diture upon subsistence supplies was $21,607.69, and the 
total number of weeks’ board, of an average of 279 persons, 
was 14,574. This gives a weekly cost per person, for un- 
cooked subsistence supplies, of $1.48, or twenty-one cents 
per day. 

The South Department has been heated from the power- 
house, in common with all the hospital buildings, and the 
fuel consumed has been charged to the South Department, 
based upon the amount of radiating surface to be heated. 
The cost for fuel was $6,494.19; for medical supplies, 
$4,416.78; for salaries and labor, $32,692.58; for general 
repairs and various additions found necessary to complete the 
buildings, $5,393.11; grounds, $29.95; and for general 
supplies, $11,190.76; making a total of $79,825.06. As 
stated in our last report, this sum does not represent the 
entire expenditures chargeable to this department. Un- 
doubtedly, a proper percentage of the expenditures might be 
charged off for general corporation expenses, supervision, 
medical library, etc., but this has not been done. 

The experience of another year has demonstrated the wis- 
dom of constructing a special department for the treatment 
of infectious diseases. While the number of the patients 
under treatment varies according to the season, there has 
never been a time during the year, when practically all the 
wards of the department were in active operation. The 
statistics of the population did not, as a whole, vary much 
from the succeeding year. ‘There were at the beginning of 
the year under treatment 250, as against 202 at the begin- 
ning of the previous year; and the number admitted 2,558 
as against 2,845 for last year, but the year closed leaving 
only 155 under treatment, as against 250 in the previous 
year. The largest number of patients, at any one time, was 
257, as against 273 of the previous year. The average, 
however, 174, was larger than the previous year, while the 
whole number of patients treated was slightly less; the 
average number of days’ stay was slightly more, 22,59, as 
against 21,2, of the previous year, and the total number of 
weeks’ board given was 9,109 against 8,654. Of the total 
number of patients admitted, 825 have died, including 118 
who died within forty-eight hours after admission, or 36 
per cent. of all deaths. 

The steady decrease in the death-rate of diphtheria is cer- 
tainly significant. ‘The average death rate of all cases of 
diphtheria in the city for the period of sixteen years, was 3055 
per cent. The percentage of deaths in the South Depart- 
ment, for diphtheria alone, last year, was 14 per cent., and for 
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the present year, 13 per cent.; and the total death-rates from 
cases last year was 14 per cent., and during the present year 
11 per cent. The percentage of deaths to discharges was 12, 
and to the total number of persons treated during the year, 
less those occurring twenty-four hours after admission, 
was 84. 

The condition of the department has been such that we 
have always been able to receive every case that was proper 
for admission, and promptly, with one exception. Applica- 
tions for admission are frequently made for cases supposed to 
be infectious, and indeed such cases are occasionally ad- 
mitted where the resident physicians have no opportunity to 
diagnose the case for themselves. Special note should be 
made of this fact, because for many years the Hospital was 
not able to receive large numbers of applicants who should 
have been provided for, because there was no special depart- 
ment or wards of sufficient size. This fact has reduced the 
amount of infectious diseases in the city at large, and the 
total cases of nearly all of the infectious diseases reported 
to the Board of Health, have been smaller than for several 
years. 

The Trustees venture again to call the attention of the 
City Council to the fact, that a special building was origi- 
nally designed to be placed on the west side of the West 
Pavilion, which should be a special ward for measles, but for 
financial reasons this ward has never been constructed. The 
necessity, however, still remains, and the Trustees feel it 
their duty to emphasize the conditions, because, occasionally, 
there are large epidemics of measles. In this event, this 
Hospital will not be in a position to treat a sufficient number 
of patients to stay such an epidemic, or to care for those 
infected. 

There have been considerable demands for private rooms, 
and the amount collected, from various sources from patients, 
has been during the year $3,125.76. Large numbers of 
patients have been treated who have a just and proper claim 
upon the city for their care, but there is reason to believe that 
many patients gain admission by improper means, such as 
coming to the Hospital without having lived in the city, or 
taking a temporary residence merely for the sake of going to 
the Hospital. We have reason to believe that this is less 
than in some preceding years, still it is a questionable pro- 
cedure, to be suppressed whenever possible. 

The buildings at the South Department, as a whole, have 
proved satisfactory for the purposes for which they were 
constructed, and few reconstructions or alterations have been 
necessary. 
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The department has been kept in good condition by paint- 
ing, renovating and sterilizing, whenever wards and rooms 
happened to be vacant. On account of sterilization, and the 
character of the occupancy of the rooms, the wear and tear 
has been very great. All outside iron-work has been re- 
painted at an expense of $294. The basements throughout 
the entire building have been whitewashed, and additional 
awnings have been put up. 

The amount of ambulance work has been larger than dur- 
ing any previous year. Of the 2,558 patients admitted, three- 
fourths were brought to the Hospital by our own ambulances. 

The Trustees desire to renew the attention of the public to 
the City Ordinance which prohibits the conveying of infec- 
tious diseases in public carriages, and the same rule should 
hold good as to private carriages. ‘The Trustees are ready 
and anxious at all times to send ambulances for the bringing 
of patients to the Hospital. 


CONVALESCENT HoME. 


The Convalescent Home has just finished its sixth year. 
The number of patients during the year has been 444, and 
the total number of days’ board 9,414. The average weekly 
cost was $6.27. ‘There is nothing special to record in the 
history of the year’s work at the Home. 


DOWN-TOWN RELIEF AND AMBULANCE STATION. 


For a number of years the Trustees have had under con- 
sideration the advisability of establishing a Relief and Ambu- 
lance Station in the business district of the city. This 
subject has been called to their attention frequently and in 
various ways. ‘The Medical and Surgical Staff of the hospital 
have for several years urged upon the Trustees the necessity 
for such a station. ‘Two years ago the Trustees received a 
lengthy petition from prominent citizens and business men, 
respectfully petitioning that the Trustees of the Hospital 
“make immediate provision for the prompt and efficient care 
of all persons who are injured, by accident or otherwise, in 
the business portion of the city.” 

From a careful examination of the question, the Trustees 
have for some time believed that such a station, if established, 
should be in the section of the city north of State street. 

It should not be a hospital in the ordinary sense, and the 
Trustees do not deem it advisable to have beds for the con- 
tinuous treatment of cases, except those injured so severely 
that their transfer would endanger their life, but rather a 
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station where people suffering from accident, sudden sick- 


ness, or other emergencies, can receive immediate attention, 
and, if the case is serious enough, be at once transferred to 
the Boston City, or other hospitals, for further treatment, or 
to their homes. The station should be equipped with sufh- 
cient ambulances, according as experience shall demonstrate 
to be necessary. 

Such a station, properly organized, should have all means. 
and applances for meeting readily any emergency of injury, 
large or small, likely to occur in a city of the size of Boston. 
The building should have accommodations for a Surgical Staff, 
for nurses, and such other employés as are necessary for the 
work. It is not deemed advisable that there should be wards 
and beds for the treatment of cases, as in hospitals, but the 
station might have a few beds, not exceeding five or six. 

This matter was formally called to Your Honor’s attention 
by the Trustees with the urgent request of the Visiting 
Staff, in.a communication dated June 24, 1896, but for 
financial reasons no steps have been taken towards the 
establishment of such a station. The fact that land is now 
available near the north outlet of the subway, formerly used 
as the Boston and Maine Railroad Station, suggests that we 
should again call the attention of the authorities to the 
necessity of such a station. The Trustees are being con- 
stantly ‘pressed in this matter, and urge the necessity for 
such a relief station under the management of the Hospital 
Departinent. in order that accidents, and cases requiring 
treatment, should have continued treatment under one method, 
instead of being taken to one hospital for first treatment, and 
subsequently taken to another for further treatment, thus 
subjecting the patient to undue examinations, operations, and 
dressings, dividing the responsibility, and lessening the 
chances of a perfect recovery. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF HOSPITAL KITCHEN. 


At the beginning of the year the Trustees confidently 
expected to make the enlargements of the Hospital kitchen, 
but the numerous other demands upon our appropriation have 
prevented. When the kitchen was constructed, more than 
twenty years ago, it provided for about 550 people, including 
patients, and officers and help. Now, at times, the Hospital 
has to provide for more than 1,000 persons, and it is obvious 
that the kitchen should be extended. But the wear and tear 
of years now demand that this branch of the Hospital service 
should be improved to meet the existing conditions. ‘The 
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roof should be raised, to give more air space, and obviate 
the intense heat in the Summer months; and special ventila- 
tion should be arranged, to keep the odor of cooked food 
from other parts of the Hospital. The floor is sunken and 
in a dilapidated condition. Such repairs would probably cost 
from %8,000 to $9,000, and it is hoped that during the com- 
ing year, means may be provided for remedying what is a 
serious defect in our Hospital appointments. 


SURGICAL AND GYNZACOLOGICAL SERVICES. 


The surgical work of the Hospital, during recent years, 
has increased by addition of new wards and enlargement of 
old ones, and also by the greater number of patients treated 
and a larger number of surgical operations. For many years 
it has been the custom of the surgeons to have four continu- 
ous months’ service, there being, as a rule, only one surgeon 
on duty in each service. The very large amount of work, 
particularly the strain required in so large a number of sur- 
gical cases, became a great tax upon the physical strength of 
the surgeon on duty. A large percentage of the surgical 
cases are traumatic, and are admitted and operated upon by 
night as well as day. It has been obvious that some change 
must be made in the method of distributing the services and 
the amount of work, in order to lessen the work of each sur- 
geon and also give more time. After more than a year’s 
consideration by committees from the Trustees and the Vis- 
iting Staff, a reorganization was finally determined, and the 
Trustees revised the hospital rules relating to this subject 
as follows: 


RuLE 43. Each of the three surgical services shall have a Senior 
Visiting Surgeon, a Junior Visiting Surgeon, a First Assistant Visit- 
ing Surgeon, a Second Assistant Visiting Surgeon and a Third 
Assistant Visiting Surgeon. Each surgical service shall have charge 
of the Surgical Out-Patient Department for the period of four 
months in each year, 

The Senior Visiting Surgeon shall have the general direction of his 
service during the entire year. He shall, unless otherwise provided 
for by the Trustees, be on active duty four months. When on duty 
he shall have the assistance of one or more of the Assistant Visiting 
Surgeons belonging to the service, in case he desires it. He shall 
take full charge of such cases as he wishes, and may assign such of 
his work to the Assistant Visiting Surgeon as he sees fit. He shall 
also have the right to take entire charge of such cases as he desires, 
when not on active duty, and for such time as he wishes. 

The Junior Visiting Surgeon shall be on active duty four months. 
When on duty he shall have full charge of the wards, being respon- 
sible, however, to the Senior Visiting Surgeons. He shall take full 
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charge of such cases as he may wish, and may assign such of his 
work to the Assistant Visiting Surgeons as he sees fit, having, when 
on active duty, the same privileges in respect to the services of the 
Assistant Visiting Surgeons as the Senior Visiting Surgeon enjoys 
when he is on duty. He shall also have the general direction of the 
service when the Senior Visiting Surgeon from absence, illness or 
other reasons is unable to perform his duty. 

The First Assistant Visiting Surgeon shall carry out the directions 
of his senior on the service, both in the wards and in the Out- 
Patient Department. His special service shall be in the Hospital 
wards. When on duty he shall have full charge of the wards, being 
responsible, however, to the Senior Visiting Surgeon in his service. 
He shall have the same privileges in respect to the assistance of 
other Visiting Surgeons in his service, which his seniors have when 
on duty. 

The Second Assistant Visiting Surgeon shall be on duty in the 
Out-Patient Department during the regular months assigned to him, 
and during those months as well as during the rest of the year his 
services shall be at the disposal of his seniors in the service, and he 
shall have charge of the wards during such time as his seniors shall 
direct. 

The Third Assistant Visiting Surgeon shall perform duties essen- 
tially the same as the Second Assistant, except that his work shall 
be more closely identified with the Out-Patient Departments. His 
services shall, however, be at the disposal of his seniors on the ser- 
vice to which he belongs. 

When the exigencies of a service require a Fourth Assistant Visit- 
ing Surgeon for a limited period, an appointment of such assistant 
for a term not exceeding six months may be made by the Trustees 
on nomination of the Senior and Junior Visiting Surgeons of the 
service. - 

When a Visiting Surgeon or Assistant Visiting Surgeon is unable 
to perform the duties of a service assigned to him, the service shall 
be offered to the other Visiting Surgeons and Assistant Visiting 
Surgeons of the various services, in the order of seniority. 


RuueE 44. Each Assistant Visiting Surgeon may have a vaca- 
tion of two months in the year, and shall have a vacation of at least 
one month in the summer in addition, if he wishes it. 

Visiting Surgeons shall be retired from active service upon reach- 
ing the age of sixty-five years.”’ 


By this arrangement the Surgeons are assigned so that 
two or three may be on duty in each service at the same 
time, and the work divided, according to its class and impor- 
tance, between the older and the younger surgeons. It enables 
each Surgeon to devote more time to the visiting of his 
wards, to operate more promptly, and the change has other- 
wise improved the usefulness of the services in many ways. 
The Gynecological service has been arranged, both for the 
house service and the out-patient services, upon the same 
basis as that adopted in the surgical service, and the same 
advantages are anticipated in the Gynecological service for 
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like reasons. The Hospital rules have been revised as 
follows: 


RuLE 45. The Gynecological service, both house and out- 
patient, shall have a Senior Visiting Physician, a Junior Visiting 
Physician, a First Assistant Visiting Physician, a Second Assistant 
Visiting Physician and a Third Assistant Visiting Physician for 
Diseases of Women. 

The Senior Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women shall have 
the general direction of the service during the entire year. He shall 
be on active duty for a period net exceeding four months. When 
on duty he shall have the assistance of one or more of the Assistant 
Visiting Physicians belonging to the service, in case he desires it. 
He shall take full charge of such cases as he wishes, and may assign 
such of his work to the Assistant Visiting Physician as he sees fit. 
He shall also have the right to take entire charge of such cases as he 
desires when not on active duty, and for such time as he wishes. 

The Junior Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women shall be on 
active duty at least four months. When on duty he shall have full 
charge of the wards, being responsible, however, to the Senior Vis- 
iting Physician. He shall take full charge of such cases as he 
wishes, and may assign such of his work to the Assistant Visiting 
Physicians as he sees fit, having, when on active duty, the same 
privileges in respect to the services of the Assistant Visiting Physi- 
cians as the Senior Visiting Physician enjoys when he is on duty. 
He shall also have the general direction of the service when the 
Senior Visiting Physician from absence, illness or other reasons is 
unable to perform his duty. 

The First Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women 
shall carry out the direction of his senior in the service, both in the 
wards and in the Out-Patient Department. His special service shall 
be in the hospital wards. When on duty he shall have full charge 
of the wards, being responsible, however, to the Senior Visiting 
Physician of the service. He shall have the same privileges in 
respect to the assistance of the other Assistant Visiting Physicians 
in the department, which his seniors have when on duty. 

The Second Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women 
shall be on duty in the Out-Patient Department during the regular 
months assigned to him, and during those months, as well as during 
the rest of the year, his services shall be at the disposal of his 
seniors, and he shall have charge of the wards during such time as 
his seniors shall direct. 

The Third Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women 
shall perform duties essentially the same as the Second Assistant, 
except that his work shall be more closely identified with the Out- 
Patient Department. His services shall, however, be at the dis- 
posal of his seniors in the service. 

When the exigencies of the service require a Fourth Assistant 
Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women for a limited period, an 
appointment of such assistant for a term not exceeding six months 
may be made by the Board of Trustees on nomination of the Senior 
and Junior Visiting Physicians of the service. 

Each Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women may 
have a vacation of two months in the year, and shall have a vaca- 
tion of at least one month in the summer, in addition, if he wishes it. 
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HovusE OFFICERS. 


For some years past it has been evident that the increase 
in the number of patients and work to be done by the house 
officers, was so much augmented that some rearrangement 
and addition to the House Staff should be made. After 
much consideration on the part of the Trustees and the Staff, 
the reorganization of the House Staff was as follows : 

Formerly, excepting the Ophthalmic and Aural and the 
Pathological House Officers, the time of service for all house 
officers was eighteen months, six months as Externe, six 
months as Junior Interne and six months as House Physi- 


cian or House Surgeon. This arrangement has existed for 


several years, but, for the last three or four, an additional 
force has been provisionally given by the appointment of 
three Surgical Dressers and three Clinical Clerks for a period 
of six months only, one Surgical Dresser and one Clinical 
Clerk to each service respectively. The latter appointments 
were not by competitive examinations, and, while it was an 
advance upon the old method, it was not satisfactory under 
the new organization. The term of the service of each Medi- 
caland Surgical House Officer has been extended to two years 
in the medical and surgical services. ‘The first six months 
as Externe, the second six months as Junior Interne, the 
third six months as Senior Interne and the fourth six months 
as House Physician or Surgeon. The position of Gynzeco- 
logical House Officer remains the same as before, namely, 
three terms of six months each or eighteen months in all, and 
for the Ophthalmic or Aural and Pathological House Officer, 
two periods of six months each, or one year in all. It was 
also provided that “in all cases after one term of service, the 
promotion of the house officer for the second term of ser- 
vice, shall be dependent upon the satisfactory performance of 
his duties in the department to which he has been assigned, 
and failure satisfactorily to perforin his duties, subjects such 
house officer to removal from his position.” At present, 
the house officers entered under, this system, are now in 
their second period of six months, and it is too early to speak 
positively as to the results from this change, but from the 
experience so far, it is undoubtedly a great improvement 
over the old arrangements. The house officers can perform 
their work more satisfactorily, because each has less to do, 
and more time to arrange and perfect their duties. 

The position of Clinical Clerk in the medical departments 
was abolished, but the position of Surgical Dresser, each ap- 
pointment being for six months only, continues. ‘There are, 
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therefore, four house officers in the hospital in each surgical 
service and three in each medical service. ‘There are, at the 
present time, in all services, nine House Physicians or House 
Surgeons, eight Senior Internes, six Junior Internes, three Sur- 
gical Dressers, or a total of twenty-six house officers on ser- 
vice in the wards. There are under the present arrangement, 
eight Externes or a total of thirty-four house officers at the 
Hospital proper. The arrangement of house officers at the 
South Department remains the same, two House Physicians, 
two Junior House Officers and two Clinical Clerks, a total 
of six for the South Department, and a total of forty for 
the Hospital proper and the South Department. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL REPORTS. 


At the close of the present year the ninth volume of the 
Medical and Surgical Reports of the Hospital has been issued, 
edited by Drs. Folsom, Councilman and Burrell. The re- 
ports contain twenty-one articles, contributed by various 
members of the Medicaland Surgical Staff, the contents of 
which are too varied to enumerate here. ‘The articles are 
strictly professional in character and tend distinctly to ad-_ 
vance the cause of medical science. ‘These reports have 
been limited to an edition of 500 copies, and have been dis- 
tributed chiefly to medical and general libraries, Hospital 
libraries and to those especially engaged in parallel work. 
These reports are more and more sought for, the demand 
coming from many sources. ‘The Trustees believe that a 
Hospital, maintained on such a broad and scientific basis as 
this Hospital is, should contribute its part to the general good 
of medical science. ‘The very large amount of Clinical and 
Pathological material accessible here, and seldom found in 
other hospitals and laboratories, should be utilized for scien- 
tific purposes, and the Trustees believe the comparatively 
small cost of this publication is wisely expended in view of 
the vast amount of valuable information. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is now in the twentieth 
year of its organization. ‘There have been graduated 496 
nurses, of whom fifty-four were graduated during the past year. 
There is now a total of 124 nurses, of whom ninety-two are at 
the Hospital proper, thirty at the South Department and two 
at the Convalescent Home. 

The Hospital is to be congratulated in retaining a still 
larger number of graduates as, head nurses in the wards than 
during any previous year, there now being twenty-eight. 
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A radical change has been made in the organization of the 
Training School during the past year. Previously, nurses 
were admitted the first month of probation without pay, and 
for the remainder of the first year received $10 per month, 
and during the second year $14 per month. After gradua- 
tion, if the nurse remained as head nurse, she received $20 
for the first and $25 for the second year, except for a few 
special and responsible places, where the salary was $30 for 
the first and $35 for the second year. The Trustees have 
always desired to retain as many as possible of the nurses 
who rank high in their work and show special executive 
ability, but the greater pay obtained in private nursing has 
deterred many two years’ graduates from remaining longer. 
With the object of affording an optional third year course of 
training, the Trustees have arranged the nursing service as 
follows : 

Nurses during the first month of probation receive no pay, 
but during the remainder of the first year $7 per month, dur- 
ing the second year $10 per month, and at the end of the 
second year they are given a diploma, when. they are at 
liberty to leave the Hospital for private nursing or other occu- 
pations. Nurses who can pass the required examination, 
and have the standing and executive ability necessary for the 
position of head nurse or other positions requiring training 
or ability, are given the opportunity of taking an optional 
three years’ course of study. 

Nurses remaining for a third year will be given an addi- 
tional course of class instruction and special lectures on 
matters pertaining to hospital management, hygiene and allied 
subjects, which the nurses in private practice are not called 
upon to use. Upon the completion of the third year suc- 
cessfully, a special, ewm laude, diploma is given. ‘This course 
of study, however, is limited to nurses of our own school 
after the first two years’ course. It is expected that this 
policy will retain as head nurses, and for other positions re- 
quiring greater efficiency, those specially qualified by study 
and ability for the more important places throughout the 
Hospital. 

The course of study, afforded the two years’ graduates of 
this Hospital, is made particularly valuable on account of the 
experience in nursing infectious diseases. 

During the past year, the Trustees have been able to 
carry out the much needed increase of accommodations 
for nurses by the legacy of the Ann White Vose 
Estate, for the construction of an additional house to ac- 
commodate ninety-seven nurses. It is hoped that within a 
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year, the building will be completed and occupied. From 
the character of the plans the Trustees believe that the new 
Ann White Vose Building, together with the present Nurses’ 
Home, will afford the largest accommodations, if not the best, 
of any American hospital. No pains have been spared to 
give the nurses every necessity and convenience their condi- 
tion could reasonably need. 

The number of applications for admission continues large, 
and the Trustees have been enabled to select a most excel- 
lent corps of women for the nursing service of the Hospital. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgi- 
eal Staff during the year : 

We regret to chronicle the death of Benjamin E. Cotting, 
M.D., which occurred on May 22, 1897, aged eighty-four 
years. Dr. Cotting was one of the Consulting Physicians 
and Surgeons from the year 1869 to the time of his death. 
While Dr. Cotting never was a member of the Visiting Staff, 
at times he visited the Hospital frequently, and always took 
a keen interest in everything pertaining to its welfare. He 
was in the front rank of Massachusetts physicians, and his 
extended reputation and broad views in regard to medical 
matters added much to the personnel of the Consulting 
Board. 

H. L. Smith, M.D., Assistant Visiting Surgeon; James H. 
Wright, M.D., Second Assistant Pathologist, and Timothy 
Leary, M.D., First Resident Assistant Pathologist, resigned. 

R. W. Lovett, M.D., was promoted from the position of 
Second Assistant Surgeon to First Assistant Visiting Sur- 
geon, caused by the resignation of Dr. Smith. 

-F. B. Mallory, M.D., has been promoted from First Assist- 
ant Pathologist to a newly created office of Assistant Visit- 
ing Pathologist. 

Richard M. Pearce, M.D., was promoted from the position 
of Second Resident Pathologist to First Assistant in Pa- 
thology. 

Edward H. Nichols, M.D., was appointed to the position of 
Third Assistant Visiting Surgeon; Charles F. Moulton, 
M.D., to the position of Assistant to the Ophthalmic Sur- 
geons; and R. A. Coffin, M.D., to the position of Assistant 
to the Physicians for Diseases of the Throat. Lawrence 
W. Strong, M.D., was appointed to the position of Second 
Assistant in Pathology; and Howard A. Lothrop, M.D., to 
the position of Fourth Assistant Visiting Surgeon for six 
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months, from January 12, 1898, under exigency clause, Rule 
42; John C. Munro, M.D., Paul Thorndike, M.D. and Edwin 
W. Dwight, M.D., were promoted from Surgeons to out- 
patients to the positions of Second Assistant Visiting Sur- 
geons. J. Babst Blake, M.D. and Fred B. Lund, M.D., were 
promoted from Surgeons to out-patients to the position of 
Third Assistant Visiting Surgeons. 

As previously explained in this report, the Surgical ser- 
vices have been changed, so that instead of six visiting Sur- 
geons and six Surgeons to the Out-Patient Departments, 
there are now one Senior Surgeon, three Senior Visiting Sur- 
geons, three Junior Visiting Surgeons, three First Assistant 
Visiting Surgeons, three Second Assistant Visiting Sur- 
geons, three Third Assistant Visiting Surgeons, and one 
Fourth Assistant Visiting Surgeon, who, in certain exigen- 
cies, may be appointed for the period of six months. 

The new position of Assistant Visiting Pathologist was 
created, and the titles of First Assistant Pathologist and 
First Resident Assistant Pathologist, were merged into the 
office of First Assistant in Pathology. ‘The titles of Second 
Assistant Pathologist and Second Resident Assistant Patholo- 
gist were changed to that of Second Assistant in Pathology. 


GIFTS, BEQUESTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


David W. Cheever, M.D., Senior Surgeon, has given 
$1,000 to the Hospital to be added to his gift of 
$2,000 presented in 1889, the income of which is_ to 
be expended for the purchase of a pocket-case of surgical 
instruments, to be presented to each House Surgeon when 
his service has expired. At the time of his previous 
gift there were only four House Surgeons each year; the 
present number is six, and Dr. Cheever’s generosity is grate- 
fully acknowledged by the Trustees, and will be much ap- 
preciated in coming years by the House Surgeons of the 
Surgical Service. 

The Trustees again return their annual acknowledg- 
ments to the many friends of the Hospital who in various 
ways have contributed to the welfare, comfort and encour- 
agement of the sick. 

The Boston Young Men’s Christian Union have furnished 
many free carriage rides for the enjoyment of convalescent 
patients; much sewing has been done for the Hospital 
through the liberalities of the Parish Rooms of Emmanuel 
Church ; the City Missionary Society, and the Episcopal City 
Mission, have continued their kind offices in visiting the 
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Hospital, and they have contributed much pleasure by the dis- 
tribution of reading matter, Testaments, flowers, especially 
at Easter and Christmas holidays. The Easter Mission has 
also joined in the latter work, including both vocal and 
instrumental music in the wards. Flower Missions and 
several other organizations, have at various times visited the 
Hospital, distributing large numbers of bouquets to the 
patients, which are much appreciated. 

Throughout the year the Hospital is much indebted to 
many persons for the gifts of books, reading matter, toys and 
dolls for children and also considerable quantities of cloth- 
ing and underwear for poor patients. 

There has been received from the estate of Dr. Henry W. 
Williams, so long connected with the Hospital as_ its 
Ophthalmic Surgeon, a large number of medical books, mono- 
graphs and journals upon Ophthalmology, thereby adding to 
the value of the Ophthalmological section of the Medical 
Library. 

Francis J. Keany, M.D., was appointed Trustee for the 
term of five years beginning May 1, 1897, to the position 
caused by the resignation of William A. Dunn, M.D.

The foregoing tables of disbursements show the total ex- 
penditures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal year 
February 1, 1897, to January 31, 1898, inclusive. Table 
No. 1 tells the distribution throughout all the departments, 
according to the general subdivisions, and includes statistics 
of the department divided into the Hospital proper, Out- 
Patient Departments, Pathological Department, Settlement 
Account, South Department, Convalescent Home and New 
Buildings. ‘Table No. 2 shows the disbursements for the 
year for the same departments, itemizing the various subdi- 
visions, and includes, for all practical purposes, the quantity, 
cost, and average price paid for the various items. ‘Table No. 
3 is a résumé of Tables 1 and 2, so distributed as to indicate 
the actual cost of each department, and, after deducting stock 
on hand at the beginning and close of the year and various 
items not chargeable to any one department, the net cost to 
the city for maintaining the Hospital proper for the year. 

The City Council and citizens at large are interested, as a 
rule, in the expenditures of the Hospital in relation to its 
maintenance for the care of acute cases. During the year 
the city has established a department of Municipal Statistics, 
and, among other features, an attempt was made to compare 
the expenditures for the maintenance of the Hospital with the 
other public institutions of the city. The only city depart- 
ments that could, by any means, be compared with this, were 
the institutions for the chronic sick, and the pauper or insane 
hospitals. A brief study of the comparative expenditures soon 
showed that the exhibit would be based upon entirely differ- 
ent lines, as the purposes of a large, general hospital carrying 
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on scientific work in connection with the care and treatment 
of acute medical and surgical cases, were radically different 
from those of any other department of city work. It was 
therefore thought best to continue the general method previ- 
ously followed, making special studies of expenditures as 
might seem important, or from time to time worth investiga- 
tion. ‘The principal interest to hospital workers would be the 
comparative study of other hospitals of the same class, rather 
than with our own city institutions of another class. In this 
matter it is to be regretted, that as yet, the large general hos- 
pitals of this country and England have not been able to agree 
upon a uniform system of hospital accounts. It is intended 
in the preceding tables to bring out the facts, particularly in 
regard to the principal expenditures common to all general 
hospitals of this class. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the 
Hospital Department, in all its various branches, have been 
$374,193.75, and the disbursements have been distributed as 
follows:

The Hospital Proper. —- The Hospital proper is divided 
into four subdivisions: The Hospital, Out-Patient Depart- 
ments, Pathological Department and Settlement Account. 
It is obvious that the Out-Patient Departments and the Set- 
tlement Account have nothing to do with the pro rata cost 
of each hospital bed. The cost of the Pathological Depart- 
ment is included in the pro rata cost per patient, as both the 
clinica] and bacteriological laboratories are actively involved 
in the treatment of patients in the wards, but for executive 
reasons, is tabulated separately in order to ascertain the cost 
of running that department. The South Department for in- 
fectious diseases, Convalescent Home and expenditures for 
New Buildings are shown in separate tables. 

South Department.— The South Department began the 
year with 250 patients, and the maximum number on any 
one day was 257. This department was constructed upon 
the maximum basis of 220 patients. It is evident that the 
wards have been excessively crowded and at times beyond 
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the point consistent with the best interest of the patients. 
In Table No. 2, pages 43-45, the same classification of disburse- 
ments has been adopted as in the Hospital proper, in order 
to show the comparative cost of a large general hospital and 
a special department for infectious diseases, maintained at a 
high degree of efficiency and service. ‘The contracts for 
general supphes were made by the Superintendent of the 
Hospital, under the supervision of the Trustees, and were 
obtained at a cost more advantageous than if the department 
were maintained without the benefit of large contracts. The 
total expenditure for the South Department was $79,825.06, 
but adding to this amount the difference in stock at the be- 
ginning and close of the year, $65.66, there remains a balance 
of $79,890.72, which more properly. represents its mainte- 
nance for the fiscal year. ‘There has been nothing charged off 
to this department for general corporation expenses, or for a 
considerable amount of material and labor given from time 
to time. The general disbursements, however, are fairly 
well shown. 

Out-Patient Departments.— The expenditures for these 
departments have been for expenses ordinarily chargeable to 
such departments, and the total amount was $9,180.25. 

Convalescent Home. — The expenditures for the Conva- 
lescent Home have been for the usual purposes, and were 
$8,438.74, which is an increase of $770.27 over the previous 

ear. 

New Buildings. — There have been expended from the 
Hospital appropriation, neeessary to.complete the various 
new buildings, the following sums:

During the past year the Hospital has been somewhat en- 
larged in its departments, as shown in the items mentioned 
in the foregoing paragraph. For financial reasons, the Hos- 
pital Department was unable to obtain, during construction, 
sufficient money to carry on the work, which could not be 
delayed. Under proper authority, the money was taken from 
the maintenance account, and later in the year was replaced 
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with transfers by the City Council. Therefore, special note 
should be made of the fact that unless the Hospital had 
been engaged in new enterprises, the expenses as a whole 
would have been $8,555.79 less for ordinary maintenance. 

The expenditures for the Hospital proper were partly for 
ordinary maintenance, and partly for improvements or special 
sub-divisions. Table No. 8 shows that the total expenditure 
for the department was $374,193.75. After deducting the 
cost of the sub-departments and money spent for new and 
special purposes enumerated and not within the ordinary 
scope of the annual maintenance of ward beds, and after 
allowing for the difference in the amount of stock on hand at 
the beginning and close of the year, the net cost to the city 
for maintaining the Hospital proper was $176,357.11. 

The tables also show that the actual cost of maintenance 
of the Hospital proper for the fiscal year was $245,284.09. 
This sum was expended upon the care of 8,382 patients in 
the wards for 174,445 days’ board, or 24,920 weeks, making 
an average weekly cost of $9.84, or a daily cost of $1.40 per 
hospital patient of all classes. This total cost of mainte- 
nance and weekly cost per patient, represent the statistics 
usually found in Hospital finances. The weekly cost per 
patient, as usually computed in hospital reports, was $9.84, 
but the net cost to the city was only $7.07. 

In considering the cost of Hospital maintenance, it should 
be stated, that the cost of subsistence supplies was not only 
for patients, but the entire household of all grades of ser- 
vice. The total expenditures for subsistence supplies for 
the Hospital proper was $84,237.77. The total number of 
weeks’ board for an average of 795 persons was 41,502. 
This gives a weekly cost per person for uncooked subsistence 
supplies of $2.02, or 29 cents per day. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year, $67,404.01, on account of all classes of 
' paying patients, as follows : 


From cases paid by the Commonwealth $34,864 32 


From town and city cases. 9,559 95 
From private and ward-paying patients : 19,853 98 
From the South Department : : : 3,125 76 


There has been received $1,400 interest from trust funds 
for the support of free patients, and $188.63 for the sale of 
old materials. These sums, amounting to $68,992.64, were 
paid in cash to the City Treasury, and should be credited to 
the appropriation received. ‘This would reduce the net cost 
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to the city for the Hospital Department for all purposes, 
during the fiscal year to the sum of $305,201.11, and for the 
Hospital proper, $176,357.11. 

The expenditures upon 22,712 out-patients have been 
$9,180.25. Statistics of the number of out-patients, the 
number of their visits, the rates of mortality, the work of 
the ambulances, the occupation, nativity, ages, civil condi- 
tion and physical condition of patients when discharged, are 
elsewhere tabulated, and may prove interesting in connection 
with Hospital data. 

The maximum number of patients on any one day was 
528, as against 500 last year; the minimum number was 427, 
against 431 last year; the daily average during the year was 
477.93, against 463.43 last year. The average length of 
stay was 20.81 days, against 20.20 last year. 

The total expenditures for the Convalescent Home have 
been $8,438.74. Its benefits have been given to 444 persons, 
who have received 9,414 days’ board, or 1,345 weeks, at a 
weekly average cost of $6.27 per patient.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. Of all patients admitted, 
306 died within forty-eight hours after admission, which in- 
dicates that they were brought to the Hospital in a dying 
condition, and medical aid could not change the result. It 
will further be noticed that this number is thirty-five per 
cent. of the total deaths. 

During the year, 8,382 patients have been treated in the 
wards, 22,712 as out-patients, 444 at the Convalescent 
Home, and 2,808 at the South Department,—a total of 
34,346, who have received the benefits of the Hospital in all 
departments. 
| During the year, 10,999 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number, 7,916 were admitted and 3,083 were re- 
jected, the latter number being 372 less than last year. The 
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number rejected was 28 per cent. of all persons applying. 
The causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants 
not admitted, on pages 29 and 34. Of the number not ad- 
mitted 400 either changed their minds or were deferred. Of 
this class, however, 289 were admitted within three days 
after application, and 91 admitted later. There were also 
rejected 178, solely for want of vacant beds, but 95 were 
admitted later. There were 901 patients who could be treated 
in the various out-patient departments, without the addi- 
tional cost of receiving them in the wards. Admission was 
denied to 215, for lack of information that they were suit- 
able cases. There were transferred to other and more 
appropriate institutions 490, and 82 were rejected as appar- 
ently incurable or unsuitable for treatment here. Various 
other causes for rejection appear in the tabulated form. 


The ambulance service of the Hospital, in both of its de- 
partments, has been very active during the present year, and 
the number of trips and the number of patients carried are 
again in excess of any previous year. 

The number of persons carried was 5,618, of which 3,614 
were for the Hospital proper, and 2,004 for the South De- 
partment. The odometers placed on all the ambulances 
show that there has been a total of 19,076 miles run during 
the year. A single ambulance, with different horses, has run 
40 miles in one day. The number of accident cases received 
was 1,859. Although each year the ambulance service has 
been enlarged and improved in its equipment, still further 
facilities have been secured during the past year, made neces- 
sary by the large demands upon the service. ‘There are at 
present in the Ambulance Station six ambulances on wheels, 
four ambulances on runners for winter work, one coupé for 
bringing the surgeons, and one wagonette for carrying 
patients to the Convalescent Home. There are now eight 
horses, four of which have been purchased during the past 
year, and are of better stock than previously used. Silver- 
mounted harnesses of an improved type have been purchased 
for all the horses, a new and better pattern of ambulance 
bed has been adopted, and many other things have been done 
to bring the equipment to a higher standard. ‘The station is 
partially equipped with quick hitch-ups, and the discipline of 
the ambulance men has been improved. The six ambulances 
put us in a position to respond to all calls without delay, 
and there has been only one instance, during the past year, 
when we were not able to answer to an emergency call.

The capacity of the Hospital proper remains the same as 
last year, 512 beds. By reason of the fact that the new 
surgical amphitheatre building is not yet completed, the 
occupancy of the wards remains the same. Ward A has been 
occupied as a surgical ward for women and children, and 
Ward E as a men’s surgical ward. Ward P,a men’s surgical 
ward, has been changed to a women’s medical ward. When 
the building is completed, transfers will be made, and the 
various wards will be used as originally intended. ‘The new 
two-storied surgical wards, W and X, have proved the most 
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satisfactory wards in the whole hospital in everything which 
makes the standard of a hospital ward for the acute sick. 


Nearly all the out-patient departments, except the Medical, 
have had increased attendance, the total number being 2,150 
more than last year, or nearly 5,000 more than two years ago. 
There has also been an increase of 7,094 in the number of 
the visits from out-patients. In all the out-patient depart- 
ments, 22,712 patients were treated, with a total of 83,034 
visits. 


During the year, the sum of $11,675.40 has been expended 
upon buildings and internal improvements, and $953.27 upon 
grounds, including roads and sewers. According to the 
usual practice each year, several wards were vacated and en- 
tirely renovated. Ward B has had a general renewal, includ- 
ing a new, hard-pine floor, new doors, repairs of glazing, the 
painting of all woodwork and walls and ceilings in oil paint. 
This renovation included repairs to the furniture, to bring it 
into first-class hygienic condition. Ward C has also been 
vacated and treated in the same manner, except the laying 
of a new floor, and Wards K and L, according to the usual 
practice, have been entirely renovated. The second story 
open-air balconies, between Wards C and N and _ between 
Wards R and G, have been entirely reconstructed, as the 
balustrades were decayed. A new gravel roof and copper 
gutters were put on these corridors, and a substantial, new 
floor on a lower level, so that the entire balcony is accessible 
by wheel chairs from the adjacent wards, and awnings give 
shade to these balconies in warm weather. Potted plants 
and comfortable seats have been arranged, so that patients 
may walk or be carried into the fresh air and sunlight earlier 
in their convalescence than was possible previously. 

The Medical Library has been entirely renovated, includ- 
ing the painting of the walls and ceilings and shellacking or 
varnishing all woodwork, so that it will require no repairs 
for several years. 

The injury from putting in the electric light wires in the 
administration building, and running them by concealed 
methods, compelled very extensive repairs. ‘The ceilings . 
were so much damaged that many had to be entirely renewed, 
and the greater portion of the administration building, in- 
cluding the first, second and third floors, required general 
repairs and refinishing of several ceilings. 

The basement corridors have been entirely repainted in a 
lighter shade, and the asphalt flooring considerably renewed 
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and smoothed. The corridors connecting with the new 
surgical amphitheatre building have practically been rebuilt. 
It was found that the fire escapes upon Wards W and X 
were so arranged as to inconvenience the transfer of patients 
on the corridors, and these have been changed at an expense 
of $315. This change has facilitated the transfer of patients, 
and has also improved the appearance of the building. The 
roofs and gutters have received the usual repairs. The bath- 
rooms of Wards P and T have been renewed and refitted 
with porcelain bath-tubs and sinks. The safe-room has re- 
ceived additional shelving, so that the Hospital reports and 
files of documents can now be properly classified. 

The tearing down of the old laundry building and _boiler- 
room has made it necessary to divert the main steam supply 
from the Hospital at an expense of $1,429.12. Additional 
steam piping has been put in, on account of the installation 
of the electric ight plant, at a cost of $1,654.99. 

In accordance with the practice of previous years, the - 
Hospital carpenters, painters, and jobbers have been con- 
stantly occupied in the many repairs always inevitable in a 
large public hospital, subject to perpetual use.

The daily average at the Home was 25, and the weekly cost. 
per patient $6.27. When the Home was opened in 1891, the 
alterations were so well done that the annual outlay has been 
small, but after seven years’ use, the buildings have needed 
considerable repairs. The home, barn, shed, and bowling 
alley have been painted externally. The whole house has 
been practically repapered and repainted. Many of the - 
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ceilings have been kalsomined, the house has been thoroughly 
equipped with window screens and in many ways so thor- 
oughly renovated that it will not need renewal for several 
years. ‘This Convalescent Home, or really, hospital for con- 
valescents, has demonstrated its usefulness, even more than 
was originally expected. The poor of the city, during con- 
valescence, have all the advantages of a country residence, 
beautifully situated upon grounds which are really a private 
park. The management and discipline of the home has been 
avery easy matter, and it seems to be fully appreciated by 
the 444 patients treated there during the past year. 


The Medical Library has been increased during the year 
by 143 volumes, 60 being by purchase and 83 by donation. 
The total number of volumes at the closeof the year was 
3,392. The library has received 516 periodicals and 421 
medical monographs or pamphlets. The distribution of 
electric light in the Medical Library and its adjoining rooms 
has greatly facilitated the use of the rooms during the evening 
hours. ‘There has been deposited in the library a replica 
bust of Dr. John C. Warren, by Thomas Hughes, sculptor, 
the gift of Dr. O. F. Rogers, and also a crayon portrait of Dr. 
J. Ingersoll Bowditch, the gift of the visiting physicians. 


The card catalogue of the clinical case books now amounts 
to 150,516 cards of reference and cross-reference, and 762 
cards of autopsy records. ‘This completes the surgical ser- 
vices for twenty years, and the medical services for sixteen 
years. 


The ward libraries have been renewed, and the continual 
use of these books has proved the wisdom of placing suitable 
reading directly in the wards, accessible to the patients, 
rather than to have it distributed from a central or general 
library. 


The Training School for nurses has finished its twentieth 
year. The changes during the past year have been as 
follows :

The Training School has graduated during the year fifty- 
four nurses — a larger number than any year during its his- 
tory — making a total of 496 since the formation of the school. 
This Training School, in the number of its graduates, now 
ranks fourth among the training schools in the United States. 
The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have given 
235 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 161 at the

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South Department, making a total of 896 recitations during 
the year. ‘The school has received 38 lectures on Friday 
afternoons from members of the Medical and Surgical Staff 
and others. The course of instruction in practical cookery in 
the school continues under charge of Miss Mary A. Boland. 
Thirty-eight cooking lessons have been given to the nurses 
in sections, in addition to lectures before the whole school, 
by Miss Boland. 

We very much regret to record, early in the year, the death 
of Mrs. Bertha J. Raemisch, our teacher of massage, who died 
of apoplexy. Mrs. Raemisch, a graduate of our own school, 
was a teacher of massage in nearly all the hospitals in eastern 
New England. She was a woman of great force of character, 
accomplished in her profession, and a most efficient instruc- 
tor. Her death is regretted by all who knew her, and her 
place will be hard to fill, The entire course of instruction 
and the distribution of studies according to days and hours 
will be found on page 179. 

The number of nurses in the school is 124, against 129 
last year. As soon, however, as Wards N and O are opened, 
the school must be increased to 135, and possibly more. We 
have been able to retain a larger number of graduate nurses 
as head nurses, so that not only all the wards but also all the 
places of great responsibility are intrusted to graduate nurses. 
During the year, two nurses have been added to the operat- 
ing rooms, making a total of three, and also a day and a night 
nurse in the Casualty Wards, making an increase of four posi- 
tions. ‘This number must be increased still further when the 
new amphitheatre is opened within a twelvemonth. 

During the year, the graduate nurses have been given the 
opportunity to take a third-year course of study, but this is 
optional rather than obligatory. This will include an addi- 
tional course in anatomy and physiology, special instruction 
in the management of hospitals, hospital hygiene and house- 
keeping, and also further development in the study of nurs- 
ing. It is expected that eventually all the graduate nurses 
will be third-year nurses. As an inducement for the 
permanent retention of experienced graduates in charge of 
the wards, the wages of the first-year nurses have been 
reduced from $10 to $7 per month, and of the second-year 
nurses from $14 to $10 per month. The amount saved by 
this reduction enables the Hospital to increase the wages of 
the third-year nurses assigned to the charge of wards to $35 
per month. The change is an experiment, but there is every 
reason to believe that the character of the hospital service 
will be very much improved. After taking the usual two- 
years’ diploma, nurses must pass a rigid examination to be 
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eligible for the third year, which, if completed in a satisfactory 
manner, entitles them to the honor of a diploma “ ewm laude.” 

The usual assignment of nurses is made to the South 
Department, and it is expected that every graduate nurse 
will receive from four to six months’ special training in 
infectious diseases. This training is invaluable to the 
general nurse, and has given our nurses the preference 
over other schools for private nursing in infectious diseases. 
The price of attendance upon such cases is larger than in 
ordinary illness, and this special training proves remunerative 
to the graduates of this school. 

The accommodation for nurses is unchanged, and is quite 
inadequate. But the completion of the Ann White Vose 
Building, now in process of erection, will meet the wants of 
the Training School for many future years. It will accom- 
modate ninety-seven nurses, and the ensemble will be equal 
to that of any hospital in the country. 

The Nurses’ Club has held its usual monthly meetings, 
which have been largely attended, particularly by graduate 
nurses, who often come long distances solely for these meet- 
ings. The subjects presented at the club were as follows: 
‘¢ Physical Training for Nurses,” “The Business Relations 
of a Nurse,” “ Question Box,” “A Review of Miss Rosa 
McCormick’s Work in Connection with the History of the 
Boston City Hospital Training School,” “The Obligations of 
a Graduate Nurse to Her School,” ‘«*« Experience Meeting in 
Surgical Work in Hospital and Private Nursing.” The 
usual “ At Home” by the resident members of the club, 
given Christmas evening at the Nurses’ Home, included 
an entertainment, and was especially enjoyed. 

The libraries for nurses, both at the Nurses’ Home at the 
Hospital proper and at the South Department, practically 
remain the same as last year. ‘The nurses’ parlors have been 
supplied with monthly magazines, illustrated papers, and a 
limited number of weekly and daily papers. These, with 
the general libraries, afford opportunity for all the current. 
and standard reading consistent with the time required for 
their studies. The total number of books in the nurses’ 
libraries is now 981, of which 690 are general reading, and 
291 text-books. 

In presenting this my nineteen annual report to the 
Trustees, I beg to renew my cordial acknowledgments for 
their personal kindness and official support.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGES OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HouskE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all mmates shall be 
quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless 
otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the 
time-register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hos- 
pital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 
7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employés shall be absent from the Hospital, except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from, or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unlesS prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital, on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 and 1 o’clock. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 
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Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to time, 
by vote, determine, payment for such board being secured by 
the friends of the patients or by the authorities of the cities 
or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circumstances 
of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of the board 
shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles not usually 
furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such payment shall 
be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease, or alcoholism, 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without 
the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selection, 
and any wish for the performance of a particular religious 
rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 
Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
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stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than two visitors on the same day. In all cases, 
however, the Trustees and Superintendent may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours, they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital wben the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 


any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be designated 
as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. It 
shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria and 
scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of ‘The Boston City Hospital located on 
Dorchester avenue in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
‘ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the Con- 
valescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting Staff 
or otherwise ; and the Superintendent shall keep a record of 
all patients so transferred. When patients are so transferred 
they shall be considered as discharged from the Hospital. 
Payment for board shall be required, the same as of patients 
at the Hospital, but separate apartments shall not be fur- 
nished at the Home. No person whose case is adjudged to 
be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the Physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the Trus- 
tees. 
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Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the Government of the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week 
days, between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases 
the Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception room, except by permis- 
sion from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THE BOSTON CITY “HOSPITAL. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Trainmg School for Nurses, in order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a syste- 
matic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. ‘The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must 
be connected with the school. 

The course requires two years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of con- 
tagious diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, 
but there are no maternity wards connected with the Hos- 
pital. . Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons not of their own kin who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. 
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At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and during 
the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain in the 
Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (neluding Proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital, which have rooms for ninety nurses. The 
houses afford home-like surroundings, and have the best of 
conditions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like ‘any other - 
service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and 
subsequent treatment, the administering of enemas, and use 
of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in Hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. ‘There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding 
of helpless patients, or those who resist food. 
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Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care.of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, ete.; of the conditions as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after treatment in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and_ text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in 
the wards, operating rooms and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by 
the Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation 
unless attaining, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms and out-patient departments of the 
Hospital. They are given six months’ training in medical 
wards, and six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of 
the time to be in such wards or departments as the manage- 
ment may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but 
for the remaining months of the junior year they receive 
seven (7) dollars per month, and for the senior year, ten 
(10) dollars per month, to pay for the expenses of their uni- 
form, personal clothing and other minor requirements. ‘This 
sum is in nowise intended as wages, it being considered that 
their education during this time is a full equivalent for their 
services. When the full term of two years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and are then permitted to 
wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 
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The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, and receive twenty (20) dollars, twenty-five 
(25) dollars, thirty (80) dollars, thirty-five (35) dollars 
per month, with opportunities of promotion. Graduate head 
nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after 
a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping and minor 
administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly ; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs 
plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two 
buttons on the band, with hem at bottom four inches in 
depth; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, a 
pin-ball and a napkin-ring; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing — every article to be distinctly marked with indel- 
ible ink, with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless, broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way, they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses and caps will be sold at cost price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to 7 A.M. No nurse is re- 
quired to do both day and night duty on the same day, 
except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is 
allowed one hour after 1.30 o’clock P.M., for rest and recrea- 
tion, one half-day after 1.30 P.M. each week, and four hours 
on Sunday. ‘Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages 
are stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in 
bed until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for four 
months’ regular night duty during the two years’ training ; 
besides ‘special cases ” to a limited number.

A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays at 4 P.M., in the Operating 
Amphitheatre, by a member of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 15. The following are among the lectures given: : 


Five.— Surgical Dressings: poultices, washes, fomentations, bandaging, splints, 
leeches and blisters, enemas, surgical hemorrhage, etc. 

Three.— Theory of Wounds: modes of healing, granulations, ulcers, cellulitis, 
suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyemia, gangrene, sepsis, etc. 

Three. — Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: micro-organisms; general 
distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary consideration of pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic micro-organisms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.—Theory of Sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, with 
demonstrations and “‘ quiz drill.” 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhage, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, drowning, 
fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign bodies in eye, nose 
and ear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice of expedients. 

Two. — Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One. — Surgical Operations: care of patients before, during, and after operations; 
anesthesia and recovery; accidents, haemorrhage, shock, especially as in private 
nursing. 

One.— Abdominal Surgery: including ovariotomy, herniotomy, operations for 
abdominal injuries, etc. 

One.— Fractures: varieties, preparation and care of splints and apparatus for 
treatment, management of cases, etc. 

Three. — Medicines: avenues of taking; preparation and doses; classes of internal 
and external poisons; cautions; hospital formule. 

One.— Nursing in Fevers: theory of fever, symptoms and course of, different plans 
of treatment, nurses’ duties as to symptoms, bed, clothing, secretions, baths, food and 
management of cases. 

Four. — Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet fever; symptoms and 
course of disease; complications; infection and contagion; special nursing in croup, 
laryngitis, tracheotomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient, and surroundings; 
personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, etc. 

Two.—Symptomatology in Disease; what and how to observe accurately; vital 
organs and special symptoms. The model sick-room; temperature, light, ventilation, 
care of bed, bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfection, cleansing, dust- 
ing, etc. 

One.— Contagious Fevers and Epidemics; prevention of contagion; disinfection, 
care of habitation, etc. 

Three, —Care of Children in Health and Disease; diet and clothing of infants and 
children; various infantile diseases. 

Two.— Physiology of Pregnancy and Labor; delivery, confinement, nursing. 

One. — On Gynecological Nursing; preparation of patient for examination or oper- 
ation; operations after treatment, douches, use of catheter, etc. (Demonstrations to 
sections of senior nurses in Ward S operating-room. ) 

One. — Special Nursing in Nervous Diseases, including the Insane. 

Two.— Special Nursing in Skin Diseases and Syphilis in the Infant and Adult.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1897. 


Boston, February 1, 1898. 
To Hon. JostaH QUINCY, 


Mayor of Boston: 


The trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital, in comphance 
with the ordinances, respectfully present herewith their 
report for the year ending January 31, 1898: 

In accordance with the act of Legislature which is printed 
at the end of this report, the trustees began their work 
in June, 1897. The trustees entered upon their duties 
with no traditions to guide and assist them and neces- 
sarily required time to grow familiar with the work and 
to see the needs of the institution; and they wish to 
aeknowledge the many courtesies extended to them by the 
former Institutions Commissioner, Mr. Ernest C. Marshall, 
as well as by the other city officials. 

It has been said by a recent writer that “experience has 
everywhere shown that the closer the relations between the 
appropriating power and the localities where the moneys so 
appropriated are to be expended for charitable purposes, the 
more parsimonious the policy,—a fact which has always 
proved detrimental to the welfare of the insane when under 
county or local control.” The present condition of the Bos- 
ton Insane Hospital bears out this statement. While the 
city has been most generous in establishing a model city 
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hospital, proper provision for the insane of Boston has never 
been made. Of late years the sum appropriated for the insane 
has been sufficient only for the maintenance of the inmates 
of the hospital, and of the insane boarders in the various State 
institutions. There have been no special appropriations for 
the proper development and equipment of the hospital, or 
for new construction ; and the trustees have to report that 
though all is being done that can be done with the limited 
means, and the inmates of the hospital are well cared for, the 
hospital in its construction and equipment has not progressed 
with the times, and is below the standard maintained by the 
State. 

The reports of the superintendents herewith submitted, 
contain a detailed account of the expenditures of the hospital 
for the year, and the number of patients admitted and 
treated during that time. 

Rules and regulations have been adopted for the govern- 
ment of the hospital, and will be found in the appendix. 

For the better classification of patients, Pierce Farm has 
been made a department for men, and Austin Farm, with the 
the exception of one ward, a department for women. 

The trustees wish to establish a training-school for nurses, 
as it is thought that in this way more skilful and intelligent 
service can be secured. 

The primary need of the hospital is more land. Until this 
is secured, no plans can be made for the development of the 
institution. The tie-up for the herd, and the stables are 
inadequate, and in poor condition, and as soon as land is 
obtained, they should be rebuilt in a different place. The 
location of the Boston Insane Hospital is a desirable one, 
and it is very accessible. Franklin Park on the one side and 
on another large tract of land, forever reserved from building, 
- insure large breathing-spaces and freedom from the noises 
and discomforts of a closely-populated district. 

An electric hght plant should be installed. Such means 
of lighting the hospital would be a greater safeguard against 
fire, and the danger of suicidal patients injuring themselves 
decreased. The Boston Insane Hospital is the only insane 
hospital in the State not lighted by electricity. The need of 
an appropriation for this purpose has been urged for two 
years. ‘The trustees wish especially to put this fact on 
record in order that the responsibility may be placed where 
it belongs, should a disastrous fire occur in these wooden 
buildings. 

A better water-service is imperatively needed. The Fire 
Commissioner has recommended this, and the Water Depart- 
ment has estimated the cost at $2,000.

Thus it appears that the city of Boston cares for about 
one-third of the insane at home, and sends two-thirds, on 
account of the lack of proper hospital accommodations, to the 
State institutions. The failure of the city to make proper 
provision for the care of her insane citizens at home among 
their friends throws the burden upon those least able to 
bear it, namely, the poorer classes, who must lose their 
time and money if they would visit their friends in distant 
hospitals. 

Insanity is a disease and not a crime. It is no respecter of 
persons, and in urging the best means of caring for the 
insane, we ask for the welfare of the whole community.

The tables of statistics submitted apply to the calendar 
year as formerly. 

The most interesting feature shown in these figures is the 
unusual number of patients committed to the hospital the 
past year. In the report of last year, it was stated that 
preparations had been made for the reception at this hospital 
of recent cases. ‘The result has been that no recent case has 
been refused admission for lack of room, and we have 
received the largest number of commitments that have been 
admitted in any year in the history of the hospital. To 
accomplish this result, there have been transferred to the 
State Asylums, by the Board of Lunacy and Charity, three 
men and nineteen women. 

During the calendar year 1897, there were 215 patients 
committed to this hospital by the Suffolk County Probate 
Court and the various municipal courts. It is interesting 
to observe that this number is considerably less than a third 
of those committed in the Probate Court alone; the majority 
of the others either having no settlement in Boston, or such 
a settlement not being satisfactorily established, before com- 
mitted. 

In only ninety-eight of the 215 cases committed had their 
insanity been of less than six months’ duration, and in only 
115 was the trouble of less than a year’s duration. Of the 
thirty other admissions, in six was the duration less than six 
months, and in eight it was less than a year. 

There were sixty-seven men and 104 women discharged, 
twenty-five men and twenty-seven women died, sixteen men 
and nineteen women recovered, eight men and sixteen women 
in an improved condition, and eleven men and twenty-one 
women not improved. ‘Three men and nineteen women 
transferred to other hospitals or asylums, and four men and 
two women classed as not insane. 
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The unusual number of deaths and recoveries is a direct 
result of the large number of cases received. The death-rate 
is 7.5 per cent. of those treated, and 10.6 per cent. of the 
daily average ; the average age at death was fifty-seven years. 

The percentage of recoveries to adinissions is 13.5, and of 
recoveries to discharges is 20.5. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that the reception of so 
many new patients, many of them very ill, has greatly 
increased the work in every department of the hospital. 
While the daily average has been actually less than last 
year, the work in the office has been increased at least one- 
half. The facilities for housmg employees has been so lim- 
ited as to preclude the employment of additional help, and 
all have been obliged to do a little more than formerly. It is 
gratifying to observe that with all the extra work thrown 
upon the hospital, little or no additional expense has been 
incurred. ‘This is due to the fact that the number of attend- 
ants was not increased, and also to the increased economy 
practised in the distribution of supphes. 

There was a slight fire in the A building, which broke out 
at 35 A.M.on the morning of September 15. It started 
inside a partition, and was smouldering about six hours before 
it made itself known. It was undoubtedly caused by rats 
or mice. ‘The women attendants threw water on the blaze 
until fire extinguishers were brought, with which the blaze 
was finally subdued. The attendants got all their patients 
(fifty-three) out of bed and into the adjoining building with- 
out any accident or confusion. ‘They deserve great credit 
for this. 

The damage to the building was comparatively slight, 
being not over $100. 

In the spring our herd of cows was thoroughly tested by 
the Municipal Board of Health with tuberculin. The result 
was that thirty-two out of thirty-five cattle showed such 
reaction as to cause them to be condemned. This obliged us 
to purchase our milk supply for several months. The tie-up 
was thoroughly disinfected under supervision of the Board 
of Health, and a new drain laid in the cellar. In the fall 
forty milech cows were purchased, and since that time we 
have had to buy but little milk. 

Since the management of the hospital has been in the 
hands of your Board, the clerical work formerly done at 
the office of the Institutions Commissioner has been done at 
the institution. To meet this increased work, a typewriter 
and stenographer has been employed. But we must have 
a clerk at an early date, as the work cannot be properly 
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done with so little help. Only the lack of sufficient office 
room stands in the way of employing one. 

Early in the year one of the recommendations in our last 
report was acted upon. Double. windows were provided for 
the E and C buildings at Austin Farm and all buildings at 
Pierce Farm. It was predicted that they would save their 
cost the first year, and the smaller amount of coal used thus 
far appears to confirm the prediction. 

One-half the attic of the domestic and office building at 
Pierce Farm was finished off and seven rooms and a bath- 
room made furnishing sleeping apartments for thirteen male 
employees. In each wing two rooms were completed in the 
attic, providing for night employees. Similar provisions 
should be made at Austin Farm in E and C buildings. 

In December a three-seated carriage was purchased for the 
use of the patients. 

We have also purchased two tons of a high grade of curled 
hair for mattresses. This was bought “in the rope,” and the 
untwisting and carding of the hair and the making of the 
ticks has furnished employment for a number of patients 
this winter. ‘They will be rewarded by having an excellent 
hair mattress to use, and we are sure it will prove to be 
economical in the end. 

What will ultimately be one wing of a piggery was com- 
pleted in the fall, accommodating about sixty hogs. This 
will be a most profitable investment, as the table refuse will 
be wholly consumed on the place. 

The old piggery at Austin Farm was transformed into a 
hennery, and 100 hens purchased. ‘Two incubators were 
provided at the same time. We have had, in consequence, a 
large supply of fresh eggs and some fowl. In another year 
we should have a large amount of poultry for the tables. 

A body ironer has been purchased for the laundry. This 
will, it is expected, give us much better results with even 
less help in that department. 

As was mentioned in our last report, the present divi- 
sion of patients at the two departments has been unsatis- 
factory, in that there was no suitable separation of noisy from 
quiet patients. To provide for a better classification, it has 
been decided to use the wards at Pierce Farm exclusively for 
male patients. The men now in the C building at Austin 
Farm will be removed to the Pierce Farm, and as soon as the 
necessary details can be completed the ward will be occupied 
by women. 

The men in the asylum ward (B) will continue to occupy 
that building, as it could not be readily adapted for women. 
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For the coming year a house for the Superintendent of © 
Austin Farm should be provided as soon as possible. A 
portion of the Superintendent’s quarters were taken for an 
office after the change in July. A clerk, matron, and interne 
would be appointed at once if suitable office room and living 
quarters could be found. This can be done temporarily, at 
least, by taking the quarters now occupied by the Superin- 
tendent’s family for administration purposes. 

We feel that we cannot too strongly urge the importance 
of electric lighting for this hospital. 

_ No institution more urgently requires this safe method of 
lighting than a hospital for the insane. We continue to use 
gasoline — a dangerous, offensive and unsatisfactory light. 

We have always a few patients inclined to incendiarism, 
and with lighted gas jets the opportunities for a disastrous 
fire are unnecessarily frequent. Now that most other institu- 
tions in the city have the blessing, it is to be hoped that what 
is for us a necessity rather than a luxury will be provided. 

To care for our patients in a manner creditable to the city 
we must have small wards for excited, disturbed patients of 
each sex. ‘They should be located so that the noise made by 
them should not disturb other patients or the residents in 
the vicinity. This could be readily done by placing these 
buildings on sufficiently high ground about the edge of the 
low land. 

We are also greatly in need of suitable infirmary wards for 
each sex. Such a building might contain also a suicidal 
ward — something much needed at present. 

We now hire part of a private house for sleeping-rooms for 
domestic help. It would be much better to provide quarters 
for them on the grounds, such as could be readily done by 
adding another story to the laundry building. 

A new stable is much needed at the Austin Farm. 

An adequate tie-up with silo and barn must be provided 
soon for the stock. The present quarters are too small for 
the size of the herd needed, and the silo is now a mile from 
the cows, making it necessary to haul the corn that distance 
and later to carry it back as ensilage. Such inconveniences 
add greatly to the cost of production. 

A new ice-house is a necessity at Austin Farm. 

The piggery should be enlarged as soon as the weather 
will allow. 

The buildings at the Austin Farm are sadly in need of 
painting, both outside and inside. ‘The unpainted wood on 
the new buildings is now weathering badly, and if not painted 
this year will soon begin to decay. 
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We wish to renew recommendations made in earlier reports 
for a separate building for the nurses. It is wrong to ask 
them to stay in the ward night’ and day with the patients. 
Other institutions in the State have erected such buildings, 
and, not to mention the right due the attendants, we believe 
that it would prove a wise economy for the hospital in that 
we could command the services of good attendants for a 
longer time, and exact a still greater efficiency than is now 
possible. 

Your Board have felt that a training-school is desired, but 
before a school can be fully established more attendants are 
a necessity, and we must either take rooms now occupied by 
patients or, what is preferable, provide suitable quarters for 
attendants. ‘There should be a plain building erected at 
Austin Farm for fifty women nurses and one at the Pierce 
Farm for forty male attendants. 

The hair purchased will be sufficient for 200 mattresses, 
less than half those needed at the Austin Farm. A some- 
what larger amount should be purchased this year to fully 
equip the hospital with good beds. 

We are pleased to acknowledge gifts to the hospital of 
papers, books and magazines by the Hospital Newspaper 
Society, Mrs. Charles Ripley, Mrs. Charles Bowditch and 
Mr. C. F. Adams.

APPENDIX OF REPORT. 


RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BOSTON INSANE HOSPITAL. 


CHAPTER I. 


Organization and Meetings. 


SEcTION I. At the first regular meeting of the Board of Trustees 
in each year, after the annual appointments of members by the 
Mayor, the Board will organize for the ensuing year by the choice 
of one of their number as Chairman, and of another as Secretary, 
both of whom shall serve until their successors are chosen. 

Sect. II. The regular meetings of the Board will be held 
monthly at such times and places as may be agreed upon. Special 
meetings may be called by the Chairman, upon the request of two 
members, or whenever he may deem it to be necessary or expedient. 

Secor. III. The Chairman will preside at all meetings, prepare 
the annual report of said Board, and perform such other duties as 
ordinarily devolve upon a Chairman. In case of his death or resig- 
nation, a new Chairman shall be chosen at a special meeting to be 
immediately called by the Secretary. In case of his prolonged sick- 
ness or absence, a Chairman ad interim shall be chosen. 

Sect. IV. The Secretarys shall keep a full and complete record of 
the proceedings of said Board, give due notice of all regular or 
special meetings, receive and issue all communications, documents, 
statements and notices in which the Board is interested, under the 
direction of the Chairman, and arrange for reports showing a full 
account of the Hospital and its finances, for each monthly meeting. 
He is authorized to employ the Clerk at the Hospital to assist him in 
the performance of his duties. 

Sect. VY. As soon as practicable after the organization of the 
Board, the Chairman shall appoint the following standing committees 
for the year, consisting of two members each: 


On Rules 

On Supplies. 

On Finances. 

On Medical Department and Library. 
On Service. 

On Buildings and Grounds. 

On Insane in other Hospitals. 


The duties of these several committees shall be as follows : — 

1. The Committee on Rules shall consider all matters affecting 
changes in these By-Laws and the management of the Hospital as 
may from time to time arise. 

2. The Committee on Supplies shall supervise the purchasing of 
supplies required for the Hospital in all of its departments, prepare 
and control a proper system of requisitions, checks, balances and 
accounting for the same, and superintend this portion of the Hos- 
pital work. 
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3. The Committee on Finance shall prepare estimates, advise 
concerning appropriations and in general consider all plans affecting 
the financial management of the Hospital. 

4. The Committee on Medical Department and Library shall have 
charge of the medical staff of the Hospital, and the medical care of 
the patients, and the procurements of such instruments and drugs 
through the Committee on Supplies as may be needed from time to 
time. All plans affecting the medical side of the Hospital or the 
improvement of the Hospital Library shall be submitted to this com- 
mittee in the first instance. 

5. The Committee on Service shall have general supervisory 
power in determining the kind of service which may be required and 
the compensations to be paid therefor. 

6. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds shall have charge 
of all matters affecting the improvement, enlargement, repairing or 
care of the buildings and grounds used for hospital purposes. 

7. The Committee on Insane in other hospitals shall keep an 
accurate record of the Pauper Insane of the city of Boston boarded 
out elsewhere, and have general supervisory power over the questions 
arising in connection with the care of the patients. All applications 
for transfers shall be submitted to this committee. 

Sect. VI. Each committee shall have the power to expend a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars in carrying 
out its work, without first obtaining the approval of the Board. No 
sum greater than said amount shall be expended without the consent 
of a majority of said Board. Exceptions to this rule may be made 
in emergencies, when the appropriate sub-committee agrees with the 
superintendent that the best interests of the hospital require such 
action. 

Sect. VII. The Chairman shall appoint Visiting Committees of 
two members each, one going out and one being added each month, 
who shall pay frequent visits to the Hospital, and consult with the 
Superintendents on matters of minor administration and details and 
see that all requirements are complied with. They shall obtain a list 
of patients from the Superintendents, keep a record book of their 
observations at each institution and such records of admissions, dis- 
charges and deaths as are deemed proper. These records may be 
inspected by the Board at its regular monthly meeting. 

Sect. VIII. Whenever an. official to be employed in the Hos- 
pital is to be chosen, due notice of this fact shall be stated by the 
Secretary in sending out notices of the meeting. 

Sect. 1X. Fourmembers shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. But no vote involving the disposal of property 
of the Hospital to an amount exceeding five hundred (500) dollars 
shall be considered valid unless at least four members have voted in 
its favor. 

SrecT. X. The salaries of all officers and employees shall be 
determined by the Board of Trustees. 


CHAPTER II. 


Appointments. 


SecTION I. The Board of Trustees shall appoint Superintendents 
for the Austin Farm and Pierce Farm, who shall hold office until 
their successors shall be appointed. 
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Sect. Il. The Board shall appoint such additional officials as 
may be required in performing the work of the Hospital, on nomina- 
tion of the Superintendents. All officials and employees must be 
confirmed by the Board of Trustees within three months. 

SecT. III. Any official or employee may be removed by the 
Board of Trustees at its pleasure. 

Sect. LV. Additional employees may be appointed from time to 
time, and vacancies may be filled by the Board on nomination of the 
Superintendents. 

Sect. V. A record shall be kept of donations and bequests given 
to the Hospital. 


CHAPTER III. 


Duties of Superintendents. 


SECTION I. The Superintendents shall be physicians, and shall 
reside at Austin. Farm and Pierce Farm, respectively, and in all 
matters herein mentioned shall be under the direction of the Board 
of Trustees and responsible to said Board. Subject to this limitation 
only, they shall have authority over all subordinate officers, em- 
ployés and patients, control of the several departments and charge 
of the grounds, buildings and property of the Hospital. They may 
make such regulations for the government thereof, as are approved 
by said Board. 

Sect. II. They shall, from time to time, as vacancies occur, 
appoint and employ, subject to the approval of the Trustees, such 
persons as may be necessary for the proper conduct and service of 
the Hospital. 

Sect. III. They shall prevent waste and carelessness in the 
several departments, and report all omissions of duty, or disorderly 
conduct on the part of those persons under their direction, to the 
Board. 

Secr. IV. They shall, under the direction of the Trustees, pur- 
chase the provisions, stores, fuel and supplies, examine the quality, 
quantity and price of articles purchased, and be responsible for their 
proper and economical use. 

Sect. V. They shall cause to be kept a record of all contracts 
and bills, vouchers, pay-rolls, moneys received and disbursed, and 
all other information affecting the financial management of the 
Hospital, and a transcript of these records shall be submitted to the 
Board of Trustees monthly. 

SecT. VI. They shall keep an inventory of all property belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and permit none of said property to be taken 
therefrom without their consent. 

Sect. VII. They shall provide the diet lists for patients and 
arrange for the food for officers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Secor. VIII. They shall make daily visits and inspections of 
wards, kitchens, laundry-rooms, engine-rooms, and all other depart- 
ments, or cause said visits and inspections to be made by the Assist- 
ant Superintendents. 

Sect. IX. They shall keep full and complete records of each 
patient (open only to the inspection of the Trustees and to the 
medical staff of the Hospital), containing the following informa- 
tion: 


1. Name, age and residence. 
2. Time of entrance, discharge or death. 
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3. The physical and mental condition, particularly at time of dis- 
charge. 

4. Rates of board and security therefor. 

5. Important facts in the personal history of patient. 


Records shall also be kept of all cases of confinement and restraint 
with the names of patients, the kind of confinement and restraint, 
when and how long applied, for what reason, and by whose authority. 
Also records of all casualties attending the elopement or death or 
injury to any patient. These several reports shall be submitted 
to the Visiting Committee at the earliest opportunity, and signed by 
said committee, as proof of said submission. 


SrcT. X. They shall, upon the death of a patient, immediately 
inform the friends, and give the notice required by law to the proper 
officer. Of this and all other official correspondence they shall keep 
a press copy. They shall cause the body to be kept until applied for 
by the friends, or, if notapplied for, after a reasonable time it shall 
be disposed of according to law. In case of any violent death they 
shall cause a Medical Examiner to be summoned. 

Sect. XI. They shall have vacations every year, by arrangement 
with the Board of Trustees, and so far as they may findit practicable 
they shall allow a yearly vacation of two weeks to each of the resi- 
dent officers and employees. Leaves of absence may be obtained at 
other times for special causes, with the knowledge and consent of 
the Chairman, or, in his absence, of the Secretary of the Board. 


CHAPTER LY. 
Other Officers. “ 


SECTION J. The Assistant Superintendents shall be physicians. 
They and all other officers shall reside in the Hospital, and perform 
such duties as may be assigned to them by the Superintendent, or 
the Board of Trustees from time to time. . 


CHAPTER V. 
Patients. 


SECTION I. No fee or gift from patients or friends of patients is 
allowed to be received by any officer or employee of the Hospital, 
while the patient is an inmate of the Hospital. 

Secr. II. Private patients may be received on such terms, and 
for such compensation as the Board may determine, and bonds or 
security or payment in advance may be required therefor. 

Sect. III. No patient believed to be suicidal shall ever be left 
without an attendant, if any means of self-destruction are at hand. 
An attendant shall be actually present in each ward, except during 
the night watch. A night supervisor shall pass through each ward 
every hour during the night, from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M., and a watcher 
shall be constantly present whenever needed. 

Srecr. IV. All patients must comply with the rules and regula- 
tions established by the Board of Trustees, or the Superintendents. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
Visitors. 


SECTION I. On Wednesday afternoon of each week friends may 
be permitted to visit patients. All visitors shall leave the Hospital 
at the expiration of the visiting hour. No person shall visit any 
part of the premises, except on business, and with permission of the 
Superintendents. 

Sect. II. In all cases the Trustees and the Superintendents may 
exercise discretionary power to admit visitors, at other times, and 
under different conditions, and to exclude visitors. 

Sect. III. No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or 
pass the night therein without permission of the Superintendent in 
charge. 

SEcT. IV. Any article sent to a patient shall: be left at the 
entrance office. No visitor will be allowed to give articles of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse in charge of 
the ward. ; 

CHAPTER VII. 


General Rules. 


SEcTION I. The subordinate officers and employees may be 
required to perform extra services, when occasion demands it, at the 
request of the Superintendents. 

SecT. II. Nomale subordinate officer, employee or patient shall be 
admitted to the female wing of the Hospital, and no female subordi- 
nate officer, employee or patient shall be admitted to the male wing 
of the Hospital without the knowledge and consent of the Superin- 
tendents. . 

Srecr. III. No company shall be admitted to any part of the 
Hospital to visit subordinate officers or employees, without permission 
from the Superintendents. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
Amendments. 


Any alteration or amendment of these rules may be made bya 
vote of two-thirds of the Trustees, notice of the same having been 
given one week before action on the same. 


CHAPTER 395 OF THE ACTS OF 1897, AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 451 OF THE ACTS OF 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE 
PERSONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. The children’s institutions department, the pauper 
institutions department, the insane hospital department and the 
institutions registration department, of the city of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under the 
charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said officers shall 
be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be appointed by the 
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mayor of said city without confirmation by the board of aldermen. 
The provisions of chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and of all other acts 
relating to the departments of the city of Boston, or the officers or 
employees thereof except as otherwise herein provided, shall be 
applicable to said departments and the officers and employees 
thereof. 

SrecT. 2. Each of said departments, except the institutions regis- 
tration departments, shall be under the charge of a board of seven 
trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women ; during the 
current year one of said trustees for each of said departments shall 
be appointed for the term of five years, two for the term of four 
years, one for the term of three years, two for the term of two years 
and one for the term of one year, beginning with the first day of 
May in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven; and hereafter 
in the year in which any term or terms shall expire a trustee or trus- 
tees shall be appointed for the term of five years, beginning with 
the first of May in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring 
among said trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as 
aforesaid for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve 
without compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them 
in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if ap- 
proved by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurr- 
ing such expense is a member. They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by the 
choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of a 
secretary who may, or may not at their discretion, be one of their 
number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ of any of 
said trustees or departments shall be interested in a private capacity, 
directly or indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for 
articles furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the children’s institutions 
department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined or 
detained or cared for, including the house of reformation, now con- 
ferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions 
commissioner of the city of Boston, except as to children lawfully 
committed to or detained in institutions established for the care and 
custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the pauper institutions depart- 
ment shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, and, except 
as otherwise provided by section three of this act, shall have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties relating to poor and 
indigent persons, or to any institution or place in which they are 
confined or detained or cared for, now conferred by the statutes of 
this Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the city 
of Boston. 

Srecr. 5. The board of trustees for the insane hospital depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall have 
the general care and control of the Boston Lunatic Hospital, estab- 
lished by the city of Boston under the provisions of chapter one 
hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has established, 
or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment of the insane, 
and the same shall hereafter be known as the Boston Insane Hos- 
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pital; and said trustees shall have all the powers relating to the 
insane and to the institutions in which they are confined, conferred 
by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commis- 
sioner of the city of Boston. 

SrcT. 6. The institutions department of the city of Boston shall 
hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and the insti- 
tutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions 
Commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exercise and perform 
all the powers and duties now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the city of Boston 
not conferred by this act upon any other officer or board of trustees. 
The penal institutions commissioner may, with the approval of said 
mayor, appoint one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The institutions registration department shall be under 
the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investigate all 
questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the commitment 
of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, or to any 
rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and report thereon 
to the department interested therein ; and shall perform such ser- 
vices relating to the accounts and to the collection, registration and 
tabulation of statistics relating to said departments, or any of them, 
as may be required of him by said mayor or by the officer or trustees 
in charge of any of said departments, with the approval of said 
mayor. Said registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thou- 
sand dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said- mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times, and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may be 
present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions regis- 
trar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trustees, to be 
selected by such boards severally, and two members of the board of 
overseers of the poor, to be selected by such board, to consider any 
subjects relating to the work of said departments, or of any two or 
more of them, or to the co-ordination of such work and at said con- 
ferences said mayor shall preside. 

SrecrT. 9. The city of Boston may take and hold any real or per- 
sonal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised 
to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more of said 
departments or of the persons under the care thereof. Such prop- 
erty or the income thereof shall be used, applied and disposed of 
according to the lawful directions of the donor thereof, by the ofli- 
cers in charge of such department or departments. 

SrecrT. 10. Any officers or employees of the institutions depart- 
ment of the city of Boston, whose tenure of office or position may 
be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be appointed 
to similar positions in said city at any time within six months of the 
passage of this act, without civil service examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the institutions depart- 
ment of the city of Boston shall be removed or suspended, or shall 
without his consent be transferred from such office or employment, 
except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at such hearing the 
veteran shall have the right to be present and toa be represented by 
counsel. Such removal, suspension or transfer shall be made only 
upon the written order of the mayor.

Mayor of Boston: 


Sir: In accordance with chap. 3, sect. 2, of the Revised 
Ordinances, the Acting Institutions Registrar respectfully 
presents the report of the Institutions Registration Depatt- 
ment for the year ending January 51, 1898. 

This department was established under the provision of 
chap. 395, Acts of 1897, sect. 6, reading as follows : 


‘* The Institutions ‘Registration Department shall be under the 


charge of the Institutions Registrar, who shall investigate all 


questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the commit- 
ment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, or 
to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and report 
thereon to the department interested therein; and shall perform 
such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, regis- 
tration and tabulation of statistics relating to said departments, 
or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor or by 
the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, with 
the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance.” 
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The department was organized on June 24,1897, by the 
appointment of Ernest C. Marshall as Acting Institutions 
Registrar, and began work upon the arrangements for regis- 
tration of the inmates of the institutions immediately. 

The system of registration by card has been adopted, and 
it is hoped in ashort time to have the inmates of all the 
institutions recorded in the registration office. Much time 
has been consumed in the preparation of preliminary work 
for this registration, but the policy of the Registrar, and of 
the joint committee representing the several Boards, has been 
to take enough time for the work in order that that which 
was accomphshed should be done thoroughly and efficiently. 
The cards are now in use, and, with the development of the 
system, there will result a much-needed registration of the 
inmates of our institutions. This registration, when fully 
elaborated, will enable one to trace any inmate of our institu- 
tions from his first connection with them up to the time he 
ceases such connection, to keep well in hand full information 
as to his progenitors and descendants and to his and their 
character and habits; im short, it is intended to gather in this 
department, and make accessible to those interested, the 
fullest information regarding the members of the different 
classes in our institutions. ; 

In addition to this work the department is investigating 
the settlement of those who are applicants for admission to 
the institutions, and also their environment and capacity for 
supporting themselves, the liability of: other people for their 
support, and determining admissions to the several institutions. © 
These latter duties, while not declared in the statute to be in 
the province of the department, seemed to fall so naturally 
within the scope of its work that they were undertaken by the 
department as belonging to such a central bureau as this is 
intended to be. 

In conclusion I desire to acknowledge my oe of 
the assistance rendered by the members of the joint com- 
mittee, representing the several Boards, in the preparatory 
work incidental to registration. 

I respectfully refer Your Honor to the appendix for table 
of the report of the work of the department since its organi- 
zation and for forms of cards used in its work.

OF THE 


LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1897. 


Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: In accordance with section 22, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the honor to submit for 
your consideration the annual report of the Lamp Depart- 
ment for the year 1897. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the year 1897, tables showing the annual 
cost of burning the number of electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps located within the city of Boston on the fifteenth of 
January last, at the present rates for material and lighting, 
tables showing the increase or decrease of the electric, gas 
and naphtha lamps in the different sections of the city, and 
an abstract of the general work performed by the department 
during the past year; also an inventory of property belong- 
ing to the department not in use on the public streets, and 
such other information connected therewith as will be of 
public interest.

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The appropriation for the financial year ending January 
31, 1898, was $620,000; and of this amount there has been 
expended $619,978.80, leaving a balance of $21.20. 

The demand for lamps on new streets, as well as for addi- 
tional lamps on other streets has been very much on the 
increase, and although the department has endeavored to 
meet this demand as far as possible, there yet remains many 
streets to be properly lighted. 

The electric lamp-posts and hoods, also the gas and naph- 
tha lamp-posts and brackets in all sections of the city have 
been thoroughly painted during the year. 

The new electric lamp-posts have been located as follows : 

Commonwealth avenue, between Chestnut Hill avenue and 
the Newton line, twelve lamps. 

Bigelow street, from Oak square, four lamps. 

Boylston street extension, between Brookline avenue and 
the Fens, six lamps. 

Franklin park, Arborway, and Jamaica ral nineteen lamps. 

Hyde Park avenue, between Neponset avenue and the 
Hyde Park line, eleven lamps. 

East Cottage street, between Dudley street and Dorchester 
avenue, seven 1 lamps. 

Talbot avenue, between Dorchester avenue and Washing- 
ton street, eight lamps. 

Savin Hill avenue and Grampian way, four lamps. 

Meeting House Hill and Eaton square, five lamps. 

Commonwealth avenue, between Massachusetts avenue 
and Beacon street, four lamps. 

Congress street, South Boston, four lamps. 

Cove street, at new Union Station, three lamps.

A copy of the contract made with the Brookline Gas Light 
Company is set forth below: 


THE BROOKLINE GAs LIGHT COMPANY, a corporation duly estab- 
lished under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of 
the first part, hereafter called the Contractor, and the City of Boston, 
a municipal corporation in said Commonwealth, of the second part, 
hereafter called the City, on this twenty-seventh day of February, 
1893, agree : 

First. That this agreement, in so far as it relates to the time of 
furnishing gas, shall take effect on the second day of July current, 
and continue, subject to appropriation, until the second day of July, 
in the year 1896, and thereafter, until the Superintendent of Lamps 
of said City shall, with the written approval of the Mayor, notify 
the Contractor that the contract has terminated. 

Second. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for 
lighting the public lamps now located, or which may hereafter be 
located, in the district known as the City Proper, south part com- 
prising Wards 11, 16,17 and 18; the Roxbury district, comprising 
Wards 19, 21 and 22 and that part of Ward 20 lying to the west of 
the centre line of Blue Hill avenue and Hampden street; and the 
Brighton district, comprising Ward 25 of said City, during such 
hours as said Superintendent shall direct. All gas furnished to be 
of not less than twenty-five candle power. 
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Third. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new 
service-pipes required for said public lamps, with a regular fall 
towards the street mains, and keep in regular repair the portions of 
all service-pipes below ground, and use for said new pipes and re- 
pairs only wrought-iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, 
and wrought-iron or malleable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Fourth. The Contractor agrees to set new posts, as furnished by 
the City, for gas and naphtha lighting, to remove posts not in use, 
and to reset posts to line and grade of street when so ordered by the 
Superintendent of Lamps; the work to be done as rapidly as 
practicable. 

Fifth. The Contractor agrees to furnish and apply to said lamps 
automatic regulator burners, each delivering not less than four 
cubic feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the property of the 
City, and- shall, when requested by said Superintendent, change any 
burner to a burner delivering such amount of gas per hour as said 
Superintendent may direct. 

Sixth. The Contractor agrees to furnish a sufficient quantity of 
alcohol to keep the supply pipes free from obstruction. 

Seventh. The Contractor agrees to connect by service-pipes, as 
aforesaid, the street lamps now in use in the City Proper, south 
part, and in the Roxbury district, with its lines of mains, free of ex- 
pense to the City. 

Eighth. The Contractor agrees, in putting down its pipes and 
mains, not to disturb any asphalt, brick or stone pavements with 
concrete base, but shall, when such pipes or mains are carried 
through streets so paved, perform such work or lay such pipes or 
mains in such places as shall be assigned by the Superintendent of 
Streets in his permit. 

Ninth. The Contractor agrees that if any portion of the street 
which it has excavated for the purpose of laying its pipes requires 
repaving or resurfacing within a period of one year from the time it 
has been disturbed, it will make such repairs as,in the opinion of 
the Superintendent of Streets, are necessary to put the surface of 
said street in as good condition as it was before the time of said ex- 
cavation; provided, that in the opinion of said Superintendent such 
resurfacing has become necessary by reason of said excavation. 

Tenth. Such additional pipes as are necessary for the perform- 
ance of this contract shall be laid by the Contractor promptly in such 
localities, and in such manner, as the said City by its proper officers 
shall permit and approve, and the Contractor shall pay such in- 
spectors appointed by the City as may be, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent of Streets, necessary to superintend said work; and 
the public lamps in the City Proper, south district, shall be con- 
nected with the pipes and mains of the Contractor on or before 
July 2, 1893; and said lamps in the Roxbury district shall be so 
connected on or before Sept. 1, 1893. 

Eleventh. The City agrees monthly to pay to the Contractor 
seventy (70) cents for each thousand cubic feet of gas furnished in 
the City Proper, south part, and the Roxbury district; and one 
dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) for each one thousand cubic 
feet of.gas furnished in the Brighton district; also all the reasonable 
expenses actually incurred for labor and materials in furnishing and 
putting down the service-pipes and in keeping in good repair the 
portions of said pipes below ground; also one-half the cost actually 
incurred in removing and cleaning the burners once in each year, 
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and changing the size and style of the burners when required so to 
do by said Superintendent; such new burners to be the property of 
the City. Pro rata deductions from said monthly payments to be 
made for imperfect service. 

Twelfth. In consideration of this contract, and of said promises 
of payments on the part of the City, the Contractor agrees to, and 
with said City, to furnish to said City all the gas required by said 
City for the purpose of lighting its public buildings, parks, squares 
and public grounds within said City Proper, south part, and Rox- 
bury district for the sum of seventy (70) cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and within the Brighton district for one dollar and twenty-five 
($1.25) per thousand cubic feet, ard when requested by the 
Mayor of said City it will make proper and sufficient contracts with 
the various departments of said City for the further carrying out of 
this agreement. 

Thirteenth. In further consideration of this contract, and the 
promises aforesaid, the Contractor agrees to, and with said City, to 
furnish all private consumers within said City Proper, south part, 
and the Roxbury district, gas at a price not exceeding one dollar 
($1.00) per thousand cubic feet, and within the Brighton district to 
furnish gas to all private consumers at a price not exceeding one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand cubic feet; all of 
said gas to be of at least twenty-five candle power. Said prices are 
not to be increased so long as this contract with the City shaJl con- 
tinue in force, and this clause shall be printed upon all bills rendered 
to said private consumers by the Contractor during the term of this 
contract; and any court sitting in equity can enforce the specific 
performance of this clause of this contract on application of either 
the City, any citizen of Boston, or any private consumers in said 
districts. 

Fourteenth. The Contractor shall pay to the City on the second 
day of August of each year during the continuance of this contract 
a sum equivalent to one-half of its net earnings during the year end- 
ing on the 30th day of June preceeding, as shown on the books of 
the Contractor, which are to be kept in accordance with law, after 
paying an annual profit of eight per cent. on the actual money in- 
vested in that year in its gas plant, which amount at present is taken 
to be one million of dollars; provided that said profits shall be 
reckoned as cumulative from the date hereof. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the said Brookline Gas Light Company 
has caused its corporate seal to be hereto affixed, and these presents 
to be signed in its name and behalf by , its presi- 
dent, and , its treasurer; and the City of Boston 
has caused its corporate seal to be hereto affixed, and these presents 
to be signed by , its Superintendent of Lamps.

It is hereby agreed by and between the parties to the above con- 
tract that the time within which the public lamps of the City of 
Boston shall be connected by the Brookline Gas Light Company be 
extended until July 1, 1894, it being understood and agreed that the 
said company shall pay said City the difference between what said 
City shall have to pay other companies for supplying gas to any of 
such lamps unconnected for any of the time between this date and 
said date, and the price at which such gas is to be furnished by 
said Company under this contract.

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The following is the form of contract made with the other 
gas companies: | 


THE BosTon GAs LIGHT COMPANY, a corporation duly estab- 
lished under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
hereinafter called the Contractor, of the first part, and the City of 
Boston, hereinafter called the City, of the second part, on this seven- 
teenth day of August, 1893, agree: 

First. That this agreement shall take effect on the second day of 
July current, and shall continue until the second day of July in the 
year 1896, and shall continue thereafter until a new agreement shall 
be made by the parties, or the first party, or the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City, shall in writing notify the other party that this 
agreement is terminated. 

Second. The gas furnished under this contract shall be of not less 
than twenty-five candle power, unless it shall be necessary to deliver 
coal gas, in which case the candle power shall not be less than 
eighteen. 

Third. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for 
lighting the public lamps now located, and those which may hereafter 
be located, along the lines of the mains of the Contractor as now laid 
or hereafter laid in the district known as the City Proper, north 
part, comprising Wards 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 12, during such hours as 
the Superintendent of Lamps shall direct. 

Fourth. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new ser- 
vice-pipes required, for said public lamps, with a regular fall towards 
the street mains, and keep in good repair the portions of all service- 
pipes below ground, and use for said new pipes and repairs, only 
wrought-iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought- 
iron or malleable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Fifth. The Contractor shall set all posts required for gas lighting 
remove posts not in use, and reset posts to line and grade of street, 
when so ordered by the Superintendent of J.amps, said work to be 
done as rapidly as practicable. 

Sixth. The Contractor shall furnish and apply to any new lamps 
ordered in said district automatic regulator burners, each delivering 
not less than four cubic feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the 
property of the City, and shall, when requested by the said Superin- 
tendent, change any burner to a burner delivering such amount of 
gas per hour as the said Superintendent may direct ; and whena 
burner is found on a test, made by one party in the presence of the 
other, to deliver more than one-tenth of a cubic foot less than four 
feet of gas per hour, shall change it so that it will deliver at least 
four cubic feet per hour ; and may, at any time, when not interfering 
with the regular burning of the lamp, remove and test any burner. 

Seventh. The Contractor shall furnish such quantity of alcohol, 
not exceeding five gallons per one hundred lamps per year, as may 
be necessary to keep the pipes clear from obstructions. 

Eighth. The City shall pay monthly to the Contractor the price 
as fixed by the Gas and Electric Light Commissioners for the con- 
sumers of the Contractor (which price at the date of this contract is 
$1.00) less a discount of ten per cent. (10%) for each thousand cubic 
feet of gas furnished; but the City shall not at any time pay more 
for its gas per thousand cubic feet than is paid by the most favored 
private consumers of the Contractor, or more than ninety cents a

thousand cubic feet during the pendency of this contract; the City 
shall also pay all the reasonable expenses actually incurred for labor 
and materials in furnishing and putting down said service-pipes, and 
in keeping in good repair the portions of said pipes below ground, 
also one-half of the cost actually incurred in furnishing and apply- 
ing burners to said lamps, in removing and cleaning burners once in 
each year, and changing the size of the burners to the requirements 
of the said Superintendent. 

Ninth. The City, by said Superintendent, shall take exclusive 
care of the burners and the portions of the service-pipes above 
ground; shall light and extinguish said burners punctually according 
to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, and shall 
make written returns to the Contractor on Thursday of each week, 
and on the fifteenth day of each month, of the number of burners 
lighted on each night, of the time of beginning to light, and beginning 
to extinguish the same; shall give immediate notice to the Contrac- 
tor of any obstruction or leakage of gas in the pipes below ground 
coming to the knowledge of the said Superintendent; and to use a 
suitable brush and no metallic cleaner to clean the slot of lava tip 
burners, and shall not permit any employee of the City to open the 
regulator of any burner for any purpose whatever. 

In consideration of this contract, and of the above promises of 
said City, the Contractor agrees to furnish gas for the lighting of 
the public buildings, parks and public grounds in said district, and 
to make, when requested so to do, contracts with the several city 
departments having the charge of said buildings, parks and public 
grounds, at the same price per thousand cubic feet as that paid for 
the public lamps. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the Boston Gas Light Company, by its 
officers hereto duly authorized, has signed these presents, and affixed 
its corporate seal thereto, and the said City of Boston has signed 
these presents by its said Superintendent of Lamps, on this seven- 
teenth day of August, 1893.

There is a verbal understanding with the Chelsea Gas 
Light Company to furnish gas for two lamps on the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street bridge. 


Hours oF BURNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours. 
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The following table shows the time of lighting and ex- 
tinguishing the gas lamps for the different months of the 
year: 
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Total, 365 nights or 3,828 hours. 


GAS—BURNERS. 


The public gas lamps, of which there are 8,103 in service, 
are fitted with automatic regulator glycerine burner, 
adopted in 1879, and still giving general satisfaction. They 
consume four feet of gas each per hour. These burners when 
they become defective are changed at once by the lighters, and 
perfect ones substituted. 
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FrrE—ALARM LAMPS. 


There are 65 gas lamps in use for the purpose of indicating 
the location of fire-alarm signal boxes. This department 
assumes the cost of lighting and care of these lamps and 
furnishes the gas for the same. All repairs on these lamps 
are made by the Fire Department. 

The following table shows the total number of gas lamps 
in use each year, as per annual reports, since 1866: 
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NAPHTHA LIGHTING. 


There are in use at present 2,646 naphtha lamps. These 
are lighted by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, 
under contract at $22.81 per lamp per year, and are located 
mostly in the suburban districts where there are no gas 
mains or other means of lighting. 

A new contract was entered upon with the above com- 
pany for the term of three years from March 18, 1896, at an 
increased cost per lamp per annum of $2.37, owing to an 
advance in the price of naphtha. 


The following is the form of contract : 


THE RisIne SUN STREET LIGHTING COMPANY, a corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of Maine, having ausual place 
of business in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the City of 
Boston, a municipal corporation in said Commonwealth, on this 
eighteenth day of March, 1896, agree as follows: 

1. Said Company shall have the care, control, and lighting of all 
naphtha street lanterns used by said City for lighting its streets and 
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ways, and shall be responsible for all damage occasioned by any 
neglect or default of said Company; shall within ten days of the day 
that it shall be notified by the Superintendent of Lamps of said City 
that any street lantern mounted on a post or bracket is assigned to it, 
furnish and apply to such lantern one of said Company’s naphtha 
burners with pipe, stop-cock, water-trap, and a reservoir capable of 
holding sufficient naphtha to operate the burner fourteen hours, and 
shall keep all such lanterns and the burning apparatus thereof so 
furnished clean and in good condition and repair, except such lan- 
terns as said Company shall be notified by said Superintendent 
from time to time to discontinue the care of ; shall furnish naphtha 
of the best quality, seventy-four degrees to seventy-six degrees 
gravity, for use in said lanterns; shall light and extinguish said lan- 
terns according to a time card to be furnished by said Superintendent; 
and shall so furnish and keep said burners that each shall give at all 
times when lighted a light equal to that given by an ordinary gas 
burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas per hour; and shall 
do all said matters and things to the satisfaction of said Superin- 
tendent of Lamps. 

2. Said Company shall immediately notify said Superintendent of 
any damage to any post or bracket for the support of any such lan- 
tern, and shall report in writing at the office of said Superintendent 
on Thursday of each week the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night of the preceding seven days, and on the fifteenth day of each 
month the number of said lanterns lighted on each night subsequent 
to the last report, giving in each of said reports the names of the 
persons lighting the lanterns and the number lighted by each 
person. 

3. Said City shall forthwith on said Superintendent’s being noti- 
fied of any damage to any post or bracket aforesaid, repair the same 
or furnish a new one in place thereof; shall, when any lanterns have 
been destroyed, furnish others in the place thereof upon the presen- 
tation of such damaged lantern to the said Superintendent. 

4, Said City shall pay to said Company in full compensation for 
its performance of the agreements aforesaid the sum of twenty-two 
dollars and eighty-one cents per year of three thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-eight (3,828) hours for each and every lantern so 
kept, cared for and lighted, said payments to be made monthly; 
provided that if any lantern is not kept lighted as aforesaid to the 
satisfaction of said Superintendent during all the. hours ¢equired by 
said time card, a proportional deduction shall be made from said 
monthly payments. 

5. This contract shall continue in force for three years from the 
date hereof and thereafter until terminated on three months’ notice 
in writing by either party, subject, however, to the necessary appro- 
priation being made annually therefor, and on such termination said 
Company may remove its burning apparatus from said lanterns. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


The electric lamps 2,735 in number, located in the differ- 
ent sections of the city, are arc lamps of what is commercially 
known as 2,000-candle power, and are supplied by the Boston 
Electric Light Company, the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Company, and the Brookline Gas Light Company. The 
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lamps used are those known as the: Brush and Thomson- 
Houston lamps. They are cared for by men employed by 
the different companies, and as a rule give good service. 
The following is a copy of the contract made with the Boston 
Electric Light Company : 


THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of 
February, A.D. 1894, by and between THE BosTON ELECTRIC LIGHT 
CoMPANY of Boston, a corporation duly established under the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called *‘ the 
Company,”’ of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the City,’’ of the second part: 


WITNESSETH: 


First. The Company agrees to furnish for a period of five years 
from and after this date such number of electric arc lights as may be 
legally located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the 
city, except in those portions of the city formerly Brighton, Charles- 
town, or part of Brookline. 

Said arc lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred 
and fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen 
hundred, at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per 
night; for fifteen hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen 
hundred and fifty, at the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each 
per night; for seventeen hundred and fifty and any additional lights 
up to two thousand, at the rate of thirty-six cents each per night; 
and for two thousand or over, at the rate of thirty-five cents per 
light per night; provided, however, that if two thousand lights are 
erected by December thirty-first of the present year, the price paid 
shall be thirty-five cents per light per night for the entire number 
from February first, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and if a less 
number is in use on that date (December 31, 1894), then the price 
paid for the entire number from February 1, 1894, shall be reduced 
so that the cost to the City of such lights shall be at the prices fixed 
for the number next below the number in use December 31, 1894; 
the adjustment to be made in the bills payable December 1, 1894, 
and January 1, 1895. In ascertaining the number of lights in use 
on said December 31, 1894, the lights furnished by the Company for 
the parks and public buildings shall be counted. Said arc lights are 
to be kept lighted continuously between dusk and dawn, during such 
hours as the Superintendent of Lamps may direct, the total number 
of hours per year not to exceed thirty-eight hundred and fifty. 

Wherever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 
the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per 
lamp less per night than otherwise. 

The electric current to be furnished for the arc lights is never to 
be less than nine and six-tenths amperes, and the pressure at each 
lamp not less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of 
four hundred and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used, then 
the volts shall be enough greater to require four hundred and sixty- 
one electrical watts per lamp, and giving a nominal candle-power of 
two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diame- 
ter, of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and 
must burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light. The globes 
are to be of clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by the Superin- 
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tendent of Lamps, free from lettering, and all of best quality and 
proper shape to avoid casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps; and any globes that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the 
Company only to connect city posts with such adjacent underground 
wires as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for 
commercial lights; in which case the city is to prepare the posts so 
as to allow of the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs, and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons 
or property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or 
from any use of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all claims 
for damage by reason of any infringement of patent rights in the 
use of lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery, and appliances con- 
nected therewith. 

Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of 
the lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will 
at its own expense replace them with others satisfactory to said 
Superintendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and put in order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed 
to enable each lamp to be examined at least three times during each 
night. 

Fifth. The City agrees that if said Company shall well and faith- 
fully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said City that no proceedings either in law 
or equity have been begun against said City on account of any in- 
fringement of patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said 
electric lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any 
of them, then the City will pay the Company monthly during the 
period of this contract such sum as the total number of lights burn- 
ing at the price named may amount to. In case any such suit or 
suits against said City shall have been begun, or notice of a claim for 
damages shall have been given, the City shall pay any amount due 
under this contract, notwithstanding such suit or notice, if the Com- 
pany shall furnish the City with abond of indemnity with satisfactory 
sureties. Said sum shall be in full payment and discharge for any 
and all expenses attending the care, maintenance and use of such 
lights and apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed that if 
through accident, or other cause, the said lamps, or any of them, 
shall fail to be lighted and kept so lighted, as stated above, any night 
or nights during the period of this contract, then for each Jamp that 
shall fail to be lighted there shall be deducted from the sum to be 
paid by said city an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the 
rate to be paid for lighting the same under this contract as provided. 
In case the actual current supplied to any of the lamps shall be less 
than called for herein, payment shall only be made for the actual 
current as ascertained. The amount to be based pro rata on the 
amount which would be paid were the current equal to that required . 
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hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over twenty per 
cent. of the current called for, in which case no payment shall be 
made, the lights being considered useless. 

And further, this is not to be construed to imply a right to con- 
tinue to furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learn- 
ing whether the Company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, it is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the 
city, by such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
authorize, shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus 
and appliances in the city, and also to the plants of the Company, 
and shall have the further privilege at any time, and at all times, of 
attaching in any of the circuits, at such point or points as they may 
select, one or more ammeters or other measuring instruments, and 
to maintain the same during its pleasure, and have the further right 
to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of testing 
the candle power of such said lamp or lamps. 

This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriations; and shall continue thereafter until 
a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of 
six months after notice, in writing, by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract. 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
City, the Company agrees to furnish electric arc lights for the light- 
ing of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so re- 
quested to do by the departments having charge of said parks, 
buildings and public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same 
conditions, provided for in this contract; this clause also to apply to 
the lights mentioned in contract for the Fens, dated October 7, 1893. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, said Company, by its proper officers, and 
said City, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorised, have 
hereunto set their hands and seals.

LANTERNS. 


The street lanterns used by the department are manufac- 
tured at the department’s shop on Albany street. They 
are made of 14-ounce and 16-ounce copper, tinned on both 
sides, and are of the most substantial and durable character. 
Those used for burning gas are arranged so that the name of 
the street and the number of the house may be inserted 
therein. 

The metal portion of the lantern when broken is repaired 
at the shop, and also all broken glass that cannot be repaired 
on the street. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired during the year there 
have been 1,266 lanterns brought to the shop and repainted.

9 A.M.; to keep the stop-cocks clean and properly oiled, 
the burners in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. 
Gas-leaks are to be reported at this office and at the office of 
the gas company when discovered, and a written statement 
is also required every Thursday morning of the work per- 
formed the previous week. Any neglect in the care of lan- 
terns or fixtures is considered sufficient cause for jmmediate 
dismissal.
